"luring  the  seven  days  ending  December  29,  we  had  one  of  our  cold 
soells,  that  often  show  un    around  Christmas  time.     Tender  vegetables  in 
southern  California,  such  as  peas,  beans  and  a  few  tomatoes  that  were  yet  in 
production,  were  definitely  put  out  of  the  way.    The  fall  crop  of  lettuce  in 
the  '.Tatsonville  and  Salinas  districts  was  also  cleaned  up.     I  am  tola  that 
the  fall  crop  of  peas  in  the  Imperial  Valley  was  nearly  all  shiuped,  but  tha 
vines  still  in  bearing  were  killed  during  this  period.    Ho  damage  was  report 
ed  to  Imperial  lettuce  or  southern  California  cauliflower.  PAGE  1.

"Temperatures  in  the  orange  districts  ragged,  from  32°  down  to  25°  and 
2b°  during  this  period.     The  Exchange  has  made  its  customary  denial  that  the 
crop  suffered  any  damage,  and  in  the  main  the  statement  is  correct,  for 
smudging  was  used  in  all  districts  during  the  frost  period.     It  is  significant, 
however,  that  H.  E.  V.rahlberg,  County  Farm  Advisor  for  Orange  County  (a  county 
in  which  frost  damage  is  usually  the  lightest) , estimates  a  loss  of  5$  of  the 
crop  from  freezing.     I  am  satisfied  that  those  few  orchards  which  were  not 
heated  will  show  a  heavy  loss  from  frost,  and,  furthermore,  those  orchards 
lying  in  exceptionally  exposed  locations  and  the  places  that  register  lowest 
temperatures  will  show  more  damage.     It  is  probable  that  the  average  loss  for 
ail  the  citrus  areas,  including  the  Forterville  district,  will  be  between  5$

2c-     BEEBUEP  PAMPHLET 

There  is  being  mailed  with  this  Livision  Letter  a  reprint  pamphlet  of 
items  published  in  the  Division  Letter  for  the  last  half  of  192S  and  the  fir 
half  of  1926.     In  order  that  this  may  be  of  the  greatest  possible  value  to 
insuectors,   it  is  suggested  that  it  be  kept  in  the  inspector's  handbook  and 
be  referred  to  in  connection  with  the  certification  of  any  particular  produc 
or  in  connection  v/ith  the  consideration  of  any  Question  of  policy. 

The  articles  assembled  in  this  reorint  should  be  carefully  read  by 
every  inspector,   in  oroer  to  refresh  his  memory  on  the  instructions  previous 
sent  out.     This  careful  reading  should  be  folio. ved  by  a  still  more  careful 
study  of  the  contents  given  on  the  index  cages  A,  E,  and  C.     This  will  serve 
to  fir:  in  the  mind  of  each  man  the  heading  under  which  he  should  look  for  an 
subject  on  which  he  desires  to  refresh  his  memory. 

It  is  exported  that  these  reprints  will  be  put  out  twice  a  year  in  th 
future,  and  sufficient  help  will  be  furnished  the  editor  of  the  Livision 
Letter   so  that  they  can  be  issued  promptly  -

3c.     3EMEMBER : - 

1.  Car  heaters  are  a  source  of  great  danger  to  inspectors  because  of 
carbon  monoxide  fumes.     Examine  bunkers  carefully  to  see  if  heaters  are 
present.     Ventilate  thoroughly  cars  in  which  heaters  are  f ound,  regardless  of 
whether  they  are  burning  at  the.  time. 

2.  There  is  <zreat  danger  at  this  season  of  year  on  account  of  icy  ca 
roofs  and  frozen  hatch  covers.     Don't  stand  near  the  edge  of  the  roof  when 
attempting  to  raise  hatch  covers  or  plugs. 

3-     All  cars  of  perishables  moviDP  at  this  time  of  year  nay  contain 
frozen  products  or  those  showing  freezing  injury.     Inspections  restricted  tqj 
the  upper  layers  of  the  load  are  apt  to  be  more  misleading  now  than  at  any- 
other  time  of  the  year. 

U.     Take  temperatures  very  carefully  in  both  unper  and  lower  oortion 
of  loads.     Such  temperatures  are  frequently  accurate  indications  of  the 
seriousness  of  freezing  injury. 

5-     Lon't  keep  car  doors  open  long  enough  to  endanger  the  products  in 
severe  winter  we  at  he  r . 
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Uc .     EXPLANATION  OF  "  LAMAGE:i  I  IT  SPINACH  GRADES . 

The  attention  of  inspectors  is  called  to  the  definition  of  "damage, " 
as  applied  to  the  spinach  grades,  which  states  among  other  things  that  "riant s 
shall  be  considered  as  carnage d  when  they  have  developed  coarse  fibrous  stalks 
that  would  cause  more  than  10  per  cent  v.astc.  "    The  term  "stalks"  refers  to 
the  central  stalks  which  shoot  upward  from  the  center  of  the  rosettes  as  the 
plants  begin  go  go  to  seed.     It  should  not  bo  confused  with  leaf-stems.  There 
is  no  requirement  in  the  U.  S.  No.  1  spinach  grade  that  bars  large  leaf •stems 
6e  account  of  coarseness.      Sometimes  such  leaf-stems  au'pear  to  b3  coarse  but 
really  are  tender  when  cooked.    Under  no  circumstances  should  leaf-stems  be 
considered  in  determining  the  waste  caused  by  "coarse"  fibrous  stalks."  In 
estimating  the  amount  of  waste  caused  by  "coarse  fibrous  stalks/'  consider 
only  the  excess  waste  which  mould  occur  over  that  -ore sent  on  a  perfect  riant.

My  attention  has  been  called  to  failure  of  irsocctcra:  to  always  record 
temperatures  of  products  on  their  certificates.  Instructions  do  net  require 
this  to  be  done  in  all  cases,  but  care  should  be  taken  to  make  record  of  suck 
temreratures  whenever  they  bear  any  relation  to  the  condition  of  the  product. 
Read  carefully  handbook  and  Division  Letter  instructions  in  this  connection.

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1  c .     GENESIS  OF  TEE  FRUIT  AND  VESFTAPL."  INSPECTION  SERVICE. 

The  idea  of  Federal  inspection  of  fruits  and  vegetables  appears  first 
to  have  received  official  consideration  by  Congress-  when  Senator  Iff. P.  Bryan, 
of  Florida,  on  February  3>  1917.  on  the  floor  of  the  Senate  in  Committee  of 
the  .'/hole,  discussed  the  need  for  an  inspection  service  on  fruits  and 
vegetables  ana,  finding  strong  support  to  the  proposition,  hastily  prepared 
and  submitted  the  following  amendment  which  was  adopted: 

"To  enable  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  certify  to 
shippers  the  condition  as  to  soundness  of  fruits  and  vegetables  when 
received  at  markets  under"  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  nay  pre- 
scribe",  >25jOOG;  Provided,  That  the  certificates  issued  by  the  au- 
thorized agents  of  the  department  shall  be  received  in  ail  courts  as 
prima  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained." 
The  amendment,  however,  was  lost   in  the  conference  committee  of  the 
House  and  the  Senate. 

On  June  1,  1317  (the  next  Congress)  ,.. wh lie  considering  the  war  emer- 
gency bill  "To  provide  further  for  the  National  security  and  defense  by 
stimulating  agriculture  and  facilitating  the  distribution  of  agricultural 
products,"  an    amendd-ot ,  worded -practically  the  same  as  that  quoted  above, 
was  submitted  by  Senator  Jones  of  '.'Washington  and  was  agreed  to.     The  item 
remained  in  the  bill  when  passed  on  August  10,  1917,  and  read  as  follows: 
"for  enabling  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  investigate  and  certify 
to  shippers  the  ccnc.ition    as  to  soundness  of  fruits,  vegstables  and 
other  food  products,  when- received  at  such  important  central  markets 
as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  from  time  to  time  designate  and 
under  such  rules  and  regulations  as  he  may  prescribe;  provided,  That 
certificates  issued  by  the  authorized  agents  of  the    department  shall 
be  received  in  all  courts-'  as  prima  facie  evidence  of  the  truth  of  the 
statements  therein  contained*" 

This  work  had  hardly  begun  when  the  Department  found  itself  embarrassed 
because  of  lack  of  authority  to  make  inspect ioSSfor  receivers,  transportation 
companies  and  others  having  a  legitimate  interest  in  the  products.     It  was 
also  difficult  to  acquaint  shirkers  of  their  rrivilires  under  this  law.  Up 
to  June  30,  1912,  only.  6,0/0  inspections  had  been  made.     Ho  charge  was  made 
for  the  inspections.     Ins  lectors  had  been  provided  at        cities  and  lU 
additional  nearby  markets  had  been  designated.    Many  inspections  were  made 
for  the  Food  Administration  upon  request  of  local  Administrators. 

In  the  Appropriation  Act  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  for  the 
fiscal  year  ending  June  30,  1919,  the  inspection  item  was  incorporated  and 
the  language  was  changed  so  as  to  open  the  inspection  service  to  all  persons 
financially  interested  in  the  commodity  and  to  make  possible  the  certifica- 
tion of  quality  as  well  as  the  condition  of  the  products.     It  also  provided 
for  the  charging  of  fees.     The  fees  fized  by  the  Secretary  under  this  Act 
were  *2-50  per  carlot  of  the  customary  size  and  ^l.^C  when  the  quantity 
involved vaG  less    than  one-half  carload. 

In  April,  1919 1  the  Secretary  approved  the  charging  of  travel  and 
subsistence  expenses  of  inspectors  incident  to  making  inspections  in  desig- 
nated markets  in  which  inspectors  were  not  located. 
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Under  an  opinion  rendered  by  the  Solicitor  on  S4ay  3 »  1919.  it  was 
determined  that  products  of  the  kind  mentioned  in  the  Food  Products  Ins^ectiJ 
Law  which  are  in  til?  course  of  interstate  rrovement  ray  be  inspected  by  you 
thereunder  at  a  point  in  transit  which  is  designated  by  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  as  an  important  central  market,"    and  that  t  since  the  service 
was  of  a"benef  icial"  nature  and  not  re  .oil at  or  y,  it  might  be  given  such 
interoretat ion ,   in  joints  in  which  it  was  not  specific,  which  woulatho  more 
conduce  lo  the  public  good. 

In  the  Appropriation  Acts  for  the  fiscal  years,  1920,  1921  and  1922  the 
ins ':oct ion  item  contained  the  restricting  words  "when  received  in  interstate 
comer  ce .  "      This  somewhat  hampered  the  work.    Under  the  Afcjt  effective  July  1, 
1920,  tine  fees  were  raised  from  £2.50  'and  ?,1*50  to  $U.OO  and  -*2.50,  for  carlot; 
and. half- car lot  or  less,  respectively,  and  a  fee  of  $1,00  for  extra  copies 
wa  s  au  t  h  0  r  i  z  e  d . 

The  Appropriation  Act  of  May  11,  1922,  providing  for  the  fiscal  year 
1923,  removed  the  restriction  "when  received  ir.  interstate  commerce"  and 
instead  read:   "when  offered  for  interstate  shipment  or  when  received  at  such 
important  central  markets  as  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  ray  from  time  to 
time  designate,  or  at  points    ;hich  may  be  conveniently  reached  therefrom,"  etci 
This  opened  up  the  entire  field,  of  sh ir p i ng~ Poi n t  inspection  to  the  service.

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la.     NORTHWESTERN  APPLES'  KEEPING  WELL  IN  STORAGE . 

Mrs.  L.  B.  Gerry,  of  the  Spokane  office,  submitted  on  January  7  a 
clipping  from  the  "Spokesman  Review"  which  indicates  that  northwestern  apples, 
whether  in  common  or  cold  storage,  are  keeping  splendidly,  -  much  better  than 
was  expected  after  the  freeze  of  last  September.    Mrs.  Gerry's  letter  reads: 

"This    report  is  contrary  to  all  that  we  anticipated.     The  last  few  day 
I  have  had  many  reports  that  apples  which  were  frozen,  put  into  cold  storage 
and  kept  at  an  even  temperature,  are  proving  to  be  of  good  quality  and 
condition.     This  morning  one  of  the  growers  in  the  Spokane  Valley  stated  that 
he  picked  several  boxes  of  Jonathans  and  Romes  and  put  them  into  his  basement. 
Out  of  curiosity  a  few  days  ago,  he  brought  some  of  them  up  and  found  that 
they  were,  as  he  stated,  in  perfect  condition.     Undoubtedly  you  have  noticed 
that  the  Winesap  price  is  on  the  rise.    We  have  sales  today  at  $1.65',  which 
is  quite  an  advance  over  a  month  ago."  -  The  prediction  has  been  made  that 
prices  will  soon  advance  to  ^2.00  or  higher. 

The  following  statement  was  made  recently  by  a  representative  of  the 
Northwestern  Fruit  Exchange: 

"The  way  in  which  fruit  is  holding  up  has  surprised  us.     Our  own  fruit 
inspectors  in  the  East,  who  saw  the  fruit  that  went  into  storage  there,  have 
reported  that  they  are  astonished  at  the  condition  in  which  they  find  it  now. 
They  have  reported  that  the  fruit  is  better  now  than  when  it  went  in.  This 
seems  almost  unbelievable,  that  fruit  will  improve  in  storage,  but  the  facts 
seem  to  bear  this  out, 

"Winesaps  in  common  storage  now  are  as  good  as  they  were  at  any  time 
last  year.     We  all  thought,  of  course,  that  the  conaiti on  of  the  fruit  after 
going  through  the  September  freeze  and  the  severe  wiping  methods  would  not 
hold  up.    Not  only  is  it  holding  up,  with  no  evidence  of  internal  breakdown, 
but  it  shows  no  indication  of  being  in  a  way. to  deteriorate.     I  was  in 
Cashmere  two  days  ago  and  was  shown  some  Rome  Beautys,  which  the  grower  did 
not  think  good  enough  to  pack  because  of  their  ripeness.     Some  of  them  were 
placed  in  common  storage  and  the  ones  I  saw  were  as  firm  as  any  Romes  I  have 
ever  handled. "

All  market  reporters  should  review  carefully  the  instructions  given  in 
par.  lb  of  the  D.  L.  for  November  5,  1926,  regarding  the  method  of  arranging 
reports  on  miscellaneous  vegetables  for  benefit  of  Florida  news  service. 
The  information  on  theeo. products  should  be  grouped  together  under  one  general 
heading,  and  at  the  end  of  that  portion  of  the  wire  the  word  "Finished"  should 
be  inserted.     The  Jacksonville  office  advises  that  this  arrangement  greatly 
facilitates  the  handling  of  reports,  and  that  a  few  of  the  market  stations 
are  forgetting  to  follow  instructions. 


2b.     TEXAS  NETS  SERVICE  COMMENDED • 

The  annual  report  of  the  Agricultural  Department  of  the  San  Antonio 
Chamber  of  Commerce  gives  a  great  deal  of  praise  to  the  cooperative  market 
news  service  in  South  Texas,  handled  through  the  San  Antonio  office  unaer 
direction  of  J.  A.  Punter. 

On  January  1,  Mr.  Hunter  released  a  special  article  to  the  press, 
telling  of  the  heavy  movement  of  perishables  from  Texas  during  1926  and  the 
great  value  of  these  products.     About  37,000  cars  of  22  fruits  anfl.  vegetables 
were  shipped,  or  nearly  9,000  more  than  in  1925-     The  movement  was  more  than 
double  that  of  three  years  ago.     Mr*  Punter  estimates  that  the  1926  shipments 
had  an  f. o . b. -loading-station  value  of  approximately  $26,000,000.     The  value 
of  truck  hauled  to  nearby  markets  and  consumed  locally  may  have  been  almost 
as  great  as  that  shipped  in  car-lots. 


3b.     SPECIAL  PAPER  ON  MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE. 

On  January  5,  R.  L.  Ringer  presented  a  paper  on  market  reports  and  how 
to  interpret  them,  at  a  Marketing  Conference  under  auspices  of  the  State 
College  of  Washington,  Pullman,  Wash.     This  paper,  a  copy  of  which  has  been 
received  in  the  Washington  office,  portrays  the  Market  News  Service  in  a  very 
unique  and  interesting  manner.     In  fact,  any  employee  who  is  thinking  of 
giving  a  similar  talk  along  this  line  might  do  well  to  borrow  Mr.  Ringer's 
paper  from  Washington;   it  contains  many  helpful  suggestions.

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INSPECTION  SERVICE 


The  following  items  (  lc  and  2c),  of  interest  to  all  inspectors,  were 
taken  from  California  Inspectors'  Notes,  dated  January  J,     The  articles  were 
written  by  D.  G-.  Milbrath,  pathologist,  Bureau  of  plant  Quarantine  and  Pest 
Control,  California  Department  of  Agriculture: 

1  c  .     CELERY  DISEASE  IN  SAN  DIEG-0  COUNTY . 

In  the  celery  fields  near  Chula  Vista,  a  disease  developed  during  the 
latter  part  of  November,  which  resembled  in  some  respects  celery  yellows. 

The  first  symptoms  became  evident'  when  the  plants  were  full-grown  and 
ready  for  boarding.     At  that  time,  within  one  or  two  days,  all  of  the  plant 
above-ground'  turned  yellow.     Shortly  after,  a  pink  color  developed  in  the 
leaves . 

The  petioles  or  stalks  of  the  outer  three  or  four  cycles  were  dry  and 
pithy.     The  young  stalks  and  leaves  at  the  heart  were  stunted  in  some  cases 
and,  in  other  cases,  t^hey  were  twisted  and'  the  leaves  were  curled. 

In  cutting  across  the  stem,  the  vascular  tissues  were  slightly  discolor 
ed,  but  not  so  distinctly  as  in  the  yellows  disease. 

The  roots  lacked,  firmness  and  there  was  a  striking  absence  of  the 
abundance  of  feeder  roots,   found  in  normal  plants. 

There  was  no  decay  of  affeated  plants  in  the  field. 

In  one  case,   there  was  only  a  small  number  of  yellowed  plants  before  th 
boarding  was  placed.     Several  days  after  boarding,  35$  of  the  plants  showed 
evidence  of  the  disease  and  were  discarded  at  packing  time. 

Investigations  in  the  laboratory  have  shown  that  a.  form  of  the  fungus 
Fusariurn  has  attacked  the  roots.     This  fungus  has  been  obtained  from  the  stem 
in  a  few  cases. 

Incomplete  studies  point  toward    the  presence  of  a  root  destroying 
species  of  Fusariurn. 

2c.     CAULIFLOWER  LEAF  SPOT. 

A  disease  on  cauliflower,  caused  by  Bacterium  maculicolum,  has  develop- 
ed at  Compton,  Los  Angeles.  County.     Specimens  were  received  from  that  region 
and  diagnosed  in  the  laboratory. 

Rain,  fogs  and  low  temperatures  found  favorable  conditions  for  the 
oevelopment  of  this  disease.. 

It  is  characterized  by  stomatal  infections,  small  black  specks  develop- 
ing in  large  numbers.     Often  the  specks  were  localized  in  places  on  the 
leaves  where  water  drops  collect,  as  along  the  heavier  veins.     Leaf  blade  and 
viens  and  flowers  are  attacked. 

The  effect  of  the  attack  is  a  yellowing,  ra^gedness  and  dropping  of 
leaves.     The  flower  turns  black  in  places. 

-   This  is  the  first  bad  case  of  this  type  of  leaf  spot  called  to  attentio 
in  California.

Dr.  D.  H.  Pose,  of  B.P.I.,  submitted  the  following  article:- 

The  quotations  which  follow,  taken  from  a  letter  written  by  Fomar  A. 
Harris,  of  the    Los  Angeles  office,  raise  a  question  which  should  be  of 
interest  to  all  inspectors : 

"I  am  enclosing  a  cony  of  inspection  certificate  l\To.  119^71. 

covering  inspection  of  a  car  of  Washington  Jonathan  apples  . 

"The  apples  were  affected  with  what  looked  like  soft  scald. 
As  indicated  in  the  certificate,  part  of  the  fruit  was  oil-wrapped 
and  part  wrapped  with  plain  paper.     The  use  of  oil  wraps  indicated 
a  remarkable  control  of  the  soft  scald,  and    yet  our  literature 
indicates  that  the  use  of  oil  wraps  has  no  effect  on  this  condition. 
I  forwarded  samples  to  Chicago  and  have  received  a  reply  from  Mr. 
Butler,  in  which  he  confirms  my»  diagnosis  of  soft  scald. 

"You  will  notice  I  reported  the  condition  on  this  certificate 
as  scald,  without  attempting  to  distinguish  between  the  two  varieties." 

The  certificate  statement,  under  "Other  blemishes  and  defects,"  reads 
as  follows: 

"In  lot  marked  0.  D.  Huxtable,  plain  wrap,  an  average  of  25$ 
of  apples  shows  scald,  affecting  from  small  areas  to  nearly  the  entire 
surface  and  mostly  penetrating  to  a  depth  of  one-eighth  to  one-quarter 
inch.     Lots,  with  oil  wraps,   including  marks    W.  I.  Huxtable,  A.  L« 
Ostrander,  E.  G-.  Lusck,  and  I.  J.  Bryan,  show  an  average  of  3%  of 
apples  affected  by  scald,  usually  in  small  areas." 

It  is  suggested  that  inspectors  keep  a  lookout  for  conditions  like  those 
described  by  Mr.  Harris.     It  is  true,  as  he  notes,  that  the  literature  to  date 
does  not  mention  any  control  of  soft  scald  by  oiled  wraps.     Confirmation  of 
this  is  furnished  also  by  Dr.  Charles  Brooks,  who  is  the  author  of  most  of 
the  literature  on  the  subject. 

It  is  suggested  that,  if  inspectors  find  conditions  like  those  describ- 
ed by  Mr.  Harris,  they  bring  them  to  the  attention  of  the  Washington  office 
or  of  pathologists  in  Washington  or  Chicago. 

5c .     INCREASE  IN  NOVEMBER  INSPECTIONS  IN  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON. 

According  to  a  report  published  by  F.  E.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office, 
U.581  shipping-point  inspections  were  made  in  Washington  during  November. 
This  is  918  more  than  were  made  during  November,  1925-     Apple  inspections 
totaled  3.7^8,  potatoes  675.  and  pears  1^9-    Between  July  1  and  November  30, 
about  20,775  inspections  had  been  made  in  the  State,  which  is  an  increase  of 
U,287  over  the  same  period  last  season.

Sc-    pfftsylyafia  faxing  progress  in  fruit  stai^dafj-izaiion. 

Much  progress  in  the  standardization  of  fruit  packed  and  shipped  by 
the  carload  in  Pennsylvania  during  the  past  three  years  is  reported  by  the 
Pennsylvania  lepartment  of  Agriculture.  Use  of  standard  grades  has  become 
more  extensive  throughout  the  commercial  fruit  belt  of  the  State,  and  in- 
creasing interest  is  being  shown  in  the  leading  potato  producing  counties, 
as  evidenced  by  the  State-Federal  shipping-point  inspection  work  the  past 
six  months. 

Shipping-point  inspection  work  was  started  i«  1923  by  the  State  Bureau 
of  Markets  at  eight  shipping  points  in  four  counties.     Curing  that  year  23U 
cars  of  apples  ana  four  of  potatoes  were  inspected.    During  the  past  season 
the  work  was  carried  on  at  55  shipping  points  in  12  counties.     The  total 
number  of  carloads  of  peaches,  apples  and  potatoes  inspected  the  past  year 
will  be  approximately  1,500  carloads,  or  more  than  six  times  the  number 
inspected  three  years  ago.

California.  Inspectors1  !\Totes  recently  contained  an  article  regarding  a 
State  employee,  who  was  involved  in  a  law  suit  over  damage  caused  by  his  car 
while  on  duty  and  through  no  fault  of  his  own,'   This  item  led  to  the  question 
of  whether  or  not  a  Federal  employee  can  "be  sued  for  similar  damage  to  pro- 
perty  or  injury  to  uerson,  when  driving  a- Government-owned  automobile  in  the 
performance  of  his  duties.     The  Solicitor  of  the  Department  sent  the  follow- 
ing reply  to  Mr,  Tenny,  Chief  of  Bureau,  on  January  lU: 

"I  have  your,  letter  of ; the ■ bth  instant,  inquiring  as-  to  whether  employ- 
ees of  your  Bureau,  engaged  in  operating  Government-owned  automobiles,  may  be 
sued  in  instances  where  such  cars ,  while  .being  driven  by  them,  collide  with 
privately-owned  automobiles.     You  also  ask  to  be  informed,  if  the  Government 
can  not  be  sued  in  such  cases,  as  to  what  protection  a  Government  employee  may 
have,  whose  duty  involves  the  operation  of  a  Government -owned  automobile. 

"The  general  rule  of  law  is  that  an  agent  is  personally  liable  for  the 
torts  committed. by  him,  even  while  acting  in  the  scope  of  his  employment. 
Chauffeurs  employed  by  your  Bureau  are  merely  agents .of  the  Government  while 
they  are  performing  the  duties  of  their  job  and,  as  such,  the  same  rule  of 
law  covering  torts  of  agents  for  private  employers  applies  with  like  effect  to 
them.     Federal  employment  does  not  relieve  your  chauffeurs  from  liability  to 
persons  suffering  damages  ..by  .  reason  of  their  tort  ious'"  aofoi'V'"  . 

"Answering  your  inquiries  specifically,  you  are- advised  that ,  .  where 
your • chauffeurs  occasion  injury  or  damage  to  persons  or  property  by  their 
negligent  handling  of  Bureau  automobiles,,  suits  may- be  instituted  and  main- 
tained against  them  for  the  recovery  of  damages  by  those  sustaining  the  injury 
or  damage.     There  is  no  way  in  which  your  drivers  can  escape  their  legal  lia- 
bility in  such  cases.     They  may  protect  themselves  against  loss  to  a  limited 
extent  by  securing  automobile  accident  insurance,  which;,  will  save  them  harm- 
less up  to  the  amount  of  the  policy..     .  •  ■ 

"In  the  absence  of  statutory  authority,  the  United  States  can  not  be 
sued  on  account  of  torts  committed  by  its  employees  while  they  are  engaged  in 
the  performance  of  their  official  duties.     No  statute  containing  such  author- 
ity has  as  yet  been  enacted  by  Congress.       Congress  has,  however,  by  the  Act 
of  December  28,  1Q22  (US.Stat*  1066)     conferred  authority  upon  the  heads  of 
departments  and  establishments  of  the  Government  to.  consider,,  ascertain, 
adjust,  and  determine,  any  claim  accruing  after  April  6,  191 7 i  *or  damage  to  or 
loss  of  privately- owned  property,  where  the  amount  of-  the  .claim  does  not  exceed 
$1,000,  when  the  damage  or  loss  is,  caused  by  the  negligence  of  any  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Government,  acting  within  the  scope  of  his  employment,  and  to 
certify  to  Congress  such  amount  as  may  be  found  to  be  due  the  claimant  as  a 
legal  claim  for  payment  out  of  appropriations  that  may  be  made  by  .Congress 
therefor.      But,  in  order  that,  such  claims  may  be- considered,  they  must  be 
presented  to  the  Department  or  other  Government  establishment  within  one  year 
from  the  date  of  accrual  thereof.     This  law,  as  you  will  note,  only  authorizes 
the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  to  consider  and  recommend  to  Congress  for  payment 
claims  that  are. based  on  damage  to  or  loss  of  pr ivately- owned' property ,  where 
the  amount  does  not  exceed  $1,000.     '.-There  persons  seek  payment  from  the  United 
States  for  injuries  to  the  person,  or  damages  to  privately-owned  property  in 
an  amount  exceeding  $1,000,   that  are  occasioned  by  the  negligence  of  Federal 
employees,  they  must  secure  satisfaction  by  applying  to  Congress  for  the 
passage  of  appropriations  for  their  relief,  unless  they  can  recover  from  the 

employee."  .

The  following  letter  was  written  by  W.  H.  Hall,  from  Orlando,  Ela. , 

on  January  12: 

"Heavy  to  killing  frosts  occurred  in  Elorida  on  the  nights  of  December 
30  and  31  and  January  1.    This  cold  snap  killed  most  of  the  tender  vegetables, 
but  fortunately  very  few  tomatoes  had  been  set  on  the  '.Test  Coast  and  most  of 
the  oer-pers  had  been  moved.     The  strange  rart  of  this  cold  weather  is  the  fact 
that  the  lowest  temperature  was  in  the  7/auchula  district,  which  is  south  of 
the  center  of  the  State, 

"Many  citrus  groves  show  heavy  damage  to  the  foliage,  but  actual 
damage  to  the  fruit  is  hard  to  determine.     Temperature  went  down  to  28°  in  the 
Orlando  district  night  before  last  and  to  25°  last  night.    Last  night's  tem- 
perature remained  below  2b°  for  four  hours  and  below  freezing  for  about  twelve 
hours..    Tangerines  undoubtedly  have  suffered  at  least  moderate  damage,  with 
lesser"  daD.age  to  oranges  and  grapefruit . 

' The  remaining  tender  vegetables  undoubtedly  are  done  for,  around 
0rlar.de.     Saniord  celery  has  been  damaged,  though  to  just  what  extent  is  proW 
Ismat  ileal.     Scattering  reports  now  coming  in  from  other  sections  indicate 
that  the  freeze  was  very  irregular  over  the  State,  and  it  will  take  a  general 
survey  to  r.rveal  the  extent  of  damage*     It  is  a  rather  sad  sight  here,  with 
the  flcwer  gardens  and  track  gardens  black  and  withered,  as  a  result  of  the 
frost.-...     Those  of  us  who  are  not  directly  in  the  farming  business  are  con- 
soled by  the  report  that  much  warmer  weather  is  in  sight." 

A  telegram  of  January  15,  from  L.  M.  Rhodes,  of  the  State  Marketing 
Bureau,  reads  as  follows: 

"Reports  incomplete  on  frost  injury.    Orlando  section  reports  about 
half  tangerines  killed;  15  to  20%  oranges,  and  5$  grapefruit.  Eruitmans 
Club  trying  x0  stop  shipments  for  two  weeks  until  real  damage  is  known. 
Vegetables  fail  crop  gone;  new  spring  crops  not  ixp«    Potatoes  Eastings  section 
not  up.     Celery  slight  injury.    Tomatoes  possibly  75"^  loss  Fort  Wyers>  e£S~ 
plant  kofo,  peters  30f3  loss  Eort  Myers.     Arcadia  and  tfauchula  sections 
probably  hard  hit  also.    More  complete  report  first  of  week." 

2b .     CARLOT  MAgggT  CLOSED  ON  AOCOUET  DEATH  QE  MEMBER  OF  TRADE . 

The  following  letter  of  January  IS,  from  E.  R.  Biddle,  is  self- 
explanatory. 

"Reference  is  made  to  my  wire  Monday  morning,  notifying  you  that  the 
Philadelphia  carlot  markets  would  be  closed  on  account  of  the  death  of  Thomas 
J.   Cancelmo.     It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  know  that  this  is  the  first 
time  any  member  of  the  trade  has  been  so  honored. 

"Mr.  Cancelmo  was  head  of  the  firm. of  A.  Cancelmo  and  was  very  popular 
with  all  the  trade.     He  was  one  of  the/papular  salesmen  at  the  Market  House, - 
a  free  seller,  who  unloaded  his  cars  and  sold  them.     As  president  of  the 
Philadelphia  Carlot  Receivers*  Association,  he  had  much  to  do  with  the  develop 
ment  of  the  plans  for  the  new  Pennsylvania  Terminal  as  well  as  the  new  B.&O. 
Terminal  and  auction  rooms. 

"He  has  always  been  an  outstanding  figure  in  any  movement  for  the 
betterment  of  trading  conditions  and  hours.     The  trade  as  a  whole  feels  his 
loss  keenly,  as  shown  by  the  closing  of  both  the  Market  House  and  the  Auction 
for  the  day."

lc.     PKEEZIftG  INJURY  OF  FLORIDA  CITRUS  FRuT 


Recent  advices  from  Florida  indicate  that  there  has  been  serious 
damage  to  a  considerable  percentage  of  fruit  in  many  parts  of  the  State.  It 
is  known  that  some  badly- frozen  fruit  has  already  "been  shipped.     This  fruit 
was  in  a  mushy  condition  when  packed.     Inspectors  should  be  on  the  lookout 
for  fruit  of  this  kind,  if  inspections  are  requested  for  either  quality  or 
condition  of  oranges,  grapefruit  or  tangerines.     The  following  is  quoted 
from  Tood  Decision  lloa  150  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry: 

"Citrus  fruit  is  injured  in  flavor  by  freezing  and  soon  becomes  dry 
and  unfit  for  food.     The  damage  is  evidenced  at  first  by  a  more  or  less 
bitter  flavor,  followed  by  a  marked  decrease  in  sugar ,  and  especially  in  acid 
content.     Fruit  which  has  been  materially  damaged  by  freezing  is  inferior  and 
decomposed  within  the  meaning  of  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act* 

"For  the     guidance  of  those  engaged  in  shining  citrus  fruit,  it  is 
announced  that,  pending  further  investigation,  the  following  principles  will 
be  observed  in  enforcing  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act: 

"Citrus  fruit  will  be  deemed  adulterated  within  the  meaning  of  the 
Food  and  Drugs  Act,  if  the  contents  of  any  package  found  in  interstate  com- 
merce contain  15$  or  more  of  citrus  fruit  which,  on  a  transverse  section 
through  the  center,  shows  a  marked  drying  in  20$  or  more  of  the  exposed  pulp." 

For  the  purpose  of  grade  certification,  any  fruit  which  shows  "marked 
jdryness'^or  a  mushy  condition  will  be  considered  as  not  meeting  grade  require- 
ments" of'  either  U.S.  No.  1  or  Ro.  2  grades  for  Florida  citrus  fruit.  Slight 
xdryjp.ess  may  be  mentioned  but  should  not  be  counted  against  the  grade. 
v%-[of  2Qc/o  or  more  of  the  exposed  pulp  of  a  transverse  section] 

2c .     ITZ-'.T  CERTIFICATE  REQUIRED  AFTER  RESORTING-  OR  REaSSEIvIBLIRG  CARLOAD  LOT. 

Question  has  been  raised  regarding  the  necessity  for  issuing  a  new 
grade  certificate  after  a  carload  of  potatoes,  which  was  certified  up  to 
&rade,  has  been  resorted  a  month  or  two  later  for  the  purpose  of  removing 
decay  and  a  "condition  only"  certificate  requested.     The  same  question  has 
arisen  in  connection  with  the  certification  of  a  car  of  apples,  made  up  of 
parts  of  several  cars  which  had  been  previously  certified  as  meeting  certain 
grade  requirements. 

In  reassembling  lots  of  this  kind,  it  often  happens  that  small  lots 
which  were  not  inspected  and  which  may  be  of  inferior  quality  become  mixed 
with  the  others,  and  in  resorting  potatoes  for  removal  of  decay  other  defects 
are  often  removed. 

In  all  such  cases  a  complete  new  inspection  should  be  made,  for  the 
lot  which  goes  out  is  not  the  same  as  that  originally  inspected  and  only  by 
a  complete  new  inspection  and  certification  can  the  inspector  be  sure  that 
he  is  properly  representing  both  quality  and  condition.

A.  E.  kercKer  frill  leave  the  Federal  service  on  February  1,  to  "become 
Chief  of  the  New  Jersey  State  Bureau  of  Markets,  at  Trent  on*     This  announce- 
ment also  appeared  in  the  trade  paperis  last  week,  his  appointment  to  the  new 
position  having  been  confirmed  and  made  public  about  a  week  ago  by  the  State 
Eo ard  of  Agriculture.     Mr.  Mercker  succeeds  A.  L.  Clark,  who  resigned  as  head 
of  the  New  Jersey  Bureau  of  Markets  some  months  ago.    Like  Mr.  Stanton,  Mr. 
Mercker  is  one  of  the   older  employees  in  the  F.  &  V.  Division  (older  as  to 
length  of  service) ,  and  his  separation  from  the  Federal  service  is  sincerely 
regretted.      He  was  anointed  in  January,  1918,  and  has  held  important  field 
assignments  on  shipping- -point  inspection  work.    Eis  terminal  market  work  has 
been  very  largely  in  New  York  City,  and  Mr.  Mercker  is  well  acquainted  with 
conditions  in  New  Jersey.

1  b .     gXTEFSIVE  CIRCULATION  OF  FHIIAIFLFT-TIA  RETORTS . 

In  the  seiii-annual  report  from  the  £fiiladelphia  office,  special 
emphasis  is  placed  on  the  numerous  press  releases  and  the  use  of  the  daily 
market  reports  by  ne  s^ers  and  other  journals  in  that  territory.     More  than 
50  papers  now  use  the  Philadelphia  reports,  and  it  has  been  estimated  that 
their  combined  circulation  is  about  3,000,000  conies  daily.-    This  includes 
the  reports  prepared  cooperatively ' with  the  State  Bureau  of  Markets. 

Mr.  Biddle  is  about  to  release  his  annual  summary  of  carlot  unloads. 
He  advises  that  he  already  has  had  525  requests  for  this  summary,  in  audition 
to  the  loC  copies  which  are  filed  (for  future  needs)   in  the  Philadelphia 
office  and  the  lJj'O  copies  sent  to  Washington. 

2b .     FE I L  AIELBE I A  PE-iIERS  EANILIITG  CABBAGE  PH  SACKS. 

I.  ?..  Biddle,  of  the  Philadelphia  office,  wrote  as  follows  in  a  letter 
of  January  16:  • 

"There  has  been  a  very  rapid  development  in  the  selling  of  Hew  York 
Danish  oahbage.  in  sacks  on  this  market «    luring    November,  one  firm  received 
three  or  four  cars  of  this  stock  in  100-pound  sacks  and  branded.     This  stock 
was  bought  up  quickly  at  prices  considerably  above  the  price  of  bulk  stock.. 
This  firm  was  able  to  book  up  orders  in  advance,  so  that  during  December  the 
number  of  cars  increased,  somewhat  ana  one  other  receiver  got  into  the  game. 
During  the  first  two  weeks  of  January,  there  have  been  04  cars  of  this  stock 
and  it  has  always  met  a  ready  sale..    Prices  have  .ranged  from  -1.20  to  $1«.50 
per  sack  or  *2U.OO  to  $30.00  per  ton,  while  bulk  stock  movea  slowly  at  315.00- 
$25-00.     Of  course,  there  is  some  cost  to  the  shipper  for  bags  and  packing 
costs  but,  on  the  other  hand,  he  does  not  have  the  shrinkage  of  the  bulk  cars 
to  contend  with  and  the  number  of  receivers  is  increasing. 

"The  bulk  cacbage  is  handed  at  Second  and  Master  Streets,  while 
sacked  stock  is  sold  at  the  Market  Fouse.     The  convenience  of  having  this 
stock  at  this  point  seems  to  be  appreciated  by  the  jobber,  and  the  receivers 
at  Master  Street  are  feeling  the  competition  very  keenly.    They  see  their 
cabbage  business  going  the  same  way  the  onions  and  potatoes  have  gone.  At 
present  they,  are  all  saying::  ItSh,   it's  all  right  during  0.0  Id    weather,  but 
wait  until  later  when  the  stock  will  need,  trimming.1' 

"Of  c.mrse,  there  are  tires  when,  those  handl ing  .sacked  stock  //ill  have 
troubles  of  their  own,  but  I  believe  that  the  volume  of  this  business  is  due 
to  grow,  especially  when  the  new  terminal  is  completed  and  it  can  be  unloaded 
and  handled  to  better  advantage."

luring  each  of  the  past  two  years,  according  to  the  Maryland  State 
Ieoartment  of  Markets,  the  largest  number  of  inspect  ions' has  been  made  on 
apples  ana  Irish  potatoes.     The  production  of  these  two  crops  increased 
materially  in  1926,  ana  there  was  a  corresponding  increase  in  the  number  of 
inspections . 

About  3010  cars  of  8  different  commodities  were  inspected  during  1926, 
or  an  increase  of  127$  over  1925,  and  6ll^  over  192U.     Inspections  were  made 
at  56  railroad  points,  compared  with  33  in  1925,  6  in  192*4. 

Progress  is  reported  also  in  the  actual  use  of  the  recognized  U.S. 
standard  grades.     In  some  instances  shippers  anu  growers  have  unloaded, 
regradeo.,  and  repacked  cars  of  produce  which  failed  to  meet  the  requirement  s 
of  such  grades,  before  letting  them  go  on  the  market.     The  inspection  service 
is  conducted  on  an  actual  cost  basis.

"The  disease  first  makes  its  appearance  on  the  underside  of  the  leaves 
in  the  form  of  mildew  and  gradually  destroys  the  tissue  until  the.  affected 
areas  fall  away,  leaving  holes  in  the  leaves  and  having  the  appearance  of 
being  burned. 

"Our  fall  s-oinach  is  not  generally  affected  with  this  trouble,  but  this 
year  is  an  exception  ana  practically  every  field  has  been  so  badly  affected 
that  there  was  very  little  spinach  fit  for  shipment .     We  have  also  had  an 
excess  of  rain,  which  probably  had  some  effect. 

"Our  spring  spinach  is  always  affected  unless  it  is  cut  quite  early, 
before  any  appreciable  amount  of  warm  weather." 

Tr.  Ramsey's  reply  is  as  follows: 

"The  pressed  specimens  of  spinach  arrived  in  fine  condition,  ana  showed 
the  aiseasea  condition  of  the  leaves  very  well.     This  disease  is  usually  known 
by  the  name,  lowny  Mildew,  ana  it  is  caused  by  the  fungus  Peronospora.  This 
trouble  is  quite  common  in  most  spinach** growing  districts,  especially  during 
wet,  moderately-cool  weather,     The  amount  of  lowny  Mildew  present  during  a 
given  season  is  almost  entirely  determined  by  the  weather.    The  eaP-S&l'  fungus 
is  spreaa  by  rains,  ana  it  is  during  wet  weather  that  the  spores  get  establish- 
ed in  the  leaves  ana  cause  the  spotting.     Try  weather    is  very  unfavorable  for 
the  development  of  Lowny  Mildtw, 

"Control  of  this  Disease  is  rather  difficult  when  the  weather  favors  its 
development.     However,   the  following  spray  has  been  reported  to  give  a  marked 
degree  of  control  in  some  localities.     It  might  be  well  to  give  it  a  trial  in 
your  region: 

l/2  lb.   copper  sulphate,  dissolved  in  25  gals,  water.  5  lbs.  caustic- 
potash  fish  oil  soap,  dissolved  in  25  gals,  water.  Viy.  the  two  dilute  solutions 
by  pouring  one  into  the  other,  while  stirring  vigorously."

McKelvie  ana  The  Nebraska  Farmer  was  that  the  farmers  of  western  Nebraska 
found  it  necessary  to  establish  sta.ndards  and  certify  their  seed  potatoes  in 
order  that  they  might  establish  a  permanent  and  profitable  market  in  other 
regions.     They  were  forced  to  this  by  competition  from  other  States  and  by  the 
aemana  of  growers  to  know  the  kind  of  seed  they  were  buying.'    The  jury  held 
this  to  be  a  right  that  should  not  be  infringed.     This  simply  is  another 
illustration  of  how  the  farmer  finds  it  necessary  to  apply  the  accepted 
practices  of  trade  in  order  that  he  may  avail  himself  of  better  markets  and 
higher  prices.     The  manufacturer  long  since  learned  that  he  must  standardize 
his  products,  give  them  a  trade  name  ana  advertise  these  standards  and  trade 
marks  to  the  world  as  a  guarantee  of  quality  ana  service.     There  is  no  reason 
why  the  products  of  the  farm  should  be  excepted  from  this  rule,  and  they  can

2a.     NE.,'  PROrUCE  TERM  1 17  AL  IN  BOSTON/ 

The  Boston  Farket  Terminal  Company    and  the  N.  Y.  ,  N.R.  &  F.  Railroad 
Company  jointly  have  issued' ah' illustrated  circular,  announcing  the  completion 
of  the  ne./  wholesale  fruit  and  produce  market ,  ''Served  by  the  rails  of  the 
New  Haven  road.     The  railroad  has  provided  for  the  market  two  large  brick 
houses,  each  660  fe^it  long  ana  50  'feet  wide,  each  with  a  capacity  of  75  car- 
loads, and  a  bulk  yard  with  a  capacity  of  200  carloads  adjacent  to  the  market 
houses  .for  direct  carload  delivery."  '  Between  the  houses,  there  are  three 
covered  platforms  and  four  trades.     This  new  produce  terminal  is  located  at 
Fargo  Street  yards  of  the  New  Haven  road. 

F.  S.  Stiles,  of  the  Boston  office,  sent  us  a  copy  of  the  printed 
circular,  and  added  these  remarks:     The  new  terminal  is  expect ed  to  be 
occupied -by  March  1,  and  it  is  hoped  that  all  the  carlot  receivers  will  take 
space  in  the- market  houses.   .The  market  probably  will,  be  operated  along  the 
same  lines  as  the  old  ".Vest  Philadelphia  market,  with  trading  hours  from  5  or 
o  A.M.  to  10  or  12  A.  M.      The  great  advantage  of  the  new  market  is  its  freedom 
from  traffic  congestion.     Most  of  the  dealers  probably  will  keep  their  present 
stores  for  the  Jobbing  trade,  express  business,  etc. 

It  was  originally  expected  that  the  new  auction  in  Boston  would  be 
located  close  to  the  wholesale  trade ^at  this  new  terminal  market,  but  lately 
it  appears  that  the  offer  of  the  Boston  and  Maine  Railroad  to  build  a 
$350,000  auction  shed  near  the  Rutherford  Avenue  yards  will  be  accepted.  This 
building,  which  will  be  moedrn  in  every  respect,  may  be  ready  for  occupancy 
by  July  1.

lb .     MORE  ABOUT  TEE  FLORIEA  FREEZE . 

Writing  from  Orlando  on  January  27,  W.  F.  Hall  advised  as  follows: 
"A  third  freeze  hit  Florida  on  the  night  of  January  15,  temperature 
dropping  to  2k  at  Orlando  and  to  23  at   Tauchula  and  Arcadia.     Taking  the 
State  as  a  whole,  approximately  50$  of  the.  remaining  oranges  have  been  ruined, 
practically  all  of  the  tangerines,  and  about  15$  of  the  grapefruit.  The 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  is  keeping  an  eye  on  the  situation  here,  and  I  presume 
will  watch  the  terminal  markets  more  closely,     although  it  is  quite  certain 
that  a  considerable  quantity  of  frozen  fruit  will  find  its  way  out  of  Florida. 
The  situation  is  being  helped  materially  by  Federal-State  inspection,  two  of 
the  larger  counties  going  100$  for  the  service,  with  a  strong  likelihood  of 
some  of  the  other  sections  following  suit.     The  old  wood  does  not  appear  to 
have  been  damaged  by  the  cold,  although  in  some  sections  considerable  damage 
to  the  new  growth  is  noted.     This  will  necessitate  cutting  away  of  this  dead 
wood  in  order  to  reduce  Melanose  and  other  diseases." 


2b  •     PCIH~PI  PARAGRAPHS  FRQV  RECEHT  lEI'ERS: 

^Competition  between  the  two  telegraph  companies  in  Imperial  Valley 
results  in  acceleration  of  the  market  news  service.     At  Brawley  a  Postal  boy 
distributes  the  daily  reports  to  lettuce-packing  sheds,  and  at  El  Centro  the 
reports  are  distributed  by  a  .7 . U -  boy. 

-  A  representative  of  one  of  the  distributing  companies  in  Imperial 
Valley  estimated  that  it  costs  around  51-35  to  produce  and  pack  a  crate  of 
lettuce  and  place  it  in  the  car.     *Shen  cantaloupes  yield  200  crates  per  acre, 
the  similar  cost  for  that  product  is  -1.25  a  crate,  but  when  the  yield 
averages  only  150  crates  per  acre  the  cost  is  estimated  at  $1.50- 

-  A  new  venture  in  lettuce  is  reported  from  the  State  of  '.Vashington. 
One  company  expects  to  plant  600  acres  to  lettuce  in  new  land  in  the  Snohomish 
Valley,  near  Everett. 

3b .     CELERY  HZ^RIS  SBIPFEL  FROM  CALIFORNIA. 

On  February  2,  S.  ^.  Russell  wrote  as  follows  from  New  York  City: 
"We  received  a  car  of  celery  hearts    from  California  this  morning^ 

which  I  believe  will  be  of  interest  to  you  and  some  of  the  men  in  other 

markets . 

"The  stock  was  bunched,  wrapped,  and  packed  in  asparagus  crates.  There 
were  one  aozen  bunches  per  crate,  packed  similar  to  asparagus,  and  each 
package  contained  about  eight  hearts.     Our  celery  market  has  been  ana  is 
rather  dull.    However,  this  car  moved  fairly  well  at  $1.25  per  crate. 

"Yesterday,  we  received  a  car  of  white  potatoes  from  Louisiana.  It 
was  of  the  Bliss  Triumph  variety,  packed  in  bushel  hampers.  The  sizing  of 
the  stock  was  irregular  and  is  selling  slowly  at  low  prices."

In  a  letter  of  January  23,  from  Brawley,  A.  S.  Prugh  said: 
"Rain  for  a  short  while  last  week  temporarily  held  up  shipments  of 
lettuce  and  strengthened  the  market.     P.F.E-  people  expect  a  total  of  12,000 
cars.     The  total  last  season  was  ll,"lo3-     Sam  preston( Supervising  Inspector) 
predicts  over  11,000.     The  quality  £qw  is  very  good.     The  heavy  rain  early 
in  December  cut  down  early  shipments  but  evidently  has  brought  about  good 
yields  and  good  quality  at  present.     And,  with  heavy  Arizona  shipments,  it 
probably  was  just  as  well  the  early  Imperial  shipments  were  cut  down. " 


7b.     AIT:!UAL  UNLOADS  REPORT,  SALT  LAKE  CITY. 

Walter  Kingsbury  has  published  a  six-page  report,  showing  the  carlot 
ana  l.cl.  unloads  of  55  fruits  and  vegetablesin  Salt  Lake  City  during  1926.

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9b.     CELERY  SITUATION  I  IT  FLORIIA. 

Or.  January  2U,  H.  W.  fill  son,  in  charge  of  the  Sanford  field  station, 
advised  that  the  f.o.b.  market  on  Florida  celery  was  weak.    However,  there 
was  an  improved  demand  frwa  the  smaller  markets,  which  usually  take  3  to  o 
cars  a  week.     Most  of  the  celery  then  moving  was  of    only  fair  quality,  the 
tops  of  stalks  in  many  shipments  being  yellow,  principally  as  a  result  of  the 
cold  weather  on  January  15  and  16.     Vith  favorable  weather  conditions,  a 
decided  improvement  was  expected  in  quality  the  next  two  weeks.  Distribution 
was  confined  chiefly  to  the  eastern  markets,  and,  even  there,  California 
stock  seemed  to  be  preferred.    Movement  of  washed  celery  to  date  has  been 
very  light.     Washed  stock  was  bringing  a  premium  of  over  unwashed 

stock. 


1  Ob  .     CANTALOUPE  PROSPECTS  IP"  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  - 

Mr.  prugh  wrote  as  follows  from  Brawley  on  January  23: 
"The  large  operators  will  plant  more  cantaloupes  in  Imo&rial  Valley 
than  last  season,  but  it  is  still  doubtful  about  the  little  fellows.  If 
lettuce  prices  continue  firm,  cantaloupe  acreage  probably  will  be  as  large 
as  last  year,  when,  I  believe,   it  was  around  35,000  acres,     practically  all 
of  the  covered  acreage  is  planted.     They  will  soon  start  to  cover  this  early 
acreage  with  brush. 

"The  mildew  menace  still  hangs  over  the  growers.    Pathologists  have 
discovered  the  mildew  in  the  squash  vines,  and  they  are  having  a  big  mildew- 
control  meeting  here  tomorrow. 

"The  first  car  of  cantaloupes  was  out  last  season  April  23,   out  they 
predict  now  that  the  first  car  will  not  go  out  this  season  until  about  May 
10.     The  Edwards  Perfect o  was  the  best  variety  as  to  sugar  content  last 
season,  and  many  of  this  variety  will  be  planted  this  year.     The  early 
plant  ings  are  Hale  1 s  Best • "

Court  this  Friday  morning,  sustained  the  Government's  motion  to  dismiss  the 
complaint  brought  by  Cincinnati  dealers,  who  asked  that  the  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  be  restrained  from  proceeding  with  the  Standard  Trading  Rules 
agreement.     The  judge  granted  the  complainants  10  days'  time  in  which  to 
file  an  amended  bill.     In  the  meantime,  the  Government  will  hold  further 
action  in  abeyance.     Feb.  18  is  the  earliest  date  on  which  new  motion  can  be 
heard  in  court,  if  a  new  bill  is  filed  by  the  dealers.      e.  ff.

I  mal  figures  on  the  number  of  grape-handlers  are  not  yet  available,  but 
according  to  A.  R*  A.  figures. for  1926  there  were  some  hi  6  different  firms  who 
ship-oed  grapes  in    interstate  corrmerce.     0.  E.  Schultz'    market  news  directory 
also  includes  about  that  number.     A  preliminary  survey  of  Sacramento  office 
records  reveals  that  over  30:*  of  all  these  graoe- shipping  firms  used  the 
federal-State  inspection,  service  to  some  extent  during  the  season.     Vhile  some 
of  "these  firms  handled  only  a  few  cars,  many  of  them  operated  from  5  to  10  or 
15  loading  sheds,  and  a  few  concerns  loaded  at  many  points  throughout  the 
State  -  over  he  stations  in  several  instances. 

The -minority  who  did  net  use  the  Federal-State  service  were  small 
operators  in  practically  every  case.     All  of  the  leading  companies  used  the 
service  extensively,  many  of  them  giving  blanket  orders  for  the  inspection  of 
all  their  *uice- grape  shipments  at  least.

6c .     EE 7  JERSEY  TO  IEVZL0F  POTATO  IFS^ZCTION  SERVICE. 

The  development  of  inspection  service  on  carload  shipments  of  potatoes 
has  been  undertaken  by  the  Fotato  Improvement  Committee  of  the  New  Jersey 
State  Eeoartment  of  Agriculture.     Members  of  the  committee  believe  that 
improvement  of  inspection    service  will  put  New  Jersey's  potato  crop  on  a 
sounder  basis.    An' economic  saving  will  be  affected  through  the  prevention  of 
losses  due  to  rejection. 

The  proposed  plan  was  formulated  during  Agricultural  77eek  in  Trenton.

Precooled  celery  is  now  being  quoted  by  Mr.  Till son.     This  is  differ- 
ent from  the  regular  -washed  stock.     Do  is  crated. in  the  field,  ana  then  is 
precooled  in  the  houses,  being  washed  to  some  extent  as  it  passes  through,  but 
the  original  -pack  is  left  intact,     '''ashed  ceDery  is  that  which  is  nut  loosely 
m  the  crates  in  the  field,  and  later  is  thoroughly  washed  and  packed.     A  few 
cars  of  a  new  pack  were  being  shipped;  these  contain  crates  of  washed  celery, 
in  which  the  bunches  are  wrapped  in  waxed  paper. 

9b .     NEWSo FROM  THE  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

In  a  letter  of  February  2,   from  Brownsville ,   Texas,  X  D.  G-ooge  saio; 
"Cabbage  shippers  in  the  Valley  are  very  pessimistic  on  account  of  the  low 
prices,   but  seem'  very  enthusiastic  about  the  market  news  service.  Efforts 
have  been  made  to  curtail  haulings,  but  recent  rains  have  made  the  growers 
afraio.  to  leave  the  crop  in  the  field  to  produce  oversized  and  bursted  heads. 
Growing  weather  has  been  the  rule,  and  it  is  predicted  that  the  potato  crop 
will  be  far  larger  than  any  ever    produced  in  the  Valley.  11

2c  -     FREEZING  INJURY  OF  FLORIDA' CITRUS  FRUIT . 

The  following  instructions  were  issued  to  all  inspectors  in  Florida 
on  January  31: 

"In  determining  whether  citrus  fruit  meets  the  U.S.  Grades,  the  follow- 
ing is  the  policy  to  be  observed  regarding  freezing  injury: 

"U.S.  Fancy- -No  trace  of  freezing  injury  permitted. 

"U.S.  No.  I- -Fruit  of  this  grade  may  show  the  white  crystals  found 
between  the  segments,  but  juice  cells  must  not  be  bursted  and  fruit  must  be 
firm.     If  the  freezing  injury  as  evidenced  by  dryness  extends  into  the 
segments  over  l/U  of  an  inch  at  the  stem  end,  the  fruit  will  not  pass  as  U.S. 
Ho.  1.     If  dryness  is  found  is  some  other  part  of  the  fruit  than  stem  end, 
it  should  not  aggregate  more  than  what  the  l/U  of  an  inch  at  stem  end  would 
aggregate. 

"U-   S.  No.  2- -Fruit  of  this  grade  may  show  the  white  crystals  found 
between  the  segments,  but  juice  cells  must  not  be  bursted  and  fruit  must  be 
fairly  firm.     Except  for  dryness  this  fruit  must,  as  far  as  freezing  injury 
is  concerned,  meet  the  same  requirements  as  U.S.  No.  1.     If  the  freezing 
injury  as  evidenced  by  dryness  extends  into  the  segments  over  l/2  inch  at 
the  stem  end,   it  will  not  pass  as  U.  S.  No.  2.     If  dryness  ia  found  at  some 
other  part  of  the  fruit,   it  must  not  exceed  an  amount  equal  to  more  tnan  one 
segment .  •  '  • 

"In  cutting  fruit  for  dryness,  be  sure  to  take  into  consideration  the 
thickness  of  the  skin.     It  is  usually  thicker  at  the  stem  end  than  on  any 
other  part  of  the  fruit.     On  oranges,  the  thickness  of  the  skin  is  usually 
about  l/U  inch;  so,   in  cutting  for  freezing  injury  in  U.  S.  No.   1,  the 
inspector  should  usually  cut  a  slice  of  about  l/2  inch  in  thickness."' 

Drying  of  fruit  following  .a  freeze  is  progressive  in  its  action.  For 
this  reason,  all  inspections  at  receiving  market  upon  cars  that  show  marks  of 
previous  inspection  should  handle  drying  as  a  matter  of  condition. 

All     orying  may  not  be  due  to  freezing.  Florida  has  been  ex- 

periencing a  period  of  very  dry  weather,  which  has  caused  fruit  to  be  soft, 
spongy,  ana  many  times  the  segments  in  dry  condition,  similar  to  that  caused 
by  freezing.     Unless  segments  show  crystals,  no  mention  shoula  be  made  of 
freezing,  the  inspector  merely  describing  condition  actually  found.

'..Tienever  any  of  the  employees  of  this  Bureau  are  approached  by  those 
interested  in  State  legislation  for  advice  or  suggestions  in  connection  with 
grading  and  standardization  laws ,  the  attention  of  such  persons  should  be 
called  to  the  desirability  of  enacting  in  connection  with  any  appropriate 
State  legislatio n  a  clause  concerning  inspection  certificates  somewhat  as 
follows: 

"A  certificate,  when  not'  superseded  by  a  findin&  on  appeal,  or  a 
finding  on  appeal  of  the  grade,  classification,  quality  or  condition  of 
any  agricultural  product,  issued  under  this  Act  and  all  certificates 
issued  under  authority  of  the  Congress  of  the  United  States  relating, 
to  the  grade,  classification,  quality  or  condition  of  agricultural 
products,  shall  be  accepted  in  any.  court  of  this  State  as  prixra  facie  evi- 

.."  :  dence  of  the  true  grade,  classification,  condition  or  quality  of  such 
agricultural  product  at  the  time  of  its  inspect  ion. 11 

Three  States  have  enacted  this  legislation,  California  is  expected  to 

do  so  this  winter,  and  other  States  have  it  under  consideration.     It  is  only 

in  this  way  that  any  shipper  can  make  the  best  use  of  Federal  certificates 

which  he  obtains  in  terminal  markets.

lib.     IE STERN  LETTUCE  BEING  SEIFFED  TO  ENGLAND. 

The  following  letter  of  Feb.   8  has  been  received  from  H-  S.  Stiles: 
"It  may  be  of  interest  to  you  to  learn  that  a  second  shipment  of 
lettuce  has  been  made  to  England  from  this  market.     About  15  crates  of 
California  Iceberg  were  shipped  by  Lord  &  Spencer,  Boston,  acting  as  agents 
for  Sawdey  3c  Hunt,  Los  Angeles,  Calif.,  to  Glover,  Hill  &  Co.,  Liverpool,  on 
the  S-S.   'Devonian'  which  sailed  yesterday.     The  stock  was  carried  in  their 
vegetable  room,  where  a  temperature  of  30  to  32  degrees  is  supposed  to  be 
maintained. 

"The  first  shipment,  which  was  reported  in  The  PacKer  about  two  weeks 
ago,  consisted  of  10  crates  shipped  in  a  cold  storage  room  with  some  apples. 
The  principals  or  parties  involved  were  the  same  as  in  this  case. 

"It  is  planned  to  make  regular  shipments  of  this  sort  to  introduce 
Iceberg  lettuce  in  English  markets.     As  the  individual  shipments  are  small, 
the  profit  or  loss  on  such  a  venture  is  of  no  particular  concern,  the  idea 
being  to  introduce  the  stock  at  the  present  time,  rather  than  obtain  high 
prices.  It  is  felt  that,  if  a  regular  market  is  established,  there  is  time 
enough  later  to  figure  on  the  profits  or  losses."

:.r.  Spilman's  section  has  issued  a  very  comoleve  mimeographed  report 
on  the  "Production  and  Carry-Over  of  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Containers  for  the 
Year  1926."  Copies  are  available  on  request..  Miss  Eeulah  Chamberlain  com- 
piled the  statistics  under  Mr.   Spilman's  direction. 

As  the  number  of  boxes,   crates,  baskets  and  otner  containers  needed 
in  any  year  depends  so  largely  upon  the  size  of  the  crops  grown,   it  is  of 
interest  to  note  that  this  report,  when  sent  to  manufacturers,  was  accompanied 
by  a  ^i,.:eot  of  the  Agricultural  Outlook  Report  for  1927- 

Mr.  Spilman  states  that  the  data  are  much  more  complete  this  year  than 
ever  before.     They  cover  a  very  high  percentage  (probably  90/o)  of  the  total 
production  of  containers;  and  include  about  900,000,000  packages.     The  figures 
for  apple  boxes  are  the  most  complete  yet  obtained.    Because  1926  was  such  a 
big  fruit  year,   data  on  fruit  containers  show  a  very  larse  output  of  such 
packages.    Mr.  Spilman's  report  opens  with  a  U.   S.   summary  for  each  container, 
and  then  the  figures  are  given  by  geographical  groups  on  the  basis  of  con- 
tainers.    Packages  of  which  more  than  25,000,000  were  manufactured  are  listed 
below:

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lb-     MAINS  POTATO  CROP  GETS  RECORD  DISTRIBUTION. 

H.  E.  Rutland,  at  presque  Isle,  recently  published  the  following: 

Shippers  of  Maine  -potatoes  are  establishing  a  record  of  distribution  for 
this  seasonTs  crop,  of  which  they  can  well  feel  proud.     It  has  been  said  in 
previous  years  that  the  Maine  potato  is  a  familiar  article  on  most  tables 
along  the  Atlantic  coast.    This  season,  tables  in  practically  every  State 
east  of  the  Mississippi  have  known  Maine  potatoes.    T.7ith  the  late  crop  as  a 
whole  of  the  poorest  quality  in  many  years,  the  demand  for  high-grade  table 
potatoes  has  caused  dealers  all  over  the  East  to  purchase  stock  for  their 
best  trade  in  Maine. 

The  most  notable  turn  toward  Maine  stock  has  been  in  western  Penn- 
sylvania and  in  Ohio.    Pennsylvania  has  used  nearly  three  times  as  many  car- 
loads of  Maine  potatoes  to  February  1  this  year  as  to  the  same  time  last  year, 
and  has  already  bought  nearly  1,200  cars  more  from  Maine  than  during  the  whole 
of  last  season.     Ohio  had  taken  777  cars  by  February  1,  or  over  seven  times 
as  many  as  during  all  of  last  season.     Cleveland,  a  market  rarely  of  interest 
to  Maine  potato  shippers,  has  been  of  considerable  importance  this  year. 
There  have  been  578  cars  either  billed  or  diverted  to  Cleveland  from  Maine 
this  year,  compared  with  fS  cars  during  all  of  last  season  and  Gf  cars  in 
192U-25.     western  New  York  has  bought  considerable  quantities  from  Maine, 
but  New  York  City  has  taken  less  than  usual.     West  Virginia,  which  is  shown 
as  the  destination  of  5^  cars  to  February  1,  used  only  20  cars  to  the  same 
date  last  year.    Washington  and  the  District  of  Columbia  have  used  22*+  cars, 
where  they  used  only  U9  cars  to  February  1  last  year  and  only  92  cars  during 
all  of  last  season. 

The  movement  of  seed  potatoes ,  which  had  been  rather  disappointing 
to  the  end  of  1926,  was  very  heavy  during  January  and  has  apparently  set  a 
record  for  that  month.     However,  the  South  Atlantic  States  generally  are  only 
about  even  with  purchases  last  year.    Florida  has  taken  l,0b9  cars  of  both 
seed  and  table  stock,  compared  with  1,03*1  cars  to  the  same  date  in  1926. 
Georgia  is  still  about  130  cars  behind  last  yearTs  receipts.     South  Carolina 
is  about  75  less.    North  Carolina  has  taken  almost  exactly  the  same  number  of 
cars  as  a  year  ago,  and  Virginia  is  but  slightly  behind.    Mississippi  had  3]4 
cars  by  February  1,  compared  with  only  four  cars  to  that  date  in  1926.  Texas 
took  163  cars  in  January,  bringing  its  total  to  195  ^or  the  season,  -  which 
is  exactly  100  cars  more  than  on  February  1,  1926. 

2b.     PUBLICITY  FOR  MAINE  POTATOES. 

Mr.  Rutland  has  sent  us  some  of  the  -printed  matter  issued  in  Maine 
in  connection  with  the  "Maine  Potato  Publicity"  campaign,  which  was  recently 
started  in  Aroostook  County,     Growers,  shippers,  business  men,  banks,  rail- 
roads and  city  dealers  are  cooperating  and  are  subscribing  liberally  to  the 
fund.     It  is  hoped  to  secure  $100,000  for  two  years'  advertising.  Subscrip- 
tions from  shippers  are  being  based  on  a  fee  of  25^  per  car  for  the  two-year 
period  or  50£  per  car  for  one  year.     Hotels,  restaurants  and  other  large 
consumers  of  potatoes  are  taking  up  the  slogan  for  Maine  stock.  The 
committee  in  charge  of  this  campaign  includes  many  men  who  are  particularly 
favorable  to  the  market-news  work,  Mr.  Rutland  states.

•  W.  C.  Hack! email  advises  thai  inspectors  in.ITew  York  are  f  indinf  consider- 
able trouble  with  Rhode  Island  Greenings t   shipped  from  western  New  York  points 
and  intended  for  export.     Most  of  this  condition  is  confined  to  the  core 
region,  "but  some  of  it  extends  out  into  the  flesh  of  the  apple-     It  is  necessary 
to  cut  quite  a  large  number  of  specimens  to  discover  the  trouble.     If  the 
browning  is  confined  to  the  core  and  the  flesh  of  the  apple  is  still  crisp  and 
otherwise  in  good  condition,  New  York  City  inspectors  are  passing  the  fru.it  for 
export  shipment .    When  an  appreciable  amount  of  browning  appears  in  the  flesh, 
the  fruit  is  not  certified  as  suitable  for  exoort. 

California  Inspectors'  Notes  for  February  11  includes  the  following  item 
concerning  similar,  .trouble  in  the  Fest: 

"Considerable  difficulty  has  been  encountered  recently  by  the  trade  and 
the  California  apple  inspectors  on  account  of  internal  browning  of  certain  lots 
of  Fat sonviiie  Mewtown  apples  in  cold  storage.     The  fruit  develops  various 
decrees  of  brown  discoloration  through  the  flesh,  which  frequently  becomes  soft 
and  spongy,    TiThere  the  fruit  is  only  slightly  affected./  it  is  regarded  as 
marketable,  but  when  the  browning  .is  serious  the  fruit  is  regarded  as  unfit  for 
sale  or  consumption. 

"Apple  inspectors  have  found  that  severe  internal  browning  may  be 
detected  by  a  slightly  softened  condition  of  the  apple  around  the  stem-end 
several  hours  after  removal  from  storage.     This  makes  it  possible  to  recondition 
lots  which  are  only  partly  "affected  by  the  disease,  and  owners  are  permitted  to 
recondition  lots  which  have  been  rejected  by  the  apple  inspectors." 

2c .     TEXAS  SPINACH  AND  ONIONS. 

In  a  letter  of  February  9,  H.  T.  Lonrino  told  of  the  spinach  and  Bermuda 
onion  situation  in  South  Texas: 

"We  have  had  more  trouble  with  seed  stems  (course,  fibrous  stalks)  that 
cause  more  than  lOp  ^aste  in  spinach  during  the  past  week  than  we  have  had 
during  the  whole  season  so  far.     Too  much  moisture  has  caused  the  worms  to 
start  working   on  the  buds,  but  we  have  had  the  growers  dumping  many  carloads 
in  the  fields.     In  spite  of  the  waste  in  various  fields,  it  seems  that  the 
total  tonnage  has  been  so  increased  by  the  rains  that  they  will  not  miss  the 
loss .  .  '   .  . 

"The  Bermuda  onions  in: many,  fields  are  rottin^  on  account  of  too  much 
moisture.    The  tops  are  decaying  around  the  necks.     It  may  be  a  good  thing 
that  some  of  the  acreage  is  being  cut  down-.    There  is  a  larger  acreage  in 
plants  for  shipment  than  ever  before.     It  looks  like  they  intend  growing 
Bermuda  onions  all  over  the  ^orlcL. "

3c .     COOPERATIVE  INSPECTION  WORK  IN  UTAH. 

One  of  the  most  complete  and  interesting  State  reports  of  inspection 
work  is  that  recently  compiled,  mimeographed  and  distributed  by  Walter 
Kingsbury,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office  /for  the  State  of  Utah.

c c .     POTATO  INSPECTIONS  IN  PENNSYLVANIA . 

D.  M.  James,  of  the  Harris burg  office,  reports  that  a  sufficient  number 
of  cars  of  potatoes  has  been  inspected  in  Potter  and  in  Lehigh  County  this  year 
to  get  the  service  fairly  '"ell  established  in  both  of  those  Pennsylvania 
potato  districts.    Quality  of  Pennsylvania  stock  is  exceptionally  poor  this 
season,  at  least  in  Lehigh  County,   and  the  inspection  service  could  not  be 
put  across  with  the  same  degree  of  enthusiasm  that  might  have  prevailed  under 
better  conditions.    With  good  potatoes  next  season,  it  is  expected  that  the 
amount  of  work  will  be  materially  increased. 

7c.     OREGON  INSPECTION  ",'CRX. 

This  season  to  January  1,  about  1,315  cars  were  inspected  in  Oregon, 
according  to  advices  from  Wr  L.  Close,  State  Supervising  Inspector.     Of  this 
number,     1,03£  were  potatoes  and  onions  handled  by  R.  L.  Ringer,  of  the  Port- 
land office.     Based  on  inspections  since  January  1,  it  now  appears  as  if  the 
Oregon  total  for  this  season  may  exceed  8,000  cars.

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Id.     FREEZING  INJURY  OF  FLOE  IDA  CITRUS'  FRUIT . 

There  apparently  is  some  confusion  in  the  minds  of  inspectors  in 
receiving  markets  regarding  instructions  on  Freezing .Injury  of  Florida  Citrus 
Fruits,  as  issued  on  page  5H  in  Division  Letter  of  February  11,  1927-  Ihe 
following  two  paragraphs  relating  to  freezing  injury ' allowed  in  U.S.  No-  1- 
and  U-S.  No.  2  should  he  substituted  for  the  corresponding  paragraphs  in 
item  2c,  page  5U.     The  rewording  of  these  instructions  seems  clearer  and  less 
liable  to  misinterpretation: 

U.S.  ITo.  1: 

Fruit  of  this  grade  may  show  the  white  crystals  found  between  the  seg- 
ments, but  .juice  cells  inust  not  be  bursted  and  fruit  "must  be  firm.  If 
freezing  injury  as  evidenced  by  dryness  extends  into. the  segments  not  more 
than  l/U  of  an  inch  at  the  stem  end,  the  fruit  will  pass  U.S.  No.  1  grade. 
Dryness  of  a  greater  depth  at  the  stem  end  or  dryness  in  some  other  part  of 
the  fruit  will  be  allowed,  -provided  the  total  volume  a::'fected  does  not       '  . 
aggregate  more  than  the  total  volume  of  the  flesh  removed  in  making  the  l/U- 
inch  cut  at  the  stem  end.  .'  . 

U.S.  No.  2: 

Fruit  of  this  grade  may  show  the  white  crystals  found  between  the  seg- 
ments, but  juice  cells  must  not  be  bursted  and  fruit  must  be  fairly  firm.' 
Except  for  dryness  this  fruit  must,  as  far  as  freezing  injury  is  concerned, 
meet  the  same  requirements  as  U-S.  No.  1.     If  freezing  injury  as  evidenced  . 
by  .'dryness  extends  into  the  segments  not  more  than  l/2  of  an  inch  at  the  stem 
end,  the  fruit  will  nass  U.S.  No.  2  grade.     Dryness  of  a  greater  denth  at  the 
stem  end,   or  dryness  in  some  other  nart  of  the  f ruit- will t"b|a^l lowed,  provided 
the  total  volume  affected  does  not  aggregate  more  than  the | volume  of  the  flesh 
removed  in  making  the  l/2-inch  cut  at  the  stem  end. 

The  table  of  Blemishes,  issued. on  page  55  of  the  Division  Letter  of 
February  11,  1927,  should  be  changed  as  follows: 

Under  Dryness  for  U-S.  Fancy,  NONE  is  permitted,  and  the  above  inter- 
pretation for  U.S.  No.  1  and  U.S.  No.  2  should  be  substituted  for  that  con- 
tained in  the  table.

la.     SERIOUS  FLOOD  DAMAGE  IN  SOUTHERN1  CALIFORNIA. 

H.   k*  Karris  ,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  has  submitted  a  sketch  map 
of  southern  California,  taken  from  the  Los  Angeles  Times,  which  shows 
graphically  the  damage  from  recent  heavy  rains.     The  map  represents  a  view 
of  the  country  such  as  one  might  have  from  an  airplane  or  balloon;   it  shows 
the  mountains,  the  valleys,  the  railroads  and  automobile  roads,  etc.,  and 
Mr.  .  .'arris  has  marked  with  red  pencil  on  the  map  the  location  of  the  leading 
celery  and  onion  districts.     The  newspaper  artist  has  shown  by  arrows  and 
legends  the  points  of  most  serious  damage,  particularly  the  washing  out  of 
bridges  and  the  impassable  roads. 

In  a  letter  of  transmittal,  dated  February  17,  Mr.  Karris  wrote :- 

!,The  sky  is  clearing  after  four  days  of  contiraous  rain,-  the  result 
of  two  storms,  one  following  on  the  heels  of  the  other.    A  third  storm  is 
hovering  off  shore  and  the  Weather  Bureau  cannot  say  definitely  whether  it  is 
headed  towards  California  or  farther  north.     It  may  hit  tomorrow.  Precipita- 
tion was  nearly  6|  inches,  which  ie  very  little  less  than  the  total  rainfall 
for  the  season  two  years  ago.     The  total  for  the  present  season  is  in  excess 
of  IS  inches,  which  assures  plenty  of  water  for  crops  this  summer,  even  were 
no  more  rain  to  fall. 

"Every  wash  coming  down  from  the  mountains  has  been  running  bank- full, 
and  flood;  waters  have  destroyed  so  many  avenues  of  communication  that  it  is 
difficult  to  find  out  just,  what  damage  has  been  done  to  crops.     San  Diego  is 
isolated  except  by  boat.     The  automobile  highway  to  the  Imperial  Valley  is 
still  open  but  only  to  light  cars.     The  Southern  pacific  has  three  or  four 
breaks  in  their  line,  and  more  than  a  dozen  transcontinental  trains  are 
stalled  between  here  and  Yuma.     The  San  Fernando  Valley  is  isolated  except 
for  one  road,     More  than  20  bridges  are  out  in  Los  Angeles  County  alone. 
Most  of  the  damage  to  the  Southern  Pacific  tracks  was  done  between  midnight 
Tuesday -and  noon,  when  approximately  2  inches  of  rain  fell  on  top  of  a  steady 
three  days'  downpour. 

"Generally  speaking,  damage  to  crops  is  confined  to  flooding  from 
streams  poured  out  on  the  agricultural . areas  from  the  various  canyons  in  the 
mountains.     Cauliflower    shipments  are  light,  but  a  little  stuff  has  been 
cut  and  shipped    each  day,  despite  the  rain.     Many  of  yesterday's  loadings 
were  reported  to  be  watersoakqd  but,  on  the  whole,  the  damage  to  fehi  cauli- 
flower crop  is  very  slight.     It  looks  now  as  if  the  celery  crop  haj  sustained 
serious  damage.     The  El  Monte  district  is  on  the  banks  of  the  San  Gabriel 
River  and  is  reoorted  to  be  partly  under  water.     The  Venice- Sawtelle  district 
is  a  low-lying,  flat  area  a  short  way . from  the  Coast  and  is  approximately  two- 
thirds  submerged.     The  Mission  Valley  district  in  San  Diego  is  also  rumored 
to  be  under  water,  but  lack  of  communication  facilities  does  not  permit  this

to  be  confirmed-    The  Chula  Vista  district  is  mostly  on  "bench  land  and  has 
good  drainage,  hut  past  records  show  a  heavy  development  of  disease  following 
February  rains  of  any  consequence .     The  fields  that  are  flooded  in  the  other 
three  districts  mentioned  will .undoubtedly  show  heavy  losses  from  disease  as 
soon  as  the  water  subsides,  based  on  past  performances. 

"I  am  wondering  what  is  happening  to  the  onion  producing  areas  in  the 
Coachella  Valley.     The  Whitewater  River,  normally  a  trickle  a    little  wider 
than  your  desk,  is  carrying  a  torrent  of  water  and  is  following  its  old 
channel  (the  result  of  previous  floods)   into  the  depression  now  occupied  by 
the  Salton  Sea.     According  to  press  reports,   its  old  channel  lies  through  the 
areas  that  are  demoted  to  onion  production,  but  my  recollection  of  the 
geography  of  the  Coachella  Valley  does  not  permit  me  to  say  what  the  probabil- 
ities for  damage  are.    However,  the  whole  country  is  flat,  so  that  a  flood  Of 
any  great  proportions  would  soread  over  the  valley  for  a  considerable  area. 

"Reports  from  Imperial  Valley  indicate  that  the  north  end  of  the 
valley  has  had' fairly  heavy  rains  during  this  period  but  that  the  south  end 
has  practically  escaped.     I  presume  that,  the  somewhat  liberal  shipments,  which 
are  moving  each  day,  are  being  loaded  in  the  south  end.    Reports  from  the 
Weather  hireau  at  Imperial  show  no  heavy  precipitation  since  Friday.     I  was 
talking  n ith  Mr.  Woo din  Tuesday  ana  he  informed  me  that  the  north  end  had  a 
heavy  rain  Monday  night.     The  same  information  was  received  from  a  truck 
driver,  hauling  out  of  the  Valley,  yesterday  morning- " 

Two  days  later,  Mr.  "Harris  added  the  .following: 

"Supplementing  my  letter  of  February  17,  I  have  examined  the  celery 
fields  in  the  El  Monte  and  Venice  districts.     In  the  El  Monte  district,  some 
fields  still  had  water  standing  in  the  rows  at  the  lower  end,  hut  I  am  of  the 
opinion  that  the  dama&e  in  that  district  is  and  will  be  negligible.  Incident- 
ally, something  like  kofo  of  the  celery  has  already  been  harvested  in  this 
district.     I  was  really  unable  to  get  into  the  Venice  district  Thursday 
afternoon,  for  the  reason  that  the  roads  were  mostly  under  water.     'The  best 
information  I  can  get,  however,   indicates  that  probably  two-thirds  of  the 
fields  were  flooded  and  some  of  then  were  washed  out.     I  am  satisfied  that 
the  loss  in  this  district  will  be  heavy,  probably  amounting  to  half  of  the 
crop,  which  will  be  harvested  beginning  the  last  of  March. 

"I  have  nothing  further  from  the  San  Diego  district  except  that  the 
Mission  Valley,  just  out  of  San  Diego,  was  pretty  badly  flooded,  according  to 
newspaper  reports.     As  stated  in  my  last  letter,  the  Chula  Vista  district 
probably  did  not  suffer  any  from  flooding  but  is  very  apt  to  have  severe 
losses  from  disease  within  the  next  few  weeks. 

"There  has  been  very  little  damage  to  cauliflower  except  for  the  stock 
that  became  overripe  through  inability  to  harvest  it-     I  have  been  unable  to 
get  any  information  on  the  Coachella  onion    crop,  but  Jack  Eakins  i  -  down 
there  somewhere  and  will  undoubtedly  have  a  complete  line-up.     Cit?.  as  shippers 
declare  that  the  damage  from  washing  out  a  few  trees  here  and  ther^  was 
negligible  and  that  the  amount  of  rain  which  has  fallen  insures  a  good  crop 
of  fruit  the  coming  year." 
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lb.     SAIT  DIEG-0  COU1TY  CELERY  DANCED. 

In  a  wire  of  February  19^  via  San  Francisco,  J.  R.  Duncan,  of  the  San 
Diego  office,  advised  as  follows:   "Impossible  to  determine  extent  damage 
before  next  week  account  many  roads  in  celery  district  impassable.  Reports 
various  sources  indicate  damage  ranges  from  5%  to  total  loss,  depending  upon 
location  of  fields.     Low  ground  badly  damaged;  higher  ground  damage  slight. 
Mission  Valley  badly  damaged.    La  Mesa  slight.     Chuia    Vista  15  to  20i. 
Shippers  expect  snip  several  cars  by  boat  to  northern  ports;  thence  east  by 
rail.     Will  be  several  days  before  direct  rail  service  is  resumed  from  San 
Diego  to  outside  world." 


2b.     FLORIDA  CELERY  SITUATION. 

In  a  letter  oi  February  IS,  from  Sanford,  Mr.  ".".ills on  stated  that 
Florida  celery  movement  has  been  very  active.    Recently  there  has  been  a  better 
inquiry  and  the  market-  was  firm.     If  warmer  weather  occurs,  it  is  expected 
that  peak"  of  shipments  will  he  reached  about  March  1.    There  was  a  heavy  rain 
on  the  night  of  the  17th,  and  the  following  day  was  the  first  real  cool  day 
since  the  opening  of  the  Sanford  field  station. 

The  unusually  warm  weather  of  the  nast  three  weeks  has  been  a  factor 
in  the  early  appearance  of  the  tyer  worm..     To  date,  Mr.  Wills  on    advises,  the 
damage  has  been  slight  and  is  practically  eliminated  from  commercial  stock 
by  the  washing  process.    However,  if  warm  dry  weather  is  experienced    the  next 
few  weeks,  there  will  be  considerable  damage  from  this  worm.    Last  season,  the 
cool  weather  acted  as  a  check  on  the  tyer  worm. 

3b .     RESERVE  PHRASE  "DOMESTIC  TYPE"  FOR  LATE  CABBAGE. 

Several  reporters  are  calling  new  southern  cabbage,  especially  from 
Texas,   "domestic  type."    This  is  probably  correct,"  as  very  little  new  cabbage 
is  of  the  Danish  type. 

However,  according  to  the  instructions  on  the  reverse  of  the  KO 
(Cabbage)  page  of  the  code:     "The  term  'domestic'   is  applied  to  the  rather 
loose-formed  or  only  reasonably  hard-headed  cabbages,  commonly  used  for  kraut, 
which  are  shipped  from  the  producing  sections  that  also  ship  the  Danish  type 
of  cabbage.     It  will,  therefore ,  not  be  used  in  connection  with  early  southern 
stock."     In  order  that  ail  reports  may  be  on  the  same  basis,  describe  southern 
cabbage  either  by  varietal  names  or  as  "pointed  type,"  "flat  type,"  or  "round 
type . "

Since  the  Southern 
Pacific  wires  £for  example)  'are .'  always  one  day  :  late , ';  this  affects  shipment 
reports  particularly  of  California,'  Arizona 'and  Oregon  products.     It  also 
affects    reports  of  movement  from  points  -  in 'New  Mexico ,  Nevada  and  Utah. 

At  the  heading 'of -his  miscellaneous7  report ,  Mr.  Harris  includes  a 
tabulation  of  total  shipments  for  the  United  States,  somewhat  as  follows:

; '•        A  careful  study  of  the  'daily  shipment  reports  will  reveal  that  these 
figures  are  the  combined 'or  total  figures  for  shipments  reported  on  the  given 
date  plus  the  previously  unreported  cars  which  appear  in  th^  next  day's 
bulletin.     Naturally,  the  last  day's  shipments,  at  right  end    of  tabulation, 
are  still  imcomplete  but  the  'corrected  figure  is  published  the  next  day.  The

2c .     SHIPPING-POINT  WORK  IN  LOUISIANA.  : 

A  letter  of  February  15  from  C.  R.  Newt op ^  Supervising  Inspector  in 
Louisiana,  includes  information  to  the  effect  that;  more  strawberries    may  be 
Federal- inspected  at  shipping. paints  than  last  season.     Shippers  who  sell 
through  the  independent  auction  are  likely  to  request  Federal  inspection.  The 
crop  is  early  and. is  expected  to  be  heavy.     Continuing,  Mr.  Newton  said: 

"We  will  start  inspecting  carrots,  beets,  cabbage,  etc.,    at  Napoleon- 
ville  tomorrow.     The  association  there  has  about  2,000  acres  of  vegetables  and 
expects  to  ship  500  or  600  cars.      The  carrots  are  very  fine.    The  beets  that 
were  up  before  the  freeze  of  January  lU-15  are  poor,  but  plantings  that  had  not 
come  up  at  that  time  are  looking  fine.     The  cabbage  is  only  fair.    We  are 
inspecting  a  few  cars  of  cabbage  in  Lafayette,  New  Iberia  and  St. Martinsville, 
but  the  market  is  in  such  bad  shape  that  shipments    have  been  cut  to  almost 
nothing.    They  have  some  large  acreages  in  that  section  that  will  be  coming  on 
for  two  months  to  come,  and  it  may  be  that  conditions  will  improve  and  give  us 
a  chance  to  do  something  worthwhile  over  there. 

"They  have  also  planted  large  acreages  of  beans    in  the  above-named^ 
parishes,  and  the  Triumph  potato  planting  has  been  heavy  there  as  well  as  in 
other  sections.     For  the  most  part, 'certified  seed  selected  by  the  Horticul- 
turist for  the  Extension  department  has  been  planted  in  all  potato- growing 
districts,    leather  conditions .. have  .been  ideal  and,  unless  we  get  a  freeze  or 
some  other  disaster,  there  should  be  a  very  large  production,  as  farmers 
generally  have  prepared  their  land  well  and  are  fertilizing  fairly  well." 

3c     SHIPPING-POINT  WORK  IN  DELAWARE. 

In  a  recent  report  of  State  marketing  activities,  rendered  by  W#  T- 
Derickson,  Director  of  the  Delaware  Bureau  of  Markets,  he  said:- 

" Shipping-point  inspections  have  increased  in  number.     Inspections  last 
year  totaled"  513  cars,  in  addition  to  16,629  bushels  and  1,U07  barrels  of 
apples,  in  storage.     Inspection  covered  early  apples,  peaches,  grapes,  and  late 
apples.     The  Bureau  is  planning  to  include  strawberries,  cantaloupes,  cucumbers, 
and  s.veet  potatoes  in  the  inspection  service  during  1927- " 

3Jc     r/ANY  TOMATOES  EXPECTED  FROM  FLORIDA.. 

Latest  reports  of  tomato  acreage  on  the  lower  East  Coast  of  Florida, 
from  Palm  Beach  south,  indicate  10,500  acres,  compared  with  U.860  last  year. 
Condition  of  the  crop  is  said  to  be  unusually  fine.     The  season's  shipments^ 
from  this  section  are  expected  to  be  not  less  than  U.000  cars.     Total  Florida 
tomato  acreage  is  estimated  at  27,000,  compared  with  20,700  in  192b. 
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4c.     TOivATQ  INSPECTIONS  AT  NOGALES,  ARIZONA. 

Writing  from  Nogales  on  February  15 ,  R.  C  Lindstrom  said  that  the 
tomato  inspection  work,  so  far,  has  been  light,  ranging  from  one  to  four  cars 
daily.     Early  in  Karen,  however,  there  probably  will  be  six  to  ten  cars  a  day. 
As  the  trains  from  Mexico  are  held  at  Nogales  usually  only  'three  or  four  hours 
and  there  are  several  trains  each  day,  it  will  keep  one  man  very  busy,  once 
the  shipments  become  heavy. 

At  present,  there  seems  to  be  only  one  defect  in  the  Mexican  tomatoes 
and  tha^  is  puffy  stock.     If  the  puffy  tomatoes  could  all  be  taken  out  at  the 
packing  houses,  the  stock  would  meet  No.  1  grade  requirements.     Shippers  claim 
that  the  new  crop  coming  on  will  be  firm  and  be  free  from  puff.     The  inspection 
work  is  expected  to  continue  until  May  1.

This  step  is  important,  as  it  will  result  in 
a  Supreme  Court  decision  as  to  the  validity  of  the  1918  wool  regulations  and 
the  right  of  the  C-overn-ent  to  collect  the  excess  profits,  and  will  hasten  the 
completion  of  this  work.     There  has  already  been  collected  over  $750,000  on 
the  assumption  that  the  regulations  were  valid  and  at  the  direction  of 
Congress.     The  "uncollected  balance  amounts  to  nearly  $700, 000  due  from  27 
dealers .

1  a .     NEWS  FROM:  I  SERIAL  VALLEY. 

In  a  letter  of  February  21,  from  Brawl ey,  A.  E.  Frugh  included  the 
following  information  regarding  various  crops  in  the  Imperial  Valley; 

An  effort  was  being  made  to  reduce  cutting  and  shipments  of  lettuce,  . 
to  permit  market  supplies  to  be  moved  and  trices  to  recover.     It  was  pro- 
posed that  shipments  be  restricted  to  1]40  cars  daily,  or  1  car  to  every  2*40 
acres.     For  a  few  days,  the  output  was  controlled,  but  shortly  the  number  of 
cars  again  exceeded  the  quota.     The  rainy  weather  temporarily  caused  a  lull  in 
shipments,  but  more  recently  the  movement  has  mounted  to  a  high  figure.  It 
seems  to  be  a  case  of  over-production,  very  largely.     Markets  have  been  in  bad 
condition,  but,  when  it  was  realized  that  a  considerable  portion  of  the  crop 
(possibly  1,000  cars)  would  be  lost  as  a  result  of  the  heavy  rains  of  mid- 
February,  prices  strengthened  slightly.    After  a  temporary  decline,  the  cash- 
track  market  reached  ton  of  $1.U0  on  March  2.     It  is  honed  now  that  the  market 
will  be  in  a  more  healthy  condition,    before  Arizona  shipments  become  heavy. 
With  possibly  S,000  acres  of  lettuce  in  Arizona  for  spring  shipment,  the  daily 
movement  in  that  State  may  reach  a  peak  of  200  cars. 

It  seems  that  Imperial  Valley  cantaloupe  acreage  may  be  so  large  that 
the  crop  cannot  be  marketed  profit-ably.     The  State  Truck  Crop  Specialist  has 
estimated  31,137  acres  planted  to  February  20  and  about  16,000  acres  yet  to  be 
planted,  making  a  possible  total  of  1*7,000,  compared  with  the  excessive  acreage 
of  35,300  last  year.     Honey  Lews,  Honey  Balls  and  Edwards  Ferfectos  show 
considerable  increases. 

There  are  about   1 , 600  acres  of  asparagus  in  Imperial  Valley  this  year, 
and  shipments  are  now  moving.     Cabbage  also  has  bags®  to  move  in  a  small  way. 

2a.     OREGON  BROCCOLI  SITUATION. 

Roseburg,  Oregon,  broccoli  is  being  held  back  by  cool  nights,  according 
to  recent  information  from  R.  L.  Ringer.     High  water  damaged  about  one-third 
the  crop,  and  the  season's  shipments  are  not  expected  to  exceed  200  cars, 
instead  of  UOO,  as  predicted  a  few  weeks  ago. 

3 a •     KORS  CRATES  USER  IN  RIO  G-RaNDS  VALLEY . 

"An  interesting  feature  of  the  movement  at  present ,  "wrote  7.  D-  G-ooge, 
on  February  23  from  Brownsville,   "is  the  high  percentage  of  the  California 
type  of  lettuce  crates  being  used  for  beets  and  carrots.     In  the  vicinity  of 
Mercedes,   :  t  seems  that  at  least  half  the  shipments  are  being  forwarded  in 
these  containers ,  which  carry  four  to  six  dozen  bunches.     Generally,  quotations 
are  based  ixi&on  the  number  of  bunches,  and  Uorf  is  added  for  the  crate.     It  is 
also  true  that  crates  are  being  used  much  more  extensively  for  cabbage  than 
ever  before . "

weather  which  have  been  experienced.     North  of  that  line,  however,  the  fruit 
and  other  crops  are  generally  early.   ,  Fany ■ Georgia  peach-  trees  were- in' full 
bloom  and  reaches  in  North. Carolina  were  "beginning  to  bloom  early  this  week. 
Through' the  Carol inas  and  part  of(  Virginia,  Fr.   Stillwell  traveled  in  a  snow- 
storm, which  was  moving  northward.     Later  reports  indicated  that  more  than  20 
inches  of  snow  fell  in.  some  parts  of  North  Carolina'.     The  effect  may  be  to 
retard  development  of  fruit  .'and  possibly  reduce  to  sore  extent  the  peach  crop.

Carolina  '.vill  follow  practically  the  same  schedule  as  last  year.     In  South 
Carolina,  although  the  Extension  Service  arid  the  State  Lev"-   of  Agriculture 
are  without  Special  funds  for  market-news  'r Work, '  Vr.  Prince  expects  to  take  up 
the  matter  with  the  Chamber  of  Commerce  and  other  interested  persons  in  Charles 
ton,  ir  an  effort  to  conduct  the  usual  program  of  market  reports  there.  . 

' As :aragus  market ' report s  will be  started  in  the  Atlanta  office,  just  as 
soon  as _ the  volume  of  shipments'  from  Georgia  and  South  Carolina  points  is  great 
enough  to  require  these  daily  bulletins'."   South  Carolina  shipments  are  expected 
to  be  active  by  the  mi dole  of  this  month.

6b.     POTATO  FOLDINGS  I  IT  COLORADO. 

The  following  wire  was  received  from  J.  G-.   Scott,  of  the  Denver  office, 
on  February  ?M:   "For  your  information,  only  about  100  cars  spuds  left  in 
Morrill-Mitchell  district  (Nebraska).     These  wide  range  in  quality.  Will 
discontinue  reports  that  district  today.     San  Luis  Valley  has  between  500  and 
550  cars  left,  of  which  Exchange  controls  about  kOO  cars.     These  probably  G^fo 
Brown  Beaut ys ,     Montrose  has  about  100  cars,  while  Carbondaie  and  Eagle  have 
approximately  250  cars.     Estimate  Greeley  has  around  1,200  cars.     Growers  in 
Colorado,  especially  in  Valley,  holding  firm  on  all  good  stock.     Red- soil 
Burbanks  and  Peach  Blows  cleaning  up.     Demand  for  these  varieties  really 
exceeds  supply.  11 


/b.     SOUTH  TEXAS  ITEMS  OF  INTEREST: 

Writing  from  Brownsville  field  station  on  February  23,  Mr .  Googe  said: 
"Reports  indicate  that  the  high  winds  last  Friday  (Feb.  18)  'caused 
considerably  more  damage  to  Rio  Grande  Valley  beans  than  was  at  first  calcu- 
lated.    In  some  fields,  where  the  plants  were  putting  on  small  beans,  the 
carnage  is  estimated  at  75fo»  with  at  least  jOfo  damage  being  considered  the 
average  for  the  section.     The  fields  have  a  burnt  appearance  and  the  pods  are 
stunted  to  such  an  extent  that  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  will  ever  develop 
into  a  marketable  product. 

"Grading  of  cabbage  is  very  strict,  and  growers  are  being  paid  mostly 
$6.00  a  ton.     Some  fancy,  small  stock  brings  as  high  as  $g'. 00  to  growers.  If 
market  prices  were  more  satisfactory,   it  is  estimated  that  the  Valley  could 
ship  100  to  150  cars  daily.     As  it  is,   the  movement  has  been  running  slightly 
over  50  cars  daily.    Best  prices  are  being  obtained  in  the  medium-sized  cities, 
rather  than  in  the  larger  markets  quoted  in  our  daily  bulletins."

Records  .'or  the  oast  year  show  that  there  has  been  a  noticeable  improve- 
ment  in  the  collections  rra.de  since  a  year  ago-     The  inspectors  in  charge  of 
the  various  offices  are  commended  for  their  zeal  in  following  up  uncollected 
accounts.     It  is  sincerely  hoped  that  this  will  continue  and  that  the  monthly 
uncollected  balance  will  show  as  much  decrease  during  the  coming  year  as  it 
has  during  the  one  just  oast.     While  figures  in  this  connection  are  not 
published  in  the  Elvis  ion  Letter,  our  new  monthly- report  form,  which  shows 
all  items  given  on  monthly  report  forms  11  and  11a,  furnishes  a  convenient 
means  for  comparing  the  balances  in  the  various  offices  from  month  to  month. 
In  this  way  it  is  possible  to  determine  how  closely  these  accounts  are  being 
followed  up-     Some  offices  are  consistently  low  in  the  amounts  uncollected, 
while  others,  no  larger,   show  considerable  balances.     It  is  appreciated  that 
trade  customs  vary  somewhat  in  different  cities  but  not  sufficiently  to 
explain  tr.a  rather  wide  differences  between  our  offices  in  this  connection. 
It  i?  t .?r.  estly  urged,  therefore,   that  every  inspector  in  charge  give  this 
subject  careful  attention  and  see  whether  his  record  during  the  last  calendar 
year  cannot  be  improved. 

2c .     F'STZCIFF'S  IFCIIFFI  FOR  LACK  OF  TIME. 

'Fhile  our  monthly  reports  show  inspections    actually  declined  for  lack 
of  time,   it  is  believed  that  in  some  offices  these  do  not  accurately  show  the 
amount  of  service  really  requested  by  the  tra.de,  which  cannot  be  furnished. 
It  has  been  the  practice  in  most  offices  to  record  only  those  inspections 
where  the  application  was  filed  and  the  applicant  afterwards  informed  that, 
because  of  lack  of  tine,  the  inspection  was  not  made.     These  reports  should 
also  include  cases  where  an  applicant  asks  whether  an  inspection  can  be  made 
at  any  certain  time  and  has  to  be  advised  that  it  cannot,  because  of  other 
apolicat ions  which  were  filed  prior  to  his.     If  the  applicant  advises  that  he 
does  not  want  insoection,  unless  it  can  be  furnished  at  a.  specific  time,  such 
a  request  should  be  recorded  as  declined  for  lack  of  time.     The  same  is  true 
in  all  cases  where  applicants  for  out-of-town  inspections  are  told  that  they 
cannot  be  mace,  even  though  the  applicant  aoes  not  file  a  formal  request. 
'.That  we  desire  in  this  connection  is  an  aocurate  measure  of  the  amount  of 
work  which  woul d    be  done,   if  the  force  were  adequate  to  handle  the  aesired 
inspections  practically  at  the  time  the  applicants  request  them.     All  desired 
inspections,  of  which  you  know  and  which  are  not  filed  because  the  applicant 
is  aware  that  it  would  be  useless  to  make  formal  application,   should  be 
included  in  this  class,;

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he .     CERTIFYING  I  THUS  FRUIT  ON  BASIS  OF  BUREAU  OF  CHEMISTRY  STANDARDS. 

Inspectors  are  sometimes  requested  to  make  inspections  of  lots  of  fruit 
which  have  been  seized  or  are  likely  to  be  seized  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry 
under  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act.     If  the  fruit  has  actually  been  seized,   it  is 
not  within  the  power  of  the  applicant  to  request  inspection.     The  fruit  is 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the  court,  and  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  itself  could 
not  make  additional  inspection  without  court  order. 

If  the  fruit  has  not  been  seized  by  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  but 
inspection  is  being  made  in  oraer  to  determine  whether  the  fruit  should  be 
seized,   our  men  should  inspect  for  certification  only  on  the  basis  of  U.S. 
grades  and  not  on  the  basis  of  Chemistry  standards  for  dryness.     In  order  to 
avoid  the  necessity  of  answering    embarrassing  questions,   it  is  preferable 
for  our  inspectors  not  to  note  the  exact  percentages  found  by  the  Bureau  of 
Chemistry,  even  though  the  two  inspectors  may  be  working  together.  The 
expression  of  opinion  as  to  whether  the  fruit  meets  the  standards  of  the 
Bureau  of  Chemistry  should  also  be  avoided.     The  trade  should  be  advised  that 
our  grade  specifications  and  the  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  for 
dryness  do  not  correspond  and  that  our  certification  of  the  failure  of  an 
certar.i  ~:  :-t  lo  meet  even  the  No.  2  standards  does  nor,  necessarily  mean  that 
such  fruit  is  dry  enough  to  fall  below  the  standards  of  the  Bureau  of  Chemis-1 
try. 

Full  cooperation  ana  the  present  friendly  relations  with  Bureau  of 
Chemistry  representatives  should  be  maintained,  but,   since  we  nave  no  common 
standards  with  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry,  we  should  not  attempt  certification 
on  the  basis  of  their  standards  nor  issue  certificates  which  will  make  public 
their  figures  on  lots  which  they  have  examined  but  find  to  be  within  the 
requirements  of  their  regulations .

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5a.     BURIAL  CEREMOEY  FOR  1927  -LETgUCE  SEASON. 

A  newspaper  slipping  and  a  letter  of  February  26  from  A..  E.  Frugh, 
at  Brawl ey,  Calif.,  tell  of  an  interesting  ceremony  which  occurred  in  the 
Imperial  Valley  about  two  weeks  ago.    Mr.  Frugh  wrote  as  follows: 

"I  attended: a  rather  spectacular  ceremony  at  the  Barbara  Worth  Hotel 
(SIGentro)  the  other  evening.  .Vnen'the  cash  f.o.b.  price  had  reached  $1.00 
and      few  sales    at  that  figure,  shippers  decided  to  bury  the  1927  lettuce 
deal.     A  crate  of  lettuce  was  brought  into  the  lobby,  draped  with  crepe, 
covered  with  flowers  and  wreaths,  and  surrounded  by  13  lighted  candles.  The 
•preacher,55. one  Chester  McLaren,  came  in,  garbed  in  solemn  vestments,  carry- 
ing a  Produce  "Reporter's  Blue  Book,  as  his  'bible.1     Five  of  the  lettuce 
shippers  acted  as  pallbearers  and  were. seated  around  the   'corpse.'  McLaren 
preached  a  very  touching  sermon,  read  passages  from  the  Blue  Book  regarding 
shipments  that  did'  not  bring  freight  charges,  and  ended  with  a  prayer  to 
'Bather  Cal  Cooliage,'  asking  that  lettuce  be  added  as  one  of  the  commodities 
included  in  the  Barm  Belief  Bill.    Mark  Schuman  acted  as  rabbi,  performing 
similar  rites.     The  two  paid  fitting  tribute  to  Lettuce,  saying  how  fine  and 
Splendid  it  had  been,  repaying  bounteously  all  care  bestowed  upon  it,  and 
how  it  died  of  a  broken  market.     The  coroner's  inquest  certified  that  death 
was  caused  by  a  bursting  head,  induced  by  the  late  rains  and  sunshine, 
which  brought  water  on  the  brain.     After  the  ceremony,  which  was  attended 
by  the  elite  of  the  lettuce  industry,  the  pallbearers,  to  the  tune  of  a 
funeral  dirge  played  on  the  Victrola,  proceeded  to  carry  the  remains  away. 
Services  were  at  9  F-M-a  dissolution  having  occurred  at  5  F-M.     This  surely 
demonstrates  how  Americans  can  take  a  licking  and  still  retain  a  sense  of 
humor." 

Editor's  note*.     Evidently  the  'corpse'  was  only  pretending,  for  it 
now  seems  to  have  revived  and  to  be  very  much  alive.    By  March  5»  the  f.o.b. 
cashtrack  price  0^  lettuce  had  advanced  sharply  to  $1.65~$2.00  Per  crate. 

6a.     RAIN  BE  :B-E  IB  EgXgA  S'CTIOB  CB  C  'JL  IE  OBIT  I  L 

C.  J.  Hansen,  of  the  San  Francisco  office,  wrote  as  follows  on 
February  26:  ;  • 

''The  recent  rains  in  California  and  melting  snow  in  the  mountains 
caused  such  a  rise  in  the  Sacramento  and.

5b .     FLORIDA  CELERY  MARKET  STROEC-ER. 

H.  E-   .Tillson  wrote  the  following  from  Sanford,  Fla.  ,   on  March  5-~ 
rThe  celery  situation  looks  very  favorable  at  this  time.     The  week 
closed  with  the  market  strong,  and  the  bulk  of  the  good  stock  is  selling  at 
$1,75 1  with  an  occasional  car  of  special  marks  selling  as  high  as  $2.00. 
The  trace  is- predicting  a  32.00  market  for  next  week  and,  although  there 
are  some  orders  at  $1-75  carried  over,  the  good  demand,  coupled  with  more 
favorable  conditions  in  most  of  the  terminal . market s ,  makes  it  appear  as 
though  the  increase    in  price  would  materialize.     The  percentage  of  Trollersl 
this  week  is  low,  as  practically  all  of  the  good  stock  is  sold. 

"The  cocl  weather  this  past  week  has  been  very  beneficial.     The  tyer 
worms  are  not  increasing  so  fast  and  there  is  not  near  the  damage  that  would 
have  occurred  if  the  warm  weather  had  continued.     The  lower  temperatures 
slowed  up  the  cutting  ana  now  the  farmers  and  shippers  can  hold  back  their 
shipments  to  a  certain  extent,  as  most  of  the  stock  ic  showing  some  green 
ana  is  not  any  too-well  blanched.     It  is  the  opinion  of  the  trade  that  ship- 
ments for  this  next  week  will  be  fairly  heavy  and  then  there  will  be  a  de- 
crease,  the  peak  movement  bem^  in  the  last  two  weeks  of  February  and  the 
first  two  weeks  of  March. 11 
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6b.     QUOTE  NEW  POTATOES  UJHEUEVER  POSSIBLE. 

Potatoes  are  reported  moving  freely  from  the  Eort  Myers  district  of 
Florida.     New  stock  from  Cuba  and  other  islands  has  been  on  the  markets  for 
some  time.     It  is  requested  that  all  market  reporters  include  new  potatoes 
in  their  wires,  as  frequently  as  receipts  are  in  sufficient  volume  to  justify 
inclusion.     Associations  and  individuals  in  Florida  are  watching  closely 
the  daily  bulletins  issued  at  Jacksonville,  and  they  depend  on  these  reports 
for  full  information. 


7b.     MORE  A3  OUT'  IMPERIAL  LETTUCE  AUD  CANTALOUPES. 

A  letter  of  February  2o,  from  Mr.  Prugh  at  Brawley,  Calif. ,  contained 
the  following  nev/s:- 

,T  Quality  of  lettuce  surely  deteriorated  after  the  rain,  which  was 
followed  by  warm  weather.     With  69%  to  75a-  of  the  cars  inspected  grading 
U.S.  No.l  before  the' rain,  yesterday  no  cars  passed  that  grade.     sthen  the 
lettuce  commenced  bursting,  shippers  made  an  effort  :o  salvage  it,  and  as 
a  result  heavy  shipments  developed,  the  peak  2H9  car;,  having  been  reached 
on  the  22nd.     Some  of  the  cars  included  in  this  dayls  shipments  had  been 
loaded  and  held  on  track,  waiting  for  the  embargo  on  western  shipments  to 
be  lifted,  which  was  caused  by  the  washout  of  the  Southern  Pacific  tracks 
between  here  and  Los  Angeles.     The  heavy  shipments  from  the  17th  to  the  2hth 
demoralized  the  market.     There  is  still  a  possibility  of  it  staging  a  come- 
back from  the  5*th  to  the  20th  of  March,  or  just  before  Arizona  stock  comes 
on  the  market  in  volume.     Some  '.'of  the  small  shippers  are  in  a  bad  way 
financially.     I  know  of  one  shipper  selling  two  cars  at  75^  yesterday  because 
he  needed  the  money  to  pay  his  packers.     There  was  very  little  buying  yester- 
day.    Apparently  one  cause  of  shipments  failing  now  is  that  the  box  people 
are  tightening  up  their  credits. 

"Downy  mildew  is  showing  up  on  the  lettuce  and  has  been  spreading 
rapidly  the  last  couple  days.     Some  shippers  predict  serious  results  from 
this  infection.     The  weather  is  warm,  reaching  S5  yesterday. 

"One  apparent  reason  why  prices  have  been  so  consistently  low  this 
season  has  been  that  the  trade  was  well  informed  as  to  the  volume  of  lettuce 
to  move.     Dealers  were  right  in  conjecturing  that,  when  prices  advanced  25<?„ 
the  lettuce  was  here  to  move  and  heavy  shipments  would  follow,  ana  there  was 
no  opportunity  for  speculating.     The  first  25  days  in  February,  daily 
arrivals  at  New  York  City  averaged  32  cars  and  last  season  for  the  same 
period  25  cars.     Yet,  last  year,  with  very  poor  quality,  the  top  price 
ranged  $3 .  50- $5-50  and  this  season,  with  the  finest  quality,  the  top  price 
ranged  £2.25-3-50-     For  this  same  period,  daily  track  holdings  in  Chicago 
averaged  123  this  season  compared  with  10U  last  season,  and  the  top  price 
this  season  ranged  $2.25-2.75  compared  with    $3.0C-H.OO  last  season.  So 
that,  as  arrivals  and  track  holdings  were  not  so  heavy  at  the  terminals, 
the  poor  market  this  season  must  have  been  caused  by  the  fact  that  re- 
ceivers knew  that  any  advance  would  always  bring  out  an  avalanche  of  lettuce, 
and,   in  the  seven  days  necessary  to  reach  Chicago  and  11  days  to  reach 
Hew  York,  any  speculation  on  an  f.o.b.  basis  would  prove  disastrous. 

(Continued  over) 
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"Imperial  Valley  lettuce  has  had  wide  distribution  this  season,  caused 
partly  by  the  low  prices  prevailing.     Some  small  towns  have  been  receiving 
their  initial  carlot  supply.     By  receivers  in  these  towns  realizing  that 
they  can  handle  carlot s,  there  may  be  a  beneficial  effect  even  in  future 
seasons  when  prices  are  better.     My  nine- day  distribution  table    today  shows 
cars  rolling  to  166  different  markets '.     On  the  same  day  last  season,  cars 
were  rolling  to  only  126  markets.     This  year  all  States  in  the  country  have 
received  Imperial  lettuce  except  Vermont,  New  Hampshire,  I'evada  and  Arizona, 
and  of  course  Vermont  and  Hew  Hampshire  might  have  received  diversions  from 
eastern  points. 

"I  was  out  looking  at  sone  of  the  covered  fields  of  cantaloupes  this 
week.     They  have  been  planted  since  early  in  lec ember,  and  the  brush-covered 
acreage  is  about  ready  to  bloom-     Mexican  laborers  were  going  over  the  fields, 
thinning  the  hills  down  to  two  or  three  plants  and  cutting  off  one  end  of  the 
paper  cover.     They  were  also  sprinkling  sulphur  over  the  ridges  as  an  early 
fight  against  the  mildew  menace.     Continued  warm  weather  may  bring  the  crop 
on  as  early  as  last  year.     The  estimate  just  releasee  by  Mr.  Earrigan,  the 
County  Horticultural  Commissioner,  shows  37»000  acres,  compared  with  Mr. 
Eakins1  estimate  of  H7.C00-     They  have  discovered  mildew  on  the  sunflowers 
and,  at  the  request  of  Mr.  Norton,  the  mildew  expert  employed  by  the  Pest 
Control  Committee,  I  inserted  a  notice  in  the  market  report  regarding  the 
eradication  of  sunflowers." 

Sb .    miliey;  STBIXES  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  LETTUCE. 

A  later  letter  from  Mr.  Prugh,  written  at  Brawley  on  March  h  and 
arriving  by  air-mail  on  March  "J,  gave  this  further  news  about  the  Imperial 
lettuce  situation: 

'•The  loss  from  mildew,  which  was  first  noticed  to  any  extent  on 
February  25,  has  turned  a  hopeless  lettuce  market  into  a  rapidly  advancing 
one.     Sales  were  mostly  around  $1-00  on  February  26.    Best  stock  closed  at 
$1-50  yesterday;  reached  $1.75  today,  and  is  expected  to  advance  to  at  least 
$2. CO  tomorrow.     The  mildew  struck  the  north  end  of  the  Valley  about  the 
25th  and  many  fields  around  Brawley  were  practically  ruined  by  the  28th,  and 
in  many  more  it  was  necessary  to  trim  the  heads  down  to  the  hearts.     I  believe 
1,500  cars  to  be  a  low  estimateoof  the  loss  from  bursting  and  mildew,  since 
the  rains  the  middle  of  February.     Total  shipments,  which  would  probably 
have  reached  12.5CO  or  more,  will  be  cut  to  around  11,000  cars.     The  mildew 
damage  has  been    ?/orse  in  the  sections  farthest  below  sea  level,  with  the 
least  amount  at  Calexico.     Cool,  cloudy,  windy  weather  the  past  couple  days 
has  been  a  life-saver  f0r  the  crop  in  retarding  the  development  of  mildew 
and  helping  the  new  fields.     I  do  not  anticipate  an  average  of  over  125  cars 
daily  the  next  10  days,  with  lighter  movement  thereafter. 

"Arizona  is  expected  to  get  under  way  around  the  15th  with  5©  cars, 
and  will  probably  move  tlOO  daily  by  the  25th.     Last  Saturday,  with  hot 
weather  prevailing  and  mildew  spreading,  it  seemed  that  this  deal  would  be 
about  over  by  the  15th,  but,  with  changing  weather  arresting  the  mildew,  it 
i8  now  likely  that  the  Brawley  office  will  have  to  remain  open  until  at  least 
April  1." 
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9b.     TEXAS  SF ILIAC1-'  SITUATION. 

A  wire  of  March  3  from  J.  A.  Hunter,  of  the  San  Antonio  office,  stated 
that  the  spinach  crops  in  the  Laredo  and  Crystal  City  sections  were  at  least 
75$  shipped,  with  remaining  stock  of  questionable  quality.     Shipments  of  the 
Uth  and  5th  were  expected  to  he  the  peak  of  the  remaining  movement.  Austin 
section  expected  to  ship  three  or  four  cars  daily,  possibly  until  middle  of 
April,  and  the  Texarkana  district  was  to  begin  shipping  from  300  or  more 
acres  planted  there.     No  damage  occurred  to  spinach  from  the  cold  wave  of 
March  2,  though  ice  forned  as  far  south  as  Crystal  City.    Depending  on  the 
Norfolk,  Va. ,  situation,  Texas  shippers  rather  looked  for  a  strong  wind-up 
of  the  deal  in  that  State. 


10b.  LOUISIANA  STRAWBERRY  FROSFSCTS. 

After  arriving  at  Hammond  last  Friday  night  (March  k) ,  W,  F.  Cox 
gathered  v/hat  information  he  could  regarding  the  strawberry  situation.  Ice 
was  reported  throughout  the  growing  sections  on  Thursday  morning,  following 
the  107/  temperatures  of  the  night  before.     Cold  weather  continued  through  \ 
Thursday  night,  also.    Opinions  differ  as  to  the  extent  of  damage-     One  pfithe 
leading  factors  thinks  that  damage  is  negligible;  others  believe  that  ship* 
ments  will  be  considerably  delayed.     The  immediate  effect  was  to  reduce  the 
carlot  movement.    No  cars  were  reported  out  Friday,  but  13  rolled  Saturday 
and  during  the  early  part  of  the  present  week  the  shipments  were  averaging 
25  or  more  cars  daily.     Eight  cars  were  sold  at  the  auction  on  Saturday  night, 
mostly  at  $3-50  per  2*+-pint  crate.

A  contract  for  inspection  was  made  with  stawberry  growers  at  Poteet, 
in  Atascosa  County,  Texas.     The  1926  revision  of  the  U.S.   strawberry  grades 
is  not  "being  used  in  that  section,  "but  inspection  is  "based  on  previous  grades. 
Mr.  Longino  wrote  that  most  of  the  growers  are  Mexicans,  and  practically  all 
of  the  pickers  and  packers  also  are  of  that  nationality;   so  that  he  had  some 
difficulty  in  talking  to  them.     Fortunately,  Mr.  Landrum,  who  accompanied  Mr. 
Longino,   speaks  Spanish  fluently,  and  mimeographed  copies  of  the  grao.es  were 
prepared  with  the  English  version  on  one  side  of  the  sheet  and  a  Spanish 
version  on  the  reverse  side.     No  difficulty  is  anticipated  in  getting  the 
growers  to  put  up  their  "berries  in  accordance  with  specifications.

During  February,  1,187  cars  of  citrus  fruit,  2ol  cars  of  celery  and 
3  cars  of  cabbage  were  inspected  in  Florida.     To  the  end  of  February,  the 
season  total  for  citrus  was  2,655,  or  1,750  more  than  to  the  same  time  last 
year.     The  season  total  for  vegetables  was  536  cars,  a  gain  of  170  over  the 
record  for  the  same  period  in  1925-26.     Grand  totals  inspections  in  Florida 
to  February  28  were  3»191  cars,  compared  with  1,271  a  year  ago. 

9c     REPORTING  SCAB  AND  RE I Z OCT ONI A  ON  SEED  POTATOES. 

Paragraphs  123,  12U  and  125  of  the  Potato  circular  require  mention 
of  scab  and  rhizoctonia  in  lots  which  are  sold  for  seed  purposes,  even  where 
these  diseases  are  present  in  such  slight  quantities  as  not  to  affect  the 
stock  from  a  table-use  standpoint.     Inasmuch  as  it  has  been  found  that  scab 
and  rhizoctonia  are  not  considered  serious  from  a  cert ified-seed  standpoint, 
because  of  the  universal  practice  of  treating  seed  to  prevent  development  of 
these  diseases,  it  is  no  longer  necessary  to  mention  them  unless  present  in 
quantities  which  would  not  be  permitted  in  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1.

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la.     IMPORTANT  NEW  LEG I SLAT TOW ,  (REPLY) 

On  the  third  day  of  March  the  President  signed  an  Act  of  Congress: 
MTo  prevent  the  destruction  or  durnpingr  without  good  and  sufficient  cause  there- 
for, of  farm  produce  received  in  interstate  commerce  by  commission  merchants 
and  others  and  to  require  them  truly  and  correctly  to  account  for  all  farm 
produce  received  by  them,11 

This  was  introduced  by  Representative  Hare  of  South  Carolina  and  was 
known  as  H,  R.  10510,  69th  Congress,  Second  Session.    We  do  not  know  how  the 
public  will  designate  this  bill  in  years  to  come*    It  is  now  referred  to  either 
as  the  Hare  Bill  or  as  the  Anti-Dumping  Bill*    Neither  title  indicates  the 
major  significance  of  the  Act,    The  important  point  is  that  this  Act  makes  it 
a  crime  for  any  agent  receiving  farm  products  in  interstate  commerce  to  fail 
truly  and  correctly  to  account  for  them  or  "knowingly  and  with  intent  to  de- 
fraud, make  any  false  report  or  statement  *  *  *  concerning  the  handling,  con- 
dition, quality,  quantity,  sale  or  disposition"  of  such  products.    To  do  any 
of  these  things  is  to  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and  to  become  liable  for 
punishment  by  "a  fine  of  not  less  than  $100  and  not  more  than  $3000,  or  by 
imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding  one  year,  or  both*11 

Since  the  bill  lays  special  stress  on  the  dumping,  destruction,  or 
abandonment  of  such  goods  without  sufficient  cause,  and  since  we  assume  that 
such  destruction  or  abandonment,  when  it  occurs,   is  usually  in  accordance  with 
an  order  of  the  Board  of  Health  of  the  particular  locality,  it  becomes  import- 
ant that  we  know  the  methods  pursued  by  different  boards  of  health  under  such 
circumstances.    We  know  that  in  some  cases,  -  perhaps  in  all  cases,  -  a  ticket 
or  memorandum  is  given  by  the  city  official  to  the  person  having  custody  of 
the  goods.    We  would  like  to  know  how  complete  a  record  is  kept  of  each  par- 
ticular lot  by  the  Health  Department  and  whether  the  lot  is  designated  in  such 
a  way  that  it  can  be  identified  as  the  particular  lot  belonging  to  a  particular 
shipper  in  another  State.    We  also  would  like  to  know  what  evidence  the  Health 
Department  requires  that  the  goods  were  actually  destroyed  in  accordance  with 
its  order  and  what  possibility,  if  any,  exists  for  the  purchase  or  salvaging 
of  these  goods  by  unauthorized  parties.     In  other  words,  does  the  Health 
Department  require  such  evidence  of  destruction  as  will  preclude  the  possibility 
of  the  sale  of  the  goods? 

It  is  known  that,   in  many  cases,   the  holders  of  unsalable  goods  call 
in  the  Health  Department  and  ask      for  condemnation  orders.    If  this  is  done 
merely  to  escape  the  labor  and  inconvenience  of  reconditioning,  or  to  escape 
the  necessity  of  reporting  the  sale  at  an  exceedingly  low  price,  it  constitutes 
an  abuse  which  should.be  corrected  under  this  Act.    Departments  of  Health  may 
properly  feel  that  this  is  none  of  their  business,  but  this  law  will  make  it 
our  business  after  July  1,  when  it  becomes  effective.    We  wish,  therefore,  to 
learn  by  friendly  and  diplomatic  inquiry  as  early  as  possible  the  procedure  now 
followed  and  the  character  and  completeness  of  the  records  now  kept  by  the 
health  authorities  of  each  city  in  which  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  has  a 
representative.     If  there  are  both  Market  News  men  and  Ins pect ors  in  a  city, 
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they  should  confer  as  to  who  can  best  make  these  inquiries  and  how.    If  there 
is  only  one  man  in  a  town,  we  would  like  to  have  him  learn  what  he  can  and 
communicate  with  us  at  his  early  convenience.    We  desire  to  have  some  report 
from  each  of  our  stations  within  10  days  after  the  receipt  of  this  Division 
Letter.    Do  not  press  the  inquiry,   if  anyreluctance  is  shown  to  give  us  the 
information.     In  every  case,  please  give  us  the  name  and  address  of  the  offi- 
cial with  whom  we  should  follow  up  the  matter  by  correspondence,  with  a  view 
to  arriving  at  an  understanding  as  to  how  we  may  cooperate  with  the  health 
authorities  in  the  enforcement  of  this  Act.

2a.    DAMAGE  TO  SOUTHERN  PEACE  CROP. 

The  cold  wave  and  snow  of  March  1  ."did  some  damage  to  southern  peaches, 
according  to  estimates  made  by  local  (State  or  trade)  authorities: 

Very  slight  damage  was  reported  in  Georgia,  except  in  the  mountainous 
section  of  the  north,  around  Cornelia,  where  3ofo  of  the  buds  apparently  were 
killed, 

South  garolina  reported  "all  blooms  and  50/&  buds  destroyed  in  the 
Piedmont  section.    Pair  crop  left  in  middle  section."    The  middle  section 
is  the  large,  commercial  peach  district  of  South  Carolina. 

North  Carolina  seems  to  have  suffered  greatest  damage.    White  fleshed 
and  other  varieties,  such  as  Red  Bird,  Early  Rose,  Carman  and  Georgia  Belle, 
show  30c/°  kill  of  buds.    However,  indications  are  for  a  good  crop  of  these 
varieties,  provided  no  further  freeze  damage  occurs.    Elbertas  and  Hales  were 
in  full  bloom  in  Candor,  Pinehurst  and  Aberdeen  districts.     South  of  Hamlet 
the  thermometer  registered  as  low  as  20  °  and  indications  are  that  75a1  of 
Elberta  buds  were  killed  and  50-^  to  Gofo  of  the  Hale  buds.    In  these  sections, 
Hileys  are  more  susceptible  to  frost  and  probably  were  wiped  out .  The 
Aberdeen-Pinehurst  section  suffered  most  from  freezing. in  other  years,  and 
the  crop  in  this  territory  may  be  almost  negligible.    The  freeze  of  192o  did 
real  good  in  many  of  the  peach  sections  of  North  Carolina,  making  it/necessary, 
for  growers  to  thin  the  fruit.    The  crop  last  season  was  of  fine  quality,  the 
fruit  was  large,  and  carlot  shipments  exceeded  those  of  1925. 

3a.     VARIATIONS  III  CANTALOUPE  CRATES. 

"Variations  in  Cantaloupe  Crates,  Eastern  Shore  of  Maryland  and  Vicinity 
is  the  title  of  a  two-page  mimeographed  report  by  Robert  '.7,  Davis,  of  Mr. 
Spilman's  section.     Copies  are  available  from  this  office.     Specifications  are 
proposed  for  a  limited  number  of  standard  containers,  which  it  is  believed  ill 
meet  the  needs  of  the  Eastern  Shore  district. 

Some  months  ago,  a  similar  circular  was  distributed  on  the  subject:

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.    ADDITIONAL  REQUIREMENTS  IN  PROCURING-  OFFICE  QUARTERS . 

In  view  of  recent  instructions  received  from  the  Chief  Coordinator, 
the  following  should  be  added  to  Paragraph  lUl  of  the  Administrative  Supplement 
to  our  Handbooks: 

"Where  there  are  local  Federal  Business  Associations,  the  President 
of  the  Association  should  be  consulted  as  to  available  space  in  a  local 
public  building  before  taking'up  the  matter  direct  with  the  Custodian*" 

Also  add  the  following  to  Paragraph  1U3.  • 

"Before  space  can  be  leased  for  official  use,  a  clearance  must  be 
obtained  from  the  Federal  Real  Estate  Board  in  Washington.    This  is  handled 
by  our  Washington  office.    Therefore,  in  addition  to  the  information  outlined 
above,  a  statement  must  be  furnished*  signed  by  the  President  of  the  local 
Federal  Business  Association,  the  Chairman  of  the  Local  Real  Estate  Committee, 
or  by  our  field  representative  who  investigated  the  availability  of  suitable 
space,  such  statement  being  to  the  effect  that  suitable  space  sufficient  for 
the  needs  of  the  activities  in  question  is  not  available  in  any  public  or 
commercially-rented  building  in  the  locality." 

Also  add  the  following  after  the  word  "rooms"  in  the  7th  line  of  Para- 
graph 1U3:  "the  number  of  square  feet  required  for  office  furniture  and 
equipment . " 

5a .    FOREIGN  CROPS  AND  MARKETS  .

6a.    RESULTS  OF  SALT  LAKE  CITY  CONFERENCE : 

On  February  21  and  22,  important  conferences  were  held  at  Salt  Lake 
City  regarding, the  spray  residue  situation  on  western  fruit.    Among  the  par- 
ticipants were  some  of  the  leading  State  agricultural  officials  and  repre- 
sentatives from  our  own  Department.    Mr.  Sherman  represented  this  Bureau. 
The  following  resolutions  were  adopted: - 

IT  IS  RECOMMENDED  THAT: 

1.  A  tolerance  of  0.01  grain    of  arsenic  tri  oxide  per  pound  of  fruit 
be  in  effect  for  the  fruit  crop  of  1923. 

2.  That,  in  recognition  of  the  difficulties  of  installing  the  necessary 
facilities  for  reaching  this  tolerance  in  all  cases  for  the  1927  crop, 
seizures  or  prosecutions  be  not  instituted  on  this  year's  crop,  unless  the 
amount  of  arsenic  tri  oxide  found  shall  exceed  0.025  grain  per  pound. 

3-  ^hat  sampling  shall  be  on  the  basis  of  the  most  excessively  sprayed 
fruit,  because  of  the  fact  that  it  is  the  excessively  sprayed  fruit  which 
will  receive  the  test  at  destination.

It 
has  occurred  to  me  that,  if  the  men  in  charge  of  the  various  offices  were 
instructed  to  attach  a  copy  of  their  daily  bulletins  to  these  semi-annual 
reports  (as  the  field  menTs  confidential  reports  are  now  handled),  we  might 
be  able  to  pick  up  some  ideas  of  value  from  seeing  what  the  other  fellow  is 
doing. ,T 


Hb.     CORRECTION  ON  "MA"  ( CELERY)  PACE  OF  CODE,  EFFECTIVE  AT  ONCE. 

Some  copies  of  the  nMAn  ^Celery)  page  of  the  code,   that  have  been 
mailed  out  recently,   show  two  symbols  for  "3  dozen11  -  MAQ,  and  MAW,     This  is 
a  typographical  error,  and  MAW  on  all  copies  of  the  Celery  page  should  mean 
"  8  dozen."    Please  make  this  correction  in  your  book,  if  necessary. 

5b .    NOTES  ON  THE  POTATO  SITUATION ; 

In  a  recent  letter  to  a  large  potato  operator,  G.  D,  Clark,  of  the 
Waupaca  office,  included  the  following  information  on  "Wisconsin : 

"It  scarcely  seems  possible  that  the  total  movement  of  Wisconsin 
potatoes  this  season  "111  reach  19,000  cars.    My  personal  guess  is  12,000. 
Still  there  can  be  no  question  but  that  the  farmers  are  holding  a  great 
many  potatoes.    The  market  has  kept  slipping  just  enough  to  slow  down  the 
haulings.    The  situation  in  this  State  is  not  strong.    Farmers  are  inclined 
to  withhold  stock  from  the  market  on  each  decline  but  only  to  a  limited  ex- 
tent.   The  stock  is  almost  entirely  in  the  hands  of  growers-    Shippers  have 
loaded  out  their  receipts  as  quickly  as  possible.'1 

A  well-informed  operator,  who  covers  many  of  the  western  States,  had 
the  following  to  say  in  a  letter  dated  February  2: 

I 
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"The  latest  report  from  Idaho  indicates  fair  keeping  quality,  with 
only  occasional  lots  running  heavy  to  decay.    Taking  the  State  as  a  whole, 
the  shrinkage  there  is  approximately  5%  greater  than  last  year's,  and  our 
latest  tabulations  would  indicate ' total  shipments  of  1S,000  cars. 

"Colorado  is  just  about  normal  and  will  probably  ship  around  lU,000 

cars. 

"Washington  is  fairly  normal,  too,  and  outside  of  the  early  frost 
loss,  there  is  nothing  unusual  to  report,  and  this  State  will  probably  ship 
9,500  cars, 

"In  the  eastern  States,  we  encounter  slightly  different  conditions. 
The  shrinkage  in  New  York  and  Pennsylvania,  which  was  50$  last  year,  is 
running  as  high  as  Sofo  this  year.     I,  therefore,  reduced  the  production  of 
these  States  to  lU,000  and  3,000  respectively,  (-see  EditorTs  note) 

"Maine  has  a  few  sections  which  show  higher  shrinkages,  but  as  a 
whole  will  not  exceed  last  yearTs  shrinkage  by  more  than  5%-    The  production 
will  run  somewhere  near  39,000  cars,  although  many  figure  that  they  will 
ship  in  excess  of  ^0,000.    The  only  way  this  is  possible,  according  to  my 
estimate,  is  that  the  figures  on  acreage  that  were  published  are  too  low, 

"At  the  present,  writing  (Feb.  2),  there  are  not  very  many  bull  factors 
in  sight.    The  only  thing  worth  mentioning  is  the    fact  that  all  the  western 
States,  which  would  include  Washington,.  Oregon,  Idaho,  and  Colorado,  have 
been  shipping  at  a  higher  rate  than  usual,  and  we  may  look  for  a  very  early 
clean-up  in  these  States.    I  believe  that,  after  April  1st,  only  Idaho  will 
have  a  few  cars  to  ship,  and  I  do  not  think  that  this  will  exceed  1,500  cars. 
When  you  figure  that,  by  that  time,  the  entire  western  territory  will  draw 
supplies  from  Idaho,  the  amount  is  very  small,  and  we  may  have  unusually 
strong  conditions  during  April  and  May.     In  the  event  that  the  early  States 
should  again  experience  inclement  weather,  which  would  delay  their  crop  con- 
siderably, we  may  experience  a  sharp  advance  in  the  market  as  early  as  March 
10th.,T    (it  happens  that  a  rather  sharp  rise  in  price  did  occur  about 
March  8th.) 

Editor's  Note:  In  the  above  paragraphs  for  New  York,  Pennsylvania,  and  Maine, 
where  the  writer  uses  the  word"product ion, "  he  evidently  has  in  mind  carlot 
movement.    Regarding  the  estimated  60%  "shrinkage"  in  Pennsylvania,  the 
following  opinion  was  later  received  from  D.  M.  James,  of  the  Harrisburg 
office : 

"The  operator1 s  statement  that  there  was  50/£  shrinkage  in  Pennsylvania 
last  year  is  grossly  incorrect.    As  you  know,  there  was  a  crop  in  this  State 
that  year  better  than  the  average  in  quality,  which  would  show  very  little 
shrinkage.    Furthermore,  there  was  a  very  early  movement  of  potatoes  due  to 
high  prices  in  the  fall;  so  that,  with  a  smaller  quantity 'stored,  there  was 
a  much  smaller  quantity  to  show  shrinkage  from  storing.    The  shrinkage  in 
New  York  and  Pennsylvania  this  year  is_  very  high.    The  western  dealers  guess 
as  to  the  extent  of  the  shrinkage  may  be  more  accurate  than  my  guess.     If  he 
means  by  T shrinkage T  the  loss  between  the  quantity  produced  and  the  quantity 
marketed  (including  stock  used  for  seed  purposes  and  on  the  farm),  I  believe 
he  is  too  high  for  Pennsylvania  this  year  and  probably  too  high  for  New  York. 
My  guess  would  be  for  not  more  than  30fo  or  h0%  shrinkage  in  Pennsylvania  and, 
from  all  reports,  somewhat  higher  for  New  York." 
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6h  •     IDAHO  POTATOES  SHIPPED  TO  58  STATES . 

'The  following  letter  of  March  7,  from  Wendell  Calhoun  at  Idaho  Falls, 
will  be  of  interest  to  all  who  are  handling  potatoes : 

,TWe  have  recently  read  about  the  travels  of  some  other  potatoes,  but 
Idaho  Russet  Burbanks  doubtless  receive  a  wider  distribution  than  do  the 
table-stock  potatoes  from  any  other  section  in  the  United  States.    During  the 
four  months  that  the  market  news1  office  at  Idaho  Falls  has  been  open,  destin- 
ations of  shipments  have  been  reported  to  38  States,  including  every  State 
west  of  those  bordering  on  the  Atlantic  Ocean-    Those  to  which  shipments  have 
not  been  reported  are  five  of  the  New  England  States  (Massachusetts  has  re- 
ceived two  cars),  and  Delaware,  New  Jersey,  Maryland,"  Virginia,  and  South 
Carolina.    In  addition  to  the  distribution  as  indicated  by  the  passing  reports 
made  to  this  office,  several  hundred  cars  are  sold. and  redistributed  through- 
out the  East  and  South  from  the  carlot  markets  of  Kansas  City,  Chicago,  and 
St.  Louis.    So,  there  is  an  even  wider  distribution  of  the  Idaho  Russets  than 
our  records  sho?/. 

"Destination  reports  from  November  9  to  March  1  have  covered  a  total  of 
6,313  cars.    Of  these,  21$  have  gone  to  California,  20%  to  Chicago,  and  ap- 
proximately another  20%  to  Kansas  City  and  St.  Louis.    About  30%,  or  10%  each, 
have  been  destined  to  points  in  the  States  of  Kansas,  Oklahoma,  and  Texas, 
which  from  here  is  the  Southeast.1    The  remaining  10%  of  the  Idaho. shipments 
have  been  distributed  throughout  the  rest  of  the  United  States. 

"In  the  paragraphs  marked  on  the  enclosed  bulletin,  I  have  summed  up 
the  local  expectations  for  the  remainder  of  the  season.    Reports  are  numerous 
concerningheavy  shrinkage  and  sorting  loss  in  remaining  stocks,  and  some 
dealers  can  show  in  black  and  white  where  18,000  cars  is  the  very  most  that 
can  be  shipped.    But  there  is  always  a  tendency  to  under-est imate  remaining 
stocks  at  this  season.    Total  of  the  subsequent  shipments  will  depend  largely 
upon  the  market,  especially  for  U.S.  No. 2  stock.    Undoubtedly,  with  the  new 
Idaho  branding  regulations  in  effect,  there  is  going  to  be  a  heavy  percentage 
of  lTo .  2fs,  and,  if  there  is  but  a  limited  demand  for  these,  shipments  will  be 
materially  reduced.    But,  if  there  is  a  demand  sufficient  to  clean  up  all  of  the 
stocks  on  hand,   I  believe  we  will  run  well  over  the  1926  shipment  mark  before 
the  season  is  finished.    The  total  for  last  season  was  18,271  cars.    The  visible 
supply  is  less  than  at  this  time  last  year. 

"On  our  bulletins,  I  have  found  that,  in  addition  to  a  tabular  summary 
of  the  shipments,  such  as  suggested  by  Mr.  Harris  in  the  D*L.  of  Feb-  25, 
shippers  are  quite  appreciative  of  similar  summaries  of  the  direction  and 
distribution  of  the  movement  from  this  territory.    From  the  lists  of  primary 
destinations  and  diversions,  or  passings,  ordinarily  printed,  considerable 
effort  is  required  to  keep  the  distribution  in  mind.    But  when  the  shipments 
to  each  of  the  important  districts  are  summarized  and  shown  in  tabular  form 
for  several  days  back,  there  is  presented  a  picture  of  the  entire  movement 
which  can  be  taken  in  almost  at  a  glance.     It  gives  no  information  additional 
to  what  is  ordinarily  giyen,  but  makes  such  information  much  easier  to 
comprehend. "

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lc.     TREATMENT  OF  LATE  ELI GET  Off  POTATOES . 

At  the  recent  conference  in  7/ashington,  the  question  as  to  whether 
Late  Blight  should  "be  treated  as  a  factor  of  quality  or  condition  was 
thoroughly  discussed  and  the  following  was  agreed  upon  as  the  future 
policy  in  handling  this  difficult  subject 

Late  Blight  should  be  handled  in  the  receiving  market  as  a  grade 
defect  when  it  appears  as  large,  well  developed  areas,  whether  the  in- 
fection is  of  the  dry-  or  of  the  soft  type.    Where  there  is  a  slight  dur- 
face  infection,  not  larger  than  a  quarter,  it  should  be  disregarded. 

All  Late  Blight  should  be  scored  against  grade  at  shipping  point 
and,  if  of  the  soft  type,  should  be  counted  in  the  ifo  tolerance  for  soft 
rot . 


2c-     TO  ALL  FEDERAL  SHIPPING-POINT  SUPERVISORS. 

At  the  recent  conference  in  Washington  the  necessity  of  more  com- 
plete shipping-point  certificates  on  cars  which  are  found  to  be  below  grade 
was  emphasized-    Such  certificates  should  not  only  show  the  defects  because 
of  which  the  lot  is  thro7/n  out-  of  grade,  but  should  also  state  whether  these 
defects  are  uniformly  distributed  throughout  the  lot  or  are  confined  to  cer- 
tain grades,  brands  or  specific  portions  of  the  load.    When  appeal  inspections 
are  requested  on  such  loads,  this  information  is  absolutely  essential. 

This  information  should  be  passed  on  by  Federal  Supervisors  to  all 
inspectors  working  under  their  direction  in  the  form  of  a  specific  memoran- 
dum, so  that  its  importance  may  be  emphasized  and  that  there  may  be  record 
of  the  issuing  of  such  instructions.    This  will  be  necessary  in  order  to 
hold  shipping-point  inspectors  definitely  responsible  for  issuing  their 
certificates  as  directed  on  cars  of  this  class.

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7b.    MAINE  POTATOES  BEING  RAPIDLY  SHIPPED* 

Holdings  of  Maine  potatoes  are  relatively  light,  according  to  the 
following  letter  of  March  16  from  H„  E.  Rutland,  at  Presque  Isle:- 

"It  may  interest  you  to  know  that  the  stocks  of  potatoes  on  hand 
in  Maine  are  very  rapidly  diminishing.    The  exceptionally  heavy  shipments 
during  the  week  of  March  7-12  depleted  stocks  on  hand  to  a  point  where  most 
dealers  estimate    not  over  S,500  cars  remaining  to  be  shipped.    Of  this  re- 
maining quantity,  it  is  very  probable  that  about  three-quarters  are  in  the 
hands  of  the  growers  - 

"Dealers  all  sold  heavily  on  the  advance  which  began  shortly  after 
the  first  of  March  and  lasted  all  through  last  week*    Even  when  the  shipments 
were  over  250  cars  per  day,  haulings  by  growers  were  only  moderate,  except  at  a 
few  points. 

"Last  year  there  were  10,000  cars  shipped  from  Maine  after  March  15*  In 
1925,  which  was  the  year  of  very  low  prices,  there  were  about  lU,000  cars 
shipped  after  March  15.    Some  dealers  are  rather  optimistic  over  the  present 
outlook  for  the  remainder  of  the  1926  crop,  in  view  of  the  fact  that  the 
present  holdings  in  Maine  are  so  small,  as  compared  with  other  years." 

8b .    RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY  POTATOES  MOVING. 

Writing  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  on  March  17,  W.  D.  Googe  advised  that 
the  first  three  cars  of  spring-crop  potatoes  were  loaded  in  the  Rio  Grande 
Valley  on  Monday,  March  lU,  and  additional  cars  were  expected  that  week. 
First  shipments  brought  mostly  6^  per  pound  to  growers.    One  car  was  sold  at 
7<£  per  pound,  f .o.b,  usual  terms,  and  the  others  at  cash-track.  Quality 

of  the  stock  appeared  to  be  good,  though  many  of  the  potatoes  were  of  rather 
small  size.    Mr.  Googe !s  letter  continues  as  follows: 

"Notwithstanding  the  large  acreage  this  year,  it  is  generally  predicted 
now  that  the  yield  for  the  Valley  will  not  be  more  than  25%  greater  than  the 
yield  last  year.    Stands  are  very  poor  in  some  fields,  due  to  a  number  of 
reasons,  chief  of  which  seems  to  be  defective  seed  stock.    Another  reason  fre- 
quently advanced  for  the  poor  stand  is  that  much  of  the  new  acreage  is  not 
suitable  for  potatoes.     Still  another  reason  given  by  a  number  of  growers 
is  that  the  use  of  the  Du  Pont  preparation  called  Semesan  Bel  injured  the  seed 
to  such  an  extent  that  germination  was  hindered.     Others  claim  that,   if  this 
was  true  in  any  case,  it  was  only  when  the'  seed  was  improperly  treated*" 

9b .    ADDRE S S 0GRAPH  AVAILABLE. 

A  foot— power  addressograph,  believed  to  be  in  good  condition,  is  avail- 
able for  transfer  from  our  Portland  office,  where  it  has  been  in  storage  for 
some  time.

lc .     DISCONTINUE  USE  OF  STATEMENT  "NOT  SUITABLE  FOR  EXPORT . " 

Offices  and  shipping  points,  which  have  been  certifying  barreled  apples 
as  "suitable  condition  for  export,"  have  been  advised  that,  beginning  with 
March  21,  this  statement  should  be  discontinued  for  the  remainder  of  the  year. 
This  step  has  been  taken  because  of  the  prevalence  of  scald,  decay,  and  other 
defects  of  condition  due  to  age  of  the  apples. 

Future  policies  regarding  statements  of  this  kind  are  yet  to  be  worked 
out,  but  it  is  hoped  that  some  satisfactory  arrangement  can  be  made  with  ex- 
porters so  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  for  inspectors  to  predict  the  length 
of  time  which  export  apples  will  remain  in  satisfactory  condition.  Further 
instructions  in  this  connection  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  policies  for  next 
season  have  been  determined.

M  ACT 

To  prevent  the  destruction  or  diampirig,  without  good  and 
sufficient  cause  therefor,  of  farm  produce  received  in 
interstate  commerce  by  commission  merchants  and  others 
and  to  rsauire  them  truly  and  correctly  to  account  for 
all  farm  produce  received  by  them. 

Ee  it  enacted  "by  the  Senate  and  House  of  Representatives  of  the 
United  States  of  America  in  Congress  assembled,  That  after  June  30, 
1927,  any  person,  firm,  association,  or  corporation  receiving  any  fruits, 
vegetables,  melons,  dairy,  or  poultry  products  or  any  perishable  farm 
products  of  any  kind  or  character,  hereinafter  referred  to  as  produce,  in 
interstate  commerce,  or  in  the  District  of  Columbia,  for  or  on  behalf  of 
another,  who  without  good  and  sufficient  cause  therefor,  shall  destroy, 
or  abandon,  discard  as  refuse  or  dump  any  produce  directly  or  indirectly, 
or  through  collusion  with  any  person,  or  who  shall  knowingly  and  with 
intent  to  defraud  make  any  false  report  or  statement  to  the  person,  firm, 
association,  or  corporation  from  whom  any  produce  was  received,  concern- 
ing the  handling,  condition,  quality,  quantity,  sa? e  or  dispostion 
thereof,  or  who  shall  knowingly  and  with  intent  to  defraud  fail  truly 
and  correctly  to  account  therefor  shall  be  guilty  of  a  misdemeanor  and 
upon  conviction  shall  be  punished  by  a  fine  of  not  less  than  $1C0  and 
not  more  than  $3,000,  or  by  imprisonment  for  a  period  of  not  exceeding 
one  year,  or  both,  at  the  discretion  of  the  court.     The  Secretary  of 
Agriculture  shall  by  regulation  provide  for  the  making  of  prompt  in- 
vestigations and  the  issuing  of  certificates  as  to  the  quality  and 
condition  of  produce  received  in  interstate  commerce  or  in  the  District 
of  Columbia,  upon  application  of  any  person,  firm,  association,  or 
corporation  shipping,  receiving,  or  financially  interested  in,  such 
produce.     Such  regulations  shall  designate  the  classes  of  persons 
qualified  and  authorized  to  make  such  investigations  and  issue  such 
certificates,  except  that  any  such  investigation  shall  be  made  and  any 
such  certificate  shall  be  issued  by  at  least  two  disinterested  persons 
in  any  case  where  such  investigation  is  not  made  by  an  officer  or 
employee  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  or  of  any  State  or  political 
subdivision  thereof  or  of  the  District  of  Columbia.    A  certificate 
made  in  compliance  with  such  regulations  shall  be  prima  facie  evidence 
in  all  Federal  courts  of  the  truth  of  the  statements  therein  contained 
as  to  the  quality  and  condition  of  the  produce;  but  if  any  such 
certificate  is  put  in  evidence  by  any  party,  in  any  civil  or  criminal 
proceeding,  the  opposite  party  shall  be  permitted  to  cross-examine  any 
person  signing  such  certificate,  called  as  a  witness  at  the  instance  of 
either  party,  as  to  his  qualifications  and  authority  and  as  to  the 
truth  of  the  statements  contained  in  such  certificate.

Sec.  2.      The  Secretary  of  Agriculture  is  hereby  authorized  and 
directed  to  enforce  this  Act.     It  is  hereby  made  the  duty  of  all  United 
States  attorneys  to  prosecute  cases  arising  under  this  Act,  subject  to 
the  supervision  and  control  of .the  Department  of  Justice. 

Sec.  3-      Tne  Secretary  of  Agriculture  may  make  such  rules  and  reg- 
ulations as  he  may  deem  advisable  to  carry  out  the  provisions  of  this 
Act  and  may  cooperate  with  any  department  cr  agency  of  the  Government, 
any  State,  Territory,  District,  or  possession,  or  department,  agency, 
or  political . subdivision  thereof,  or  any  person; and  may  call  upon  any 
Federal  department,  board,  cr  commission  for  assistance  in  carrying 
out  the  purposes  of  this  Act;  and  shall  have  the  po^er  to  appoint,  re- 
move, and  fix  the  compensation  of  such  officers  and  employees  not  in 
conflict  with  existing  law  and  make  such  expenditure  for  rent,  outside 
the  District  of  Columbia,  printing,  telegrams,  telephones,  books  of 
reference,  bocks  of  law,  periodicals,  newspapers,  furniture,  stationery, 
office  equipment,   travel,  and  other  supplies  and  expenses  as  shall  be 
deemed  necessary  to  the  administration  of  this  Act  in  the  District  of 
Columbia  and  elsewhere,  and  there  is  hereby  authorized  to  be  appro- 
priated, out  of  any  moneys  in  the  Treasury  not  otherwise  appropriated, 
the  sue  of  $25,000  to  be  available  for  expenditure  during  the  fiscal 
year  beginning  July  1,  1927,  and  the  appropriation  of  such  additional 
sums  as  may  be  necessary  thereafter  to  carry  out  the  purposes  of  this 
Act  is  hereby  authorized.      This  Act  shall  not  abrogate  nor  nullify 
any  other  statute;  whether  State  or  Federal,  dealing  "ith  the  same 
subjects  as  this  Act,  but  it  is  intended  that  all  such  statutes  shall 
remain  in  full  force  and  effect,  except  in  so  far  only  as  they  are 
inconsistent  herewith  or  repugnant  hereto. 

Sec.  If  any  provision  of  this  Act  is  declared  unconstitutional 

or  the  applicability  thereof  to  any  person  or  circunstance  is  held  in- 
valid, the  validity  of  the  remainder  of  the  Act  and  the  applicability 
of  such  provisions  to  other  persons  and  circumstances  shall  not  be 
affected  thereby.

1  a .     A  QUESTION  OF  LAW  ENFOR^~:'E::T  . 

In  replying  to  paragraph  la,- of  the  Division  Letter  of  March  18,  re- 
garding the  procedure  followed  by  local  authorities  in  condemning  shipments 
of  fruits  and  vegetables  unfit  for  consumption,  some  of  our  men  have  inquired 
as  to  the  extent  to  which  they  will  be  called  upon  to  assist,  in  the  enforce- 
ment of  this  Act . 

Regulations  have  not  yet  been  approved.     The  law  does  not  become  ef- 
fective until  July  1,  and,  as  no  appropriation  was  made  by  Congress  for  this 
work,  there  will  be  no  special  funds  available  until  Congress  reconvenes. 
Tentatively,  it  is  expected  that  agreements  will  be  entered  into  with  the  lo- 
cal bos  'ch  of  health,  giving  us  a  definite  working  arrangement  which  will  aid 
in  the  enforcement  of  the  Act,     In  view  of  the  desirability  of  maintaining 
friendly  contacts  with  the  trade,  it  is  not  likely  that  our  men  in  receiving 
markets  will  be  called  upon  in  many  cases  to  secure  evidence*  Investigations 
will  be  made  by  employees  assigned  specially  to  this  work,  who  may  shift  their 
base  of  operations  from  one  section  of  the  country  to  another  as  may  be  found 
desirable , 

Regulations  will  be  issued  as  soon  as  they  can  be  prepared.     Our  of- 
fices will  be  kept  informed  of  developments  from  time  to  time.

It  is  a  significant  commentary  upon  the  American  apple  industry  that 
the  one  redeeming  feature  in  marketing  the  crop  of  1926  was  the  almost  in- 
satiable capacity  of  the  export  markets.    American  apples  were  advertised  by 
"Eat  More  Fruit"  campaigns  in  Great  Britain,  Germany,  Denmark  and  Sweden.  On 
the  other  hand,  aside  from  the  commendable  "National  Apple  7/eek"  of  the 
International  Apple  Shippers  Association,  no  united  advertising  effort  has 
been  made  by  the  apple  industry  in  the  United  States,  where  buying  power  has 
been  the  greatest  and  demand  the  most  sluggish.

lb.     STJB:.qT  VOUCHERS  AITS  EXPENSE  ACCOUNTS  PROMPTLY . 

It  is  Especially  important  that  vouchers  and  expanse  accounts  be  sub- 
mitted promptly  between  now  and  the  end  of  the  fiscal  year.    Expenditures  to' 
date  are  running  on  a  basis  slightly  in  excess  of  the  amount  of  funds  allot^d 
for  the  work,  which  means  that  the  utmost  diligence  must  be  used  in  order  to 
avoid  a  deficit.     It  would  be  almost  fatal  to  figure  on  a  certain  rate  of  ex- 
penditure and  then  have  estimates  rudely  jolted  by  the  receipt  of  late  vouchers 
or  expense  accounts  for  relatively  large  amounts.    The  cooperation  of 

every  market  and  field  station  man  must  be  had  in  this  respect.

Terminals  as  -.veil  as  prefixes  therefore 
will  be  provided  for  the  "market"  phrases  so  that  it  will  be  possible  to  com-  j 
bine  "demand"  and  "market"  expressions  in  one  code  word,  1 

It  seems  best  to  use  the  same  terminal  consonants  for  the  new  symbols 
as  we  already  have  for  the  market  phrases,  preceded  by  U  instead  of  0.  Then, 
in  order  to  make  as  little  confusion  as  possible  for  those  handling  the  code, 
the  entire  series  of  code  phrases  describing  "market"  conditions  will  be 
changed  from  EO  to  EU.     Thus,  both  the  prefix  and  suffix  in  HUJUJ  will  mean 
"market  steady";  and  it  will  be  possible  to  say,  for  example,  either  HANUJ 
"demand  moderate,  market  steady"  or  HUJOJ  "market  steady,  no  change  in  prices".

E,  R»  Biddle,  of  the  New  York  office,  reported  the  arrival  of  a  ship- 
ment of  Bermuda- type  yellow  onions  from  the  Virgin  Islands,    The  stock  was 
green  and  immature,  and  showed  a  large  percentage  of  stalky  stems,    The  onions 
sold  in  New  York  at  $2,50  for  No.  lTs  and  $1.25  i°r  No»  31s«     (The  package 
7/as  not  mentioned  in  Mr,  Biddle !s  letter,)     There  were  no  No.  2*s  in  the  ship- 
ment.   The  No,  3's  consisted  entirely  of  doubles  and  splits.     One  of  the  com- 
mercial market  reports,  which  carried  quotations  on  this  stock,  listed  the 
Virgin  Island  onions  at  a  wide  range  of  $1»75~$^»00  for  a  period  of  two  weeks, 
stating  also  that  they  moved  very  slowly  on  account  of  poor  quality,  Mr, 
Biddle  added  the  following  paragraph  regarding  Texas  onions; 

"The  first  car  of  Texas  onions  arrived  here  this  morning,  March  24,  so 
that  I  would  suppose,  unless  the  Virgin  Island  stock  was  of  good  quality,  it 
probably  will  not  pay  them  to  ship  any  more.    This  car  of  Texas  onions  was  of 
very  good  quality  for  this  time  of  the  year;  in  fact,  the  best  that  I  have 
ever  seen  so  early  in  the  spring.     It  sold  at  $H«Uo  per  crate,"

8b.     MORE  THAN  $1,000,000  WORTH  OF  BERRIES  ALREADY  SOLD. 

By  last  Saturday  night,  the  auction  sales  of  strawberries  at  Hammond, 
La.,  had  exceeded  $1, 000, 000,  according  to  information  from  W.  F.  Cox,  in 
charge  of  the  local  field  station.    Total  shipments  from  the  State  to  that  time 
were  only  UlO  cars,  and  possibly  2,500  additional  cars  will  move,  at  somewhat 
lower  prices,  of  course.    Growers  were  feeling  good  over  the  prospects  of  a 
large  crop,  and  shipments  were  expected  to  increase  rapidly  as  picking  of  the 
second  crop  began.     The  freeze  in  Arkansas  probably  will  help  the  Louisiana 
situation.    Newspapers  and  radio  stations  in  Louisiana  cooperate  actively  in 
disseminating  market  information.

When  a  certifi- 
cate is  voided,  it  should  be  returned  to  the  Washington  office  and  should  be 
endorsed  across  the  face  in  large  letters  "VOIP."    Keep  one  copy  for  the  office 
file  and  destroy  those  remaining, 

2c ,     UNPAID  BILLS. 

All  unpaid  bills  outstanding,  after  the  branch  office  has  followed  the 
procedure  outlined  in  Paragraph  ljkt  Part  1  of  the  Handbook,  should  be  mailed 
to  the  Washington  office.    No  bills  should  be  held  over  two  months,  except  those 
owed  by  a  railroad  believed  by  the  branch  office  to  be  "good  pay"  but  whose 
system  of  accounting  results  in  delays.    When  such  accounts  are  three  months 
or  more  old,   the  total  uncollected  on  the  monthly  report  should  be  marked  with 
a  star  (*)  and  a  footnote  made,  showing  how  much  of  this  amount  is  three  months 
or  more  old.    This  will  be  necessary  in  the  future,  because  of  the  request  that 
this  information  be  furnished  monthly  to  the  Business  Manager  of  the  Bureau, 
This  additional  information  should  be  shown  on  the  monthly  report  for  March, 
If  the  March  report  has  already  been  mailed  before  receipt  of  this  D.L. ,  the 
-information  should  be  tabulated  and.  the  Washington  office  advised  by  letter. 

If  check  is  received,  covering  unpaid  bill  already  mailed  to  the 
Washington  office  for  collection,  it  should  immediately  be  sent  to  Washington, 
accompanied  by  a  notation  showing  what  account  it  covers.    No  entry  should  be 
made  of  these  checks  by  the  branch  office  upon  either  the  weekly  report  of 
moneys  received  or  upon  the  monthly  report « 

3c    ■  ALTERING-  AN  INSPECTION  CERTIFICATE  IS  PENAL  OFFENSE . 

That  the  alteration  of  a  food-product  s  inspe  ction  certificate,  issued 
under ■ authority  of  the  Federal  food-products  inspection  law  administered  by 
the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  is  amenable  to  prosecution  under  section 
28"  of  the  penal  code  of  the  United  States  (act  of  March  4,  1909)  is  the  opin- 
ion recently  rendered  by  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department.    This  section  provides 
that  the  forgery  of  specified  documents,  including  public  record,  affidavit,  or 
other  writing,  for  the  purpose  of  defrauding  the  United  States,  is  a  criminal 
offense  subject  to  fine  and  imprisonment.    The  Solicitor  cites  cases  having  to 
do  with  the  interpretation  of  the  terms  "public  record"  and  "other  writing" 
which  tend  to  show  the  application  of  the  terms  to  food-products  inspection 
certificates.    He  said  it  is  now  well  settled  that  fraud  against  the  Government 
may  be  committed  otherwise  than  by  causing  it  a  loss  of  money  or  property,  as 
it  now  must  be  regarded  as  established  that  it  is  not  essential  to  charge  or 
prove  an  actual  financial  or  property  loss  to  make  a  case  under  the  statute. 
He  cites  a  Supreme  Court  case  directly  in  point  in  support  of  his  opinion.

lb.    PLACE  ORDERS  NOW  FOR  JULY  1  NEEDS. 

In  order  to  avoid  an  accumulation  of  orders  at  the  end  of  the  fiscal 
year,  and  also  to  enable  the  Washington  office  to  check  up  the  prospective 
necessary  expenditures,  market  news  offices  are  requested  to  place  orders  at 
once  for  such  quantities  of  mimeograph  paper,  envelopes,  stencils  and  ink  as 
will  be  needed,  in  addition  to  the  present  stock,  to  handle  work  until  October 
1»    Joint  offices  also  should  place  requisitions  for  such  supplies  as  are  to 
be  purchased  from  the  funds  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  News  Service.  Offices 
which  ship  supplies  to  field  stations  should  include  these  additional  quanti- 
ties in  orders,  but  should  indicate  how  much  is  being  ordered  for  field  sta- 
tions and  how  much  for  the  local  office.    Any  suggestions  or  special  instruc- 
tions as  to  quality  or  method  of  shipping  can  be  mentioned  at  this  time. 

2b .     FLORIDA  ORANGE  AND  GRAPEFRUIT  SITUATION. 

The  following  letter  of  March  31  was  received  from  ff.  H.  Hall,  in  charge 
of  the  Orlando  field  station.    It  came  too  late  for  publication  last  week: 

"Shipments  of  seedling  oranges  in  Florida  are  about  finished,  and  the 
Valencia  season  is  getting  well  under  way,  with  peak  movement  of  the  latter 
variety  expected  around  the  middle  of  April.    Sizes  of  Valencias  are  running 
large,  which  has  resulted  in  narrowing  the  discount  that  has  prevailed  on  small 
sizes  of  seedlings  throughout  the  season.    It  is  expected  that,  from  now  on, 
small  sizes  will  bring  as  much  money  as  medium  to  large  fruit,  and  cars  running 
heavy  to  126' s  and  larger  may  be  discounted  25^-50^  per  box.    Estimates  of  the 
oranges  remaining  to  be  shipped  are  from  2,000  to  2,500  cars,  with  a  very  light 
movement  after  May  1.     The  market  at  this  end  is  in  good  shape  for  cars  running 
to  desirable  sizes,  and  it  is  the  first  time  since  the  big  break  in  the  termi- 
nal markets  around  the  middle  of  November  that  a  general  feeling  of  optimism 
has  prevailed  among  local  operators. 

"Movement  of  grapefruit  will  be  heavy  during  all  of  April,  with  seve^.J 
hundred  cars  to  move  in  May.    Total  movement  after  April  1  is  placed  at  approx- 
imately 3.000  cars.    Shipments  of  Marsh  Seedless  started  about  two  weeks  ago, 
and  f.o.b.  sales  have  averaged  about  25^  per  box  above  sales  of  Duncans.  The 
trade  has  shown  a  decided  preference  this  season  for  6U's  and  smaller,  the 
larger  sizes  being  discounted  25^-75^  per  box.    Present  f.o.b.  market  on  6U's 
and  smaller  is  around  $2.75  f°T  Duncans  and  $3,00  for  Marsh    Seedless.  Dealers 
are  prone  to  declare  this  the  worst  season  they  have  ever  experienced  in  grape- 
fruit, but  they,  like  other  classes  of  fruit  and  vegetable  dealers,  seem  to 
forget  what  happened  the  previous  season  and  refer  to  ea^.h  succeeding  year  as 
the  worst  one.    Prices  throughout  the  season  have  been  high  enough  to  insure  a 
fair  return  to  the  grower,  and  losses,  incidental  to  market  fluctuations,  have 
perhaps  offered  the  operator  no  more  cause  than  usual  for  complaint 

BANANA  IMPORTS  during  1926  totaled  56,251,000  bunches,  valued  at 
$31,69H, 000.    The  imports  of  coffee  amounted  to  1,1+93,316,000  pounds,  having 
a  value  of  $322 , 7H6, 000 .    Previous  records  for  both  these  products  were 
broken  last  year . 
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3b .     A  CHANGE  ON  THE  "NA-NE"  (ONIONS)  PAGE  OF  CODE. 

On  Wednesday,  April  6,  the  following  message  was  sent  over  the  leased- 
wire  circuits  and  was  to  be  relayed  to  all  other  offices: 

"Effective  to-morrow,  April  7»  eliminate  words  'commercial  pack1  from 
the  phrase  following  'NE'<7'  on  Onion  page  of  code.    Fhrase  will  read: 
'NEW  --  Mixed  No.  1  and  No.  2.'" 

*i"b  .    VEGETABLE  SITUATION  IN  LOWER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY. 

Under  date  of  March  31.  W»  D.  Googe  sent  the  following  information  from 
Brownsville,  Texas; 

"Practically  everyone  in  this  territory,  who  is  interested  in  the  potato 
movement,  knows  by  5  o'clock  today  what  the  potato  prices  will  be  tomorrow. 
I  do  not  know  of  a  similar  situation  in  any  other  part  of  the  country.  The 
new  potato  market  is  very  weak  today,  the  Association  having  reduced  the  price 
to  growers  to  $3*50,  the  f.o.b.  cash-track  price  to  $4.00,  and  f.o.b.  usual 
terms  to  $54.35« 

"The  bean  market  also  is  slightly  weaker,  with  prices  to  growers  mostly 
$2,25  per  bushel  hamper.    Some  are  of  the  opinion  that  these  prices  will  not 
decline  very  appreciably.    The  dry  weather  and  high  winds  continue,  and  it  is 
expected,  that  the  bulk  of  the  crop  will  be  moved  within  the  next  week. 

"The  cabbage  situation  demands  less  interest  among  the  growers  and  ship- 
pers at  present,  because  of  the  increasing  interest  in  potatoes  and  other 
commodities.    The  result  is  a  wide  range  of  prices,  some  dealers  quoting  as 
high  as  $25  and  others  as  low  as  $18.    The  quality  of  cabbage  is  very  irregu- 
lar, and  this  crop  is  likewise  suffering  from  weather  conditions.     It  is  re- 
ported that  the  Corpus  Christi  section  has  reached  its  peak. 

"The  Raymondville  onion  crop  will  be  out  of  the  way  in  another  week  or 
so.    Quality  has  been  better  than  usual,  but  a  shipper  told  me  that,  as  in 
previous  years,  they  could  not  ship  enough  U.S.  No.  1  stock  to  justify  their 
trying  for  better  than  a  'commercial  pack' .    Growers  have  been  receiving  mostly 
$2,50  per  crate."  . 

•  5b .     METHOD  OF  PHRASING  "U.S.  NO.  1"  AND  "U.S.  NO.  2"  IN  MARKET  '.VIRES . 

(Effective  April  15) 

Our  attention  has  been  called  to  the  lack  of  uniformity  on  the  various 
commodity  code  pages  in  regard  to  the  words  "U.  S.  No.  1"  and  "U.  S.  No.  2." 
On  some  pages  of  the  code,  symbols  for  these  terms  are  suffices;  on*other 
pages  they  are  prefixes,  and  the  final  consonants  are  dissimilar  in  every  case. 

These  cannot  be  made  uniform  without  rearranging,  on  most  pages,  a 
number  of  symbols  other  than  those  for  the  grade  terms.    The  following  plan, 
however,  will  take  care  of  the  difficulty  without  disturbing  the  present  code*. 

Whenever,  the  phrases  "U.  S.  No.  1"  and  "U.  S.  No.  2"  are  to  be  used  in 
the  market  wire  without  combination  with  another  code  word  (as  is  usually  the 
case),  use  "USONE"  and  "U3TW0':  .    These  are  5-letter  words  and  will  occupy  no 
more  space  than  "PE'.VAB"  or  TABOQ" ,  for  example.    7/hen  it  is  desired  to  combine 
the  grade  term  with  some  symbol  on  a  commodity  page,  use  the  grade  phrase  on 
that  page.    Example:   "U.  S.  No.  1  Staymans :XIVIV »" 

—  "WE  ARE  WHAT  OUR  MOST  CHERISHED  THOUGHTS  MAKE  US."  — 
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6b.    ARIZONA  LETTUCE  SEASON  ENCOURAGING . 

A  letter  of  March  30,  from  A.  E.  Prugh,  at  Phoenix,  indicates  that  grow- 
ers and  operators  in  the  Arizona  spring  lettuce  deal  are  feeling  much  encour- 
aged over  the  prospects  to  date.    Rather  ideal  marketing  conditions  have  ex- 
isted, so  far.    The  early  ending  of  the  Imperial  Valley  season  and  the  fact 
that  rainy  weather  delayed  the  planting  of  the  Salinas-Wat sonville  lettuce  in 
California  and  therefore  may  delay  shipments  until  April  12,  are  factors  favor- 
ing the  Arizona  shippers.    The  carlot  market  at'  Fhoenix  was  strong  on  March  30 
at  $2»50  per  crate,  though  prices  have  weakened  slightly  since  that  time.  It 
is  doubtful  whether  peak  shipments  will  reach  165  cars,  whereas  they  were  ex- 
pected to  total  200  a  day,  before  the  season  opened.    Frosts  caused  slight 
damage  to  some  of  the  crop  and  sizes  have  been  running  small.     Only  a  few  firms 
operate  in  Arizona,  and  this  also  tends  to  keep  up  the  prices.    Mr.  Prugh 
states  that  the  market  news  service  is  very  popular  in  the  Salt  River  Valley. 
He  continues  to  mail  a  few  copies  of  the  daily  reports  to  interested  parties 
in  southern  and  northern  California. 

Tb.    IMPERIAL  CANTALOUPE  ACREAGE. 

The  California  Truck  Crop  Reporter  has  now  reduced  the  estimate  of  canta- 
loupe acreage  in  the  Imperial  Valley  from  his  original  figure  of  U7,000  to 
39 » 000.    Mr.  Prugh  advises  that  considerable  windy  weather  in  the  Valley  has 
been  favorable  for  the  control  of  mildew.    Growers  also  began  early  to  use 
sulphur  in  the  fields,  and  this  will  help  the  situation.    The  general  car":-, 
movement  is  expected  to  be  about  10  days  later  than  that  of  last  season. 


8b.     COLORADO  POTATO  SITUATION. 

On  Wednesday  afternoon  of  last  week,  J.  G.  Scott,  of  the  Denver  offi::^ 
visited  the  Greeley  district  of  northern  Colorado  and  found  that  possibly  HOC 
to  600  cars  of  potatoes  remain  to  be  shipped  from  points  in  that  section.  It 
is  estimated  that  only  100  or  200  remain  in  the  San  Luis  Valley  of  southe;;; 
Colorado,  and  the  smaller  supply  in  the  Western  Slope  district  has  been  pr^  :y 
well  bought -up  by  Kansas  City  dealers.    In  general,  the  Colorado  potato  ma:/ 
was  showing  a  bullish  tendency,  though  prices  have  not  advanced  very  notice-vjly 
Dealers  seem  to  think  that  the  market  will  be  firm  for  the  remainder  of  the 
season* 

It  is  reported  that  San  Luis  Valley  seed,  -  both  Brown  Beauty  and  Peach 
Blow,  but  especially  the  Brown  Beauty,  -  is  running  down  and  there  is  a  move- 
ment under  way  to  establish  seed-lots  up  in  the  foot-hills,   in  an  effort  to 
raise  the  standard  of  these  potatoes. 

The  Greeley  district  also  will  try  to  raise  the  standard  of  its  stocks 
Shippers  are  making  every  effort  to  get  farmers  to  plant  some  mid-western  seed 
instead  of  their  own  stock.    A  number  of  cars  of  V.'i  scons  in  potatoes  may  be 
planted  in  the  Greeley  section  this  season.    An  attempt  is  being  made  to  have 
all  cars  Government-inspected,  that  move  from  northern  Colorado  points. 

Total  shipments  of  potatoes  from  Colorado  to  April  2  were  about  13,300 
cars,  or  some  UOO  less  than  to  the  same  time  last  season,  though  the  produc- 
tion was  estimated  to  be  almost  20$  lighter  than  in  1925*    About  1,700  cars 
were  shipped  after  April  1  last  year,  partly  because  of  the  high  prices. 
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9b,    VvESTERN  MEW  YORK  SITUATION. 

On  arrival  in  Washington  last  Monday,  Mr,  Sutton,  who  operated  the 
Rochester  field  station,  advised  that  the  fruit  and  vegetable  season  in  western 
New  York  has  been  unsatisfactory  to  many  of  the  growers  and  shippers.  Since 
the  collapse  of  the  foreign  apple  markets,  some  export  operators  have  taken 
.heavy  losses.    On  April  1  it  seemed  that  there  were  about  2,500  cars  of  apples 
"to  move  from  New  York  points,  making  the  season  total  possibly  around  21,500 
cars'. 

Potato  shippers  reported  that  some  stations  were  cleaning  up-  Many 
growers  were  reluctant  to  haul  freely.    At  points  outside  Steuben  County,  the 
price  to  growers  seemed  fairly  well  established  at  $1.00  per  bushel,  but  at  many 
of  the  important  stations  in  Steuben  County  dealers  were  offering  only  90^  for 
bulk  stock. 

Some  of  the  onion  shippers  estimated  that  only  about  50  cars  were  yet 
to  be  moved.    Even  the  best  stock  shows  a  certain  amount  of  stain,  and  neckrot 
and  other  common  troubles  with  onions  are  found  in  the  storage  houses.  The 
carrot  season  was  about  finished.    Chief  defect  in  carrots  is  wormy  stock. 
F.o.b.  sales  at  shipping  point  were  being  made  at  prices  just  about  equal  the 
New  York  City  quotations  on  carrots.

lc  .    PRINTING-  QUEERS  FOR  S  K I P  P I N  G  -  ?  Q I N  T  CERTIFICATES. 

All  States,  whose  supply  of  shipping-point  certificates  will  be  ex- 
hausted before  the  first  of  January,  should  send  in  their  orders  at  once,  so 
that  the  work  can  be  done  during  the  next  two  or  three  months,  when  the  Govern- 
ment Frinting  Office  is  not  busy  with  the  Congressional,  Record  and  other  mat- 
ters incident  to  a  session  of  Congress . 

2c ,     TERM  "COMMERCIAL  PACK11  SHOULD  NOT  BE  USED  ON  ONION  CERTIFICATES . 

It  is  never  advisable  to  use  trade  terms  for  grades  which  have  no  offi- 
cial sanction  or  which  have  not  been  specifically  defined  and  advertised  by 
private  parties.    This  should  be  kept  in  mind  in  connection  with  the  certifi- 
cation of  Bermuda  onions,    There  is  no  "Commercial  Pack"  in  either  the  U.  S. 
or  the  Texas  State  grades.    TVhen  asked  to  inspect  a  lot .which  the  applicant 
claims  was  purchased  under  this  name,  the  certificate  should  show  the  percentage 
of  No.  1  and  No.  2  onions,  which  the  lot  contains.     If  below  the  requirements 
of  No,  2,  this  fact  should  be  reported,  but  no  use  should  be  made  of  the  term 
"Commercial  Pack." 


3c.    ASPARAGUS  INSPECTIONS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA . 

Practically  all  asparagus  moving  from  South  Carolina  will  be  State  in- 
spected this  season,  according  to  George  E.  Prince,  Chief  of  the  South  Carolina 
Division  of  Markets.    The  Division  last  year  inspected  the  stock  moved  from  two 
of  the  larger  loading  points  with  such  satisfactory  results  that  both  grower 
associations  have  asked  the  service  repeated  this  year.    Nine  men  are  required 
to  cover  the  shipments. 

This  inspection  service  is  similar  to  Federal- State  shipping  point  in- 
spection, with  the  exception  that  no  certificates  are  furnished  shippers.  Most 
of  the  asparagus  from  South  Carolina  is  consigned  or  forwarded  to  connections 
of  the  associations  in  the  terminal  markets,  and  the  purpose  of  inspection  is 
to  educate  growers  in  proper  methods  of  grading  and  packing. 

On  April  1,  the  Director  of  Extension  and  the  Extension  Marketing  Agent 
in  South  Carolina  distributed  a  circular  letter  to  500  asparagus  growers  in 
South  Carolina,  urging  them  to  put  up  a  good  pack.    Quotations  were  given  from 
the  daily  market  reports,  to  show  the  advantage  which  California  asparagus  has 
on  the  eastern  markets,     "Standardization11  was  stressed,  as  the  key  to  improved 
marketing  conditions  for  local  growers.    Mention  was  made  of  the  availability 
of  the  daily  market  reports  from  our  Atlanta  office* 

3ic.    HAYWARD  BROCCOLI  FINISHED;  PEAS  TO  BE  INSPECTED. 

An  item  by  K.  R .  Nutting,  in  the  California  Inspectors'  Notes  for 
April  2,  indicates  that  the  broccoli  season  was  about  completed  in  the  Eayward 
district  of  California.    Around  390  cars  had  been  inspected  since  November  19, 
making  an  average  of  1.8  cars  per  man-day.    A  number  of  cars  of  Hayward  green 
peas  likely  will  be  certified  this  season,  according  to  Mr.  Nutting. 
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Uc  .     SUBMITTING-  CHECKS  V/HICH  REPLACE  UNPAID  CHECKS  , 

Checks  covering  inspection  fees  are  sometimes  returned  to  the  United 
States  Treasury  unpaid  because  "Account  closed,"  "Not  sufficient  funds," 
"Payment  stopped"  or  other  reason.     Such  checks  are  sent  "back  to  the  office 
which  received  them,  with  request  to  get  other  checks  in  their  place,  nihen 
such  remittances  are  sent  to  replace  bad  checks,  they  should  be  included  in 
the  weekly  letter  of  transmittal  but  footnote  should  be  made  to  show  the  item 
which  they  replace*    This  is  necessary,  because  the  Treasury  Department  fol- 
lows up  such  items  in  order  to  ea$  that  the  Government  finally  received  payment 
of  these  amounts. 


5c,     PENNSYLVANIA  INSPECTIONS  SHOW  A  BIG  INCREASE, 

D.  M.  James,  of  the  Farrisburg  office,  furnished  a  copy  of  the  follow- 
ing press  release,  which  will  appear  in  Pennsylvania  newspapers  next  Monday: 

Federal-State  inspections  of  fruits  and  vegetables  at  Pennsylvania 
shipping  points  increased  nearly  kOOp  during  the  past  season  over  the  previous 
season,  states  a  report  of  the  Pennsylvania  Bureau  of  Markets.    During  the  last 
five  months  of  1926  and  the  first  three  months  of  1927*  there  were  1,668  car- 
lo fcdf.  of  apples,  peaches  and  potatoes  certified  in  accordance  with  the  U.  S. 
grades  by  licensed  inspectors  working  at  63  loading  points  in  the  State. 
During  the  preceding  season,  331  cars  were  certified  by  inspectors  working  at 
12  loading  stations ♦ 

This  work,  which  is  under  the  supervision  of  the  Federal  and  State 
Departments  of  Agriculture  cooperatively,  started  in  Pennsylvania  in  1923 »  when 
27U  cars  were  inspected.     Since  that  time  the  growth  of  the  work  has  been 
steady,  except  during  the  192U  season,  when  the  apple  and  peach  yields  were 
greatly  curtailed  by  frost  damage. 

The  inspection  of  apples  has  been  heaviest  in  the  State,  with  a  total  of 
1,083  cars  inspected  during  the  1926  season.    This  is  23$  of  the  total  Pennsyl- 
vania apple  shipments  of  the  1926  crop  to  March  26.    The  *+35  cars  of  peaches 
inspected  were  53$  of  the  1926  peach  shipments.    The  work  with  potatoes  has 
started  more  slowly,  since  only  Gfo  of  the  1926  crop  potato  -shipments  were  in- 
spected, or  150  cars, 

"It  is  impossible  to  estimate  the  actual  monetary  value  of  the  service 
to  shippers  in  the  State,  but,  judging  from  reports  received  and  from  the 
great  increase  in  the  number  availing  themselves  of  the  service  during  the 
past  two  years,  the  expense  of  the  work  seems  to  be  more  than  amply  justified," 
the  Bureau  reports.     "It  is  evident  that  such  shippers  realize  the  importance 
of  shipping  into  the  markets  a  standardized  product  of  high  quality,   in  order 
to  meet  the  keen  competition  of  graded  products  from  other  States." 


6c.     SPECIAL  ARTICLE  ON  CALIFORNIA  LETTUCE. 

S.  S.  Rogers,  Assistant  Chief  of  the  California  State  Bureau  of  Fruit 
and  Vegetable  Standardization,  is  author  of  an  article  on  "Future  Production 
of  Head  Lettuce  in  California,"  which  appeared  in  the  February  Monthly  Bulleti 
of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture.  The  article  is  illustrated  with  two 
good  charts,  and  is  of  value  to  all  interested  in  western  lettuce.  Copies

7c,     SANTA  MARIA  LETTUCE  TO  BE  INSPECTED. 

'  In  a  letter  of  March  26,  from  Santa  Maria,  Calif.,  to  the  Sacramento 
office,  the  local  inspector  wrote:   "Celery  was  pretty  well  blown  up  before  I 
got  here.    The  A.F.G.  have  quit  handling  celery  for  the  rest  of  the  season. 
Hence,  inspections  are  coming  in  slowly,  and  these  are  mostly  on  cauliflower 
The  cauliflower  market  is  very  strong,  making  demand  for  inspection  light, 
but  prospects  indicate  a  slight  increase  this  week,  with  a  good  demand  for 
inspections  when  lettuce  gets  under  way.    First  cars  of  lettuce  are  expected 
in  a  week  or  10  days.    Fave  noticed  considerable  downy  mildew  in  lettuce 
matches .     Cauliflower  sizes  small;  quality  fair.    No  Number  l's  yet," 


Sc.    TEE  APPLICATION  OF  THE  75-25  OF  U.S.  NO.  I  LETTUCE  GRADE,       (d.L.  Page  I3U 

In  order  to  apply  properly  the  U.S.  No.  1  lettuce  grade,  the  follow- 
ing points  should  be,  remembered;- 

1.  The  75$  which  must  be  "firm" , ("firm"  as  used  in  the  grade  includes 
also  "hard")  must  be  free  from  defects,.  -  that  is,  the  tolerance  must  come 
out  of  the  remaining  25$. 

2.  A  lot  may  fail  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1  either  because  of  defects  in  ex- 
cess of  tolerance  or  because  it  does  not  contain  the  proper  proportions  of 
firm  and  fairly  firm  heads,  it  being  understood  that  fairly  firm  heads  are 
not  classed  as  defective  even  though  a  lot  may  be  thrown  out  of  grade  on  ac- 
count of  containing  more  of  such  heads  than  the  grade  permits. 

3.  The  percentage  of  U.S.  No.  1  heads  in  any  lot  is  determined  by 
first  finding  the  percentage  of  hard,  firm,  and  fairly  firm  heads  which  are 
free  from  defects.    Example:-  "Uo$  hard,  20$  firm,  25$  fairly  firm,"    Here  we 
have  60$  of  heads  firm  or  better.    The  ratio  of  firm  to  fairly  firm,  as  pro- 
vided in  the  grade,  is  3  to  1.     If,  therefore,  there  is  60$  firm,  there  can  be 
only  20$  fairly  firm.    This  gives  a  total  of  80$  which  can  properly  be  called 
U.S,  No.  1  quality  in  the  lot.    The  simple  procedure  in  such  a  case  is  to  add 
to  the  percentage  of  firm  one-third  of  this  amount,  the  total,  being  the  amount 
of  U.S.  No.  1  quality.    If,  however,  the  per  cent  of  fairly  firm  is  less  than 
one-third  the  firm,  the  actual  percentage  of  fairly  firm  should  be  added. 
Example:-  "^5$  hard,  25$  firm,  io$  fairly  firm."    Here  the  10$  fairly  firm, 
being  less  than  one-third  of  the  70$  firm,  is  added  to  the  70$,  giving  a  total 
of  80$  U.S.  No.  1  quality, 

U.    A  definite  statement  in  a  separate  paragraph  must  always  be  made  to 
show  the  percentage  of  defective  stock.    This  includes  the  percentage  of  soft 
heads , 

5.    The  nearest  percentages  ending  in  0  or  5  are  to  be  used,  except 
those  under  10$»    On  account  of  this  use  of  percentages,  the  statements  should 
be  qualified  by  use  of  the  words  "about"  and  "approximately,"  as  shown  in  the 
following  examples  of  different  cases  which  are  taken  from  shipping-point  cer- 
tif icates:- 

1 •    Quality  and  Condition: 

Heads  are  fresh,  crisp  and  fairly  well  trimmed.    Wrapper  leaves  green  colo: 
Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  about  30$  hard,  30$  firm  and  25$  fair- 
ly firm. 

Defects  consist  of  about  10$  soft,  2$  russet  and  3$  burst . 
Grade:    Approximately  80$  No.  1  Quality. 

2 .    Quality  and  Condition: 

Heads  fresh,  crisp  and  well  trimmed.    Wrapper  leaves  good  green  color. 
Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  Uo$  hard,  Ho$  firm,  5$  fairly  firm. 
About  15$  defects  consisting  of  12$  burst  or  split  heads  and  about  3$ 
mildew  discoloration  in  some  crates,  affecting  outer  leaves  only. 
Grade :    Approximately  85$  is  of  U.S.  No.  1  Quality. 

3 •    Quality  and  Condition: 

Heads  fresh,  crisp  and  generally  well  trimmed.    Wrapper  leaves  good  green 

color,  occasional  leaf  showing  slight  mildew  discoloration. 
Stock  free  from  defects  consists  of  about  1+5$  hard,  25$  firm,  8$  fairly finr 
About  18$  burst  and  3$  other  defects,  mostly  open  with  an  occasional  russet- 
Grade^    About  80$  of  stock  is  of  U.S.  No.  1  Quality.  tea^ 
It  should  be  noted  in  Example  1  that,  while  the  stock  free  from  defects^ 
and  the  defects  total  100$,  the  approximate  percentage  of  U.S.  No.  1,  which  i^T 
80$,  plus  the  defective  stock,  does  not  total  100$  but  95$»    This  is  because 
there  was  5$  more  fairly-firm  heads  than  the  3  to  1  ratio  permits.

Any  person  in  our  field  force,  or  in  the  Washington  office,  who, 
through  the  adoption  of  better  business  methods,  hasvbeesn  able  to  economize 
in  the  use  of  the  Government  funds,  is  requested  to  report  the  fact  at  once.

*+a-    'WRITTEN  CONTRACTS  REQUIRED  FOR  PEE  ICE  QUARTERS  NOT  COVERED  BY  LEASE. 

The  Comptroller  General  has  called  attention  to  the  fact  that,  under 
Section  37^3*Bevised  Statutes,  as  amended,  it  will  be  necessary  to  place  . 
on  file  in  his  office  a  written  contract,  covering  rental  of  any  office 
quarters  not  covered  by  lease.    This  will  affect  our  procedure  at  temporary 
market-news  field  stations,  as  well  as  at  a  few  inspection  offices  where  we 
have  desk  space. 

No  formal  document  is  required.    It  is  only  necessary  that  the  terms 
of  the  arrangement  be  stated  clearly  in  writing,  signed  by  both  the  lessor 
and  our  field  representative.    A  sample  of  an  acceptable  form  of  agreement 
is  being  mailed  with  this  Division  Letter  to  each  of  our  field  offices, 
which  is  required  to  submit  an  agreement  at  this  time.    Copies  should  be 
requested  by  others,  who  may  have  use  for  them.    The  agreements  must  be 
prepared  for  any  space  now  being  occupied  and  not  covered  by  a  formal  lease. 
Five  copies  must  be  executed;  four  executed  copies  should  be  forwarded 
promptly  to  this  office,   the  fifth  copy  being  turned  over  to  the  lessor. 

In  view  of  the  above  requirement,  the  Administrative  Supplement 
should  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  after  the  first  sentence  of 
Far.  ikh: 

"However,  the  terms  of  the  rental  arrangement  must  be  reduced  to 
writing,   signed  by  both  the  lessor  and  our  field  representative.  This 
memorandum  of  agreement  should  show  the  name  and  address  of  lessor,  room 
number  and  location  of  space  rented,   dimensions  or  number  of  square  feet  in 
space  occupied,  purpose  for  which  to  be  used,   rental  to  be  paid  each  month, 
date  rental  to  begin,  approximate  period  of  rental,  and  services  to  be 
furnished  under  rental.    Five  copies  of  the  agreement  should  be  executed, 
four  to  be  forwarded  promptly  to  the  Washington  office  and  one  signed  copy 
to  be  retained  by  the  lessor."

No*  1  Florida  potatoes  practically  all  meet  the  U«  S«  No.  1  grade  re- 
quirements, and  can  be  called  "USONE"  or  "PEWAB,"    As  there  is  no  U.  S.  grade 
for  No.  3  potatoes,  sometimes  known  as  "marbles",  they  can  be  coded  "JIWIW*" 

10b .    BEERY  SITUATION  AT  I-AHHQND,  LA,

Such  a  movement  would  rrake  the  entire  season1 s  output 
about  6,500  cars.    Recent  hot  weather  has  not  been  favorable  for  late  celery 
on  the  higher  ground.    Movement  will  continue  until  nearly  the  end  of  May. 

13b  -     GROWING-  MUSHROOMS  IN  COLORADO. 

A  recent  letter  from  -J.  G*  Scott,  of  the  Denver  office,  tells  of  the 
rapid  expansion  of  the  mushroom  industry  in  that  territory.    The  leading 
grower  has  four  large  houses  in  operation  and  is  building  six  more,  which 
will  make  that  the  biggest  mushroom  plant  between  Kansas  City  and  the  Pacific 
Coast.    He  hopes  to  have  20  houses  with  an  output  of  3>000  pounds  daily,  by 
January  1.    Prices  during  the  past  season  have  been  around  ^5^-50^  per  pound.

Daring  March,  Florida  inspectors  handled  l,5o0  cars  of  citrus  fruit 
and  UU9  cars  of  celery.    Total  fruit  inspections  to  the  end  of  March  were 
U,215,  compared  with  1,111  to  the  same-  date  last  season.    Total  vegetable  in- 
spections were  985»  as  against  769  to  March  31,  1926.    There  has  been  a  notable 
increase  in  citrus  inspections  this  season,  but  the  vegetable  work  has  been 
restricted  almost  entirely  to  celery,  so  afar.

Lindstrom,  who  is  handling  this  work,  "believes  that  inspections  will  have  to 
be  continued  through  the  middle  of  April,  at  least. 

-Reports  from  State  authorities  in  Tennessee  indicate  that: the  Tennessee 
strawberry  season  may  open  earlier  than  usual  this  year.  Shipping-point 
inspection  of  berries  has  been  requested  in  both  the  eastern  and  the  western 
districts,  and  this  work  will  require  a  considerable  force  of  men.  First 
shipments  are  expected  by  April  20  or  2p. 

kc.     SHIPPING-POINT  INSPECTIONS  IN  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON. 

About  1,855  inspections  were  made  in  Washington  during  February.  This 
includes  1,1+36  cars  of  apples  and  3^-0  cars  of  potatoes*    The  total  for  the 
month  was  291  greater  than  that  for  February,  1926.    Since  July  1,  about 
26,730  inspections  have  been  made,  or  5?

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5c/    Iv'iQRE  ABOUT  BOX  V.QQD  SCALD  IF  STATE  OF  V^SBINGTON . 

D.  F.'  Fisher,  Pathologist,  has  been  investigating  box  v7ood  scald  in  his 
laboratory  at  7,'enatchee.    In  a  letter  written  some  time  ago,  Mr-  Fisher  mace  the 
following  statement: 

"It  looks  as  though  there  is  no  question  about  the  injury  being  due  to 
the  resin  or  pitchy  material  in  the  wood.  The  veneering  process  exposes  more 
of  the  resin  ducts  to  the  apples  which  are  pressed  against  the  wood  than  does 
ordinarily-sawed  lumber,  since  the  wood  is  cut  or  peeled  more  or  less  in  con- 
formity to  the  growth' rings  which  contain  these  pitch  tubes.  So,  instead  of 
a  transverse  section  found  where  the  lumber  is  sawed  across  the  grain,  we  have 
practically  a  longitudinal  section." 

Mr.  Fisher  attributes  the  injury  to  the  resin  or  pitchy  material, 
rather  than  to  the  acid  content  of  the  wood  as  did  Mr.  Childs,  of  Hood  River, 
in  his  investigation  of  this  problem. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  the  box  manufacturers  in  the  Northwest 
have  already  recognized  this  problem  and  are  considering  taking  steps  to 
prevent  wood  containing  injurious  properties  being  made  up  into  fruit  con- 
tainers-   This  being  true,  it  is  probable  that  the  box  wood  scald  problem 
will  not  be  a  serious  one  in  the  apple  industry,  after  the  box  wood  now  cut 
and  in  the  hands  of  dealers  and  growers  is  consumed.    Probably  most  of  the 
shook  cut  from  now  on  this  year  will  be  free  from  injurious  species  of  wood. 

Recently  a  shipper  stated  that  using  the  term  "scald"  in  connection 
with  box  wood  injury  had  a.  very  bad  effect  upon  the  buying  traae,  as  it  called 
up  in  the  mind  of  the  buyer  a  picture  of  ordinary  scald  on  apples.    This  ship- 
per believed  that  the  Inspection  Service  should  describe  the  injury  as  "box 
wood  burn"  or  by  some  other  term -which  does  not  include  the  word  "scald." 
In  this  connection,  Mr.  Fisher  commented  as  follows  in  a  recent  letter: 

"The  term  'scald1  is  generally  applied  to  this  type  of  injury  and  has 
come  to  mean  a  certain  classification  of  fruit  injury,  as  for  example,  the 
common  scald  of  apples  and  soft  scald." 

This  being  the  case,  F.  E.  Bailey,  of  the  Yakima  office,  considers  it 
desirable  to  continue  using  the  term  "box  wood  scald"  and  suggests  that 
shipping-point  inspectors  write  a  letter  of  explanation  to  accompany  certifi- 
cates, where  the  shipper  desires  it.    The  letter  is  to  bring  Out  the  fact  that 
this  injury  is  in  no  way  related  to  the  common  scald  of  apples  and  that  the 
injury  is  restricted  entirely  to  that  part  of  certain  fruit  in  the  container 
which  is  in  contact  with  the  injuring  boards,    (from  Wash.  News  Letter) 

6c .    USE  TERMS  "PINHOLE  DECAY"  AND  "BLISTER  STAGE  BLUE  MOLD  ROT"  ONLY  FOR 

CITRUS  FRUIT. 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  use  of  the  terms  "pinhole"  or 
"pinhead  decay"  'and  "blister  stage  blue  mold  rot"  in  connection  with  the 
inspection  of  apples.    These  are  trade  terms  which  are  used  only  in  connection 
with  decay  of  citrus  fruit.     They  are  well  understood  by  most  of  the  trade, 
when  used  in  this  connection,  but  when  applied  to  apples  or  other  products 
are  not  understood.     In  the  future,  limit  these  terms  to  citrus  products. 

•  7c    REPORTING  THERMOMETERS  IN  REFRIGERATOR  CARS. 

Attention  is  again  called  to  the  presence  of  recording-thermometers  in 
some  express  refrigerator  cars,    '.here  these  are  found,  they  should  be  reported 
as  directed  in  Division  Letter  of  July  2,  1926:     "The  statement  should  show 
height  of  thermometer  above  floor  of  car,  height  above  top  of  load  and  distance 
from  door.    No  attempt  should  be  made  to  show  temperatures  recorded  by  it."

Some  misunderstanding  seems  to  exist  regarding  the  new  plan  for  re- 
questing advance  of  funds  and  submitting  expense  accounts  under  such  advances. 
•Standard  Form  No.  103S  is  for  use  in  applying  for  advance  of  funds  and  is  in 
lieu  of  Form  No.  100.    Expense  accounts  rendered  under  an  advance  of  funds 
should  be  prepared  on  voucher  Form  No.  1012,  with  duplicate  No.  1012-a,  ac- 
companied by  standard  Form  No.  1039.    If  Form  No.  1039  indicates    that  the 
advance  of  funds  will  be  needed  for  future  travel,  a  check  for  the  approved 
amount  of  the  expense  account  will  be  forwarded  by  the  Disbursing  Office  to 
the  traveler.-    This  practice  will  be  continued  until  the  traveler  states  on 
Form  No,  1039  that  he  will  have  no  further  need  for  an  advance,  whereupon  the 
amount  of  the  current  account  will  be  deducted  and  he  will  be  advised  by  the 
Disbursing  Qffice  as  to  the  balance  which  should  be  refunded.

5a.   electees1  :o:,:?i::sai::::  act  amii-zee. 

Public  No.  603 ,  of  the  69th  Congress,  Second  Session,  is  substantially 
as  follows:    This  Act  amends  the  U.S.  Employees1  Compensation  Act  of  September 
7 1  19l6,  by  increasing  the  maximum  monthly  compensation  in  cases  of  total 
disability  from  $66.67  to  $116,66  and  the  minimum  rate  from  $33  to  $5^.33; 
increasing  the  maximum  monthly  compensation  in  cases  of  partial  disability 
from  $66.67  to  $116,66;  raising  the  maximum  monthly  basis  for  computing  com- 
pensation in  death  cases  from  $100  to  $175,  and  the  minimum  rate  from  $50  to 
$27.50;  increasing  from  $100  to  $200  the  maximum  amount  for  funeral  and  burial 
expenses  which  may  be  paid  to  the  personal  representative  of  an  employee  whose 
death  results  from  injury  incurred  in  the  line  of  duty;  and  extending  benefits 
to  a  widow  living  apart  from  her  husband  at  the  time  of  the  latter* s  death  if 
she  had  reasonable  cause  for  leaving  him  or  if  he  had  deserted  her, 

6a.    FLOOD  COIZITIQITS  IIT  LOWER  MISSISSIPPI  VALLEY,. 

Cn  April  18,  C.  R«  Newton,  Supervising  Inspector  at  Baton  Rouge,  La., 
wrote  to  Mr„  Robb  as  follows,  regarding  the  flood  situation: 

"You  have  no  doubt  noted  in  the  news  dispatches  that  we  are  having  very 
high  water  in  both  the  Mississippi  and  the  Atchafalaya  River,    Levees  are 
being  sandbagged  here  at  Baton  Rouge,  and  several  breaks  have  been  averted 
both  on  this  and  the  other  side  of  the  Mississippi  River  sear  here.    It  is 
reported  that  a  further  four-foot  rise  is  due  between  now  and  May  5«    This  is 
my  first  experience  with  high  water  in  the  Mississippi,  but,  from  what  people 
tell  me  and  from  my  own  judgment,  it  seems  improbable  that  we  will  escape 
without  some  very  destructive  crevasses  somewhere  along  the  levees  of  both 
the  Mississippi  and  the  Atchafalaya  River. 

"You  will  no  doubt  recall  that,  in  going  to  the  ferry  at  Baton  Rouge, 
we  descended  a  steep  embankment  after  crossing  the  Y.&VU.  V,  Railroad  tracks 
before  we  actually  got  on  board  the  ferry.     If  you  were  here  now  you  would  be 
surprised  to  see  that,  instead  of  descending  an  embankment,  it  is  necessary 
to  drive  up  quite  a  steep  incline  just  after  crossing  the  railroad  tracks  in 
order  to  get  on  board  the  ferry.    The  top  of  the  ferry  rides  about  five  feet 
above  the  present  embankment .    The  railroad  company  and  other  interests  are 
sandbagging  and  raising  this  protection  levee  day  by  day.    A  large  force  of 
xmen  is  working  at  this  point  in  anticipation  of  a  further  rise  of  the  river. 
I  crossed  the  Atchafalaya  three  or  four  days  ago  and  it  also  is  out  of  its 
natural  banks,  and  only  a  few  feet  of  levee  still  remain  above  the  water  level." 


7a.    coi:riiio:~s  i:;  ::crth  carol i::a  berry  section. 

In  a  letter  of  April  19,  from  Chadbourn,  N.  C,  K.  F.  '.Tillson  said: 
"It  is  estimated  by  local  factors  that  there  is  an  increase  of  15$  to  25%  in 
acreage  over  last  season.    Peak  of  the  strawberry  movement  will  be  this  week 
and  next.    Last  season  the  peak  was  around  May  10.    Quality  to  date  has  been 
good  and  stock  is  carrying  well.    Yield  is  exceptionally  good  this  season, 
for  the  early  part  of  the  deal.    If  the  dry  weather  continues,   it  will  cut 
materially  the  production  of  late  berries." 
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1 D  •      DEVELOPMENTS  TIT  LOUISIANA  STRAWBERRY  SEASON* 

Below  is  given  the  substance  of  a  letter  of  April  12,  from  W.  F,  Cox, 
in  charge  of  the  Hammond,  La.,  field  station:- 

Movement  of  the  second  crop  of  berries  was  getting  into  swing,  though 
shipments  were  not  quite  so  heavy  as  expected.    The  lighter  output  is  "believed 
"by  some  to  have  been  caused  by  lack  of  rainfall  during  the  preceding  weeks. 
(Drought  was  partially  relieved  by  rains  on  April  lU  and  15«)     Other  persons 
are  of  the  opinion  that  the  Klondike  variety  is  "running  out,"  so  far  as 
bearing  is  concerned.     Cool  nights  and  foggy  early  mornings  also  may  have 
tended  to  hold  back  the  crop. 

Opinions  differed  as  to  the  probable  shipments  for  the  season.  Most 
persons  have  abandoned  the  former  estimate  of  3,000  cars,  and  present  esti- 
mates are  :*or  2,U00  to  2,800  cars.     Shipments  to  April  16  were  625  cars  in 
excess  of  last  season's  movement  to  that  time,  chiefly  because  of  the  earlier 
season . 

Quality  generally  aoes  not  equal  that  of  last  year.    Price  ranges  in 
terminal  markets  were  noticeably  wider,  and  some  buyers  at  Hammond  have  taken 
severe  losses  on  certain  shipments.    Average  f,o-b,  auction  prices  dropped 
about  k^fo  during  last  week  (April  lC-l6)  . 

2h.    MORE  ABOUT  CALIFORNIA  SPRING-  LETTUCE. 

With  further  reference  to  Par.  2b  in  last  week's  Division  Letter, 
0.  J.  Hansen,  of  the  San  Francisco  office,  reported  as  follows  concerning  a 
trip  which  he  made  recently  into  the  Salinas- Wat sonvi lie  lettuce  district: 

"Mr.  Beasley,  Supervising  Inspector  at  Watsonvilie,  advised  me  that 
there  are  only  800  acres  of  lettuce  in  the  Watsonvilie  territory  this  year, 
compared  with  5,500  acres  at  Salinas.    Total  acreage  for  the  two  sections  is 
considerably  lighter  than  last  year  and  no  general  peak  of  shipments  is  ex- 
pected.   The  crop  has  been  maturing  very  slowly  on  account  of  incessant  rains 
and  generally  cool  weather.     Shipments  are  now  moving  at  the  rate  of  two  or 
three  cars  daily,  but  are  expected  to  pick  up  rapidly  within  the  next  two  or 
three  weeks.    Quality  of  the  lettuce  is  good,  except  that  the  heads  are  small. 
There  is  practically  no  tip-burn  as  yet,  and  the  heads  are  developing  fairly 
firm." 


3d.     CALIFORNIA  SKIPr/ENTS  INCREASED  80000  PER  CENT. 

The  Oregonian,  in  its  column  entitled  "Fifty  Years  Ago,"  says  that, 
on  April  15,  1877,   it  carried  an  item  to  the  effect  that  "California  sent 
east  last  year  (I876)  about  335  carloads  of  fruit."     In  contrast  with  this 
small  beginning,  it  is  of  interest  to  note  that  during  1926  California 
shipped  approximately  265,000  cars  of  36  fruits  and  vegetables.     This  is 
nearly  800  times  as  many  as  were  shipped  east  50  years  ago.

The  following  article  was  received  from  John  W.  Coleman,  of  the 
Philadelphia  office: 

" J .  H.  Dulaney  of  Salisbury,  Md.f  tried  something  new/  when  he  drove 
down  to  Wallace,  M,  C,  and  brought  hack  a  truck-load  of  strawberries  to  the 
Philadelphia  produce  market.    The  distance  from  Wallace  to  Philadelphia  is 
510  miles,  and  it  took  23  hours  of  continuous  driving  to  make  the  trip, 

"One  of  the  commission  merchants, on  Lock  Street,  sold  the  entire  load 
of  126  thirty-two  quart  crates  at  $8-$9  per  crate.    The  berries  arrived  in 
much  better  condition  than  stock  shipped  from  North  Carolina  by  freight  or 
express.    On  the  jobbing  market,  express  shipments  of  Missionarys  from  the 
Wallace  section  ranged  $U-$6,50  per  crate  and  on  the  Philadelphia  carlot 

market  the  price  range  was  mostly  $5-$7,  with  a  few  sales  reported  at  $7-50 
per  crate. 

"The  cost  of  trucking  this  first  load  of  strawberries  from  North  Carolina 
averaged  between  $1  and  $1.25  per  crate.    This  is  somewhat  higher  than  express 
rates,  but  the  other  advantages  are  greater.    Truck  receipts  arrive  early  in 
the  morning,  while  the  buyers  are  making  purchases  for  the  day,    Express  ship- 
ments do  not  arrive  jfo-n  the  market  until  late  in  the  morning  and,  except  when 
there  is  a  scarcity  of  berries,  these  late  arrivals  always  sell  at  a  discount. 

"Mr.  Dulaney  used  a  Graham  truck,  equipped  with  pneumatic  tires*  The 
strawberries  were  loaded  on  the  truck  at  the  farm  aid  were  not  disturbed  a- 
gain  until  they  were  unloaded  at  the  store  in  Philadelphia,    The  berries 
showed  no  signs  of  bruising  or  heating  and  were  as  firm  as  berries  right  out  . 
of  the  garden.11

6b .    OKLAHOMA  POTATO  FIELDS  ELOOEED. 

A  telegram  of  Charles  Sperle,  field  representative  for  the  Division  of 
Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  in  Texas,  tells  of  the  flood  damage  in  the  South- 
west.   Mr,  Sperle  wired  to  Mr.  Callander  from  Muskogee,  Okla.,  on  April  18 
as  follows: 

"Preliminary  estimates  indicate  between  2,500  and  3,000  acres  under 
water  in  northeastern  Oklahoma  since  April  15,  due  flood  waters  in  LeFlore, 
Muskogee,  Wagoner,  Sequoyah  and  Haskell  counties.    Recent  heavy  rains  made 
conditions  more  serious.    Probably  week  or  10  days  before  reliable  estimate 
can  be  made.    Now  looks  like  at  least  50$  to  #60$  loss  in  acreage  of  potatoes, 
while  planting  little  earlier  than  usual,   crop  backward  account  cool  rains 
prior  to  floods.     Conditions  not  improving  at  this  time."

lc.     ORDER  FLASELIG-HTS  AND  FLASHLIGHT  SUPPLIES  THROUGH  WASHINGTON  OFFICE., 

Flashlights  and  flashlight  supplies  are  on  the  General  Supply  Schedule 
and  can  be  obtained  much  cheaper  through  the  Washington  office  than  by  local 
purchase.    Only  in  emergency  cases  should  these  articles  be  purchased  locally 
on  station  letters.     In  such  cases,  emergency  statement  should  be  furnished 
with  voucher.    A  supply  of  flash-light  batteries  ordered  at  any  one  time 
should  not  be  for  more  than  f ourinonths ,  because  of  the  tendency  of  these 
batteries  to  weaken  with  age.

2c  .    NO  SWTET-PCTATO  WEEVIL  IN  TENNESSEE . 

My  attention  has  been  called  to  the  mention  of  the  presence  of  sweet- 
potato  weevil,  in  certificates  covering  inpsection  of  sweet  potatoes  from 
Tennessee , 

This  insect  is  not  known  in  Tennessee*    The  injury  mentioned  was 
probably  wire  worm,  which  is  likely  to  be  found  in  all  sweet-potato  growing 
regions.    Read  carefully  the  description  of  weevil  injury  in  the  sweet-potato 
circular,  and  send  samples  to  this  office  of  any  potatoes  which  you  believe 
are  affected  in  this  way.    When  in  doubt,  use  the  term  "insect  injury, "  in 
order  to  avoid  casting  suspicion  on  the  sweet  potatoes  from  territories  in 
which  this  insect  is  not  known*    This  is  a  rather  serious  matter,  because  of 
the  danger  of  our  reports  causing  quarantine  action  to  be  taken  by  other 
States  against  the  one  from  which  come  sweet  potatoes  so  reported* 


3c ,    POTATO  INSPECTIONS  IN  SOUTH  CAROLINA* 

Advice  from  G»  E,  Prince,  at  Aiken,  S,  C,  indicates  that  agreement 
has  been  made  by  one  of  the  large  distributors,  in  the  Charleston  district, 
to  have  about  S00  cars  of  potatoes  inspected  at  shipping  point  the  coming 
season.    This  work  probably  will  begin  within  a  week  or  10  days.  Asparagus 
inspections  in  South  Carolina  are  now  decreasing  and  the  season  is  expected 
to  close  by  May  7. 


^c.    DAYLIGHT  SAVING  TIME  IN  PITTSBURGH. 

"In  common  with  other  progressive  cities  of  the  United  States,  com- 
mencing Sunday,  April  2k,  Pittsburgh  goes  on  so-called  daylight  saving  time. 
As  Eastern  Standard  is  the  only  legal  time  in  Pennsylvania,  clocks  will  not 
be  turned  ahead  but  we  will  simply  go  to  work  at  8:00  A.M.,  closing  an  hour 
earlier  than  usual.    Both  the  Market  News  and  Inspection  Service  will  conform 
with  this  practice;  the  telegraph  operators'  hours  will  remain  the  same  as  at 
present."     (from  letter  of  April  19,  by  J .  J.  Gardner.)

Having  completed  his  inspection  work  in  the  Hay ward  district  of  Cali- 
fornia, K.  R,  Nutting  is  now  supervising  inspections  of  lettuce  in  the  Salinas 
section.

2a«     CLUB  RATE  OBTAINED  ON  SUBSCRIPTIONS  TO  THE  PACKER . 

A  club  rate  of  $1,00  per  year  has  been  obtained  on  subscriptions  to 
The  Packer,     As  the  regular  subscription  price  t§  $2*00,  a  saving  of  50fo  has 
been  effected.     Since  we  have  outstanding  28  subscriptions,  each  expiring  on 
a  different  date,  procedure  will  be  simplified  by  having  these  subscriptions 
terminate  on  August  27,  which  is  the  average  date.    At  that  time  the  sub- 
scriptions will  be  renewed  to  June  30,  1928,  at  the  rate  of  $1.00  per  year, 
and  thereafter  they  will  be  renewed  for  each  fiscal  year.

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,    ERRORS  IN  TFE  DIVISION  LETTER . 

Sometimes  errors  on  stencils  for  the  D,L.  are  overlooked  in  proof- 
reading.    Occasionally,  corrections  are  made  with  the  black  varnish  and  this 
varnish  comes  off  during  the  mimeographing  process.    This  is  what  happened  in 
Par*  6b  of  last  week's  D.L.    The  "5"  in  "560$n  was  not  intended  to  appear  on 
the  mimeographed  sheets.     It  printed,  though  it  had  been  covered  with  varnish, 
Usually,  the  common  sense  of  the  reader  will  enable  him  to  determine  the  mean- 
ing of  any  article,  though  it  contain  errors.     It  is  very  evident  that  loss  in 
acreage  could  not  be  5&0$,  when  the  original  plantings  were  100$.    The  editor 
and  all  who  work  on  the  D.L.  are  human;  so  that  some  errors  are  likely  to  ap- 
pear in  any  issue.    We  always  try  to  do  the  best  we  can, 

RESFOIJSIBILITY  is  on  YOU,   if  you  receive  an  incomplete  copy  of  the  D.L, 
Effort  is  made  to  throw'  out  all  blank  sheets,  which  were  skipped  in  mimeograph- 
ing, but  once  in  a  while  these  blanks  are  overlooked*    Sometimes,  the  printing 
on  a  page  has  slipped  off  the  top  or  bottom' of  the  sheet,  and  such  an  imperfect 
page  is  not  noticed  in  assembling  the  D.L.     In  case  your  copy  contains  imper- 
fect or  blank  sheets,  you  will  be  expected  to  report  the  fact  at  once  to  the 
editor,  who  will  forward  a  complete  copy.

lb  .     MORE  NEWS  ABOUT  FLOOD  DAMAGE .  ■  ■ 

C.  H,  Robinson,  State  Agricultural  Statistician  at  Oklahoma  City,  wirec 
as  follows  to  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates  on  April  21: 

"Feavy  damage  early  potatoes  account  floods,  excessive  rain,  and  cool 
weather.    Eastern  Oklahoma  crops  covered  with  water  for  week  to  two  weeks  and 
still  covered.    Heavy  rains  yesterday.    Not  much  flood  damage  in  southeast  but 
about  15$  of  seed  rotted  in  ground.    Muskogee  50$  of  crop;  Wagoner  and  Sequoyah 
20$;  Pushmataha  65$,  and  LeElore  25$.    Average  for  State  about  Uo$  of  a  cror, 
Minimum  temperature  last  night  ranged  from  28°to  Uo    but  was  about  freezing  in 
potato  areas."

On  April  20,  R.  H,  Lamb/as  follows  from  Kansas  City: 

"Reports  to  local  concerns  from  connections  in  Arkansas  indicate  potato 
loss  principally  from  flood  damage  in  Fort  Smith,  Fort  Gibson  and  Spiro  areas, 
bottoms  90$  to  95$  loss,  uplands  20$  to  30$  loss,  averaging  for  total  area  50$ 
to  60$  of  plantings  destroyed." 


2b.    REVIEW  OF  ARIZONA  LETTUCE  SEASON. 

Before  leaving  Phoenix  last  week,  A.  E.  Prugh  distributed  a  four-page 
review  of  the  1926  Arizona  lettuce  season.    As  this  is  the  first  year  that  a 
regular  field  station  on  lettuce  has  been  operated  at  Phoenix,  the  review  of 
the  spring  movement  doubtless  will  meet  with  special  favor  on  the  part  of  thos 
interested.    Altogether,  it  appears  to  have  been  a  most  successful  season. 
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3b  .     STOCK  SHOULD  EE.  CLEARLY  DESCRIBED  IN  MARKET  WIRES. 

The  factor  in  which  our  market  reports  probably  fall  down  most  is  the 
description  of  the  stock  on  which  quotations  are  submitted.    Frequently,  re- 
plies to  services  state  that  the  reason  for  an  unexplained  and  apparently  un- 
reasonable difference  in  price  from  previous  figures  is  that  the  produce  is 
inferior  or  unusually  fine. 

The  heading  for  all  bulletins  includes  these  words:   "Unless  otherwise 
stated,  all  quotations  are  on  stock  of  good  merchantable  quality  and  con- 
dition,"   We  have  interpreted  this  to  mean  "good"  or  "generally  good/'  Stock 
which  is  poorer  or  better  than  that  should  be  preceded  by  some  properly  des- 
criptive phrase,  -  from  the  "JA-JE"  and  "JI-JU"  pages  of  the  code,   if  possible; 
otherwise,  in  English. 

Usually,  descriptive  phrases  should  immediately  precede  the  price  to 
which  they  refer,     Stating  "many  small  size  and  ripe,"  for  example,  before 
any  prices  in  a  strawberry  wire,  and  then  giving  a  wide  range  of  prices,  is 
not  satisfactory.    Prices  for  good  stock  should  first  be  given,  followed  by 
descriptive  words  and  prices  for  the  poorer  stock*     Similarly,  stock  of  fine 
quality  and  condition  should  be  described  separately,  to  explain  the  reason  for 
the  higher  prices  secured. 

To  reporters  who  see  the  stock  on  their  markets,  so  much  care  in  des- 
cribing it  may  seem  unnecessary.  However,  to  one  who.  is  trying  to  visualize 
the  stock  from  a  distance,  based  on  the  descriptive  phrases,  such  care  is  of 
high  importance. 

^b .    BRIEF  MOTES  PIT  CONDITIONS  IN  PRODUCING  SECTIONS; 

-  Arkansas  strawberries  in  the  White  County  district  have  been  con- 
siderably reduced  by  rain  and  flood  damage «  One  of  the  local  associations 
estimates  as  high  as  50$  damage, 

-  North  Carolina  strawberries  have  been  seriously  affected  by  dry 
weather,  and  the  shipping  season  may  be  considerably  shortened.    Some  buyers 
are  reported  to  be  leaving  the  Chadbourn  district  this  week. 

-  The  green  pea  season  in  Mississippi  is  about  finished.    The  equivalent 
of  20  cars  was  total  movement  expected  during  the  10  days  ending  April  30. 

-  Movement  of  beets,  carrots,  string  beans  and  cabbage  from  lower  Rio 
Grande  Valley  points  is  practically  completed  for  this  season.    Reports  on 
these  products  have  been  discontinued  at  the  Brownsville  field  station. 

-  The  strawberry  situation  is  so  unsettled  on  account  of  unfavorable 
weather  in  the  Ozark  region  that  no  field  station  may  be  operated  at  Monett , 
Mo. 

-  A  wire  from  R.  C,  Butner  states  that  the  freeze  in  southwestern 
Missouri  last  week  damaged  the  berry  crop  25%  to  50$.    There  may  not  be  more 
than  half  a  crop,  and  first  carlot  shipments  will  not  occur  before  May  15 ' 


5b*     CELERY  REPORTS  DISCONTINUED  FOR  SEASON. 

The  mimeographed  market  reports  on  Celery  were  discontinued  in 
Washington  on  Thursday,  April  28. 
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6b .     NEWS  FROM  LOWER  RIO  GRANDE  VALLEY: 

W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  on  April  2U:- 

"On  Thursday,  April  21,  the  Lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  had  a  good  rain  in 
most  all  sections  except  near  San  Benito  and  Harlingen,  where  the  precipitation 
was  rather  light.    This  was  the  first  rain  worth  while  since  January  31.  The 
digging  of  potatoes  was  stopped  most  of  Thursday  and  Friday,  which  probably 
would  have  been  the  peak  of  the  movement.    It  seems  to  be  the  general  opinion 
that  three-fourths  of  the  crop  has  been  shipped.     It  is  doubtful  whether  the 
total  shipments  from  this  section  will  exceed  1,200  cars. 

"There  is  considerable  speculation  as  to  hbw  much  the  rain  has  benefited 
the  tomato  crop,  which  is  now  being  moved  in  a  small  way*    Without  .the  rain, 
there  would  have  been  practically  no  tomato  deal  in  the  Valley  this  season, 
high  winds  had  whipped  the  vines  around  so  that  the  young  tomatoes  were  broken 
off  or  had  become  badly  scarred*    The  outcome  depends  much  upon  the  kind  of 
weather  we  have  during  the  next  two  weeks. 

"It  :. s  reported  that  there  are  about  300  acres  of  watermelons  in  the 
vicinity  of  Rio  Hondo.    The  late  rain  would  have  been  very  helpful  to  this 
crop,  but,  in  that  section  as  well  as  in  some  other  Valley  communities,  the 
rain  was  accompanied  by  rather  violent  twisting  winds.    One  grower  reported 
many  of  his  vines  broken  off  at  the  roots,  and  brought  in  a  young  melon  weigh 
ing  about  eight  pounds,  which  he  said  he  found  without  its  vine.    The  vine 
apparently  had  been  blown  away." 

7°<    TEXAS  ONION  MQVMT, 

In  a  letter  of  April  22,  from  Laredo,  Texas,  G.  D.  Clark  said  in  part; 

"There  is  not  a  great  deal  of  stock  left  in  the  vicinity  of  Laredo. 
Possibly  250  cars  would  be  a  close  guess.    Most  of  the  onions  in  the  upper 
counties  and  the  Corpus  Christi  section  are  handled  through  dealers  located 
at  Laredo.    According  to  the  estimated  production,  half  the  stock  from  the 
State  hag.  been  moved.    There  are  those  who  say  that  more  than  half  is  gone. 
Movement  should  continue  in  a  general  way  until  May  15  or  20.     (Total  shipments 
to  April  23  were  2,237  cars,  compared  with  3lk  to  the  same  time  last  year  and 
a  total  of  5.331  from  the  entire  State  last  season,  -  Editor) 

"Quality  has  been  very  good.    There  has  been  but  little  difference  in 
the  price  paid  for  the  so-called  'commercial  pack1  and  the  U.S.  No.  l's«  A 
great  part  of  the  Laredo  stock  has  been  shipped  without  inspection.    The  bulk 
of  the  inspected  stock  has  come  from  the  upper  counties  and  the  lower  coast 
district , " 


8b .     BRIEF  REVIEV7  OF  SaNFORD  CELERY  SEASON. 

Under  date  of  April  6,  H.  F.  '«7illson,  who  operated  the  Sanford  field 
station,  published  a  two-page  review  of  the  Florida  celery  season  to  that  time.

MARKETING  ARIZONA  CANTALOUPES ,  Season  of  1926,  by  A.  E,  Frugh,   is  the 
latest  summary  to  be  distributed.     Copies  went  out  this  week. 
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10b .     INSTRUCTIONS  ISSUED  IN  D.L,  MUST  EE  FOLLOWED. 

From  time  to  time,  special  instructions  are  given  in  the  Division 
Letter.    Much  to  our  surprise,  instructions  in  Far.  Uib,  on  page  118  of  the 
D.L.  for  April  1,  to  discontinue  sweet-potato  reports  April  15,  were  over- 
looked or  forgotten  by  a  number  of  market  stations  and  it  was  necessary  to 
wire  these  offices  to  discontinue  the  reports. 

It  is  hoped  that  it  will  not  be  necessary  to  list  the  names  of  those 
missing  instructions,  but  any  repetition  of  general  forget fulness  may  justify 
such  action.    The  Division  Letter  is  intended  as  a  means  of  issuing  instruc- 
tions, as  well  as  carrying  information,  and  is  not  something  to  be  glanced  at 
and  to  be  read  only  if  in  the  right  mood  to  do. so. 

1 lb  .     SPECIAL  REVIEW  OF  1^26-27  FLORIDA  CITRUS  SEASON. 

On  April  21,  the  date  of  his  last  daily  market  report  at  Orlando, 
W,  H.  Fall  released  a  three-page  review  of  the  1926-27  shipping  season  for 
Florida  citrus  fruits.    The  last  page  consists  of  three  excellent  charts, 
showing  the  daily  movement,  this  season  and  the  preceding  season,  for  oranges, 
grapefruit  and  mixed  citrus. 

12t  •     SUCCESS  OF  NE'.V  TERMINAL  MARTO  IN  BOSTON. 

On  page  Ul  of  the  D.L.  for  February  k  appeared  an  article  by  H»  S. 
Stiles,  regarding  the  new  Boston  Terminal  Market,  located  along  the  tracks  of 
the  N.Y«,  N.K.  and  II.  Railroad.    This  market  has  been  in, operation  for  several 
weeks,  and  Mr.  Stiles  sent  the  following  additional  information  in  a  letter  of 
April  25: 

"Under  the  existing  rules  of  the  Market  Terminal  Company,  a  minimum 
number  of  packages  must  be  sold.    This  is  usually  25,  with  exceptions  in  cer- 
tain cases.    Wholesalers  are  allowed  to  haul  goods  to  their  stores,  as  hereto- 
fore, but  the  goods  must  be  unloaded  into  the  stores,  and  nothing  can  be  sold 
from  wagons.    However,  this  has  been  done  in  very  few  cases,  so  far.  The 
wholesalers  send  one  or  more  salesmen  to  the  terminal  market,  who  are  provided 
with  sections  or  stalls  nearest  to  where  their  car  ma;/  be  set.     These  sections 
vary  each  day.    Most  of  the  wholesalers  have  retained  their  stores  for  small 
jobbing  business,  and  particularly  so  where  they  have  an  office  located  at 
the  store.    The  Faneuil  Hall  district  remains  about  the  same  as  formerly,  ex- 
cept that  one  can  cross  the  street  with  much  greater  safety  and  there  are 
practically  no  teams  backed  up  to  the  stores. 

"The  new  terminal  proposition  appears  to  be  working  very  satisfactorily, 
and,  while  there  are  several  small  matters  yet  to  be  straightened  out,  the 
stock  is  sold  much  more  quickly,     The  usual  sale  has  been  running  about  80 
cars  per  day,  and  this  morning  I  believe  was  a  record,  with  around  lko  cars 
offered.    You  doubtless  realize  that  14-0  cars,  offered  under  the  old  condi- 
tions of  hauling  lo  the  stores,  would  have  been  nearly  a  week's  work.  Most 
stock  is  unloaded  in  the  market  house,  but,   if  there  is  no  room  on  che  de- 
livery tracks,  the  stock  is  sold  from  an  extended  platform  adjoining  the  house, 
and  a  few  sales  are  made  on  the  bulk  tracks,  similar  to  the  method  of  selling 
grapes  or  watermelons."

lc  .     KAIJSAS  FOTATO  GRADING  REQUIREMENTS  . 

All  inspectors  will  "be  interested  in  the  following  summary  of  the  new 
Kansas  Potato  Grading  Act: 

Under  this  law  all  pot  at  o&s  shipped  "between  the  first  of  June  and  the 
first  of  September  must  "be  graded  by  representatives  of  the  State,  a  summary 
of  the  certificate  must  be  posted  in  the  car,  and  the  grade  of  the  potatoes 
must  be  shov/n  on  the  bills  of  lading  issued  by  railway  companies*    This  Bureau 
will- cooperate  in  the  selection  of  inspectors  and  will  be  responsible  for 
their  training  and  supervision  in  the  work  of  making  inspections  and  writing 
certificates ♦ 


2c  ,     RAIN  gAMAggj  TO  LOUISIANA  POTATOES. 

In  a  letter  of  April  21,  from  T.  R.  Merrill,  of  the  New  Orleans  office, 
occurred  the  following  statements  regarding  Louisiana  potatoes: 

"You  may  have  noticed  that  we  had  l5,01  inches  of  rain  during  the  2U 
hours  ending  8  A.M.  April  16.    Up  to  this  time,  the  receipts  of  Louisiana  new 
potatoes  had  been  increasing  rapidly «     Sources  of  information  among  the  trade 
here  indicate  that  fields  are  in  a  very  wet  condition  and  are  not  draining* 
Digging  has  practically  stopped.    A  few  potatoes  were  washed  out  of  the 
ground,  and  these  are  being  picked  up  and  shipped  here,  but  the  receipts  this 
week  have  been  very  light.    The  situation  is  complicated  by  the  fact  that 
boats  carrying  the  supplies  must  be  docked  on  the  west  side  of  the  river  and 
tne-pota.tcee  brought  to  New  Orleans  by  ferry  and  truck*    Dealers  state  that 
the  stock  is  so  waters oaked  that  the  keeping  quality  is  materially  lower  and 
some  of  the  more  pessimistic  dealers  claim  that  many  growers  face  the  loss 
of  their  entire  crop," 

3c .     CONDITIONS  IN  ARKANSAS. 

7/riting  from  Van  Bur  en,  Ark.,  on  April  21,  G.  .7.  7/infrey  reported: 
"I  got  here,  from  New  Orleans,  in  a  round-about  way,  before  most  all 
train  service  was  discontinued.    Mrs.  7/infrey  stopped  down  at  Conway,  and  it 
will  likely  be  10  days  or  longer  before  she  can  get  out  in  either  direction. 
Unless  further  rains  come,  they  will  be  able  to  ship  what  berries  are  picked, 
though  at  present  there  is  no  train  service  out  of  Morrillton,  where  I  will 
have  one  inspector, 

"TVe  had  a  frost  last  night,  but  it  seems  berries  were  not  damaged.  A 
hard  freeze  was  predicted  for  northwestern  Arkansas,    Looks  as  if  the  potato 
crop  will  be  almost  a  total  loss,  as  a  large  part  was  in  the  river  valley  and 
is  under  some  10  to  20  feet  of  water." 

,     OREGON  BROCCOLI  SHIPMENTS  E IN I SHED. 

In  a  letter  written  April  l6,  7v.  L.  Close,  Federal  Supervising  Inspector 
for  Oregon,  made  the  following  statement:     "The  Oregon  broccoli  deal  is  about 
over.    Shipments  have  exceeded  our  pre-season  estimates,  due  to  favorable 
weather  conditions  and  a  strong,  active  market.    Total  shipments  have  passed 
250  cars.    7/e  have  certified  about  95$  of  this  number," 
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5c ,     BAILEE AD  SPOT  OF  TOKATOES. 

G-.  B.  Ramsey,  Associate  Pathologist  of  B.P.I.,  submitted  the  following 
article  on  March  17 .    At  that  time,  Er.  Ramsey  was  working  on  tomatoes  at 
Homestead,  on  the  East  Coast  of  Florida.     Separate  copies  of  this  sheet  are 
enclosed  with  this  D.L . ,  for  inspectors  to  "bind  in  with  their  handbook: 


In  order  to  get  reliable  data  regarding  the  development  of  Nailhead 
Spot  of  tomatoes  during  transit  and  marketing,  test  shipments  of  Florida 
tomatoes  have  been  conducted  during  the  past  two  seasons  and  are  being  con- 
tinued this  season,    The  results  of  this  work  show  conclusively  that  an  ap- 
preciable percentage  of  new  Nailhead  Spots  may  develop  during  the  transit 
period,  and  that  the  old  spots,  present  at  shipping,  point ,  enlarge  at  a  fairly 
uniform  rate. 

The  following  table  summarizes  the  results  obtained  from  several 
thousand  measurements.     In  this,   it  will  be  seen  that  the  new  spots,  which 
developed  during  transit,  average l.kl  millimeters  in  diameter,  and  that . the 
s sailer  visible  spots  may  increase  100$  or  more  in  diameter,  while  the  larger 
ones  show  a  comparatively  small  increase: -

Although  no  definite  statement  can  be  made  regarding  the  percentage  of 
new  Nailhead  Spots  that  is  likely  to  develop  during  transit,  it  is  interesting 
to  note  that,  in  one  of  our  experimental  crates  of  tomatoes,  selected  for  free- 
dom of  spots  of  all  kinds,  hfo  of  Nailhead  Spot  was  found  on  arrival  at  Chicago. 
The  spots  that  develop  during  transit  are  small  and  flat,  with  somewhat  in- 
definite margins,  and  are  tan  to  light  brown  in  color.    This  does  not  mean  that 
all  such  spots  found  on  the  receiving  market  were  developed  in  transit,  but, 
if  a  high  percentage  of  these  is  found. in  a  car  that  passed  inspection  at  ship- 
ping point,  it  is  highly  probable  that  they  were  not  visible  at  packing  time. 
This  fact  should  be  taken  into  consideration  by  all  parties  concerned* 

6c ,     FREEZE  DAMAGE  YET  UNDETERMINED. 

Minimum  temperatures  from  15°  to  13    F.,  and  in  some  districts  in- 
jurious temperatures  extending  over  many  hours  during  the  nights  of  April  18 
and  19,  have  done  extensive  damage  to  the  fruit  buds  in  the  V.'enatchee,  Okanogan 
Yakima  and  '.Valla  7<alla  districts.     The  exact  amount  of  the  damage  will  not  be 
determined  for  some  time.    Radish  crops  at  Walla  'Valla  have  beun  practically 
wiped  out.    All  asparagus  shoots  through  the  ground  were  frozen  down,  necessi- 
tating hoeing  over  the  fields,  which  will  cause  a  four-day  cessation  of  ship- 
ments,    (from  Wash.  State  Inspection  Letter,  April  19 *)

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7c •    LEATHER  ROT  AND  GRAY  .  gOLD  ROT  OF  STRAWBERRIES . 

The  following  article  was  submitted  by  Dr.  Dean  H*  Rose,  Pathologist 
in  3.P.I,:- 

Inspectors  still  seem  to  have  some  difficulty  in  distinguishing  between 
leather  rot  and  gray    ©old  rot  of  strawberries.    There  usually  will  be  no 
trouble  in  telling  the  two  apart,  if  the  following  points  are  kept  in  mind:- 

1.  .Then  mycelium  shows  on  the'  surface  of  the  berry:    The  mycelium 

of  the  leather  rot  fungus  is  always  white  and  that  of  gray  mold  is  some  shade 
of  gray*    This  color  will  be  more,  pronounced  for  the  whole  growth,  if  spores 
are  present*    Gray  mold  also  usually  grows  up  farther  from  the  berry,  but  it 
is  never  coarse  and  stringy,  like  Hhizopus* 

2.  If  no  mycelium  is  present:    Berries  affected  with  leather  rot  cut 
rather  dry  and  have  the  core,  lines  markedly  browned.    If  the  lesion  is  small, 
there  will  be  difficulty  in  telling  where  diseased  tissue  stops  and  healthy 
tissue  "begins.    Berries  affected  with  gray  mold  rot  are  found  more  watery  when 
cut  and  the  brown,  of  the  core  lines,  although  nearly ( always  present,  is  not  as 
pronounced  as  with  leather  rot.    Berries  affected  with  gray  mold  rot  are  usuallj 
soft;  those  affected  with  leather  rot  are  fairly  firm  to  quite  firm. 

There  is  a  further  difference  in  the  lesions,  namely,  that  spots  caused 
gray  mold  are  merely  brown,  while  those  caused  by  leather  rot  are  yellowish 
brown  to  brown  and  shade  off  from  that  into  the  natural  red  or  greenish  red 
of  the  fruit ,

One  of  the  associations  desired  inspection,  if  taken  by  all  shippers,  but  the 
other  did  not  wish  to  bind  the  local  associations  by  an  agreement.    In  view  of 
the  fact  that  no  mutual  agreement  could  be  reached,  no  shipping-point  work 
will  be  attempted  in  the  Monett  district  this  season,

la-    PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  REGULATIONS  CONSIDERED. 

A  conference  was  hela  in  the  office  of  the  Chief  on  Kay  3  and  k 
with  leading  memembers  of  the  organized  fruit  and  vegetable  produce 
trade,  composing  a  special  committee  of  the  Joint  Council,  to  consider 
the  proposed  regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act. 

Some  minor  changes  were  made  in  the  proposed  regulations.    It  was 
decided  to  issue  a  statement  to  accompany  the  regulations  when  they  are  • 
distributed  to  the  trade,  this  statement  to  contain  such  explanations 
as  will  indicate  clearly  the  scope  of  the  regulations  and  clear  up  various 
points  which  may  exist  in  the  minds  of  certain  persons  as  to  the  meaning 
of  some  of  the  provisions  of  the  law. 

Effort  will  be  made  to  have  the  regulations  and  the  accompanying 
statement  published  and  distributed  early'  in  june<  so  as  to  allow  time 
for  those  concerned  to  familiarize  themselves  with  the  requirements. 
'Whenever  the  regulations  are  in  shape,  or  any  other  information  on  this 
subject  is  available,  copies  will  be  sent  to  all  our  offices.

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lb.    POTATO  SITUATION  IrT  EASTINGS  LISTRIOT. 

W.  H.  Hall  wrote  as .follows  from  Eastings,  Fla.,   on  April  30: 
"At  the  close  of  last  week,   it  looked  like  a  repetition  of  some  of 
Florida's  disastrous  potato  seasons,  "but  the  situation  has  completely 
changed  and  it  now  looks  as  though  the  season  as  a  whole  may  turn  out  to 
be  a  profitable  one.     In  just  one  week,  prices  have  advanced  $2.00  per 
barrel  for  U.S.  l!s,  closing  today  at  *6-50,  with  indications  of  further 
advances  next  week.    A  combination  of  circumstances  has  contributed  to 
the  advance,  chief  of  which  may  be  mentioned  light  holdings  in  Kaine, 
flood  conditions  in  Louisiana,  and  lighter  shipments  from  Texas.  The 
increase  in  demand  for  new  potatoes  has  been  very  noticeable  during  the 
last  10  days,  this  being  especially  true  of  the  eastern  markets.  Chicago 
has  also  increased  its  demand  from  one  or  two  cars  daily  last  week  to 
about  five  daily  this  week,  according  to  diversion  and  destination  records. 

"The  season  is  two  weeks  early  in  Florida,.     It  is  expected  that 
shipments  will  drop  very  rapidly  after  the  middle  of  next  week,  due  mainly 
to  lighter  yields  in  sections  that  are  now  beginning  to  ship.    Very  little 
stock  will  move  after  I  Cay  15 .    On  T.'ednesday,  227  c^r-  were  shipped,  which 
was  undoubtedly  the  peak  movement  for  the  State,    notwithstanding  the 
fact  that  the  acreage  is  about  2,000  more  than  last  season,  total  move- 
ment is  not  expected  to  exceed  that  of  last  season,  cue  to  frost  and  dry 
weather.    Estimates  of  the  amount  of  stock  yet  to  move  are  from  1,300  to 
1,500  cars.    Quality  is  up  to  average  and  harvesting  con&it iors have  been 
almost  ideal  until  Thursday  of  this  week,  when  the  weather  turned  hot  and 
light  showers  occurred  in  some  sections.    This  will  undoubtedly  result 
in  heavier  decay  in  the  terminal  markets  within  the  next  week  or  10  days." 


2b.     BRIEF  REVIEW  0?  IDAHO  POTATO  SEASON. 

In  connection  with  his  final  market  report  at  Idaho  Falls  on  April 
30,   Wendell  Calhoun  distributed  an    excellent  twn-page  review  of  the  Idaho 
potato  shipping  season.     Three  charts  or  graphs  accompany  the  review. 
Copies  can  be  had  from  Washington.     In  a  letter  written  on  April  25,  he 
said: 

""••ith  the  rather  active  demand  for  Idaho  potatoes,  that  has  de- 
veloped during  the  past  few  days,   it  is  generally  expected  that  the  re- 
maining supplies  in  the  State  will  be  largely  cleaned  up  between  now  and 
the  middle  of  Kay.    Most  of  the  remaining  shipments  probably  will  be 
made  before  Hay  1."

5h  .    mAS^EMJDA  ONIONS  IN  50-POUND  BAGS  . 

W.  G <  Lensen  wrote  as  follows  from  Philadelphia  on  April  28:- 
"I  thought  you  might  be  interested  to  know  that  something  new 
in  the  way  of  a  container  for  Texas  onions  was  offered  this  morning,  It 
was  a  car  of  Yellows  put  up  in  50-pound  open-mesh  bags.     C.  E,  Jackson, 
the  receiver,  told  me  the  bags  were  furnished  by  the  Lemis  Bag  Company 
and  wppe  sent  to  Texas  to  be  used  as  an  experiment.    The  onion  market 
was  in  good  shape  today  and  all  stock  moved  well,  but  this  particular 
car  made  a  distinct  hit  with  the  trade.     It  sold  at  $2 .65,  as  compared 
with  a  range  of  $2.65-2.75  on  standard  crates  of  U.S. No.  1  Yellows. 
However,  the  price  does  not  indicate  just  how  good  the  demand  was,  for 
undoubtedly  the  car  would  have  moved  just  as  readily  at  ^2.75-  Mr. 
Jackson  states  that  the  bags  load  well  and  carry  well,  and  he  believes 
they  will  become  populat."

"The  first  car  of  cantaloupes  for  the  season,  shipped  from  Mexico, 
was  sold  in  this  market  this  morning.    They  all  were  small  and  packed  in 
pony  crates.    The  45 '  s  sold  at  $11,  the  5*4-' s  at  $10,  and  smaller  or  orange- 
pack  at  $9 «    There  is  another  car  on  track.  The  first  car  of  Florida 
watermelons  also  arrived  this  week,  but  is  moving  very  slowly.    Quality  is 
fine  for  first  shipments,  and  size  ranges  from  25  to  30  pounds.

L.  Close,  Federal  Super- 
vising Inspector  at  Portland,  Oregon,  on  April  22: 

"I  was  at  Bedford  during  the  recent  cold  spell  and  found  some  general 
damage  the;  e .    The  Bosc  variety  of  pears  was  at  a  very  delicate  stage  and 
consequent./  suffered  greatest  damage.    The  loss  to  this  variety  will,  no 
doubt,  amount  to  50$,  with  20$  to  30%  injury  to  other  varieties.  Heating 
operations  were  general  and  much  fruit  was  protected,  although  Monday  night 
was  a  hard  night  to  handle,  due  to  wind  drifts.    Minimim  temperatures  ranged 
from  2k°  to  28°  in  this  section.    Less  damage  wa1:  noticed  at  Roseburg,  and 
practically  none  north  of  Eugene  in  the  Willamette  Valley."  (-from  T;ash. 
State  Inspection  Letter,  April  26)

la .     MR.  SHERMAN  APPOINTED  TO  CALIFORNIA  FOSITION . 

All  members  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  will  be  greatly  inter- 
ested to  read  the  following  press  notice,'  which  was  released  yesterday: 

"Wells  A.  Sherman,  of  the  Bureau  of  .Agricultural  Economics,  United 
States  Department  of  Agriculture,  has  been  selected  as  Chief  of  the  California 
Bureau  of  Markets,  on  a  cooperative  agreement  with  the  Federal  Department, 
and  will  have  headquarters  at  Sacramento,  effective  June  1. 

The  appointment  of  Mr.  Sherman  is  for  the  purpose  of  correlating  the 
marketing  work  of  the  California  Department  of  Agriculture  and  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,  in  developing  a  more  effective  service  for 
California's  agricultural  industries. 

"The  question  of  correlating  the  marketing  work  of  the  two  departments 
has    "been  under  consideration  the  last  three  years.    Governor  C.  C.  Young,  of 
California,  recently  renewed  the  request  for  such  action  by  Secretary  Jardine, 
and  the  employment  of  a  man  to  represent  jointly  both  agencies  was  decided 
upon,  following  a  conference  of  Governor  Young,  Director  G.  H *  Eecke,  of  the 
California  Department  of  Agriculture,  and  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  Chief  of  the  Bureau 
of  Agricultural  Economics. 

"Mr.  Sherman  was  selected  for  this  work  because  of  his  extensive  ex- 
perience in  the  marketing  field*    He  was  one  of  the  organizers  of  the  Federal 
Bureau  of  Markets  in  1913,    He  developed  the  first  market-news  service  and 
shipping-point  inspection  service  on  fruits  and  vegetables,  and  has  been  a 
pioneer  in  the  organization  of  many  other  lines  of  marketing  work. 

"It  was  decided  that  the  correlation  of  all  the  marketing  activities 
of  the  two  departments  should  be  given  a  thorough  trial,  with  the  hope  that 
these  agencies,  working  in  common,  may  be  able  to  do  more  to  improve  California 
marketing  conditions  than  can  be  accomplished  by  the  work  being  carried  on 
more  or  less  independently.    California  is  regarded  as  a  favorable  place  for 
the  beginning  of  such  work,  because  of  the  stability  and  continued  success 
of  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture,     The  Federal  Department  is  particular- 
ly interested  in  closer  cooperation  with  the  California  Department,  because 
of  the  national  importance  of  the  problems  arising  in  that  State, 

"Mr,  Tenny  agreed  to  lend  to  California  one  of  his  division  leaders, 
to  conduct  the  work  during  the  experimental  period,  and  Mr.  Sherman  was 
selected  for  the  position.    F*  G.  Robb,  of  the  Federal  Division  of  Marketing 
Fruits  and  Vegetables,  has  been  designated  as  Acting  in  Charge  of  that 
Division . " 

Mr,  Sherman  expects  to  leave  'Washington  by  May  21,  and  will  visit 

several  States,  chiefly  Idaho,  '.Tashington  and  Oregon,  enroute  to  California. 

He  probably  will  arrive  in  Sacramento  by  June  6.      Changes  in  the  Washington 

office,  which  will  be  necessary  because  of  Mr,  RobVs  assignment  as  Acting 

in  Charge  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division,  are  being  worked  out  and  will 

be  announced  later.  .  ,

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2a,     SUMMER  HALF -HOLIDAYS  EXTENDED. 

Washington  newspapers  have  published  items  to  the  effect  that  President 
Coolidge  signed  an  executive  order,  extending  the  period  of  Saturday  half- 
holidays  so  as  to  include  all  of  four  months,  or  from  June  1  to  the  end  of 
September.    Heretofore,  the  period  of  Saturday  half-holidays  "began  on  June  15 
and  ended  September  15 .    This  means  a  total  of  17  half -holidays,  beginning 
Saturday,  June  kt  and  ending  Saturday,  September  2U,    Four  hours*  time  will 
constitute  an  official  day  :on  these  Saturdays.    The  Washington  office  will 
close  at  1  P«M»  \ 

3a.     SHIPMENT  OP  GOVERNMENT  EQJJIFMENT  AND  SUPPLIES .  •  • 

Attention  is  called  to  the  requirement  that  all  official  shipments  be 
made  on  Government  bills  of  lading,  except  when  express  shipments  are  addressei 
to  Washington,     In  the  latter  event,  no  bill  of  lading  should  be  used  but  ship- 
ments should  be  consigned  "charges  collect."    Every  "person  in  'the  field,  there- 
fore, who  may  have  occasion  to  make  such  shipments,  should  keep  himself  sup- 
plied with  two  or  three  Government  bills  of  lading. 

In  case  the  original  of  the  bill  of  lading  has  not  been  received  by  tne 
consignee  when  the  shipment  arrives,  a  temporary  receipt  should  be  given. 
Although  any  informal  temporary  receipt  usually  will  be  accepted,  it  is  de- 
sirable to  use  the  special  form,  headed;  "Temporary  Receipt  for  Government 
Shipments,  in  case  Bill  of  Lading  Can  Not  Be  Located."    Every  branch  of^^ 
and  every  field  station  man  should  be  supplied  with  one  or  two  copies  ot  tnx 
form* 

In  this  connection,  it  should  be  noted  that  detailed  instructions  con- 
cerning shipments  are  given  in  the  Administrative  Supplement,  Paragraphs 
'to  12S.    Paragraphs  12k  to  126  deal  particularly  with  the  matters  discussed 
above  e 

The  only  exception  to  the  above  instructions  is  where  the  express 
charges  on  a  shipment  are  paid  out  of  local  funds,  in  which  case  it  is  a 
straight  cash  transaction. 

Ua.    REFRESH  YOUR  MEMORY . 

Every  now  and  then,  sorreone  in  the  field  makes  an  inquiry  regarding 
procedure  which  is  fully  covered  in  the  Administrative  Supplement^ or  m  tne 
Handbook.    This  is  not  surprising,  since  there  is  so  much  material  issued, 
which  all  are  expected  to  read.    It  is  desirable,  however,  to  glance  ove^ 
the  Handbook,  the  Administrative  Supplement,  and  the  Departmental  Regulation 
occasionally,  so  as.  :to  keep  in  mind  at  least  the  nature  of  their  contents, 
and  thereby  be  better  prepared  to  locate  instructions  when  needed.

6a .    UNLAWFUL  TO  USE  PENALTY  ENVELOPES  FOR  TRA^SjOTTMj  OF  VOUCHERS . 

Recent  submission  to  the  Solicitor  of  the  Department  of  the  question 
whether  the  laws  and  regulations  in  the  matter  of  penalty  envelopes  permit 
the  use  of  such  envelopes  for  transmittal  to  the  Department  o^  vouchers  exe- 
cuted on  the  standard  forms  by  merchants,  contractors,  or  other  public  credi- 
tors, resulted  in  the  following  opinion  of  the  Solicitor: 

"The  sending  of  an  executed  voucher  to  the  Department  by  one  of  its 
contractors  is  a  matter  personal  and  private  to  the  contractor  and  does  not 
relate  exclusively  to  the  business  of  the  Department.    The  Act  of  March  3, 
1877,  19  Stat,  319  (Section  5),  under  which  the  franking  privilege  is  enjoyed, 
reads  in  part  as  follows! 

*That  it  shall  be  lawful  to  transmit  through  the  mail, 
free  of  postage,  any  letters,  packages,  or  other  matters  re- 
lating exclusively  to  the  business  of  the  United  States.  *****' 
"In  view  of  the  foregoing  the  use  of  penalty  envelopes  for  the  purpose 
above-mentioned  is,  in  my  opinion,  not  legally  permissible.'1 

7a.     GARAGE  RE1TT . 

We  have  just  been  advised  that  the  requirement  of  the  Comptroller 
General  regarding  rental  space,  mentioned  in  Par.  Ua,  Division  Letter  of  Apr:., 
15,  applies  to  rental  of  garages,  as  well  as  office  quarters.     It  will  be 
necessary,  therefore,  for  each  office  maintaining  a  regular  garage  rental  ar- 
rangement to  prepare  a  memorandum  of  agreements  as  outlined  in  the  previous 
Division  Letter  item,  to  cover  such  arrangement  and  submit  same  to  the 
Washington  office.    We  have  forwarded  a  sample  form  of  agreement  to  those 
offices,  which  appear  from  our  records  to  pay  garage  rent  regularly*    If  this 
requirement  applies  to  your  office  and  you  fail  to  receive  a  sample  form  of 
agreement,  please  advise  Mr,  Evans.    This  requirement  also  should  be  borne 
in  mind,  if  new  garage  space  is  obtained  or  if  changes  are  made  in  rate, 
address,  or  otherwise  * 

8a,    BIDS  FOR  TACXIHG  AND  TRANSFER  OF  HOUSEHOLD  GOODS  OR  OFFICE  FUF^IITURE. 

Attention  is  called  to  the  item  on  page  5  of  The  B .A.E a  News  of  May  3 
on  the  above  subject,  which  points  out  that  there  are  now  provided  two  dif- 
ferent forms  for  the  securing  of  bids,  one  for  use  when  the  goods  are  packed 
and  hauled  to  the-  freight  depot  and  the  other  for  use  when  the  entire  trans- 
portation is  by  truck.    It  is  emphasized  that  "no  further  bids  will  be  acted 
upon,  unless  they  are  procured  on  these  special  forms."    The  B.A.E.  News  item 
contains  detailed  instructions,  which  it  would  be  advisable  to  clip  anc.  insert 
in  the  Administrative  Supplement  in  connection  with  Par.  91  •

4b .     ANNUAL  REPORT  ON  CHICAGO  ARRIVALS  AND  UNLOALS „ 

A  50-page  summary  of  the  1926  arrivals  and  unloads  of  fruits  and 
vegetables  in  Chicago  has  just  been  distributed  by  our  office  in  that  city. 
Joint  authors  are  '.V,  J,  Bertush,  R.  E .  Corbin  and  Bryce  Morris.    Both  the 
arrivals  and  the  unloads  are  tabulated  for  lb  important  products,  and 
arrivals  are  shown  by  months  for  45  minor  products. 
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5^> .     IMPERIAL  CANTALOUPE  SEASON  OPENING  . 

H,  A,  Harris,  of  the  Los  Angeles  office,  wired  on  May  11;     "First  car 
Imperial  Valley  cantaloupes  reported  shipped  "by  express  yesterday." 

In  a  letter  of  April  30,  from  Los  Angeles,  A.  E.  Prugh  wrote  as  follows? 

"All  reports  coming  in  from  Imperial  Valley  indicate  a  late  season  and 
that  it  will  not  "be  necessary  to  open  the  El  Centro  office  until  sometime 
"between  May  20  and  25 »    A  few  cars  from  the  crown  set  may  move  out  around  the 
10th,  but  all  the  "boys  who  have  been  down  in  tie   Valley  claim  the  crown  set 
is  so  light  that  it  is  hardly  to  "be  considered  in  the  movement.    Shipments  in 
May  are  not  expected  to  reach  1,000  cars,  while  last  May  over  5,600  moved  out. 
windy  weather  this  spring  apparently  brought  about  the  light  crown  set,  but 
has  been  of  benefit  in  combating  the  mildew,  and,  if  the  melons  have  flavor, 
the  shippers  will  make  more  money  out  of  a  fairly  light  crop  than  a  heavy  one. 
We  hear  various  reports  about  the  mildew,  but  I  believe  that,  if  it  has  ap- 
peared, the  attack  has  been  very  light,  and  they  have  three  or  four  airplanes 
down  there,  with  which  to  commence  spraying  the  fields.    Last  year,  the  plane 
did  not  arrive  until  the  mildew  had  nearly  ruined  the  crop,     I  also  hear  that 
shippers  have  almost  decided  that  airplane-spraying  burns  the  vines  and  that 
placing  the  sulphur  alongside  the  vines  by  hand  is  more  satisfactory.  Some 
private  estimates  show  the  acreage  of  cantaloupes,  Eoney  Dews  and  miscellanea, 
melons  to  be  under  35,CCO,  and,  with  a  light  set,  the  operators  are  beginning 
to  feel  optimistic  as  to  the  outcome  of  the  season." 

6b .    A  GOOD  EXAMPLE  OF  COOPERATION. 

The  Potato  Committee  of  the  Idaho  Falls  Chamber  of  Commerce  has  sub- 
mitted an  advance  copy  of  a  mimeographed  letter,  which  is  to  be  sent  to  all 
persons  on  our  Idaho  Falls  mailing  list  about  August  12,  together  with  the 
August  estimate  of  potato  production,  to  be  released  about  that  time, 

The  letter  explains  plainly  to  potato  growers  and  shippers  that  the 
demand;   on  the  Federal  Market  News  Service  for  field  stations  is  greater  than 
can  be  met  with  the  present  appropriations.     "In  view  of  these  conditions, 
the  letter  continues,  "The  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  has  advised  that 
it  will  be  impracticable  to  maintain  the  usual  potato  service  at  Idaho  Falls 
this  coming  season  unless  guaranteed  local  financial  assistance  of  $100  per 
month  during  the  time  the  office  is  in  operation    If  each  person  receiving 
the  report  will  send  in  one  dollar  for  the  season,   it  will  make  up  this  amount, 
which  is  less  than  the  cost  of  the  paper  and  envelopes  and  the  work  of  sending 
out  the  daily  bulletins.    The  Chamber  of  Commerce  of  Idaho  Falls  has  agreed 
to  receive  subscriptions  for  this  service  and  to  administer  the  funds  during 
the  year." 

7b .     CANADIAN  EMBARGO  AGAINST  ARKANSAS  PE  ACRES  FAS  SEEN  REMOVED., 

On  April  20,  the  Dominion  of  Canada  revised  its  errbargo  against  fresh 
peaches  and  peach  nursery  stock,  also  peach  fruit  pits  or  seeds,  from  the 
United  States,  in  such  a  manner  as  to  prohibit  importation  from  "the  States 
of  Wisconsin,  Illinois,  Missouri,  Tennessee  and  Mississippi  and  the  area  east 
of  these  States."    The  effect  of  this  revision  is  to  permit  the  entry  of 
peaches,  etc.,  from  the  State  of  Arkansas,  which  previously  was  included  in 
the  embargo.

R.  H-  Shoemaker  wrote  as  follows  from  Grand  Rapids,  Mich.,  cn  May  5- 
"Many  reports  coning  in    indicate  that  potato  growers  are  much  nearer 
cleaned  up  than  usual  at  this  time  of  the  year.     Shippers'  stocks  have  been 
light  all  spring;  buying  has,  not  been  heavy,  but  shipments  have  continued  in 
moderate,  volume  for  some  time-     Some  growers  are  reported  to  be  holding  their 
remaining  stocks  for  $2,00  per  bushel.    The  market  indication  this  morning  is 
a  trifle  weaker,  and,  should  this  continue  for  several  days,,  it  will  delay  the 
movement  of  the  remaining  stocks  that  long,    It  is  my  impression  that  we  will 
be  able  to  close  the  office  some  ti»e  during  the  week  of  xYay  16-21.    One  thing 
is  sure,  and  that  is  that  the  remaining  stocks  will  be  much  lighter  thafc  at 
the  time  we  have  closed  in  former  seasons."

'.That  promises  to  be  the  biggest  season  on  record  for  Florida  shipping- 
point  inspections  is  now  approaching  its  close.    Up  to  the  end  of  April, 
7,707  inspections  had  been  made.    Of  this  number,  5,757  vere  citrus  inspec- 
tions and  the  remainder  were  vegetables.    During  April  1,5^2  cars  of  citrus 
.were  inspected  and  965  cars  of  vegetables,  making  a  total  of  2,507  for  the 
month.    Tomatoes  became  the  leading  item  during  the  second  half  of  the  month. 
Work  on  citrus  was      519  cars  ahead  of  the  record  to  the  same  time  last  season, 
and  vegetable  inspections  totaled  6 71  more  than  to  April  JO,  1926* 

2c-    ARIZONA  LETTUCE  INSPECTIONS  COMPLETES. 

1/Vord  from  E,  E«  Conklin,  Jr.,  indicates  that  shipping-point  work  cn 
Arizona  lettuce  was  finished  April  27,    About  550  cars  were  inspected  in 
March  and  April,  out  of  U.300  cars  shipped.     Including  inspections  of  the 
winter  crop,  the  season  total  is  966  cars,  or  about  twice  as  many  as  were 
ever  inspected  before, 

3c    .HORTICULTURAL  AND  STANDARDIZATION  EXHIBIT,  | 

On  April  29,  E.  P.  McKune,  of  the  Denver  office,  advised  that  he  had 
just  returned  from  an  extensive  trip,  covering  the  mountain  vegetable  sections 
of  Colorado  along  the  Denver  &  Rio  Grande  Western  Railroad.    An  old  passenger 
car  had  been  fitted  up  as  an  exhibit  and  lecture  car,  and  the  railroad  suppli 
the  State  representatives  and  other  officials  with  a  business  car  for  meals 
and  lodging.     Ten  stops  were  made  at  important  points,  and  more  than  1,000 
persons,  by  actual  count,  attended  the  lectures  on  the  production  and  standardi- 
zation of  vegetables,    Mr.  McKune  estimates  that  at  least  907b  of  the  growers 
of  mountain  vegetables  were  reached/ 


He  ,     STRAWBERRIES  IN  WESTERN  TENNESSEE . 

Writing  from  Jackson,  Temu ,  on  May  5,  J.  E«  Dickerson,  Supervising 
Inspector,  said  in  substance: 

"It  is  hard  to  tell  how  long  strawberries  will  last  in  western  Tennessee; 
but,  unless  better  weather  conditions  prevail,  we  should  be  finished  by  the 
middle  of  next  week.    Many  days  lately  have  been  cool  and  cloudy,  with  heavy 
showers  about  every  ks  hours.    We  have  had  considerable  trouble  with  dirty 
and  decayed  berries,  especially  from  one-year-old  plants.    Berries  from  the 
two  and  three-year-old  plants  are  running  small  in  size,  so  that  about  one- 
fifth  of  the  stock  has  failed  to  grade  U.S.  No.  1.    The  price  started  at  $U . 75 
per  crate,  f .o.b.,  but  has  dropped  until  now  it  is  around  $2.25-    Both  growers 
and  buyers  claim  the  quality  is  below  the  usual  standard  for  this  section,  and 
the  carrying  quality  is  very  poor.     Stock  that  I  have  seen  in  the  holdover 
cars  does  not  look  like  the  same  stock  which  went  in  the  evening  before. 
Practically  all  berries  shipped  from  here  are  Xlondikes,  but  I  understand  they 
want  to  get  out  a  mixed  car  today  of  Klondikes,  Aromas  and  Gandys . "

5c .    APPLES  IN  WENATCHEE  DISTRICT,  WASHINGTON.. 

In  reply  to  an  inquiry  from  the  Washington  office,  J.  E,  Dickerson 
sent  the  following  letter  on  May  6,  from  Jackson,  Tenn,,  where  he  has  been 
inspecting  strawberries  the  past  few  weeks*    It  will  be  remembered  that  Mr* 
Dickerson  was  located  at  Wenatchee ,  Wash*,  as  Supervising  Inspector,  through- 
out the  fall  and  winter  months*    His  letter  relates  to  apples  in  that  part 
of  Washington? 

"I  was  quite  surprised  to  note  that  there  were  still  so  many  apples  in 
storage  in  the  Northwestern  States*    I  do  not  have  all  my  records  with  me,  but, 
if  I  remember  correctly,  there  werji  around  900  cars  still  in  storage  in  the 
Wneatchee- Okanogan  district  on  April  1. 

"Practically  all  of  this  stock  has  been  carefully  sorted  over  and  the 
firmer  stock  kept  for  later  shipment.     In  the  Okanogan  section,  there  are  not 
many  storages,  but  what  stock  they  had  there  when  I  left  was  in  good  condition, 
with  the  possible  exception  of  two  or  three  small  lots  showing  considerable 
soft  scald.    Among  the  stock  here  were  several  cars  of  Delicious,  which  ap- ^ 
peared  to  me  to  be  in  good  condition  and  would  no  doubt  reach  the  consumer  in 
at  least  fairly  good  condition,    Judging  from  the  reports  of  leading  warehouse- 
men and  shippers  in  that  section,  the  Wine saps  will  move  out  during  the  usual 
shipping  period, 

"In  the  Wenatchee  district,  I  understood  that  all  the  remaining  stock 
was  Winesaps,    For  the  most  part,  the  stock  left  in  storage  there  was  from 
sections  not  so  severely  affected  by  the  early  frost  last  fall,  but  all  the 
stock  in  this  section  was  more  or  less  injured  by  this  freeze,    About  March  1, 
I  made  pressure  tests  on  representative  samples  from  practically  all  the 
storages  in  Wenatchee  proper  and  compared  them  with  figures  made  about  the 
same  time  last  year  by  Mr,  Behnke*    The  average  for  each  house  was  approxi- 
mately the  same.    This  is  almost  unbelievable  when  you  consider  the  condition 
of  the  stock  when  it  went  into  storage  last  fall;  in  fact,  some  of  the  ware- 
housemen swear  positively  that  the  pressure  test  was  higher  in  February  than 
it  was  in  November,    However,  I  do  not  believe  the  pressure  tester  told  the 
whole  story,  as  the  stock  appeared  to  me  to  be  softer  at  the  core  than  at  the 
surface.    I  also  observed  that  the  stock  broke  down  very  fast,  after  being 
taken  from  cold  storage*    I  remember  one  box  in  particular,  that  was  given  us 
for  the  office  force  to  eat,    .  looked  and  felt  quite  firm  from  the  outside, 
but,  when  you  bit  into  an  apple,  it  had  started  to  break  down  at  the  core* 

"It  is  my  opinion,  then,  that  the  stock  in  Wenatchee  looks  about  as 
good  as  usual  but  is  not  quite  as  good.    While  practically  all  of  it  is  almost 
certain  to  be  shipped  out,  I  think  it  will  move  out  a  little  sooner  than  usual, 
and  doubt  if  more"  than  two-thirds  of  it  will  reach  the  ultimate  consumer  in  a 
really  palatable  condition," 


6c.     INSPECTIONS  IN  STATE  OF  WASHINGTON. 

Approximately  l,26o  cars  were  inspected  at  Washington  shipping  points 
during  March,  of  which  856  were  apples  and  385  potatoes.    Grand  total  in- 
spections from  July  1,  1926,  to  April  1,  1927,  were  27,991,  or  5.657  ™ore  than 
during  the  same  period  last  season.

la.    PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  REGULATIONS  APPROVED. 

Regulations  for  the  enforcement  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act  were  ap- 
proved "by  the  Secretary  on  May  17.    These  regulations,  together  with  an 
explanatory  statement,  are  being  sent  to  the  Government  Printing  Office  with 
the  expectation  that  they  will  be  printed  and  distributed  a  considerable 
time  previous  to  July  1. 

2a..  UNLAWFUL  USE  QE  PENALTY  ENVELOPES . 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  item  6-A  in  last  week's 
Division  Letter  regarding  the  use  of  penalty  envelopes  for  the  transmittal 
of  vouchers  may  have  given  the  wrong  impression.    It  is  not  unlawful  for 
an  employee  of  the  Government  to  use  a  penalty  envelope  for  the  transmittal 
of  a  voucher  to  the  Washington  office,  to  any  other  Government  employee,  or 
even  to  the  contractor  for  correction  or  any  other  purpose-    The  unlawful 
use  of  penaly  envelopes  in  connection  with  vouchers  consists  only  in  the  use 
of  penalty  envelopes  by  the  payee „    Evidently  some  field  employees  had  been 
furnishing  outsiders  with  penalty  envelopes  in.  which  to  submit  vouchers. 
The  voucher  is  equivalent  to  a  bill  and  forwarding  of  a  voucher  by  the  con- 
tractor or  payee  to  a  Government  official  either  in  the  field  or  in  Washington 
must  be  at  the  payee's  expense.    After  the  voucher  is  received  by  the  Govern- 
ment representative  in  the  field  it  is  permissible  to  transmit  it  in  a  penalty 
envelope  the  same  as  any  other  paper  handled  by  Government  employees  in  the 
conduct  of  official  business. 


3a.    WRITTEN  AGREEMENT  REQUIRED  FOR  RENTED  EQUIPMENT. 

The  requirement  of  the  Comptroller  General  that  written  agreements 
be  entered  into  covering  the  rental  of  office  quarters,  storage  or  garages 
for  periods  of  less  than  one  year,  as  mentioned  in  a  recent  Division  Letter 
item,  also  applies  to  the  rental  of  office  furniture  or  equipment  7/hen  such 
rental  has  been  authorized.    Forms  of  agreement  for  use  in  the  rental  of 
space  or  articles  may  be  obtained  from  the  "Washington  office.    These  forms 
are  somewhat  different  from  the  sample  forms  recently  distributed.  Five 
copies  of  the  agreement  must  be  executed  in  each  case. 

To  cover  this  additional  requirement  the  Administrative  Supplement 
should  be  amended  by  adding  the  following  at  the  end  of  paragraph  lU6: 

Should  the  rental  of  any  furniture  or  equipment 
be  authorized  by  Washington,  an  agreement  must  be  en- 
tered into  between  the  owner  and  our  field  representative 
containing  the  terms  of  the  rental.    Five  copies  of  the 
agreement  must  be  executed,  four  copies  to  be  forwarded 
to  Washington.     (This  is  required  by  the  Comptroller 
General . )

lb.     SPECIAL  POTATO  SERVICE  FOR  CHARLESTON  S.  G.  DISTRICT. 

Due  to  failure  on  the  part  of  local  interests  to  assist  financially 
in  meeting  the  cost  of  the  operation  of  a  potato  market  news  service  at 
Charleston,  S.  C.  no  office  has  been  opened  at  that  point.    To  meet  to 
some  extent  this  deficiency  in  market  reports,  at  the  request  of  the 
Charleston  Evening  Post,  a  special  potato  report  is  being  wired  daily  col- 
lect to  that  paper  for  distribution  through  its  columns.    This  is  one  of 
the  few  cases  where  a  special  service  has  been  paid  for  by  a  newspaper  for 
the  special  benefit  of  its  patrons.  . 

2b .    BROWNSVILLE  TOMATOES  HAVE  WIDE  DISTRIBUTION. 

W.  D.  Googe  writes  from  Brownsville,  Texas,  May  15,  as  follows: 
"Tomatoes  have  surprised  even  the  most  optimistic,  both  as  to  the 
volume  moved  and  the  prices  received.    Approximately  150  cars  have  been 
shipped  during  the  week,  May  S-iU  and  were  divided  about  equally  between 
green  wraps  in  lugs  and  pinks  unwrapped  in  U-basket  flats.    Cars  have  been 
shipped  to  points  as  far  away  as  California,  Washington,  Canada  and  Massa- 
chusetts.   The  bulk  of  the  movement  has  gone  to  the  states  west  of  the 
Mississippi,  with  the  pinks  mainly  to  cities  in  Texas,  Oklahoma  and  nearby 
states.    One  shipper  has  received  two  different  orders  from  a  firm  in  Los 
Angeles T  each  order  being  for  five  cars.    Arrangements  have  been  made  with 
the  Southern  Pacific  to  have  cars  for  California  attached  to  their  banana 
trains  from  New  Orleans.    The  demand  has  been  much  greater  than  the  supply* 
The  quality  of  the  tomatoes  is  only  fair,  a  good  percentage  being  culled 
out  during  packing  and  grading.    The  last  rain  May  13 »  is  calculated  to 
help  the  yield  considerably.    Shipments  will  run  well  into  June,  or  until 
Jacksonville  and  Crystal  Springs  crowd  them  off  the  markets." 


3b.    WASHINGTON  FRUIT  PROSPECTS. 

In  a  letter  of  May  10,  Mrs.  Gerry  of  the  Spokane  office,  reports 
that  the  soft  fruit  crop  in  the  Yakima  flistrict  was  very  badly  hurt  by 
the  freeze,  and  that  there  would  be  at  least  3500  cars  less  of  apples 
shipped  next  year  than  were  shipped  this  year.     Continuing,  Mrs.  Gerry 
states : 

"Wenatchee  is  also  hurt,  but  how  badly  cannot  be  determined  until 
at  least  another  three  weeks  has  passed.    It  now  looks  as  though  the  stems 
were  badly  weakened  in  many  districts  and  the  drop  would  be  unusually 
heavy.    Hood  River  reports  only  Uo^b  of  a  crop  for  next  year,  with  prac- 
tically all  soft  fruits  destroyed.    Walla  Walla  was  also  badly  hurt.  All 
told,  I  believe  that  there  will  be  a  considerable  decrease  in  the  number  of 
cars  of  apples  shipped  this  coming  season."

INSPECTION  SERVICE 


lc*    SITUATION  AT  CLOSE  OF  'BASHING-TON  APPLE ?  SEASON . 

E*  S*  Bailey,  Supervising  Inspect o,  Yakima  after  interviewing  the 
trade  writes  that  the  present  holdings  of  apples  in  the  State  of  Washington 
will  clean  up  earlier  than  in  the  average  year  and  at  good  prices.  Mr, 
Bailey  continues: 

"Several  with  whom  I  talked  commented  on  the  fact  that  there  has 
probably  been  closer  culling  of  weak  lots  in  storage  this  year  than  ever 
before  and  that  the  stock  now  remaining  in  storage  here  is  generally  in 
fair  condition  or  better.    Practically  all  of  the  larger  operators  keep 
men"   busy  all  or  part  of  the  time  going  through  lots  in  their  storage, 
watching  for  those  which  show  signs  of  early  breakdown.    If  there  is  a 
certain  size  in  a  lot  which  appears  to  be  holding  up  poorly,  it  is  segre- 
gated and  moved  at  the  first  opportunity.    Other  organizations  do  not  have 
their  own  men  for  this  work  but  rely  on  the  State  Inspection  Service  by 
purchasing  what  are  known  as  storage  reports  to  show  the  condition  of  their 
storage  lots.    I  might  say  that  I  have  personally  seen  some  lets  of  '.Vine- 
saps  which  were  in  most  excellent  condition  for  this  time  of  year  testing 
around  sixteen  to  seventeen  pounds  when  I  tested  them  about  two  weeks  ago. 
This  stock  was  rushed  into  cold  storage  last  fall  and  held  throughout  the 
winter  at  a  temperature  of  about  31  degrees.    I  see  no  reason  why  such 
apples  could  not  be  held  until  the  Uth  of  July  and  marketed  in  good  con- 
dition.   I  mention  the  presence  of  such  lots  to  show  that  we.de  have  fruit 
m  storage  which  does  not  require  immediate  moving  onto  the  market  and 
which  gives  the  man  with  fruit  requiring  immediate  attention  a  chance  to 
market  his  stock  without  competing  with  the  better  lots  which  may  be  held. 

In  this  connection  I  might  state  that  while  some  are  still  went  tc 
SC°fJ  at  the  £ressure  tester  and  all  of  us  realize  that  its  use  has  several 
weak&§|$g®g  so  far  as  determining  fruit  maturity  is  concerned,  it  is  being 
quite  generally  used  by  warehousemen,  as  well  as  inspectors,  and  has  been 
an  incentive  to  closer  watching  of  the  maturity  of  fruit  in  storage  that 
was  done  before  the  tester  came  into  use. 

"I  should  also  add  that  it  is  variously  estimated  that  Z^jo  to  30^ 
or  even  more  of  the  apples  in  storage  in  the  State  of  Washington  today 
are  sold' and  are  being  heldun  storage  here  awaiting  buyers1  instructions 
for  delivery.    Some  of  the  largest  shipping  organizations  have  told  me 
recently  that  t£ey  were  entirely  sold  out  although  they  still  have  a 
number  of  cars  of  fruit  in  their  storages." 

2c .    EAFiLY  CATTALOUPES  ARE  SHIPPED. 

The  following  is  an  excerpt  from  the  California  "Inspectors'  Notes," 

dated  May  13: 

B .  H.  Rutledge  reports  seeing  a  ripe  cantaloupe  in  El  Centre  on 
April  27.    On  May  1  he  reports  that  two  crates  were  sent  to  San  Francisco 
by  express.    The  Packer  says  ^ne  of  the  first  standard  crates  from  the 
Valley  was  sent  via  air  mail  to  President  Coolidge,  May  5  and  it  is  ex- 
pected that  the  first  carload  will  be  shipped  the  end  of  the  week. 
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3c,    SOUR  ASPARAGUS  (From "Inspect ion  Letter",  Yakima,.  May  10.) 

In  order  to  avoid  wilting  of  asparagus,  especially  where  cutting  with 
no  white,  the  Inspection  Service  has  recommended  setting  the  packed  crates  in 
a  shallow  tray  of  water  for  a  period  of  time  immediately  after  the  asparagus 
is  trimmed  and  the  crate  nailed.     Some  growers  have  acted  on  the  theory  that 
if  a  little  is  good,  more  is  better  and  have  totally  immersed  the  packed 
crate.    Others,  in  order  to  remove  sand  and  soil  from  the  asparagus  resulting 
from  windy  or  rainy  weather,  have  washed  the  asparagus  before  packing.  Either 
practice  has  resulted  in  considerable  moisture  being  retained  on  the  spears  in 
the  package,  which  causes  a  souring  condition  where  the  stock  is  not  immediate- 
ly placed  in  the  pre-cooling  room. 

Growers  should  be  advised  that  for  freshening  asparagus,  the  packed 
crate  should  be  set  in  a  tray  containing  not  over  l-l/2  inches  of  water  and 
allowed  to  remain  there  for  a  period  of  ten  to  twenty  minutes.    To  allow  the 
package  to  remain  in  the  water  for  a  longer  period  stimulates  growth  of  the 
asparagus  causing  the  tips  to  protrude  from  the  top  of  the  box  or  rub  and 
bruise  against  the  top.    Growers  finding  it  necessary  to  wash  grass  before 
packing  sh-rld  have  pointed  out  to  them  the  desirability  of  allowing  most  of 
the  moisture  to  dry  off  before  packing,  as  well  as  the  necessity  of  getting 
this  kind  of  pack  promptly  into  the  pre-cooling  room, 

Uc.    M0RE_AB OUT  CANADIAN  REGULATIONS  (From  "Inspect :;. on  Letter",  Yakima,  May  10.) 

Recently  the  Grade  and  Pack  Committee  of  the  Yakima  Valley  Traffic  & 
Credit  Association  wrote  to  the  Department  of  Agriculture  of  the  Dominion 
of  Canada  asking  for  detailed  information  regarding  how  apples  and  pears 
packed  under  the  new  grading  rules  for  the  State  of  Washington  would  be  re- 
ceived in  Canada  under  the  provisions  of  the  Dominion  Fruit  Act.    The  follow- 
ing paragraphs  are  extracted  from  the  reply  written  by  Mr.  G.  E*  Mcintosh, 
Fruit  Commissioner  of  the  Department: 

"In  comparing  the  Washington  apple  grades  with  the  grades  as  defined 
in  our  Fruit  Act,   I  can  only  point  out  the  differences  which  occur  and  state 
that  fruits  imported  into  Canada  must  comply  with  the  grading  and  marking 
regulations  laid  down  for  similar  fruits  grown  and  packed  in  this  Dominion. 

"A  comparison  of  the  Extra  Fancy  grades  shows  that  they  are  in  the 
main  in  agreement  but  we  do  not  make  provision  for  all  of  the  superficial  and 
inconspicuous  blemishes  which  are  permitted  in  your  grade.    Russeting  at  the 
base  of  the  stem  is  permitted  in  ou$>  Extra  Fancy  grade,  but  no  provision 
with  respect  to  non-russet  varieties  is  allowed  for  your: 

(b)  Net-like  russeting  which  in  the  aggregate  does 
not  extend  over  more  than  5$  of  the  surface  of  t„. 
the  apple. 

(c)  Smooth  solid  russeting  or  light  colored  limb  rub 
or  other  light  colored  marks  not  to  exceed. one- 
quarter  inch  diameter  in  the  aggregate. 
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"In  our  Fancy  Grade  we  require  the  fruit  to  be  well  formed  but 
permit  limb  rub  not  exceeding  one-half  inch  in  diameter  and  leaf  rub  and 
russeting  up  to  10$  of  the  surface  of  the  apple.    Our  grade  makes  no  pro- 
vision for  the  inclusion  of  your? 

(a)    Scab  spots,  affecting  a  total  area  of  not  more  than  the 
one-quarter  inch  diameter, 

(d)    Two  healed- over  worm  stings  not  over  one-eighth  inch 
in  diameter, 

(f)  Smooth  net-like  russeting  extending  over  an  area  of  not 
more  than  20$  of  the  surface  of  the  apple  in  the  aggre- 
gate , 

"Our  ?C*  grade  permits  healed-over  stings  and  scab  spots  but  not  to 
exceed  one-half  square  inch  in  the  aggregate.    The  question  of  whether  scab 
spots  one-half  inch  in  diameter  and  five  healed-over  woria  stings  allowed  in 
your  'CT  grr.de  could  be  contained  in  the  one-half  square  inch  allowed  in 
our  grade  ir one  that  could  only  be  settled  by  actual  test- 

"Combination  Grades  and  Cookers  are  not  recognized  as  grades  in  this 
Dominion  and  with  particular  reference  to  your  Cooker  grade,  apples  which 
do  not  meet  the  requirements  of  our  Extrg,  Fancy,  Fancy  or  »C*  grades  would 
ieave  to  be  packed  in  crates  in  order  to  comply  with  our  regulations , 

With  respect  to  your  suggested  pear  grades  similar  remarks  to  those 
which  I  have  made  concerning  the  apple  grades  would  apply  and  pears  imported 
into  this  Dominion  must  comply  with  the  grading  and  marking  regulations  as 
set  forth  in  the  Fruit  Act."

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The  next  two  items  are  a  contribution  fr'dm  Dr.  Rose,  of  Plant  Industry: 

5c  ,    LEATHER  ROT  FOUND  ON  THE  EASTERN  SHORE  OF  VIRGINIA*. 

During  a  week  of  field  work  in  the  strawberry  fields  around  Onley, 
Virginia  last  week,  I  found  berries  in  two  different  fields,  one  of  the 
Heflin  variety,  another  of  Campbells  Early,  which  showed  clear  cut  symptoms 
of  leather  rot.    Cultures  made  from  berries  from  these  fields  yielded  the 
leather  rot  fungus  (Phytophthora.) 

Similar  field  explorations  will  be  made  soon  in  the  strawberry 
sections  farther  north  (Maryland  and  Delaware,)    These  should  settle 
the  question  which  arose  last  year  whether  leather  rot  does  actually  occur 
there  or  not ♦    At  any  rate,  there  is  evidence  now  that  the  rot  is .found  in 
one  district  on  the  Shore  and  inspectors  should  therefore  be  on  the  look- 
out for  it  in  shipments  from  the  whole  region* 

6c.     ANTKR  V3N0SE  AND  BULLS-EYE  ROT  OF  APPLES , 

Inspectors  are  only  too  well  aware  of  the  fact  that  it  is  difficult 
and  often  impossible  to  distinguish  between  Antnracnose  and  Bulls-Eye  Rot 
of  Apples,    They  have  been  told  that  in  many  instances  a  microscopic 
study  of  cultures  from  affected  apples  is  the  only  means  for  a  sure 
diagnosis,    The  pathologists  cooperating  with  the  inspection  service  sug- 
gest, therefore,  that  for  all  doubtful  cases,  the  term  Bulls-Eye  Rot  be 
used,    Both  rots  occur  in  the  humid  apple  growing  regions  of  the  Northwest 
and  Bulls-Eye  Rot  seems  to  be  the  only  one  of  the  two  which  occurs  in 
irrigated  regions ;  both  rots  are  able  to  develop  to  some  extent  in  storage, 
and  both,  so  far  as  we  know,  do  about  the  same  amount  of  damage  in  the  lots 
or  shipments  in  which  they  occur. 

For  all  of  these  reasons  it  seems  that  the  use  of  the  one  term  should 
not,  and  probably  will  not,  have  any  disturbing  effect  on  the  filing  or  the 
settlement  of  claims  as  between  growers,  shippers,  storage  concerns  and 
the  carriers « 

It  might  be  added  that  a  clear  cut  case  of  Anthracnose  is  one  in 
which  the  centers  of  the  spots  are  decidedly  tan  colored  to  almost  yellow, 
in  contrast  with  a  darker  brown  around  the  outside,  and  show  numerous  white 
or  milky  heaps  of  spores.    The  spore  heaps  produced  by  the  Bulls-Eye  Rot 
fungus  are  cream  colored  or  sometimes  a  faint  yellow,  and  the  diseased  spots 
are  brown  over  most  of  the  surface,  with  a  tendency,  however,  for  this  brown 
to  appear  in  rings  or  zones  of  different  shades*  .

la,     FRUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  DIVISION  SAYS  GOOD-BYE  TO  MR,  SHERMAN . 

Wednesday  noon,  the  entire  personnel  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division 
gathered  in  Room.  527  to  bid  Mr..  Sherman  good-bye  on  his  last  day  at  the  office. 
This  was  in  the  nature  of  a  surprise,  Mr.  Sherman  being  detained  in  an  eleventh- 
hour  conference  while  Mrs.  Sherman  and  his  friends  assembled  in  the  big  south- 
east office.    Mr,  Kitchen  brought. Mr.  Sherman  down  and  Mr.  Robb  immediately  took 
charge, by  telling  him  what  it  was  all  about  as  follows: 

"Mr.  Sherman,  I  trust  that  you  will  pardon  us  for  having  had  you  brought 
here  at  this  time  when  I  know  a  dozen  things  are  demanding  your  attention  just 
before  your  departure  for  your  new  duties  in  the  West*    But  the  members  of  the 
Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  could  not  think  of  your  departure  without  having 
an  opportunity  to  express  to  you  their  appreciation  of  your  very  able  leader- 
ship, in  our, official  duties,  and  of  the  very  kindly  personal  interest  which  you 
have  shown, in  all  of,  us.    The  Division  under  your  leadership  has- not  been. a 
cold-blooded  machine  turning  out  stencils,  bulletins,  grades,  inspection  certi- 
ficates, carlct  shipments,  .unloads,  etc.,  but  a  human  organization,  full  of  the 
milk  of  human  kindness.  '  This  personal  touch  and  your  consistent  example  has 
made  us  appreciate  all  the  more  that  ^high-stern- faced  beauty  of  strict  adher- 
ence unto  duty,  steadfast  and  still,  nor  paid  by  mortal  praise,  but  finding 
amplest  recompense  for  life's  ungarlanded  expense  in  work  done  squarely  and  un- 
wasted  days.'* 

"I  wish  to  assure  you  that  your  wise  plans  and  high  ideals  will  continue 
to  control  the  policies  of  the  Division  even  though  you  are.  not  here.    But  we 
are  not  going  to  feel  that  you 'have  left  us,  but  just  as  we  have  in  the  past, 
when  you  have  been  away  for  a  month  or  two  -  this  will  be  merely  a  longer  trip, 
and  we  are  going  to  expect  you  back  in  a  year  and  I  can  assure  you  now  of  a 
hearty  welcome  at  that  time.  .

The  proposed  scheme  of .  distribution-  of.  the  regulations  for  the  enforce- 
ment of  the  Produce  Agency  Act  includes  the  utilization  of  the  branch  office 
market  news  mailing.,  lists .    In  order  that  the  addressee  will  suspect  that  the 
envelope  contains  other  than  the' regular . daily  reports,  small  white  penalty 
envelopes,  3^  by6i,  will  be  forwarded  from  Washington  to  market  stations  to 
be  addressed  for  the  mailing  of  these  regulations.    The  regulations  and  the 
statement  to  accompany  them  will  be  folded  in  Washington  to  a  suitable  size 
and  then  will  be  forwarded  to  branch  offices  to  be  inserted  in  the  small 
white  envelopes..  '•'  ,■•*" 

These,  are;  to  be  mailed  only  to  the  regular  mailing-lists  of  the  market 
stations,  inactive  as ' well  as  active-,  but-  including  only  the  names  of  those 
located  in  the  mailing  list  territory  of'  the'  respective  market  station.  Any 
address  outside  of  the  regular  mailing  list ' territory  of  the  station  should 
be  eliminated  to  avoid  duplication.- 

The  regulations  are  not  to  be. mailed  out  on  temporary    field  station 
mailing  lists  now  stored  at  or  served- from" market  stations,  or  on  the  mailing 
lists  of  temporary  field  stations  now  in  operation.    Instead,  an  announcement 
concerning  the  regulations  will  be  prepared  in  ..the  Washington -office  and 
furnished  with  next  weekTs  Division  Letter 'to.  be  run  on  all  daily  market  news 
reports  at  both  field  stations  and  market  stations  calling  attention  to  the 
main  features'  of  the  law  and  stating  that  regulations  may  be  obtained  upon 
request  addressed  to  the  Washington  office.

In  the  Division  Letter  of  June  18,  1526  was  published  the  list  of  size 
designations  to  be  used  for  Georgia  peaches  and  the  kind  of  pack  relating  to 
each  size  term.    This  classification  was  found  to  be  generally  satisfactory 
during  the  past  two  seasons  and  should  be  used  again  during  the  coming  season. 
Inasmuch  as  size  is  of  especial  importance  to  Georgia  shippers,  reporters 
should  be  careful  to  include  size  statements  in  all  their  quotations  again  this 
season.    It  is  suggested  that  reporters  secure  their  price  information  daily  on 
the  basis  of  being  obtained  for  crates  of  2x3;  2x2;  2xl/5s;  2xl/6s  etc.,  in- 
stead of  small  size,  medium  size,  etc,  in  order  that  the  quotations  in  our 
reports  from  various  markets  may  be  on  a  comparable  basis.     In  making  up  the 
market  wires,  however,  the  quotations  should  always  be  translated  into  small, 
large,  or  small  to  medium,  medium  to  large,  or  convenient  ranges,  in  accordance 
with  the  following  size  designations  and  corresponding  terms  which  have  been 
used  during  the  past  two  seasons:

The  following  interesting  letter,  dated  May  19,  Baton  Rouge,  La.,  has 
been  received  by  Mr.  Robb  from  C.  R,  Newton,  Supervising  Inspector: 

"I  have  now  only  four  men  in  the  field  on  inspection  work.    They  are 
located  at  Hotama,  Few  Iberia,  Coushatta  and  Centreville,  Mississippi..  I  expect 
that  we  will  finish  at  all  four  of  these  places  by  Saturday,  May  21.    It  is 
possible  that  we  may  have  to  keep  a  man  at  Houma  for  a  few  days  after  Saturday 
to  clean  up  a  few  scattered  cars  of  potatoes. 

"At  New  Iberia  they  may  have  a  few  cars  of  sweet  peppers  coming  on  within 
the  next  ten  days  to  two  weeks*    We  do  not  expect  to  do  any  work  at  Pcncha.t oula 
this  year  on  sweet  peppers.    A  few  cars  of  peppers  will  be  shipped  out  of  Houma 
also,  but  it  is  doubtful  whether  they  will  be  inspected, 

"At  Centreville,  Mississippi,  beans  are  showing  very  poor  quality  and 
most  of  the  cars  are  being  shipped  out  without  inspection. 

"Unless  the  Ponchatoula  people  should  unexpectedly  request  inspection  on 
their  pepper  shipments  I  see  nothing  in  sight  except  a  few  cars  out  of  New 
Iberia,  and  they  will  probably  not  have  more  than  two  cars  weekly  for  three  or 
four  weeks.    It  is  possible  that  some  sections  may  want  inspection  on  green 
corn,  but  as  quite  a  number  of  cars  were  shipped  last  year  without  our  having 
been  able  to  induce  the  shippers  to  use  the  inspection  service,   I  regard  that 
possibility  as  somewhat  remote, 

"We  have  inspected  more  cars  this  fiscal  year  than  last.    This  in  spite 
of  the  fact  that  the  potato  yield  was  so  materially  reduced.    Whereas  our 
potato  inspections  last  year  amounted  to  Ulb  cars,  this  year  we  will  inspect 
less  than  275  cars  of  this  product.    The  increase  this  year  will  be  on  account 
of  having  inspected  a  greater  variety,  especially  root  crops  and  cabbage ; 
Strawberry  inspections  will  also  fall  short  of  last  year's  figures. 

"Since  I  wrote  you  last,  two  additional  crevasses  have  occurred  that 
will  ado.  many  more  square  miles  to  the  already  large  area  of  inundated  terri- 
tory.   The  Bayou  les  G-lases  protection  levee  gave  way  first,  and  then  a  few 
days  ago  the  west  levee  on  the  Atchafalaya  blew  out  just  a  few  feet  below  the 
ferry  landing.     You  will,  no  aoubt  remember  the  little  ferry  on  which  we  cross- 
ed the  Atchafalaya  River  on  our  way  to  Cpelousas.    A  remarkable  thing  about 
this  crevasse  is  that  for  days  previous  to  its  occurrence  many  hundreds  of  men 
had  been  working  night  and  day  to  prevent  the  water  from  breaking  through  about 
a  hundred    yards  above  the  Texas  Pacific  Railroad  bridge,  and  had  successfully 
fought  the  water  at  that  point.    The  crevasse  occurred  at  five  o'clock  in  the 
morning  and  at  a  point  where  the  levee  appeared  to  be  as  'sound  as  a  dollar.' 
It  blew  out  a  place  about  three  hundred  feet  across  and  took  every  thing  in  its 
path  at  Melville.    The  inhabitants  of  the  town  ran  for  their  lives  to  the  levee, 
many  of  them  with  only  their  night  clothes,  and  some  with  just  a  sheet  or  a 
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"blanket.     Several  houses  directly  in  the  path  of  the  current  -ere  crumpled  up 
and  piled  in  a  mass  of  wreckage  against  some  trees  that  were  in  the  path. 

"The  Atchafalaya  is  a  very  swift  stream,  and  a  few  hours  after  the 
crevasse  the  water  dropped  six  feet  "below  the  "break,  so  you  can  imagine  the 
great  volume  of  water  that  is  flowing,  out  into  that  low  country  west  of  the 
Atchafalaya,    These  waters  will  inundate  all  the  low  territory  from  the  Bayou 
Des  Glases  to  the  Gulf  of  y.exico.    This  will  include  portions  of  St.  Landry, 
Lafayette,  Evangeline,  Iberia,  St.  Martin,  St.  Mary  and  Vermillion.    Most  of 
Lafayette  is  high  enough  to  keep  dry,  also  a  good  deal  of  St.  Landry,  especial- 
ly in  the  neighborhood  of  Opelousas ,  hut  about  two- thirds  of  Iberia,  and  possi- 
bly more  of  St.  Martin  and  St,  Mary  v/ill  "be  under  water. 

"The  Southern  Facific  is  the  only  road  operating  on  its  own  tracks  on 
the  west  side  of  the  Mississippi,  with  the  exception  of  the  Kansas  City  Southern 
on  the  extreme  western  "boundary.     If  the  "banks  of  the  Bayou  Teche  hold,  the  S.F. 
has  a  good  chance  to  continue  to  operate,  otherwise  it  also  will  be  compelled 
to  discontinue  operations  through  south  Louisiana."

A  check  was  mace  recently  of  the  cherry  certificates  written  in  the 
State  last  year,  to  determine  the  number  of  boxes  of  each  variety  of  sweet 
cherry  certified.    The  result  of  this  check  showed  that  the  Bing  variety  headed 
the  list  with  24,915  boxes,  Lamberts  second  rcith  13, Zhh  boxes,  and  Black  Re- 
publicans third  with  2,56/  boxes.    In  addition  to  the  above,  there  were 
3,^23  boxes  of  Bings  and  Lamberts  which  were  not  segregated-    This  indicates  : 
that  Bings  and  Lamberts,  together  with  Royal  Anns,  which  in  most  seasons  are 
largely  used  for  canning  purposes,  are  outstandingly  the  important  sweet  cherry 
varieties  of  the  State.

The  estimate  of  the  Georgia  Peach  Growers-"  Exchange,  at  Macon,  differs

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lb,    ANNOUNCEMENT  REGARDING  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  REGULATIONS. 

In  Par,  2a  of  last~week*s  D*L, ,  it  was  stated  that  a  special  announce- 
ment regarding  the  Produce  Agency  Act  Regulations  would  be  sent  to  market  and 
field  stations  this  week,  for  publication  in  their  daily  market  reports. 

It  has  been  decided  not  to  furnish  this  announcement  until  the  Regu- 
lations have  been  received  from  the  printer  and  have  been  distributed  to  the 
various  mailing  lists.    .Mention  of  the  Regulations  should  net  be  made  in  any 
mimeographed  reports  until  this  special  announcement  in  approved  form  has 
been  received  from  Washington;  otherwise,  a  great  deal  of  duplication  may 
result  in  the  distribution  of  the  Regulations.

-  As  a  result  of  dry  weather,  the  watermelon  season  at  Leesburg,  Fla., 
is  expected  to  end  earlier  than  originally  anticipated,  according  to  infor- 
mation from  E.  F.  Willson,    It  may  be  possible  to  close  the  Leesburg  office 
by  June  11.    Georgia  is  expected  to  get  under  may  by  the  10th,  with. active 
movement  of  melons  by  the  18th  or  20th  of  June. 

-  Movement  of  potatoes  from  the  Charleston  district  of  South  Carolina 
will  be  practically  completed  by  Saturday,  June  -!-,  according  to  a  letter 
from  G.  Eo  Prince  ■    Some  stock  will  be  shipped  from  upper  counties  in  the 
State  for  the  next  10  days  or  two  weeks. 

-  Trade  reports  (unofficial)  indicate  that  Salt  River  Valley,  Arizona, 
cantaloupes  will  start  moving  about  June  15,  but  that  active  shipments  will 
not  occur  until  the  last  week  of  this  month.    The  season1 s  movement  is  not 
expected  to  exceed  4, COO  cars.    The  trade  papers  say  that  last  yearTs  ship- 
ments were  slightly  less  than  U,000  cars,  but  our  own  reports  show  3il32  cars 
of  cantaloupes  and  5&1  cars  of  other  miscellaneous  melons. 

3b.     STRA'.TBEERY  SITUATION  I  IT  OZARK  REGION. 

A  letter  of  May  27,  from  Wendell  Calhoun,  at  Monett,  Mo.,  contained 
the  following  general  information  regarding  the  berry  situation  in  that  section 
Weather  conditions  have  been  very  good  since  the  beginning  of  the  picking 
period,  and  shipments  will  exceed  the  estimates1  made  after  the  April  freeze. 
Results  of  the  freeze  were  very  irregular,  but  the  district  as  a  whole  was 
actually  benefited,  because  the  originally^expect ed  crop  would  have  been  ex- 
cessive and  prices  would  have  been  lower  that  what  they  were.    Loadings  on 
the  peak  day,  May  25,  were  slightly  over  200  cars.  wIf  it  had  not  been  for 
the  freeze,  this  number  probably  would  have  been  300  cars.     Condition  of  the 
crop  was  becoming  variable,  but  a  considerable  quantity  of  good  berries  was 
still  expected.    An  improvement  of  prices  was  anticipated  near  the  end  of  the 
season.     In  fact,  the  auction  prices  advanced  $1  per  crate  between  Saturday 
night,  May  28,  and  Sunday/nM$r  29 ,  reaching  top  of  *U,S0.    The  Missouri  crop 
has  had  wide  distribution;  Mr.  Calhoun  has  record  of         different  destina- 
tions to  date. 
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*+b .    RIO  GRANDE  V  ALLEY  CI  THUS  PLANTINGS  AND  SHIPMENTS. 

On  May  10,  J .  A.  Hunter,  of  the  San  Antonio  office',  included  the 
following  valuable  information  In  a  letter  to  a  party  in  Florida,     It  relates 
to  citrus  fruit  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas;- 

"For  the  season,  which  now  is  practically  closed,   there  was  a  movement 
of  733  cars  of  grapefruit  from  this  section,  compared  with  297  a  year  ago. 
This  represents  a  great  increase  from  one  car  in  1921,  which  year  saw  the  in- 
ception of  the  movement  from  that  section.    At  this  time,  it  is  estimated 
there  are  5,000,000  citrus  trees  in  this  section  and  close  to  2,000,000  in  the 
nurseries.    Of_the  planted  trees,  only  about  one-third  are  in  hearing,  and 
approximately  65^  are  grapefruit,  2$%  oranges,  and  the  remainder  tangerines 
and  other  small  varieties.    There  has  been  a  very  light  orange  movement  in 
straight  cars*    More  than  ever  before  went  forward  this  year,  however,  as 
mixed  shipments.    For  the  most  part,  the  orange  trees  in  this  section  are 
several  years  younger  than  the  grapefruit,,    About  two  or  three  years  ago,  it 
was  estiiasted  that  grapefruit  plantings  ran  about  S5$  of  the  total. 

"Besides  this  planting  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley,  there  have  been 
set  out  a  number  of  very  appreciable  acreages  5t>.  the  winter  Garden  section 
adjacent  Catarina  and  Asherton.    Definite  figures  on  these  are  lacking. 

",;e  have  not  as  yet  done  any  extensive  reporting  of  markets  on  citrus 
and,  hence,  are  hardly  in  a  position  to  give  you  comparative  prices  for  Texas, 
Florida,  and  California.    The  grower  price  in  the  Valley  this  year  was  reported 
as  $3.50  per  box  for  grapefruit  (72  lbs.  net;  SC  gross  }.   The  average  pro- 
duction was  200  boxes  per  acre, 

"It  has  been  the  statement  of  many  hotel  men,  the  manager  of  the  Baker 
Hotels  among  them,  that  the  Texas  grapefruit  is  superior  in  quality  to  either 
the  Florida  or  California  fruit.    Not  enough  of  the  oranges  have  as  yet 
entered  commercial  markets  to  warrant  a  comparison."

1  a .     CONFERENCE  IN  SESSION  REGARDING  BARRELED- APPLE  GRADES . 

Today,  in  the  Conference  Room,  Bieber  Building,  'Washington,  an  important 
meeting  is  being  held,  to  consider  possible  changes  in  the  1927  u*  S,  standards 
for  barreled  apples.     One  question  that  is  being  discussed  is  the  advisability 
of  permitting  minor  blemishes  in  the  Fancy  grade  for  apples*    Under  the  present 
standards,  practically  no  blemishes  are  permitted  in  this  grade, 

Export  standards  also  are  up  for  discussion.    During  past  years,  the 
Inspection  Service,  on  request  from  exporters,  has  certified  that  certain  lots 
of  apples  were  in  "suitable  condition  for  export,"    Last  winter,  inspectors 
were  instructed  to  discontinue  the  use  of  this  term,  because  so  many  lots,  so 
certified,  were  arriving  in  Europe  badly  scalded  or  otherwise  in  a  condition 
which  was  believed  by  buyers  to  indicate  that  the  fruit  was  not  suitable  for 
export,  under  the  shipping  conditions  which  followed.    Edwin  Smith,  recently 
returned  from  Europe,  states  that  dealers  across  the  seas  feel  that  certain 
changes  in  specifications  regarding  co^or  and  size  are  very  desirable,  and  that 
greater  effort  should  be  made  by  growers  and  shippers  to  secure  uniformity  of 
fruit  throughout  the  barrel. 

This  conference  in  Washington  was  called  by  the  Standardization  Project 
of  our  Ff  &  V.  Division.     In  addition  to  R.  R,  Pailthorp,  acting  in  charge  of 
that  project,  other  'Washington  representatives  in  attendance  include  F.  G.  Robb, 
R.  G,  Butner,  Edwin  Smith,  Wm.  E*  Lewis,  R.  G,  Hill  and  Herbert  Graff.    J*  J. 
Gardner  is  here  from  the  Pittsburgh  office,  and  F,  S*  Zimmerman  from  New  York 
City,     States  having  representatives  present  are:  Delaware,  Maryland,  New  Jersey, 
New  York,  Ohio,  Pennsylvania,  Virginia,  and  West  Virginia  *     One  of  the  offi- 
cials of  the  International  Apple  Shippers1  Association,  Rochester,  N.  Y*,  is 
taking  part  in  the  conference,  and  the  Department  of  Commerce  is  represented. 
Including  a  number  of  prominent  growers  and  shippers  from  the  eastern  commer- 
cial apple  regions,  there  are  approximately  30  persons  in  attendance.   At  the 
last  minute,  representatives  came  from  Massachusetts  and  New  Hampshire.

E.  G,  Misner  is  the 
author,  and  this  well- illustrated  bulletin  contains  lUo  pages  of  valuable 
statistical  matter  and  explanatory  text,  relating  particularly  to  the  handling 
of  western  New  York  cabbage.     Copies  of  the  bulletin  probably  can  be  obtained 
by  those  who  need  them  directly  from  the  Experiment  Station,  at  Ithaca, 

(Editor's  Note:     Many  new  publications  come  to  the  editor's -attention, 
but  somehow  this  important  bulletin  was  missed  at  the  time  of  its  original 
distribution,)  He  had  occasion  to  refer  to  it  recently  in  the  Dept *  library 
and  found  it  filled  with  interesting  and  valuable  data  on  the  marketing  of  cab- 
bage.

Market  gardeners  in  immediate  vicinity  report  serious  damage  to  crops,  es- 
pecially onions,  peas,  spinach,  and  cherries.    Practically  all  green-houses  in 
city  report  more  or  less  damage,  running  to  thousands  of  dollars  in  South 
Denver.    Rain  over  most  of  Eastern  Slope,  Colorado,  but  believe  hail  damage 
limited  to  Denver.    Shingles  knocked  off  houses,  windo7/s  smashed,  and  auto- 
mobile tops  punctured.'1

On  June  5.  H »  F «  Will son  wrote  as  follows  from  Leesburg,  Florida:- 

nDry  weather  has  considerably  reduced  the  melon  yield  in  Florida  and 
Georgia,     In  the  Leesburg  section,  the  percentage  of  large  sizes  has  been 
comparatively  low.    There  has  been  a  wide  range  in  quality  and  condition  of 
the  stock,  especially  during  the  latter  part  of  the  season.    Many  of  the 
melons  showed  a  dull . appearance,  with  some  sunburn.    The  hot  weather  caused 
the  vines  to  wither  and  dry-up  earlier  than  usual. 

"Demand,  Until  the  latter  part  of  this  past  week,  was  slow.    The  cold 
weather,  prevailing  in  northern  terminal  markets,  curtailed  consumption,  and 
prices  ranged  too  high  for  the  smaller  markets.    Now  that  the  prices  have 
declined  considerably,  distribution  has  increased,  particularly  to  markets  in 
the  southeastern  States  and  in  the  mining  districts  of  Virginia.    There  was 
a  fair  demand  for  Decoration  Day  trade,  but  it  slacked  off  immediately.  During 
the  latter  part  of  this  week,  weather  conditions  in  the  North  have  been  more 
favorable  and,  coupled  with  lighter  shipments,  the  demand  has  improved. 

"According  to  all  reports  from  southern  Georgia,  that  section  also 
needs  rain.    The  following  wire  was  received  yesterday  by  one  of  the  local 
operators  from  an  agent  of  a  railroad  serving  the  southern  Georgia  melon 
district : 

T0ur  estimate,   compiled  today,   indicates  our  line  v/ill 
originate  3»900  cars  watermelons,  compared  with  actual  movement 
U.500  cars  last  year.    Decrease  about  13/^i  but  unless  we  get 
rain  soon  production  will  be  further  reduced. T

Ub-     COLLIN  COUNTY  ONION  SITUATION. 

On  June  1,  M.  C.  Gregory,  of  the  Fort  '.Vorth  office,  wrote  the  follow- 
ing letter  to  a  State  official  in  New  Jersey: 

"Factors  interested  in  the  Collin  County,  Texas,  onion  crop  advise  me 
that  there  will  be  approximately  300  cars  this  year,  mostly  Bermudas.  These 
are  beginning  to  move  in  a  small  way  this  week.    Prizetakers,  comprizing  about 
10fo  of  the  crop,  will  move  about  a  month  later.    Unseasonably  hot  weather  the 
past  week  may  cut  the  yield,  and  I  am  advised  that  some  onions  were  scalded  in 
the  ground.     This  damage  may  not  materially  reduce  the  volume,  although  the 
local  V/eather  Bureau  reported  107°  here  last  Saturday.    Quality  of  the  onions 
is  reported  equally  as  good  as  last  year. 

nIt  is  generally  known  that  growers  of  onions  in  south  Texas  furnished 
a  number  of  Collin  County  growers  with  their  plants  and  have  financial  interest 
in  their  crops.    There  seems  to  be  an  active  demand  among  buyers;  northern  deal- 
ers have  had  representatives  in  that  district  for  some  time,  contracting  for 
the  crop.     I  am  told  that  a  part  of  the  crop  has  been  contracted  at  $1.50  per 
crate,  and  other  growers  are  expecting  as  much  as  $2.00  when  the  stock  is  ready 
to  move,  -  a  sharp  contrast  to  conditions  last  year,  when  most  of  the  stock  was 
consigned  or  not  shipped  at  all-0 
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5"b.    A  CLEARING  HOUSE  FOR  CALIFORNIA  GRAPE  MOVEMENT, 

In  connection  with  the  much- discussed  clearing  house  for  California 
grapes,  which  it  is  proposed  to  operate    this  season,  the  following  statement 
appeared  in  a  recent  issue  of  The  3.A.E,  Hews: 

nThe  clearing  house,  if  finally  formulated  and  put  into  operation, 
will  serve  to  promote  a  wider  and  more  equitable  distribution  of  the  California 
grape  crop.    The  plan  is  to  set  up  a  central  organization,  composed  of  Cali- 
fornia grape  growers  and  shippers,  which  our  Bureau  will  furnish  with  daily 
information,  showing  the  origins  of  grape  shipments,  destinations,  and  diver- 
sions, as  well  as  car  holdings  in  all  the  principal  markets  of  the  United 
States.    These  data  will  be  compiled  at  the  headquarters  of  the  clearing  house 
and  utilized  for  the  purpose  of  securing  a  more  orderly  distribution,  in  an 
effort  to  prevent  market  gluts  and  to  obtain  better  returns  to  shippers  and 
growers.    The  collection  of  the  necessary  facts  will  involve  much  additional 
work  on  tl  e  part  of  our  Bureau,  both  in  the  field  and  in  "rashington , " 

6b  .    UTAH  PIT  I  ON  SITUATION. 

On  June  1,  Walter  Kingsbury,  of  the  Salt  Lake  City  office,  wrote  the 
following  letter  to  R.  L.  Ringer,  at  Portland: 

"The  Utah  .onion  acreage  this  season  is  estimated  at  900,  compared  with 
800  in  1926,  500  in  1925,  and  300  in  I92U.    The  yield  for  the  1925  season  was 
exceptionally  heavy,  being  estimated  ^t  660  bushels  per  acre,  and  that  season^ 
shipments  amounted  to  599  cars.    The  1926  yield  was  cut  by  drouth  and  thrips, 
and  the  early  freeze  in  September,  coming  when  much  of  the  crop  was  still 
curing  in  the  field,  caused  additional  losses.    Average  yield  for  1926  was 
estimated  at  klj>  bushels  per  acre,  while  shipments  totaled  592  cars,  or 
practically  the  same  as  the  previous  season,  although  the  acreage  was  Gofo 
greater . 

"With  the  exception  of  a  few  acres  of  Yellow  Danvers,  the  entire  area 
is  planted  to  the  Spanish  type  onion.    Heretofore,  the  bulk  of  the  acreage 
has  been  planted  with  seed  imported  from  Spain,  but  in  recent  years  the 
farmers  have  been  producing  a  strain  of  homegrown  seed,  which  has  proved  to 
give  better  results,  in  both  quality  and  yield,  than  seed  from  any  other 
source.    This  year,  so  far  as  I  know,  not  a  field  has  been  planted  with  any- 
thing but  homegrown  seed.    The  quality  of  the  crop  has  improved  steadily  in 
past  seasons,  with  the  increasing  use  of  this  seed,  and  should  be  better  than 
ever  this  year. 

n'.7hile  the  weather  this  spring  has  been  cool  and  there  has  been  some 
damage  from  late  frosts,  nothing  has  occurred  as  yet  to  reduce  the  yield 
materially.    With  reasonably  good  weather  conditions,  the  State  should  ship 
800  or  more  cars  of  onions  this  season.    The  shipping  period  begins  about 
September  1  and  usually  continues  into  January  or  even  later.    Last  season, 
heaviest  movement  took  place  around  the  middle  of  September  and  there  were 
very  fev/  carlot  shipments  after  the  first  of  the  year. 

"The  1926  season  was  not  a  good  one  from  the  standpoint  of  the  grower. 
Market  conditions  around  harvesting  time  did  not  appear  favorable,  and  most 
growers  sold  their  crop  immediately  after  harvest,  at  comparatively  low  prices. 
Very  few  onions  were  stored,  ana,  when  the  price  advance  came,  there  were  few 
cars  left  to  ship.i?

One  of  the  pathologists  recently  called  attention  to  the  fact  Uhat  it 
has  become  rather  common  practice  with  some  inspectors,  when  forwarding  diseas- 
ed specimens  for  diagnosis,  to  omit  some  of  the  information  called  for  on  the 
card.^  This  applies  particularly  to  the  item:   "Origin  of  original  shipment." 
This  item  is  especially  important,  as  the  pathologists  use  this  information 
in  recording  the  cistribution  of  the  diseases.     Some  inspectors  follow  the 
plan  of  showing  the  shipper's  address,  which  is  often  misleading,  For  example,  - 
apples,  shipped  by  the  Northwestern  Fruit  Exchange  of  Seattle,  obviously  did  not 
originate  at  Seattle,  but  in  one  of  the  many  districts  of  the  Northwest*  In 
other  cases,  we  find  only  the  State  shown,  as  "Washington  Winesaps",  or  "New 
York  Baldwins." 

It  is  true  that,  in  many  instances,  the  inspection  application  does  not 
show  the  point  of  origin  or  district,  but  it  is  nearly  always  easy  for  the 
inspector  to  get  this  information.    The  pathologists  emphasize  the  fact  that 
this  information  is  important,  and  is  well  worth  the  slight  effort  which  it 
requires. 

It  is  also  important  that  the  location  and  distribution  in  the  car  be 
clearly  shown. 


2c  .     GOOD  RECORD  FOR  MAINE  POTATO  INSPECTIONS. 

The  following  item  appeared  in  The  New  York  Packer  for  June  U,  The 
date  line  reads:     Augusta,  Me.,  June  3.  - 

For  35  weeks, the  Maine  Department  of  Agriculture,  cooperating  with  the 
United  States  Food  Products  Inspection  Service,  has  given  inspection  service 
for  table  stock  potatoes  from  the  1926  crop.     It  is  the  largest  season's  work 
ever  done  in  Maine,  and  from  all  angles  is  the  most  satisfactory.    A  total  of 
5,5£>7  cars  have  been  inspected  and  out  of  this  number  only  11  cars,  or  less  than 
.02  of  lf0f  have  been  reversed.    The  increased  volume  of  business  over  any  other 
season  has  enabled  the  Department  of  Agriculture  to  place  inspectors  at  more 
shipping  stations  than  ever  before,  so  that  it  has  been  possible  to  make-  com- 
plete inspection  of  practically  all  cars  inspected,  or,  to  be  exact,  only  9«2v 
of  the  certificates  issued  have  been  restricted.    This  is  a  much  higher  per- 
centage of  complete  inspections  than  is  possible  at  receiving  markets,  where 
the  cars  arrive  fully  loaded.    The  inspection  records  also  show  that  the  grading 
of  Maine  potatoes  is  rapidly  improving,  as  only  U»3$  of  the  cars  inspected 
were  below  grade . 

2§c .    NORTH  CAROLINA  CARS  NOT  GOVERNMENT-  INSPECTED. 

".Vhile  the  State  is  doing  some  inspection  work  in  North  Carolina,  there 
is  no  Federal  shipping-point  work  being  conducted  there.    If  requests  are  re- 
ceived for  inspection  of  these  State  cars,  they  should  be  treated  in  the  same 
way  as  non-inspected  cars,  no  reference  being  made  to  the  State  certificate. 
Such  cases  are  not  appeal  inspections  and  are  in  no  way  different  from  regular 
receiving-point  inspection. 
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3c    OKLAHOMA  POTATO  INSPECTION  PROSPECTS. 

Gt  W,  Winfrey  wrote  the  following  from  Van  Buren,  Ark.,  on  June  kl* 
"This  week,  I  held  a  school  for  potato  inspectors  in  Oklahoma  City; 
had  about  20  men.    The  office  at  Hugo,  Okla.,  will  he  opened  tomorrow.  I 
expect  we  will  move  to  Muskogee  about  a  week  later,  as  that  section  will  begin 
shipping  a  little  early.    Mr,  Converse,  the  State  man,  expects  2,000  cars  for 
inspection.

July  1;  some  cars  may  move  by  June  25.    Many  of  the  Tennessee  shipments  prob- 
ably will  be  inspected." 

6c .    MORE  ABOUT  COACHELLA  VALLEY  ONIONS: 

Below  are  quoted  parts  of  a  letter  of  June  1,  from  Tom  Harmon,   in  charge 
of  onion  inspections  at  Indio ,   Calif.    This  letter  was  published  in  California 
Inspectors1  Notes  for  June  3;- 

"This  season,  including  May  J>lt  there  have  been  shipped  1,472  cars.  Of 
these,  1,189  or  about  Sofa  have  been  certified.    Of  the  inspections,  8U5  graded 
U.  S.  No.  1;  91  showed  over  ^ofo  U.  S.  No,  1  quality,  and  224  showed  poorer 
quality.    We  believe  there  will  be  about  150  cars  yet  to  go,  most  of  them, 
boilers . 

"In  addition  to  the  seed-stems  early  in  the  season,  we  had  good  taste  of 
sun-scald  for  several  days.    May  13  and  lU  were  the  hottest  days  I  have  ever 
experienced  during  my  time  in  Coachella  Valley,  and  not  only  scalded  many  of 
the  onions  being  harvested  but  affected  a  number  that  were  still  in  the  ground. 
It  was  impossible  for  the  inspectors  to  determine  at  once  whether  or  not  the 
onions  were  injured,  but,  after  standing  in  the  crates  for  two  or  three  days, 
many  commenced  to  break  down.    The  Crystal  Wax  showed  the  worst  injury.  We 
have  stored  some  onions  and  expect  to  gather  further  information,  when  these 
are  removed  and  examined-,"

"As  the  representative  in  California  of  Lloyd  S.  Tenny,  chief  of  the 
Federal  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,   it  will  be  my  duty  to  study  and 
report  upon  the  usefulness  of  the  many  activities  of  that  Bureau  in  this  State, 
to  see  that  these  activities  are  efficient  in  their  co-operation  with  each 
other  and  with  those  of  the  State,  and  to  suggest  new  services  which  may  be 
rendered  the  agriculture  of  California  by  the  joint  action  of  State  and  Feder- 
al forces.

An  editorial  in  the  Mew  England  Homestead  for  June  4  says: 
"Cons_.pt ion  of  fruits  and  vegetables  by  the  American  public  is  now  almost 
twice  what  it  was  10  years. ago,  according  to  a "study  recently  completed  by  the 
Bureau  of  Railway  Economics,     These  data,  of  course,  are  "based  on  rail  ship- 
ments the  past  10  years  of  the  lo  principal  fruits  and  vegetables  and  do  not 
show  the  greatly  increased  production  of  trucked- in  products  near  large  con- 
suming centers.    The  survey  in  question  indicates  that  rail  shipments  in  1917 
to  1919  for  the  16  principal  fruits  and  vegetables  averaged  478, 540  carloads. 
The  years  1924-  to  192o  showed  an  average  of -.848,099  carloads,  an  increase  of 
nearly  80$  during  the  10  years*     1%  -should  be'  noted  that  population  during  this 
same  period  increased  only  about  12$.    The  increase  in  common  staples  showed 
less  than  100$.    For  instance,  white  potatoes  increased  46$,  sweet  potatoes 
60%,  apples  73$,  cabbage  63$,  -  onions  54$,  tomatoes  83$.    Yet,  in  the  case  of 
more  perishable  products,  there  were  striking  increases,    Lettuce  advanced 
44o$,  grap      2l6$.  grapefruit  202$,  celery  138$.    This  survey  shows  the  exceed- 
ingly wide  rail  distribution  of  agricultural  products  throughout  the  country. 
Outside  of  the  few  such  staples  as  potatoes,  onions  and  cranberries,  New 
England  grefcuinably  dees  not  cut  much  figure  in  the  total  rail  shipments,  as 
compared  to  the  Wess  and  South  which  in  recent  years  have  built  up  a  tremendous 
business  in  our  eastern  markets.     Some  of  this  has  been  due  to  out-of-season 
shipments  hut  much  can  be  credited  to  advertising,  to  aggressive  salesmanship 
and  to  thorough  grading  and  standardization* n

The  Washington  office  frequently  receives  inquiries  regarding  the 
agricultural  possibilities  in  the  lower  Rio  Grande  Valley  of  Texas.

The  following  statements  appeared  in  a  letter  of  June  10,  from  R.  E. 
Corbin,  at  Crystal  Springs,  Miss.     It  should  be  noted  that  tomato  shipments 
from  that  State  to  June  11  totaled  about  3 , S00  cars,  compared  with  3f500 
all  of  last  season: 

"The  tomato  crop  here  is  larger  than  first  expected.    I  have  talked 
to  several  of  the  growers  and  shippers  about  the  prospects  for  the  remainder 
of  the  sea? on.    Estimates  range  from  600  to  3,200  cars.    Those  who  seemed 
best  informed  were  pretty  well  agreed  that  there  would  be  over  1,000  cars  yet 
to  roll .     Quality  of  the  tomatoes  is  holding  up  very  well,  for  so  late  in 
the  season.     Some  of  the  stock  is  small,  but  ther 3  are  more  No.  Us  than 
off-grade  stuff.    The  present  shortage  of  crate?    .-".11  cause  some  of  the 
tomatoes  to  ripen  on  the  vines,  which  will  probab  ly  result  in  some  losses  * 
There  is  a  good  local  market  for  ripe  and  wasty  tomatoes  at  the  paste 
factory  here,  at  $15*00  a  ton, 

''Interest  in  the  market  reports  is  very  good.    When  I  go  oi  t  on  the 
street  with  a  bundle  of  bulletins,  the  shippers ,  farmers  who  are  hauling, 
and  even  some  of  the  loaders  come  from  all  directions  to  get  them.11

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6b »    FURTHER  MEWS  I^GARBING  TEXAS  TOMATOES . 

On  June  ±3,  W.  D.  Googe  wrote  as  follows  from  the  Jacksonville, 
Texas,  field  station; 

"Including  today's  shipments .approximately  1,U00  cars  of  tomatoes 
have-been  shipped  from  the  Jacksonville  district,  compared  with  a  total  of 
about -1,800  cars  during  the  1926  season.    It  is  estimated  that  800  to  1,000 
cars  remain*    The  quality  of  the  tomatoes  has  been  generally  very  good;  some 
shippers  say  the  best  in  several  years.    Thirty  to  forty  cash  buyers  have 
been  in  the  territory  since  the  first  of  June,  and  the  deal  has  been  snappy 
and  interesting,    There  has  been  an  unusual  demand  for  green  wrapped  stock, 
dealers  most  of  the  time  being  unable  to  fill  all  orders.    This  has  been 
especially  true  of  shipments  made  in  lugs,  which  containers  in  other  years 
have  not  been  very  popular  in  this  section,     A  number  of  shippers  have  told 
me  that  next  year  they  expect  to  use  lugs  exclusively.    On  the  other  hand, 
unwrapped  pinks  have  be m  rather  hard  to  dispose  of, 

"'The  number  of  cash  buyers  and  their  eagerness  to  buy  have  made  the 
deal  mor„  profitable  to  local  factors  than  was  expected.    Prices  paid  have, 
in  many  cases,  been  as  high  as  jobbing  prices  ir  the  terminal  markets.  Many 
of  the  representatives  of  large  city  dealers  admit  they  have  been  losing 
freight  and  handling  charges,  but  still  they  get  orders  to  buy  more  cars. 
The  most  important  shippers  make  note  of  the  needs  of  the  local  representa- 
tives for  the  day  and  promise  them  they  will  try  to  fill  the  orders  at  the 
current  dayrs  prices  *    These  prices  are  usually  agreed  upon  about  8  p«m#, 
and  the  buyers  impatiently  wait  their  tuin  to  see  whether  their  orders  are 
going  to  be  filled  and  what  prices  they  will  have  to  pay* 

H:A  good  rain  is  falling  tonight  (Monday),  and  it  is  doubtful  if  any 
volume  will  be  loaded  tomorrow,     Considerable  apprehension  is  felt  con- 
cerning the  effect  the  rain  will  have  upon  the  carrying  quality  of  later 
shipments . "

The  notice  predicted  in  previous  Division  Letters,  to  be  published  in 
two  consecutive  i::sues  of  market  news  reports  at  market  and  field  stations, 
has  been  mailed  to  each  station  concerned.    As  a  precaution  against  overlooking 
any  office,  and  for  record  and  convenient  future  reference,  the  notice  to  be 
used  is  published  below i 

PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  EFFECTIVE  JULY  1 
PENALIZES  L:.'JJSTOT.A3LE  DUMPING  AND  FALSE  RETURNS 
3Y  COMMISSION  MERCHANTS 

The  Produce  Agency  Act,  approved  March  3,  1527,  is  effective  July  1, 
1927«    This  Act  makes  it  a  misdemeanor  for  anyone  receiving  perishable  farm 
products  in  interstate  commerce  for  or  on  behalf  of  another  to  dump,  abandon  or 
destroy  the  products  so  received  without  good  and  sufficient  cause  therefor, 
or  for  anyone  receiving  such  products  for  or  on  behalf  of  another  in  interstate 
commerce  to  fail  knowingly  and  with  intent  to  defraud    to  account  truly^and 
correctly  therefor,  or  to  make  any  false  statement  concerning  the  handling, 
condition,  quality,  quantity,  sale  or  disposition  thereof,    The  products  con- 
cerned include  fruits,  vegetables,  melons,  dairy  or  poultry  products,  or  any 
other  perishable  farm  products.    The  persons  interested  are  those  who  ship  on 
consignment  and  commission  merchants  or  others  who  receive  such  goods  as  an 
agent  for  another. 

Regulations  of  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture  for  the  enforcement  of  the 
Act,  and  a  statement  undertaking  to  answer  questions  which  may  arise  as  to  when 
and  under  what  circumstances  the  Act  is  applicable,  have  been  is sued a    All  per- 
sons, firms,  associations  or  corporations  handling  consigned  perishable  farm 
products,  therefore,  should  inform  themselves  of  the  provisions  of  this  new 
law.     Copies  of  the  regulations,  the  law,  and  the  explanatory  statement  may  be 
obtained  by  addressing  the  Chief  of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics,

It).     CROP  NOTES  FROM  OOLORAEO: 

On  Monday,  June  13,  J.  0.  Scott  wrote  as  follows  from  Denver,  regard- 
ing crop  conditions  in  the  State  of  Colorado: 

"Up  in  the  Bright  on .- Fort  Luptcn  district,   it  seems  that  many  growers 
have  increased  the  acreage  of  green  "beans-  this  season,  because' this  crop  proved 
to  he  a  paying  crop  last  year  for  mixed-car  movement.     I  do  not  know  that  there 
will  be  any  straight  cars  of  "beans  shipped,  "but  this  crop  will  certainly  be  an 
item  in  mixed-car  shipments. 

"A  light  frost  in  the  lower  end  of  the  San  Luis  Valley  last  week  did 
some  damage  to  the  Iceberg  lettuce  crop  around  Antonito,  Romeo  and  La  Jara. 
This  frost  will  probably  delay  lettuce  about  tvTo  weeks .    Our  reports  indicate 
that  potatoes  were  damaged  very  little,   if  at  all. 

,TF:3pcrts  on  the  early  potato  crop  in  Nebraska  are  not  yet  complete,  but, 
from  the  information  in  hand  at  present  for  Colorado,   it  seems  that  the  Fruita, 
Loma,  Mack  district  is  being  held  back  to  some  extent  by  cold  weather,  Some 
iields  are  beginning  to  bloom  and  first  movement  is  expected  around  July  k, 
The  early  .Crop  in  northern  Colorado,   scattered  around  Brush,  Fort  R'organ, 
La  Salle,  and  Gilcrest,  seems  to  be  in  fair  condition,  but  cool  weather  also 
has  somewhat  retarded  growth  in  this  district. 

"A  heavy  rain,  general  over  the  State  of  Colorado,  on  Saturday  and 
Sunday,  June  11  and  12,  will  help  all  crops,  but  we  will  need  some  warm  j 
weather  on  top  of  it.     The  recent  hailstorm  did  considerable  damage  in  the  ir- 
mediate  vicinity  of  Denver  and  just  north  of  Brighton.     In  some  fields  between 
Brighton  and  Fort  Lupton,  early  cabbage  was  practically  destroyed, 

"According  to  present  indications,  the  Western  Slope  peach  crop  should 
be  a^little  better  than  normal  in  both  tonnage  and  quality.    A  light  freeze  :r. 
hay  20  did  some  damage  in  spots,  but.  the  bloom  was  heavy  and  the  growers  ex- 
pect a  good-sized  crop,  unless  adverse  conditions  come  up  between  now  and  the 
opening  of  the  season.    Many  seem  to  chink  that  a  light  drop  will  help  to 
improve  quality.     The  crop  is  practically  all  Elbertas,  with  a  few  Carmans 
around  Palisade.     Shippers  are  of  the  opinion  that  shipments  should  begin 
about  August  15,  with  peak  movement  August  20  to  25  in  the  Palisade  district, 
while  Delta  should  ship  between  September  1  and  20,  with  peak  about  September 
10  to  15.    However,  it  is  too  early  to  give  exact  dates.    Shippers  estimate- 
the  Palisade  output  will  be  between  1,000  to  1,200  cars  and  Eelta  County  300 
cars  or  better.     In  general,   Colorado  peach  prospects  seem  to  be  very  good 
m  the  large  producing  districts,  while  the  crop  looks  fair  to  good  in  the 
smaller  districts."

lc  .    MAY  'JE  HAVE  MORE  J  N  VE  S  T  T  -3- AT1 1  PIT  S  ALONG  THIS  LINE, 

The  U.  Sc  No,  1  strawberry  grade  provides  that  the  10$  tolerance  shall 
he  on  a  volume  basis.    Recently  Harry  Linn,  at  Kennewick..  attempted  to  work 
out  a  practical  and  quick  method  of  computing  the  percentage  of  defective 
"berries  "by  volume,  by  determining  the  number  of  berries  all  of  a  certain  trans- 
verse diameter  which  would  be  required  to  fill  a  standard  dry  pint,  using  the 
packing  method  commonly  followed  in  the  Kennewick  section.  _ 

He  found  that  an  average  of  134  Clark  Seedling  berries  of  a  5/8  inch^ 
greatest  tiausverse  diameter  were  required  -co  fill  a  pint;  101  berries  3/4  inch 
in  diameter:  b\3  berries  7/8  inch  in  diameter;  k'{  berries  1  inch  in  diameter;  40 
berries  1-1/3  inch  in  diameter.    The  practical  application  of  this  is  readily 
seen  when  one  berry  in  a  cup  3./-I  inch      in  diameter  represents  1%  by  volume; 
one  berry  7/8  inch      in  diameter  represents  lv6$?  and  one  berry  1  inch  in 
diameter  represents  approximately  2fo  by  volume. 

While  Mr.  LinnTs  work  represents  the  average  of  measurements  on  several 
lots  of  berries  of  each  diameter,  it  is  believed  that  more  work  with  this 
variety,  as  well  as  other  varieties,  of  berries,  would  be  profitable  for  es- 
tablishing a  basis  for  inspection*    Any  inspectors  having  time  and  opportunity 
to  make  such  counts  of  the  number  of  unif ormly-size d.  berries  to  a  standard 
dry  pint,  should  report  their  findings,  including  the  variety  of  berry  used, 
so  that  such  information  may  be  made  available  to  all  in  the  State.  Similar 
work  may  prove  profitable  on  other  commodities,  the  grades  for  which  specify 
a  tolerance  on  a  volume  basis. 


2c.     LAST  CAR  OF  KEIftlE'.VICX  BERRIES  SHIPPED . 

On  June  10,  Harry  Linn  wrote  as  follows: 

"I  think,  judging  from  all  reports,  that  we  have  loaded  our  last  car 
of  strawberries,  making' a  total  of  eight  cars .  this}  season,  not  counting  l.c.l.

9c     COOL  WEATHER  WAS  RETARDING  CALIFORNIA  CANTALOUPES. 

"Oar  weather  here  has  certainly  been  true  California  weather,  having 
been  1 -unusual1  ever  since  the  cantaloupe  season  started,"  wrote  H*  W,  Peterson 
from  El  Centra;  June  13.     "Yesterday  228  cars  went  out  and  263  are  ordered  for 
today.    YesterdayTs  maximum  temperature  was  95*  an(i  the  minimum  5&  degrees. 
Our  work  has  decreased  again,  since  most  of  the  firms  are  not  shipping  heavily , 

as  a  result  of  the  cool  weather.  As  soon  as  it  turns  warm,  we  expect  more  work. 
Last  week  126  cars  were  inspected  at  El  Gentro  and  "Jl  cars  at  Brawley. 

"At  present,  it  looks  like  a  long  season,  with  heavy  shipments  until  the 
middle  of  July*    The  south  end  of  the  Valley  hasn*t  "begun  to  ship  to  any  ex- 
tent ,  as  yet  e " 

Frank  Kramer  writes  that  the  county  inspectors  have  been  carrying  on  a 
most  effective  standardization  campaign.    The  fact  that  the  cantaloupes  are 
maturing  slowly,  together  with  the  daily  drop  in  prices,  has  tempted  some  of 
the  shippers  zo  pick  immature  stock.    Many  thousands  of  crates  have  been  re- 
jected and  some  arrests  have  been  made,  resulting  in  cash  fines  of  $25  to  $250. 
The  general  quality  of  the  crop  has  been  excellent  this  season,  and,  aside  from 
a  few  such  immature  lots,  the  shipments  have  been  exceptionally  good, 

"It  has  been  estimates  that  75$  of  the  crop  yet  remains  to  be  moved," 
continued  Mr,  Kramer.     "A  total  for  the  season  is  estimated  as  high  as  18,000 
cars.    Bets  are  being  made  that  there  will  be  as  high  as  800  cars  a  day  during 
the  peak.    Everyone  seems  to  feel  prosperous.     Some  have  realized  enough  al- 
ready to  cover  all  expenses  of  leasing,  growing  and  crate- shook,  and,  from  now 
on,  any  sales  for  more  than  $1.00  will  be  velvet.    The  market  (June  13)  is 
around  $1*75  f  .o.b. 

"Shippers  at  Brawley  and  Westmoreland,  in  the  north  end  of  the  Valley, 
have  been  shipping  for  some  time  at  fancy  prices.    However,  with  the  steady 
decline  in  prices,  things  are  not  so  promising  for  growers  in  the  southern 
end  of  the  Valley,  -  Calexico  and  Heber,  -  where  picking  has  just  commenced, 

"Mr,  Norton,  the  Department's  mildew  expert,  has  found  traces  of  mildew 
in  all  parts  of  the  Valley,  with  an  occasional  field  badly  damaged.    He  pre- 
dicts that  the  damage  will  be  light,  and  nothing  like  last  year  when  mildew 
was  on  the  rampage  when  pickings  first  started," 

10c.    FRUIT  PACKAGES  AND  SIZING  MACHINERY  IN  CALIFORNIA. 

Mr.  Stillwell  and  Mr.  Eackleman  "ere  in  northern  California  at  the 
same  time  recently,  and  made  the  following  observations  at  shipping-points: 

The  use  of  sizing  machines  for  plums  was  of  especial  interest.  The 
Lambert  lug  seems  to  be  gaining  favor  for  cherries  which  are  "drop"  or  "bunch- 
faced"  in  the  container.     In  this  connection,  one  shed  in  Vacaville  is  putting 
up  a  loose  pack  of  apricots  in  k  l/k  inch  fruit  lugs,  the  stock  first  being 
mechanically  sized,  as  well  as  carefully  graded  for  defects.    Another  Vaca- 
ville firm  is  trying  an  experiment  with  small  sizes  of  plums,  packing  them  in 
small  baskets  which  fit  six  in  a  standard  crate,  usually  containing  four  bas- 
kets.   They  believe  this  sub-container  will  meet  with  favor  from  the  chain- 
store  trade. 
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11c.     CALIFORNIA  APPLE  ACT  AvjSNLEB . 

The  Gaiiforilia  Standard  Apple  Act,  amended  1927i  will  become  effective 
July  29,  1927*    The  following  are  important  changes  in  the  provisions: 

(1)  Instead  of  requiring . all  "Fancy"  and  "G"  grade  apples  to  be  packed, 
two  additional  grades  "Fancy  loose"  and  11 G  loose"  are  provided. 

(2)  The  cooking  varieties,  Fed  Astrachan,  White  Astraphan,  Alexander 
and  Beitigheimer,  are  no    longer  required  to  "be  mature  for  "Fancy"  and  "C" 
grades » 

(3)  Internal  browning,  which  cannot  he  detected  by  external  examination 
or  pressure,  shall  he  allowed  in  "Unclassified"  grade , 

(  •)  An  entire  lot  must  average  within  the  tolerance  of  the  grade  used, 
and  not  more  than  one-fourth  of  the  packages  in  the  lot  shall  exceed  the  toler- 
ance by  acre  than  one-half  of  the  tolerance  allowed, 

(5)     The  half-box  is  an  added  standard  container* 

Copies  of  the  new  Apple  Act  and  the  new  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Act  will  te 
distributed  '.he  latter  part"  of  June. 

12c .     APPLI^ri^^ij^v  ,;PPL£  GRADES  IN  CALIFORNIA* 

Concerning  the  maturity  requirements  for  all  California  apples  under 
the  old  Apple  Act,  and  the  exemption  of  the  early  cooking  varieties,  mentioned 
above,   from  the  maturity  requirements,   ,7,  F.  Ai?.ewelt  wrote  in  part  as  follows! 

We  feel  that,  since  the  industry  has  requested  this  change,  which  has 
been  approved  by  the  legislature,  it  is  mere  reasonable  to  permit  the  packing  J 
oi  these  varieties  in  this  manner  at  the  beginning  of  the  season  than  to  adh 
rigidly  to  the  present  legal  requirements  and  make  a  change  during  the  course 
of  the  shipping  period.     Consequently,  in  the  case  of  apples  of  these  varieties, 
which  meet  all  requirements  of  the  grades  as  specified  in  the  new  Act,  we  will 
permit  the  use  of  the  official  State  apple  stamps  with  Fancy  and' C1 grade  desig- 
nations. 

"The  certificates  on  such  lots  will,  of  course,  hsve  to  state  that  the 
fruit  is  immature,  since  these  varieties  customarily  are  handled  in  no  other 
condition.    On  the  other  hand,  under  the  grade  statement,  we  will  show  the 
following  wording:     T Aside  from  maturity,  these  aoples  meet  all  requirements 
of  California  Fancy  Grade . 1 

"Since  the  new  provisions,  however,  do  not  become  effective  legally  un- 
til after  July  29,  we  would  recommend  that,  in  any  quotations,  confirmations, 
or  contracts,  you  provide  that  these  apples  shall  meet  the  requirements  of  the 
California  Fancy  or  California  '  C1  grade,  as  the  case  may  be,  with  the  ex- 
ception of  maturity."

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la,     COOPERATION  WITH  FEDERAL  COORDINATING  AGENCIES. 

Memorandum  No.  571,  Office  of  the  Secretary,  is  so  important  for  all 
EMPLOYEES  IN  THE  FIELD  that  it  is  reprinted  in  full  below.     It  is  dated  June 
9,  1927,  and  bears  the  following  title: 

Cooperation  with  Federal  Coordinating:  Agencies  , 
The  attention  of  all  members  of  the  Department  is  directed  to  the  fact 
that  the  policy  cff  the  Government  contemplates  full  and  complete  cooperation^ 
on  the  part  of  all  its  officers  and  employees  with  the  various  Federal  coordi- 
nating agencies.     In  a  recent  communication,  the  Chief  Coordinator  pointed  out 
that,   "while  this  understanding  exists  to  a  satisfactory  degree  among  the  of- 
ficials stationed  in  Washington,  there  remains  a  lack  of  such  comprehension  on 
the  part  of  many  field  officials.    'Area  coordinators  use  all  available  chan- 
nels of  communication  in  efforts  to  educate  field  officials  in  their  districts, 
but  it  appears  that  the  information  thus  disseminated  has  not  had  the  desired 
effect,"     vtinile,  so  far  as  known  to  this  office,  there  is  no  instance  of  record 
where  any  member  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture  has  failed  to  cooperate  fully 
with  the  coordinating  agencies,   it  seems  desirable  at  this  time,  in  oraer  that 
this  satisfactory  situation  may  be  continued,  to  emphasize  the  following  points 
for  the  information  and  guidance  of  all  concerned: 

(1)  That  the  Service  of  Coordination  is  an  Executive  agency,  estab- 
lished by  the  President  for  the  purpose  of  enabling  him  to  coordinate  the 
activities  of  the  various  departments,  bureaus,  and  establishments  of  the 
Executive  branch,  and  to  develop  and  put  into  operation  unified  plans  of  busi- 
ness administration: 

(2)  That  all  officers  and  employees  of  the  Executive  Government  are ^ 
directed  to  furnish  any  available  information  desired  for  purposes  of  coordi- 
nation, or  to  attend  any  conference  on  coordination,  at  the  request  oi  the 
Chief  Coordinator  or  his  duly  authorized  agents,  and  to  afford  access  to  these 
duly  authorized  agents  of  the  Chief  Coordinator  or  of  the  coordinating  boards 
to  books  and  papers  of  the  various  departments  and  independent  establishments 
which  contain  information  pertinent  to  the  subject  under  consideration  for 
coordination; 

(3)  That  this  service  is  carried  on  by  personnel  and  services  con- 
tributed by  the  various  executive  activities,  and /is  the  duty  of  Federal  of- 
ficials generally,  even  in  cases  in  which  they  are  not  regularly  designated 
members  of  any  of  the  coordinating  agencies,  to  assist  actively  the  coordi- 
nating service,  in  the  execution  of  the  President's  plans  and  policies,  when- 
ever opportunity  offers; 

(U)  That  the  duty  of  participation  in  interdepartmental  coordination 
is  particularly  applicable  to  field  employees  in  connection  with  the  activi- 
ties of  that  branch  of  the  field  service  of  coordination  known  as  the  Federal 
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Business  Association  (See  Department  Memorandum  No.  532,  dated  April  29,  1925); 

(5)  That  the  area  coordinators  and  Federal  Business  Associations  are 
field  agents  of  the  Chief  Coordinator,  the  area  coordinators  having  direct 
supervision  of  the  activities  of  the  business  associations,  and  these  associa- 
tions "being  duly  authorized  coordinating  agencies  and  entrusted  with  local 
questions  involving  coordination  along  varied  lines; 

(6)  That  cooperative  measures  of  interdepartmental  concern  applied 
intradepartmentally  to  the  various  bureaus  and  other  divisions  of  departments 
partake  of  the  qualities  of  interdepartmental  effort  and  result  in  closer 
working  agreements  and  more  harmonious  relations  within  the  departments  them- 
selves . 

Chiefs  of  bureaus  are  requested  to  bring  this  information  to  the  at- 
tention of  all  employees,  both  in  Washington  and  the  field.

2a.     SOME  OBSERVATIONS  BY  MR.  SHERMAN.  AT  SACRATZNTQ . 

In  a  .Letter  of  June  20,  from  Sacramento,  Mr*  Sherman  wrote  as  follows: 
"We  are  enjoying  the  1 unusual1  weather ,  which  seems  to  prevail  nearly 
half  the  time.    While  no  rain  is  expected  from  the  last  of  April  to  October, 
we  were  honored  with  a  regular  eastern  summer  thur.de r- s u orm  soon  after  our 
arrival  in  Sacramento.    We  expected  100°  daily  for  at  least  100  days  but 
have  heard  di  only  two  days  thus  far  when  100°  was  recorded.    The  nights  are 
delightfully  cool  and,  thus  far,  they  have  been  breezy* 

"I  am  the  only  member  of  the  California  Division  of  Markets  in  Sacramen- 
to.   The  main  office  has  been  and  still  is  in  San  Erancisco,  where  we  have  an 
Assistant  Chief  and  two  investigators  or  aids.    The  office  in  Los  Angeles  has 
been  closed.    We  four  now  constitute  the  entire  organization.    We  are  busy 
preparing  to  put  the  new  Produce  Dealer Ts  Act  into  effect  August  1.    This  Act 
gives  almost  unlimited  power  of  control  over  all  dealers,  who  do  any  com- 
mission business,  either  as  shippers  or  as  receivers*     It  is  to  be  supported 
by  a  fee  of  $25  from  each  license  issued.    We  do  not  know  what  the  income  will 
be.    We  are  gradually  shifting  the  correspondence  from  San  Francisco  to  Sacra- 
mento . 

"Mrs.  Sheraan  and  I  are  1 light  housekeeping'  in  a  small  apartment, 
close  to  the  office  and  fronting  Capitol  Park;  so  I  need  not  lose  much  time 
from  work.

3a.    MOTHER  BULLETIN  ON  FARM  PRICES. 

Statistical  Bulletin  No.  15  has  come  from  the  press.    This  is  the  third 
in  the  series  which  shows  prices  of  farm  products  received  by  producers,  from 
1866  to  date.    Bulletin  15  relates  to  the  North  Central  States.    Copies  can 
be  obtained  from  Miss  Thomas,  Division  of  Information  in  this  Bureau, 
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^     HEALTH  OFFICERS  AS' INSPECTORS  UNDER  PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT. 

Letters  have  been  mailed  this  week  to  the  Health  Officers  of  all  cities 
having  10,000  or  more  population,  calling  attention  to  their  designation  in 
the  Produce  Agency  Act  regulations  as  a  class  authorized  to  inspect  produce 
as  to  quality  and  condition,  with  a  view  to  its  being  dumped  or  destroyed,  and 
to  issue  certificates  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act,    Sample  forms  of  a  suitable 
application  and  a  suitable  certificate,  containing  the  essential  information, 
have  been  furnished  these  officers. 

Specific  instructions  to  our  own  Food  Products  Inspectors,  relating  to 
their  inspection  and  certification  under  the  Produce  Agency  Act,  will  be 
issued  in  the  near  future. 

On  account  of  failure  of  Congress  to  provide  funds  for  the  enforcement 
of  this  Act ,  the  Bureau  will  not,  until  such  funds  are  provided,  perfect  an 
organization  to  obtain  evidence  for  the  purpose  of  preparing  cases  to  be  pre- 
sented to  -.he  Department  of  Justice  for  prosecution.    However,  for  the  infor- 
mation of  fhe  Department ,  market  news  men  and  inspectors  are  requested  to  call 
the  attention  of  the  Bureau  to  apparent  violation  of  the  Act,  with  such  evi- 
dence as  they  may  be  able  to  furnish  without  any  efforts  which  might  lead  the 
trade  to  believe,  that  the  enforcement  of  the  Act  is  being  handled  by  market 
news  men  and  inspectors.     It  is  the  intention  of  the  Bureau  to  keep  these 
services  free  from  connections  with  enforcement  activities,  which  might  affect 
unfavorably  the  spirit  of /cooperation,  which  is  so  essential  .to  the  success 
of  these  services 


5a.     PLANS  FOR  CRAPE  AND  APPLE  CLEARING  HOUSES. 

With  this  Division  Letter,   there  is  being  sent  to  all  technical  men  in 
the  Division  a  statement  regarding  the  organization  and  plans  of  the  Califor- 
nia Vineyardists 1  Association  and  the  Grape  Clearing  House.     It  is  thought 
advisable  to  place  this  rather  detailed  statement  in  the  hands  of  every  man, 
in  order  that  each  one  may  be  in  a  position  to  answer  any  questions  raised  by 
members  of  the  trade  or  railroad  officials. 

Mr-  Cross  expects  to  complete  arrangements  for  securing  the  desired 
information  from  eastern  cities,  but  it  is  going  to  be  necessary  for  Bureau 
men,  in  charge  of  the  various  offices  involved,  to  follow  up  these  arrange- 
ments and  see  that  the  information  is  submitted  promptly  and  accurately. 

Plans  for  a  clearing  house  in  the  Northwest  are  not  yet  fully  developed. 
However,  there  has  been  organized  the  Northwest  Fruit  Shippers'  Council,  with 
seven  district  organizations.    The  abandonment  of  the  supplemental  f.o.b. 
sales  report,  which  has  been  issued  from  the  Spokane  office  for  a  number  of 
years,  is  proposed.     Instead,  each  district  proposes  to  issue  a  report  based 
upon  a  very  detailed  record  of  aaily  sales,  quotations,  and  rejections,  fur- 
nished by  district  members.     These  reports  will  go  to  all  members  in  all 
districts  and  may  be  supplemented  by  an  exchange  of  information  by  wire 
between  certain  districts.    This  proposed  plan  ?/ill  give  shippers  more  informa- 
tion than  they  have  had  and  its  release  will  be  speeded  up.     Reports  would 
be  checked,  as  in  past  seasons,  by  a  Bureau  man.

lb.    WATERMELON  NEWS  FROM  VALDQSTA. 

Under  date  of  June  26  at  Valdosta,  Ga.,  H.  E.  Willson  writes  the  follow- 
ing news  of  the  southern  watermelon  situation: 

nThe  Uth  of  July  demand  has  been  good  during  the  latter  part  of  this 
past  week  and  prices  advanced.    The  distribution  especially  in  the  eastern 
States,  particularly  Pennsylvania  and  New  York  was  very  good.    This  is  largely 
accounted  for  "by  one  association  which  is  making  a  specialty  of  supplying  the 
smaller  markets.    The  shipments  from  Florida  will  undoubtedly  show  a  decided 
decrease  this  week.    The  G-raceville  and  Live  Oak  sections  are  past  their  peak 
but  due  to  more  favorable  weather  conditions,  there  will  be  light  shipments 
from  Florida  for  a  considerable  period.    According  to  all  reports,  South 
Carolina  will  be  shipping  in  fair  volume  by  the  latter  part  of  this  week. 
However  it  is  generally  predicted  that  the  movement  as  a  whole  will  not  be 
heavy,  for  the  next  ten  days.    The  first  cutting  in  south  Georgia  has  been 
light  but  the  shipping  district  extends  over  a  large  territory*    There  are 
plenty  of  small  melons  set  on  the  vines  and  the  movement  from  this  section 
for  the  next  two  or  three  weeks  will  depend  primarily  on  the  weather  con- 
ditions.   There  has  been  sufficient  rain  during  the  last  ten  clays  to  develop 
a  good  second  crop  and  if  the  conditions  continue  favorable,  the  shipments 
will  be  fairly  heavy  during  the  week  of  July  Uth.    Heavy  loading  is  predicted 
for  Monday  as  that  is  practically  the  last  day  for  shipments  to  reach  the. 
larger  markets  for  the  kth  of  July  trade.    A  sharp  decline  in  prices  is  pre- 
dicted for  Tuesday  or  Wednesday." 


2b.     CLOSE  OE  JACKSONVILLE  TOMATOES  > 

W.  D.  G-ooge  writing  from  Jacksonville,  Texas,  June  22,  makes  the  follow- 
ing comment  on  the  close  of  the  season  in  that  section: 

"Have  just  been  talking  with  the  leading  shippers  in  this  section,  and 
they  think  the  tomato  deal  is  practically  over  here.    A  good  rain  Sunday  night, 
light  showers  Monday,  followed  by  continuous  rain  all  |Ionday  night  and  Tuesday 
morning,  soaked  the  ground  and  the  tomatoes.     It  will/aeweek  before  any  more 
green  wraps  will  be  shipped,  provided  it  does  not  rain  any  more.    With  favor- 
able weather  there  is  a  remote  possibility  that  300  to  500  cars  may  yet  be 
shipped  from  this  territory,    A  considerable  acreage  was  destroyed  by  hail  and 
replanted,  and  this  crop  will  be  harvested  around  July  1st.     Some  if  it  will 
be  moving  as  late  as  July  15th.    The  latter  part  of  the  main  crop  may  not  be 
harvested,  because  shippers  are  afraid  of  its  carrying  quality.    All  sheds  are 
idle  today,  but  some  contemplate  making  a  few  shipments  of  pinks  the  latter 
part  of  the  week  if  no  more  rain  falls.1'

-  HAROLD  7;.  SAMSON  - 

One  of  our  most  optimistic  and  progressive  leaders  is  gone*  with 
sincere  sorroir,  announcement  is  made  of  the  death  of  Harold  W.  Samson, 
Specialist  in  Standardization,  who  was  leader  of  the  Grades  and  Standards 
project  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable  Division  since  .July  1,  1920,    For  about 
six  months,  Mr,  Samson  has  been  absent  from  his  office  in  Washington,  lur- 
ing this  interval,  earnest  efforts  were  made . toward  the  regaining  of  Ms 
health,  but  his  condition  became  more  serious  about  the  middle  of  June  and 
the  end  came  at  his  home  in  Takoma  Park,  Md.,  about  6:30  on  the  morning  of 
July  k%    Funeral,  services  were  held  at  a  local  undertaking  establishment 
on  Wednesday  evening,  attended  by  a  large  representation  from  this  Bureau 
and  from  other  branches  of  the  Department . 

Mr.  Samson  was  born  at  Fuyallup,  Wash.,  on  February  13,  1S88,  and 
attended  the  Washington  State  College  for  three  years,  where  he  special- 
ized in  horticulture .    He  then  went  to  the  College  of  Agriculture,  Univer- 
sity of  California,  and  received  the  B.S.  degree  from  this  institution  in 
1910.    At  the  California  college  he  specialized  in  plant  pathology.  During 
the  summers,  from  19oU  to  1908,  he  was  employed  by  the  Yakima  Horticultural 
Union,  and  from  1912  to  1918  he  performed  extensive  service  along  horticul- 
tural lines  in  the  State  of  Washington,    For  some  time,  he  was  a  District 
Horticultural  Inspector. 

Mr.  Samson's  connection  with  this  Bureau  dates  from  April,  1913. 
In  July,  1920,  he  became  head  of  the  section  of  Grades  and  Standards  and 
was  also  in  charge  of  the  enforcement  of  the  U.S..  Standard  Container  Act. 
More  recently,  the  preparation  of  bulletins  and  special  investigational 
studies  along  economic  lines  were  added  to  the  work  of  his  project .  With 
the  assistance  of  his  well-trained  staff,  Mr.  Samson  accomplished  remark- 
able results  along  standardization  lines  during  the  last  few  years.  Grades 
have  been  prepared  and  recommended  to  the  trade  for  U5  fruits  and  vegetables 
and  the  use  of  these  standards  throughout  the  United  States  is  rapidly  in- 
creasing . 

In  addition  to  numerous  other  publications  of  his  project,  Mr,  Samson 
personally  or  jointly  was  author  of  the  following  bulletins

Mr.  SamsonTs  work,  particularly  in  connection  with  standards  for  use 
in  the  shipping-point  inspection  service,  necessitated  frequent  trips  to  the 
field.    He  was  known  to  practically  every  member  of  the  Fruit  and  Vegetable 
staff  and  had  a  host  of  friends  in  all  parts  of  the  country,  especially  in 
the  Pacific  Northwest  and  in  California,    He  was  favorably  known  for  his 
genial  disposition,  his  sunny  smile,  and  for  absolute  devotion  to  the  work  in 
hand.    During  his  nine  years'  connection  with  the  Department  of  Agriculture, 
Mr. 4  Samson  rendered  a  most  valuable  service  to  the  fruit  and  vegetable  inter- 
ests of  the  country.    His  going  will  be  felt  very  keenly,  not  only  by  his 
associates  in  this  Bureau  and  in  other  branches  of  the  Department  but  also 
by  growers,  shippers  and  the  trade  in  general.  .  All  .regret  his  untimely  death 

Mr,  Samson  is  survived  by  his  wife  and  two  daughters,  aged  about  10 
and  12  years,  respectively,    Sincere  sympathy  of  the  entire  Fruit  and  Vege- 
table Division  is  extended  the  bereaved  family, 

CHIEF  OF  BUREAU  BEARS  TESTIMONY  TO  MR.  SAMSON rS  LIFE  AND  WORK , 

Mr.  Lloyd  S«  Tenny,  Chief  of  Bureau,  submitted  the  following  statement 
for  publication  in  the  Division  Letter: 

"The  death  of  Mr.  Harold  Samson  is  indeed  a  great  shock  to  all  of 
us  in  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics.     In  his  position  as  head  of 
our  Fruit  and  Vegetable  research  and  standardization  project,  Mr.  Samson 
was  able  during  the  past  years  to  create  a  place  for  himself  that  was 
indeed  enviable.    Being  a  hard  worker  and  a  splendid  cooperator  made  it  , 
possible  for  him  to  accomplish  much  in  his  official  capacity. 

"Mr.  Samson  had  a  keen,  active  mind  that  thought  problems  through 
in  a  splendid  manner.    He  also  had  the  proper  background  of  experience 
and  practical  knowledge  of  the  fruit  trade  that  made  his  service  doubly 
valuable . 

"I  am  sure  that  I  am  expressing  the  sentiment  of  the  workers  of 
the  entire  Bureau  when  I  say  that  there  are  few  of  our  men  whose  loss 
would  be  more  keenly  felt  than  is  that  of  Mr.  Samson." 

In  a  very  characteristic  manner,  Mr.  Samson  maintained  a  real  interest 
in  all  the  work  of  his  project  and  of  the  Division  in  general  during  his  long 
absence  from  the  office.    He  continued  to  do  some  work  at  his  home,  and  at 
times  had  his  stenographer  come  out  so  that  he  might  dictate  to  her.

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lb .    POTATO  SITUATION  IN  MORGAN  AMD  WELD  COUNTIES,,  COLORADO  * 

On  July  2,  J.  G-.  Scott  wrote  as  follows  from  the  Denver  office:- 
!,0n  Wednesday  of  this  week  I  made  a  trip  to  Fort  Morgan  and  Brush,  to 
look  over  the  early  potato  situation  in  that  northern  district.    Acreage  there 
has  been  increased  considerably,,  probably  due  to  the  fact  that  last  seasonTs 
crop  was  successful  and  banks  were  willing  to  finance  gro?/ers  in  purchasing 
seed.    Almost  the  entire  acreage  is  planted  in  northern-grown  certified  seed, 
mainly  Red  River  Valley  Cobblers.    The  set  is  only  fair  and  tonnage  probably 
will  not  be  increased  in  proportion  to  the  increase  in  acreage.    However,  every- 
one I  interviewed  seemed  to  think  that  the  crop  would  be  larger  than  last  year 
and  estimates  ran  all  the  way  from  300  to  U00  cars.     I  do  not  believe  that  it 
will  much  exceed  350  cars'.    There  seems  to  be  plenty  of  water  for  irrigation 
purposes,  but  recent  rains  have  taken  the  place  of  irrigation.    Brush  will  be 
the  heavy  shipping  point,  as  most  operators  are  located  there,  also  the  Exchange, 

"The  vines  are  in  full  bloom  at  the  present  time  and,  according  to  ship- 
pers, movement  should  be  under  way  by  August  1,    Because  northern- grown  seed 
was  used  almost  exclusively,  growers  believe  that  quality  will  be  better  than 
usual,     There  is  evidence  of  disease  in  some  fields,  probably  as  a  result  of 
cold,  wet  weather,     The  cold  weather  also  held  back  growth  and  will  make  ship- 
ments a  little  later  than  usual « 

"I  visited  the  LaSalle-Gilcrest  early  potato   -district  last  Monday, 
Conditions  were  somewhat  the  same  as  at  Brush.     Cold  weather  £&e-  .delayed  the 
crop,  but  some  growers  indicated  that  they  would  probably  dig  a  few  potatoes 
for  local  markets  the  week  of  July  U.    Acreage  was  increased,  but    here  too 
the  yield  will  not  be  increased  in  proportion  to  acreage.    There  is  some  evi- 
dence of  disease,  but  most  fields  appear  to  be  in  fairly  healthy  condition  at 
the  present  time. 

"I  believe  that  our  decision  to  start  potato  reports  on  July  15  will 
not  be  far  out  of  the  way.    There  probably  will  be  some  movement  before  that 
time,  but  all  districts  in  this  territory  are  at  least  a  week  to  ten  days 
late."

lc.     INTERPRET AT I ON  OF  U.  S.  GRADE  NO.  2  FOR  PEACHES. 

The  following  interpretation  of  serious  damage  by  scarring  on  U.  S.  No. 
2  peaches  is  given  for  the  guidance  of  all  inspectors: 

Two  scarred  areas,  not  more  than  l/2  inch  in  'diameter  and  not  deeper 
than  l/h  inch  on  large  peaches,  shall  be  permitted  in  the  U.  S.  No.  2  grade, 
provided  that  both  scars  do  not  occur  on  the  same  cheek  and  that  they  do  not 
cause  the  fruit  to  be  badly  misshapen.    Not  more  than  one  such  scar  shall  be 
permitted  on  small  peaches.

2c.     Y/^LA  VAALLa  ONIONS  PROBABLY  T7ILL  AVERAGE  SHALL  SIZE. 

In  a  letter  written  June  22,  Wayne  Garrett  stated  that  the  .Valla  ""alia 
onion  crop  :,locks  good  but  the  size  is  going  to  be  the  poorest  that  we  have 
had  to  contend  with  for  a  long  time.    Many  of  the  growers  are  cutting  their 
earlier  season  estimates  in  half    and  I  believe  they  are  about  right.  The 
entire  trouble  was  the  cold  and  cloudy  weather  during  the  early  part  of  the 
growing  season.    The  onions  developed  fine  looking  tops  but  the  bulb  develop- 
ment was  at  a  standstill  for  so  long  a  time  that  they  are  now  going  toward 
maturity  with  but  little  more  than  half  ordinary  size."''

An  error  occurred  on  page  3  'of  the  Weekly  Truck  Crop  Report  for  July  1, 
under  the  heading  of  acreage  of  domes tic- type  cabbage  for  1927-    This  is  the 
report  distributed  by  the  Division  of  Crop  and  Livestock  Estimates,  Minnesota 
was  shown  as  having  9>^-20  acres  of  domestic- type  cabbage  this  year*    It  should 
have  read  9U0  acres.    This  difference  of  S,Ug0  must  be  deducted  also  from  the 
three  totals  below,  -  the  total  for  dome s tic- type ,  the  total  for  domestic  and 
Danish-type  together,  and  the  grand  total  of  all  cabbage  for  1927-    The  weekly 
Review  dated  July  5  ^as  based  on  these  acreage  figures,  and  therefore  the 
entire  first  paragraph  under  the  heading  of  Cabbage  is  incorrect,    A  correction 
was  made  in  the  Review  for  the  current  week. 


2b,    NEWS  OE  TEXAS  PEACHES  AND  WATERMELONS . 

W.  D*  Googe  writing  from  Port  Worth,  July  6,  comments  as  follows; 

"On  a  trip  through  east  Texas  last  week,  I  stopped  at  Athens,  Tyler, 
Omaha,  Mt.  Pleasant,  Winnsboro  and  Sulphur  Springs.    Shippers  and  others  in- 
terviewed report  that  there  will  be  practically  no  peaches  shipped  from  the 
At hens- Jack sonvi lie- Tyler  section,  the  crop  having  been  killed  by  late  frosts 
in  the  spring.    The  damage  was  not  so  heavy  in  the  section  from  Naples  to 
Sulphur  Springs.    The  total  shipments  from  east  Texas  will  probably  not  exceed 
two  hundred  fifty  cars,  and  many  believe  there  will  not  be  more  than  two  hun- 
dred.    Carlot  shipments  will  begin  in  a  small  way  about  July  10  for  the  Elberta 
crop,  while  express  lots  of  Eileys  are  already  moving*    There  has  been  a  gen- 
erous supply  of  moisture,  and  brown  rot  is  reported  to  be  found  in  most  or- 
chards.   Normally  this  section  of  Texas  ships  about  a  thousand  cars. 

nThe  watermelon  outlook  is  more  promising.    The  yield  is  expected  to  be 
equal  to  that  of  last  year  in  all  growing  districts.    Too  much  rain  caused 
much  of  the  early  fruit  to  drop  off,  with  a  result  of  shipments  being  delayed. 
It  was  at  first  thought  that  the  carlot  movement  would  be  under  way  by  July  10, 
but  it  is  now  believed  that  it  will  be  nearer  the  20th  before  any  appreciable 
volume  will  be  ready  for  the  market.    I  am  advised  that  this  same  condition 
exists  in  the  Weatherford  section,  where  acreage  is  considerably  less  than  in 
previous  years.11 


3b.     HAILSTORM  DAMAGES  COLORADO  CROPS. 

The  following  information  was  wired  by  J*  G.  Scott,  Denver: 
"Heavy  hailstorm  July  13  in  Northern  Colorado  practically  destroyed 
crops  in  area  twenty  five  to  thirty  miles  long  and  eight  to  ten  miles  wide. 
Damage  mostly  between  Greely  and  Ault  and  sections  east  of  these  points.  Beans 
cabbage  and  grain  almost  total  loss.    Potatoes  and  sugar  beets  may  come  out  10 
some  extent  if  there  are  no  early  frosts.    Hail  reached  size  of  hen  eggs  and 
in  some  places  reported  three  inches  deep  on  ground  after  storm."

*+b.     OUTLOOK  FOR  NORTH  CAROLINA  PEACHES  > 

In  a  letter  to  Mr.  Stillwell  dated  July  3»  Candor,  H«  C,  Mr.  Calhoun 
makes  a  preliminary  estimate  of  the  peach  situation  in  that  State  as  follows: 

nA  prominent  factor  estimates  the  North  Carolina  peach  shipments  at 
not  to  exceed  1500  cars,  of  which  1200  are  divided  as  follows;  Georgia  Belles, 
400,  Elbertas  600,  Hales  100  and  various  varieties  100  cars. 

"In  addition  there  is  considerable  truck  and  l.c.l.  express  movement  at 
the  present  time.    One  association  has  two  trucks  on  the  road,  each  making  reg- 
ular trips  every  other  day  to  cities  in  North  Carolina,  Virginia,  etc,  and 
carrying  150  crates  to  the  load.    This  is  rather  an  experiment,  but  with  the 
hard  surfaced  roads  now  offering  almost  a  continuous  highway  to  the  principal 
coast  markets,  this  method  of  marketing  offers  great  possibilities  for  the 
Sand  Hill  crop. 

"Present  indications  are  for  the  shipments  to  reach  volume  about  the 
11th.,  with  the  peak  around  the  25th.  of  July,  and  perhaps  a  somewhat  earlier 
clean-up  than  last  year."

F-S.:CF4+2,   "The  Sicilian  Lemon  Industry",  by  Edwin  Smith,  is  a  re- 
cent mimeographed  release  of  the  Foreign  Statistics  section.     It  contains 
25  pages  and  enters  rather  fully  into  the  story  of  this  not  very  well  known 
industry.     Varieties  and  types  of  trees,  methods  and  costs  of  production, 
harvesting  and  marketing,  grades  and  sizes,  and  transportation  are  among 
the  problems  discussed.     Several  pages  are  devoted  to  lemon  derivatives, 
important  because  over  one-half  of  the  Sicilian  crop  is  manufactured  into 
derivatives  to  some  extent  before  leaving  the  island.     Tables  and  charts 
are  used  throughout  the  discussion.

lb.     DISTRIBUTION  OF  IMPERIAL  VALLEY  WATERMELONS  AND  CANTALOUPES. 

In  the  July  kt  bulletin  issued  at  El  Centro,  Mr.  Prugh  lists  the  dis- 
tribution this  season  of  1S0C     cars  of  Imperial  Valley  watermelons.  These 
figures  are  compiled  from  the  records  of  the  Pacific  Fruit  Express  Company, 
and  show  over  100  destinations  in  the  Western  United  States  and  lb  in  Canada. 
Los  Angeles  received  731  cars,  Portland  110,  Oakland  97,   San  Francisco  95, 
Seattle  62,  and  around  ko  cars  each  were  sent  to  Fresno,   Salt  Lake,   San  Diego 
San  Jose  and  Stockton. 

On  July  8,  Mr.  Prugh  issued  a  preliminary  review  of  the  Imperial 
Valley  cantaloupe  season.     Destinations  are  listed  of  1^,907  cars  going  to 
around  350  points  in  the  entire  United  States  and  in  Canada.     Chicago  receive 
2,998  cars,  Detroit  1,515,  New  York  1,100,  Los  ^ngeles  753,   Pittsburgh  559, 
Kansas  City  and  Boston  each  UgO,  while  around  250  to  350  cars  went  to  San 
Francisco,   Cleveland,   St.  Louis,   and  Cincinnati.

2b.     NOTES  FROM  TBS  FIELD. 

Wendell  Calhoun  writing  from  Candor,  IT.   C,  July  lo  says:   11  The  peaches 
are  not  so  good  just  now.     Too  much  moisture  and  not  enough  sun.     Much  of  the 
fruit  is  full  of  water,   and  the  color  generally  is  rather  poor.     The  buyers 
complain  that  the  fruit  is  not  'right',  meaning  that  it  is  rather  dead  in 
appearance.  "  prospects  are  good  any  way.     The  weather  is  more  settled,  and 
the  fruit  may  improve  by  the  first  of  the  week.     Shipments  are  going  to  be 
heavy  next  week,  with  the  peak  predicted  for  the  end  of  the  week. " 

Message  from  Mr.  Ringer,  Portland,  Ore.,   reads  as  follows:  "Production 
cauliflower  much  less  here  this  fall.     Acreage  probably  not  over  two- thirds 
of  last  year.     Poor  growing  weather  has  held  crop  back  and  new  wire  worm 
injury  reported  very  bad  in  many  lowland  fields."

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.  lCi     COOPERATE  WITH  PATHQLOC-ISIS-SEFD  MORE  SMMS, 

Several  errors  in  the  diagnosis  of  fruit  and  vegetable  diseases  have 
recently  "been  found.     This  is  very  serious,  for  the  importance  of  giving 
correct  diagnoses  on  the  inspection  certificate  cannot  "be  too  greatly 
emphasized.    Hot  only  is  this  an  important  factor  in  the  adjustment  of  claims, 
but  material  taken  from  certificates  is  used  in  "bulletins  and  other 
educational  publications  shoeing  the  distribution  of,  and  damage  caused  by 
plant  diseases.     As  a  source  of  this  material  "The  Food  Products  Inspection 
Certificate"  should  be  authentic.     To  accomplish  this  it  is  necessary  that 
inspectors  keep  in  close  touch  with  the  pathologists, 

It  is  felt  by  this  office  that  the  functions  and  status  of  the 
pathologists  associated  with  the  inspection  work  have  not  been  made 
sufficiently  clear*     The  small  amount  of  material  sent  in  for  diagnosis  is 
indicative  of  too  much  reluctance  in  asking  for  assistance  of  this  kind. 
Records  kept  for  the  past  three  years  show  that  there  are  several  offices 
that  have  neither  sent  specimens  nor  inquiries  regarding  pathological  phases 
of  the  work,    Many  offices  have  sent  in  but  one  or  two  specimens  in  the  past 
few  years.     It  is  inconceivable  that  any  inspector  could  recognize  each  and 
every  disease  encountered  when  new  diseases  occasionally  appear  and  some 
diseases  are  common  that  cannot  be  correctly  diagnosed  wi th?f& oratory  study, 

The  function  of  the  pathologists  is  to  see  that  correct  diagnoses  are 
made,  and  to  study  various  pathological  problems  connected  with  marketing  and 
storage.     It  is  obvious  that  this  work  is  seriously  handicapped  by  any  lack 
cf  cooperation.     To  facilitate  the  efforts  of  this  office  in  correcting  this 
condition  pathologists  will,   in  the  future,  be  required  to  give  a  detailed 
report  of  the  conditions  found  in  the  different  offices, 

Out  pathologists  will  visit  the  inspection  offices  at  frequent 
intervals  for  the  purpose  of  checking  up  with  each  inspector  on  his  knowledge 
of  plant  diseases,     Inspectors  should  shor  the  same  courtesy  in  carrying  out 
instructions  given  by  pathologists  that  is  shown  to  a  supervising  inspector. 
By  sending  in  specimens  for  pathological  examination  inspectors  will  increase 
their  knowledge  and  make  their  services  more  valuable  to  the  Department. 

Failure  to  send  in  diseased  specimens  will  reflect  upon  the  inspector 
who  may  think  that  by  net  sending  diseased  specimens  to  the  pathologist  he  is 
creating  the  impression  that  he  knows  it  all;  but  he  is  only  fooling  himself. 
Let  us  have  your  full  cooperation  in  this  matter. 

2c.     HIGH  QUALITY  PEACHES  PROFITABLE  FOR  IRDIAICA  C-R0..ERS. 

Production  of  high  quality  peaches,   followed  by  rigid  grading,  packing 
and  branding,  resulted  in  a  uniform  product  for  the  Indiana  peach  growing 
sections  which  in  1926  commanded  from  SO  cents  to  $1  more  p;er  bushel  than 
fruit  from  competing  territory,   according  to  Bulletin  309,   "Indiana  Peaches", 
issued  by  the  Purdue  Experiment  Station.     Last  year  was  the  first  time  the 
Indiana  growers  packed  according  to  U.  S.  grades  with  a  system  of  government 
inspection. 
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Effective  J-j.lv  i,  1927,   the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  was  abolished  as  such, 
and  the  FOOD,  DRUG  AtfD  INSECTICIDE  ADMINISTRATION  "became  an  organic  unit  of 
the  Department  of  Agriculture  in  accordance  with  legislation  passed  "by  the 
last  session  of  Congress.     The  Food,  Drug  and  Insecticide  Administration  will 
handle  the  regulatory  work  pertaining  to  enforcement  of  the  Food  and  Drugs 
Act,  the  Insecticide  and  Fungicide  Act,  Caustic  Poison  Act,  Federal  Import 
I-'ilk  Act,  Naval  Stores  Act  and  Tea  Inspection  Act.     The  Washington  staff  of 
the  administration  rill  "be.  organized  into  supervisory  administrative  offices 
and  technical  control  laboratories.    Mr.  -V/,  G.  Campbell,  director  of 
regulatory  work  of  the  Department  of  Agriculture,  will  direct  the  work  of  the 
admin istration,  while  Dr.  ?.  B.  Dunbar,  former  Assistant  Chief  cf  the  Bureau 
of  Chemistry,  in  charge  of  the  work  of  enforcing  the  Food  and  Drugs  Act,  will 
be  Assistant  Chief  cf  the  administration,   directly  responsible  to  Director 
Campbell. 

The  field  force  will  be  organized  with  three  inspection  districts  - 
as  at  present  -  each  district  territory  being  further  divided  into  station 
territories  in  accordance  with  the  existing  plan.     The  district  organization 
will  handle  all  the  field  work  involved  in  the  enforcement  of  all  the  laws 
assigned  to  the  Food,  Drug  and  Insecticide  Administration. 

Correspondents  will  please  note  the  change  in  designation  from  "Bureau 
of  Chemistry'1  to  "Food,  Drug  and  Insecticide  Administration,"  for  all  matters 
cf  a  regulatory  nature.     The  research  work  or  scientific  work  of  Chemistry 
and  of  Soils  is  now  combined  as  the  Bureau  of  Chemistry  and  Soils.

I  met  them  at  the  auction  house,  where  about  two  hours  were  spent  in 
examining  the  samples  and  hearing  discussions  by  Mr.  Taylor  and  Mr.Nellis 
on  the  make-up  of  the  auction.

la,     SUPREf.CE  COURT  '.7ILL  CONSIDER  EXCESS  'TOOL  PROFITS  CASE  OCTOBER  3. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  the  United  States  has  set  the  excess  wool  prof- 
its case  of  the  United  States  vs.  McFariand  for  argument  on  Octobe'r  3>  the 
opening  day  of  the  fail  term.    The  principal  points  to  be  decided  are  the 
validity  of  the  1918  Government  wool  regulations  and  the  meaning  of  "gross 
profits"  as  the  term  is  used  in  the  regulations*    There  is  prospect,  therefore 
that  a  Supreme  Court  decision  may  be  obtained  early  in  the  winter.     If  the 
decision  is  favorable  to  the  Government  all  suits  pending  in  Federal  District 
Courts  will  be  pressed  for  trial  and  every  effort  made  to  clear  up  this  war- 
time activity*     If  the  decision  is  unfavorable  to  the  Government  the  work  wil'J 
be  closed  up  sooner.    The  excess  profits  yet  to  be  collected  amount  to 

$710,000. 

It  will  be  recalled  that  the  Government  won  case  after  case  in  the 
Federal  Courts,  seven  Federal  District  Judges . passing  favorably  upon  the  right 
of  the  Government  to  collect  this  money.    Finally  the  Government  lost  a  case 
in  Baltimore,  Maryland,  which  enabled  it  to  take  appeals  to  the  higher  courts. 
It  has  been  understood  for  several  years  that  a  Supreme  Court  decision  would 
be  required  before  settlement  could  be  secured  from  the  larger  dealers  who 
hold  practically  half  of  the  total  excess  profits  of  $1,500,000  made  on  wool 
during  the  year  191S,  but  this  has  been  the  first ' opportunity  to  reach  the 
Supreme  Court,

Scott  on  returning -from  a  week's  trip  through  the  lettuce  sec- 
tions of  Colorado,  writes  that  taking  the  State  as  a  whole,  the  peak  of 
lettuce  shipments'  will  probably  be  reached  between  August  15  and  20,  ar.  d  of 
course  movement  Will  extend  on  into  September.    Bulk  of  the  green  peas  will 
probably  move  out"  in  mixed  cars,  with  expected  heavy  movement  the  week  of 
August  S.    G-ranby  reports  200  acres  of  early  lettuce  of  fair  quality  expected 
to  be  under  headway  after  August  10.  '  The  district  from  7/alcott  to  Minturn 
started  shipping  around  July  20.    Avon  is  the  heavy  loading  station  in  this 
district.    The  quality  of  the  stock  is  only  fair.    Mr.  Scott  noticed  packers 
throwing  out  from  $fo  to  20%  of  the  stock,    At  Buena  Vista  the  quality  was 
running  much  better  than  that  of  any  of  the  points  north.    Acreage  of  lettuce 
at  Buena  Vista  is  considerably  lower  than  last  year,  but  acreage  of  green  peas 
has  been  increased.    Peas  were  loaded  in  mixed  cars  and  the  quality  was  ex- 
cellent.   At  Del  Norte  the  quality  of  the  lettuce  seemed  to  be  much  better 
than  at  any  point  reached  in  Mr.  Scott's  trip. 

A  railroad  estimate    that  covers  a  large  portion  of  the  State  groups 
lettuce,  peas  and  cauliflower  together,  both  mixed  and  straight  cars  as  fol- 
lows:    San  Luis  Valley,  1,^50  cars,  Eagle  Valley,  375,  Buena  Vista  and  Salida 
district  200,  Newcastle,  Carbondale,  Aspen  district  30,  Hardscrapple  district 
(Wet  Mountain  Valley,  West- Cliff e  Hillside)  30,  Canon  City-Texas  Creek  dis- 
trict 115,  and  other  scattered  districts  50  cars. 

The  State  potato  production  is  placed  at  15,250  cars  as  a  preliminary 
estimate.    Of  this  amount  San  Luis  Valley  will  ship  over  7,000  cars.

lc .     EXPENSES  OF  APPEAL  INSPECT  IOITS  IN  OUTSIDE  MARIS  IS  ■ 

Several  inquiries  have  been  made  recently  as  tolwliether  the  traveling 
expenses  of  the  second  man  called  in  to  assist  in  reinspection  should  he 
charged  to  the  applicant.    The  Rules  and  Regulations  of  the  Inspection  Service 
say  that  such  expenses  "may  he  charged."    There  may  he  cases  when  it  would  not 
he  expedient  to  charge  these  expenses  to  the  applicant ■ for  appeal  inspection, 
hut  in  all  cases  the  applicant  should  have  full  information  on  this  point 
before  the  inspection  is  made,  so  as  to  prevent  unnecessary  disputes  later. 
No  request  for  appeal  inspection  in  one-man  markets  should  be  compiled  with 
unless  the  applicant  has  stated  his  willingness  to  pay  the  traveling  expenses  • 
incurred  by  the  second  man.     When  the  applicant  refuses  to  comply  with  rules 
and  regulations  on  this  point,  or  when  the  payment  of  traveling  expenses  in 
addition  to  the  regular  fee  appears  to  be  unjust, the  inspector  should  wire 
Washington' for  final  decision" before  proceeding  with  the  work.    Before  doing 
this,  however;  a  casual  examination  of  the  shipment  should  be  made ,  but  no 
report  should  be  given  to  the  applicant  for  re: aspect  ion  based  upon  this  pre- 
liminary inspection  which  should  be  made  for  the  sole  purpose  of  obtaining 
information  to  be  transmitted  in  the  wire  to  Washington.

As  there  has  been  no  uniformity  in  the  quoting  of  Colorado  pea  crates 
in  market  reports,  Mr,  Scott  of  Denver  was  wired  as  to  the  containers  in 
general  use.    His  reply  reads; 

nI  have  been  Quoting  peas  on  the  basis  of  Ujp  and  50- lb.  crates  rather 
than  pn  the  size  of  the  crates,  as    *><Jth  regular  11-  inch  pea  crates  and  stand- 
ara  craics  are  being  "used.    The  amount  of  the  ice  in' the  crates  usually  de- 
termines the  net  weight  of  the  peas,  and  the  amount  of  ice  used  depends  largely 
upon  the  length  of  the  haul.    For  some  short  hauls  50  pounds  of  peas  have  been! 
packed  in  the  small  crate  with  very  little  ice,  while  for  some  very  long- 
hauls  1+5  pounds  of  peas  and  heavy  iceing  are  used  in  the  large  crate*  How- 
ever, these  are  exceptional.     The  usual  pack  is  the  11- Inch  pea  crate  holding 
1+5  pounds  of  peas  with  a  moderate  amount  of  ice.    Another  factor  is  that  some 
shippers  use  a  solid  block  of  ice  in  the  crate  while  others  use  chipped  ice. 
Eor  these  reasons  I  believe  it  better  to  quote  peas  by  net  weight  rather  than 
by  the  size  of  the  crate,  ana  when  in  doubt  to  consider  1+5- lbs,  as  the  weight 
of  the  11- inch  crate  and  50  lbs  as  the  weight  of  the  lettuce  crate  when  used 
for  peas . " 

Market  station  men  will  follow  these  recommendations  when  reporting 
on  Colorado  peas.

R.  H .  Shoemaker,  writing  from  Benton  Harbor,  August  22,  contributes 
the  following  notes  on  Michigan  Crops: 

"The  potato  crop  in  this  State  is  suffering  badly  from  lack  of  moisture, 
and  I  am  told  that  much  of  the  territory  North  of  Grand  Rapids  has  not  had 
rain  for  eight  weeks.    September  however  often  results  in  considerable  rain, 
and  it  may  again  make  the  potato  crop  in  the  State  this  year, 

"Have  not  been  over  to  the  onion  swamps,  but  have  talked  with  several 
that  have,  and  understand  that  the  prospects  are  for  a  very  good  onion  crop 
this  season.     It  is  locally  estimated  that  there  are  1700  cars  of  onions  in 
the  Gunn  Lake  Swamp  alone  this  season.     I  am  hoping  to  be  able  to  find  time 
to  take. a  week  end  trip  over  to  the  Paw-Paw- LawtOn  grape  district,  and  the 
onion  swamp  in  the  near  future . 

"Pears  are  just  starting  to  move  and  there  are  Quite  a  few  Clapps 
Favorite  which  should  move  in  carlots  this  week.    Probably  75  cars  of  Bartletts 
have  been  contracted  around  $2.50  with  a  few  at  $2.60  per  bu, 

"Peaches  -  as  yet  nothing  but  a  few  Rochesters  moving,  all  going  to 
trucks  on  Benton  Harbor  market.     Probably  85;1>  of  the  Elberta  peaches  in  the 
State  have  been  contracted  from  the  growers  at  $2-2*25  mostly  $2*10-2*20  per 
bushel  for  2"  minimum  stock.    Peaches  need  rain  to  make  the  size.  Elbertas 
should  move  around  September  1, 

"Gra.pes  -  the  crop  is  yet  green,     Very  little  doing  as  yet.     I  know  of 
about  50  cars  contracted  at  $50.00  principally  with  a  very  few  at  $1+5,00  per 
ton.    Growers  are  holding  for  $b0.00;  but  no  one  is  willing  to  pay  that  much. 

"The  yield  of  the  Duchess  apple  crop  around  Benton  Harbor  district  has 
been  very  disappointing,  as  has  the  quality.    A  few  cars  were  contracted  in 
advance  of  the  season  at  $1.50- $1.85  for  mixed  A1  s  and  BTs  per  bushel.  The 
first  few  sales  of  the  season  around  $2,50  with  the  market  gradually  dropping 
to  the  present  level  of  $1*75*     Wealthys  are  thought  to  be  a  much  better  crop, 
and  will  start  moving  this  week.     The  late  crop  is  very  spotted  as  to  yields 
and  quality.    There  have  been  quite  a  few  sales  of  orchards  of  mixed  varieties, 
lump  sales,  but  very  hard  to  quote,     Otherwise  no  sales  on  contract  by  ship- 
pers as  yet  . "

lb.     CHECK  UP  Iv'iEIHOD  OF  WIRING  DAILY  SHAPE  REPORT, 

The  following  is  quoted  from  a  letter,  from  C.  E«  Schultz,  San  Francisco, 
August  27:  . ; 

"with  regard  to  the  reports  of  arrivals,  track  holdings  and  unloads  re- 
ceived each  day  from  the  east,  the  information  received  is  variable,    A  few 
markets,  such  as  Boston,  report  this  information  very  satisfactorily-    Some  of 
the  other  markets  are  not  doing  so  well.    No  doubt  this  information  is  passing 
through  Washington,  and  a  few  days1  check  there  -would  reveal  the  difficulties. 
I  am  suggesting  that,   in  order  to  effect  a  uniformity  in  the  manner  in  which 
this  information  is  transmitted,  some  universal  form  of  arrangement  should  be 
followed.    If  the  instructions  contained  on  page  two  of  the  Washington  memoran- 
dum, dated  July  26th,  were  followed,  much  of  our  grief  would  be  eliminated,  but 
failure  to  do  this  is  causing  considerable  confusion;  for  example,  if  each  mar- 
ket reported  first  "table",  followed  by  "arrival",  "track  holdings"  and  "unload: 
then  "black",  followed  by  "arrival",   "track  holdings"  and  "unloads",  "white", 
"unclassified"  and  "eastern",  in  their  regular  order,  the  information  could  the;, 
be  assembled  here  on  our  reports  without  difficulty.    I  would  also  suggest  that 
each  market  station  man  personally  check  these  reports  a  few  days,  and  see  that 
the  material  is  prepared  properly.    Some  reports  are  received  without  including 
track  holdings,  some  report  track  holdings  for  all  classes,  and  do  not  segregat 
them  as  they  should  be  .    The  arrivals  are  usually  obtained  properly  segregated, 
but  other  information  often  times  does  not  seem'  to  be  in  proper  form.    Some  re- 
ports show  unloads  greater  than  the  arrival  and  the  track  holdings.  Sometimes, 
the  track  holdings  and  unloads  do  not  explain  the  disappearance  of  arrivals, 
and  altho  this  condition  might  be  attributed  to  diversions,  much  of  the  in- 
formation does  not  appear  to  have  been  checked  very  carefully  before  being 
placed  on  the  wires." 

Please  read  the  above  very  carefully  and  see  if  the  grape  reports  being 
sent  from  your  office  are  correctly  prepared  in  accordance  with  the^  original 
arrangements  and  instructions.    This  is  very  important.    If  the  information 
being  furnished  by  the  railroads  is  not  correct  and  properly  segregated,  advise 
Washington  immediately. 

2b.     ARTICLES  BY  OUR  MSN  USED  IN  TRADE  PAPERS . 

The  "G-rape  Market  Outlook"  report,  issued  on  August  12,  included  one  or 
two  articles  on  important  producing  sections  for  grapes,  written  by  our  repre- 
sentatives located  near  these  shipping  districts.    There  were -also  brief,  ar- 
ticles on  eight  city  markets  for  grapes,  written  by  the  respective  local  repre- 
sentatives.    All  of  these  eight  reports  on  city  markets  and  two  of  the  producii: 
section  reports  were  published  in  full  in  The  Packer  for  August  27,  thus  givin: 
the  material  wide  publicity.    Cooperation  of  all  our  men  in  the  preparation  of 
these  special  commodity  summaries  is  appreciated. 
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3  b  »     COLORADO  C^dlTALOUPE  PROSPECTS  .  ■  : 

Bryce  Morris  writing  from  Rocky  Ford,  August  27,  contributes  the  fol- 
lowing news  of  the  cantaloupe  crop  in  that  State: 

"Continued  rain,  with  some  hail  damage  is  delaying  the  movement  of  this 
year's  cantaloupes  from  this  district.     September  1st,  1926  was  the  peak  of 
last  year's  movement,  and  it  seems  that  the  peak  of  this  season1 s  loading 
will  be  reached  by  that  time.    What  early,  gave  promise  of  large  yield  on  some 
13,000  acres  planted,  has  been  changed  by  early  lack  of  water  north  of  the 
Arkansas  River,  and  unfavorable  weather,  to  a  moderate  total  production. 

"The  acreage  north  of  the  river  is  later  than  in  the  Rocky  Fori  dis- 
trict, and  considerable  planting  will  be  abandoned.    Just  for  comparison,  the 
Rocky  Ford  section  had  shipped  5S2  cars  this  date  last  year,  and  56S  this  sea- 
son, while  the  Ordway  district,  north  of  the  river,  has  shipped  only  4  cars 
this  season,  as  compared  with  262  cars  at  this  date,  last  year. 

"Although  I  have  not  been  over  the  district  much,  as  yet,  those  who  have 
report  considerable  frust'  damage  which  is  spreading  rapidly  with  the  cool, 
damp  weather. 

"These  conditions  seem  to  indicate  that  we  will  fall  far  short  of  last 
season's  peak  day  of  183  cars,  but  much  depends  on  the  weather  during  the  next 
week, "

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la .    NOTES  EN  ROUTE  FROM  MR.  FISKE. 

G.  B.  Fiske,  of  this  Division,  who  is  a  member  of  the  American  Farm 
Bureau  Federation  party  studying  agricultural  conditions  in  Europe,  gives 
his  friends  some  interesting  observations  en  route.    The  following  is  from 
a  letter  dated  August  28,  Brussels: 

"A  franc  will  go  a  long  way  in  Brussels,    They  give  35  f°r  one  dollar 
and  fairly  good  furnished  rooms  may  be  had  at  one  dollar  per  week,  Sand- 
wiches 2  cents,  coffee,  beer,  etc.,  3  cents,  plums  k  cents  per  pound,  butter 
30  cents  per  pound,  apples  3  cents  per  pound,  good  hotel  rooms  $1.20  per 
day  up,  milk  5  cents  per  quart,  U-course  meals.  12  to  50  cents,  and  so  on. 
Yesterday  we  went  to  the  Waterloo  battle  field.     Some  farm  buildings  there 
are  full  of  old  bullet  holes.    There  is  a  cyclorama  of  the  battle,  admission 
6  cents.    We  visited  a  horse  farm  near  by  and  sa?/  some  heavy  Belgians,  some 
2,000  pounds.     The  farm  hands  get  60  cents  a  day  for  a  very  long  day.  Govern- 
ment employees  are  not  the  only  low-pay  folks. 

"We  are  off  for  Paris  to-night  arriving  at  11  P.M.     Our  stay  there 
will  be  mainly  for  sight-seeing,  but  we  will  study  the  market  and  a  farm, or 
two.    Later  we  cross  over  to  the  Jersey  and  the  Guernsey  Islands,  and  then 
to  England  for  a  long  stay.    We  sure  did  have  a  big  time  in  Germany.  The 
officials  laid  themselves  out  for  us  and  held  back  nothing.    But  I  can't 
write  much  in  a  letter.     Sightseeing  keeps  us  on  the  jump  and  sometimes  a 
whole  row  of  farmers  will  be  riding  along  in  the  bus,  nodding  and  swaying 
instead  of  taking  in  the  scenery.    The  pace  has  been  a  bit  too  fast." 

A  dispatch  from  London  states  that  the  party  arrived  there  from  the 
Continent,  September  5»  ahd  were  received  at  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture  by 
Lord  Bledisloe ,  Parlimentary  Secretary  of  the  Ministry.    The  report  says: 
"Lord  Bledisloe  extended  them  a  hearty  welcome  and  outlined  the  salient 
features  of  the  English  cooperative  movement."    The  delegation  will  spend  a 
fortnight  visiting  research  stations  and  farms  in  England  and  Scotland, 
after  which  Mr.  Fiske  will. remain  in  England,  continuing  his  studies  until 
about  the  middle  of  October. 


2a.     MARKETING  THE  PINTO  BEAN  IN  COLORADO. 

A  pamphlet  issued  in  July  by  the  Colorado  Director  of  Markets,  Denver, 
entitled  "Marketing  the  Pinto  Bean"  is  described  as  "a  handbook  on  the 
practical  application  of  marketing  principles  in  the  cooperative  sale  of 
one  of  Colorado's  chief  farm  commodities . "    The  booklet  is  based  on  a  study 
of  the  bean  marketing  industry  of  the  entire  United  States.     It  was  prepared 
by  officials  of  the  Colorado  Bean  Growers1  Association  to  assist  growers  to 
a  better  understanding  of  bean  marketing  and  encourage  them  in  a  study  of 
their  own  marketing  problems,

lb .    MORE  CARE  NECESSaRY  IN  PREPARING-  ARRIVALS  IN  AUCTION  WIRES, 

Much  recent  servicing  of  the  arrivals  in  auction  wires  could  have 
been  avoided  if  more  care  had  been  taken  by  those  preparing  the  wires.  In 
the  first  place,  with  a  commodity  on  which  jobbing  reports  are  also  filed, 
the  arrival  reports  in  the  afternoon  auction  wire  should  be  identical  with 
those  in  the  morning  jobbing  report.  When  more  than  one  day  has  elapsed 
since  the  last  auction  report,  the  wire  should  be  headed  by  total  arrivals 
since  the  previous  wire,  preceded  by  CAP  with  appropriate  suffix. 

As  a  matter  of  convenience  to  telegraphers  and  others  handling  re- 
ports it  is  requested  that  all  auction  wires  be  preceded  by  GON  —  following 
the  name  of  the  commodity. 

2b ,    POTATO  SITUATION  IN  NEBRASKA* 

On  his  return  from  the  potato  producing  sections  of  Nebraska,  J.  G-. 
Scott  of  the  Denver  office  made  the  following  report,  dated  September,  2: 

"In  the  irrigated  potato  producing  section  extending  from  Torrington, 
Wyoming  to  Scotts  Bluff,  Nebraska,  acreage  was  probably  increased  about 
15$  this  season,  abundance  of  rain  and  lack  of  sunshine  has  caused  a 

condition,  which  may  be  Early  Blight,   throughout  the  entire  district,  on 
both  early  and  late  stock.     The  leaves  turn  brown  and  die,  but  the  tubers 
appear  unaffected  except  in  reduced  size.    The  late  crop  is  maturing  very 
rapidly  and  movement  will  begin  at  once.    This  unusual  condition  will  cut 
tonnage  at  least  20  to  30$  and  one  banker  with  whom  I  was  talking  stated  that 
he  would  not  be  surprised  to  see  the  crop  cut  as  much  as  Uo  to  50$.  Quality 
of  the  stock  is  only  fair  as  a  general  run.     Scab  and  worm  injury  are  heavy 
on  the  North  side  of  the  river.     Acreage  to  potatoes  was  increased  consider- 
ably in  Eastern  Wyoming  this  season.     Growers  were  being  paid  90^5  to  $1,00 
per  cwt ,  for  Triumphs  yesterday, 

irThe  Alliance-Hemingf ord  dry  land  district  has  increased  acreage, 
and  production  is  expected  to  be  increased  sharply,     Quality  is  good  and 
tUsar©  is  no  evidence  of  blight  at  present.    They  state  that  yield  will  run 
125  to  200. bufkela  per .acre  compared  with  average  yield  of  around  100  bush- 
els'',    I  believe  that  shipments  will  be  around  one-third  heavier  than  last 
season.     This  district  expects  to  nave  between  U00  and  500  cars  of  certified 
seed  Triumphs.     Demand  has  been  good  and  contracts  have  already  been  made 
for  200  cars  based  upon  a  ^400  car  crop.     The  present  prices  are  $3«00  at 
digging  time,  $3«50  for  December  delivery,  and  $3»30  for  February  delivery - 
If  the  crop  exceeds  hOO  cars  all  contracts  will  be  subject  to  reductions  and 
from  present  indications  this  will  probably  be  the  case.     If  I  remember 
correctly  this  district  loaded  out  156  cars  of  certified  seed  last  season, 
A  much  larger  percentage  of  the  stock  will  be  certified  this  year*"

3b ,    USE  OF  TERM  "HOIffiGRCCTS" .  REPLY 

For  some  time  we  have  not  been  satisfied  with  the  word  "Homegrowns" 
as  used  in  connection  with  our  market  news  reports «    At  the  start  of  the 
market  news  service,  over  10  years  ago,   "Homegrowns"  referred  to  produce 
brought  into  a  city  from  comparatively'  nearby,  -  mostly  within  a  radius  of 
25  miles*    A  radical  change,  however,  has  been  brought  about  by  the  motor 
truck,    At  the  present  time,  trucks  are  hauling  fruits  and  vegetables  for 
longer  distances.    Perishables  are  brought  200  or  300  miles  without  attract- 
ing any  attention,  while  hauls  of  kOO  miles  or  more  by  truck  are  not  unusual* 

We  have  consistently  asked  that  Homegrown  prices  be  omitted  from 
telegrams  sent  to  Washington  or  to  the  field  stations,  because  it  was  felt 
that  these  prices  were  of  little  value  to  shippers  or  dealers  in  other  sec- 
tions.   Much  of  the  stock  brought  in  by  nearby  farmers  was  sold  on  a  farmers' 
market,  and  competed  only  indirectly  with  shipped-in  stockj  except  when  in 
sufficient  volume  to  supply  the  market,     Trucked- in  produce  at  the  present 
time,  however,  is  actively  sold  on  the  wholesale  market,  and  does  compete 
directly  with  the  stock  arriving  by  rail. 

The  term  "Homegrowns  supplying  the  market",  without  any  prices  being 
given,  has  been  used  in  our  reports,  simply  as  a  guidance  and  a  warning  to 
shippers  elsewhere  that  it  would  not  normally  be  profitable  to  ship  to  that 
place , 

Roes  the  term  "Homegrowns"  have  a  sufficiently  distinctive  meaning  to 
warrant  its  retention  in  our  market  news  reports,   or  should  it  be  replaced 
by  the  phrase  "Trucked-in  stock"?    If  the  latter,   should  a  distinction  be 
made  based  upon  the  place  of  sale  of  the  produce?    That  is,  should  all  prices 
on  trucked-in  produce  be  omitted  from  the  wires  to  Washington,  or  should 
prices  be  included  in  the  national  wires  of  nearby  trucked~in  stock  when  it 
is  sold  on  the  wholesale  market,   on  the  theory  that  such  quotations  are  an 
indication  to  the  shipper  elsewhere,  who  has  no  other  guide  to  conditions  on 
that  market,  and  who  may  be  able  to  place  a  car  or  more  with  profit  on  even 
a  market  that  is  being  supplied  by  nearby  stock. 

The  Question  of  publishing  in  the  local  reports  prices  on  homegrowns 
or  trucked-in  stock  is  not  now  being  considered;  it  is  recognized  that  that 
is  usually  a  desirable  practice. 

In  short,   is  our  policy  of  not  quoting  -homegrcwns  of  nearby  produce 
in  our  national  reports  correct  or  is  a  change  essential?    Let  us  have  your 
early  comments  on  this,  with  suggestions  as  to  the  future  policy*  Include 
with  your  ideas  any  new  code  words  that  may  be  necessary  in  carrying  out 
your  suggestions*

-  Local  estimates  indicate  that  75  to  80  per  cent  of  the  central  New 
Jersey  potato  crop  has  been  moved  to  date  and  with  favorable  weather,  digging 
will  be  pretty  well  completed  next  week.

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5°.     CHOP  CONDITIONS  IN  WESTERN  NEW  YORK, 

On  last  Friday  and  Saturday,  Mr*  Willson  in  company  with  Mr* 
Thomas  drove  through  the  fruit  and  vegetable  producing  districts  both  east 
and  west  of  Rochester.    Mr,  Willson  writing  on  September  6,  makes  the 
following  report : 

"According  to  our  observations  and  the  opinion  of  the  operators  the 
apple  crop  will  be  about  one  half  of  last  season,    Not  only  is  the  crop 
light  but  the  quality  as  a  whole  is  not  good.    Much  of  the  stock  is  show- 
ing insect  injury.    There  are  a  few  orchards  with  apples  of  generally  good 
quality,  but  the  percentage  of  B  grade  apples  this  season  will  be  high 
compared  to  recent  years.    The  pear  crop  is  also  light,  about  one  half  of 
last  year,  and  here,  too,  the  quality  is  rather  poor.    Peaches  are  estimated 
around  one  third  of  last  year's  crop,  with  the-: weather  for  the  next  two  or 
three  weeks  having  a  direct  effect  on  both  quantity  and  quality,    For  the  past 
past  two  or  three  days  the  weather  has  been  favorable,  but  for  two  to  three 
weeks  previous  to  that  time,  a  cloudy,  rainy  condition  prevailed. 

"Prospects  for  both  cabbage  and  onions  are  good,    There  are  a  few 
sections  in  the  onion  districts  where  the  size  of  the  first  pulling  is 
rather  small,  but  for  the  majority  of  the  districts  prospects  are  very  good. 
All  indications  are  for  fairly  heavy  production  of  celery  and  the  movement 
will  be  well  under  way  by  the  12th  of  September.     With  favorable  growing 
conditions  for  the  next  two  or  three  weeks  the  total  crop  will  probably 
exceed  last  season.    Potato  prospects  are  about  normal.    The  unfavorable 
weather  for  the  past  two  or  three  weeks  has  not  resulted  in  any  serious 
injury,    However  if  weather  continues  wet  ana  the  temperature  warm,  there 
is  a  possibility  of  considerable  damage,    'The  present  outlook  is  fairly 
favorable.     According  to  all  reports,  carrots  will  be  in  liberal  supply  and 
the  present  demand  is  slow1.1.

la.    APPLE  STANDARDIZATION  IN  THE  BARRELED  APPLE  RESIGN, 

In  response  to  several  inquiries  the  folio-ring  information  is  given 
at  this  time  so  as  to  acquaint  all  inspectors  and  market  news  men  with  the 
present  status  of  apple  standardization  in  the  barreled  apple  States*  Certi- 
fication is  often  requested  of  inspectors,  and  market  news  men  have,   in  a 
few  instances,  quoted  on  grades  which  are  no  longer  permissible  according  to 
State  legislation. 

In  the  following  States  the  use  of  the  U.  S.  Grades  is  compulsory; 
New  York,  Virginia,  Maryland,  North  Carolina  and  South  Carolina,     In  the  case 
of  New  York  and  Maryland  the  use  of  the  old  A  and  B  State  grades  is  no  longer 
permissible.    The  State  of  Virginia  until  this  present  season  has  never  had 
any  official  grades  although  it  was  a  common  practice  for  many  of  the  shippers 
to  pack  according  to  the  U.  S.  standards.    All  apples  in  closed  packages  ex- 
cept those  packed  in  the  Northwestern  standard  apple  box  must  be  branded  in 
accordance  with  the  U.  S.  grades  except  in  Virginia  where  the  use  of  the 
"Virginia  Early  Export'1  grade  is  permissible. 

In  the  States  of  West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware,  Illinois,  and 
New  Hampshire,   the  use  of  the  U.  S.  grades  or  State  grades  is  optional  but 
one  or  the  other  must  be  used.    Changes  in  the  State  grading  laws  in  Delaware 
and  New  Hampshire  were  made  this  past  winter. 

The  State  grades  are  compulsory  by  law  in  Maine  and  except  for  the  grad 
designations  they  are  the  same  as  the  1926  U.  S.  grades. 

The  following  States  have  promulgated  the  U.  S.  grades  but  their  use 
is  not  compulsory:    Arkansas,  New  Jersey,  Oklahoma,  Ohio  and  'Visconsin.  The 
following  have  State  grades  but  have  not  promulgated  the  U.  S.  grades: 
Connecticut,  Massachusetts,  Vermont,  Rhode  Island,  Kentucky  and  Michigan.

IN  FRANKED  ENVELOPES. 

Attention  of  ail  members  of  the  Eruit  and  Vegetable  Division  is  again 
called  to  postal  regulations  which  restrict  the  use  of  franked  envelopes  to 
official  business,     The  inclusion  of  advertising  matter  of  any  kind  with 
Government  reports  in  franked  envelopes  is  contrary  to  such  regulations. 

The  person  in  charge  of  each  office  ts  responsible  for  material  of  this 
kind  which  goes  out  from  that  office  under  frank,  and  every  care  should  be 
taken  to  see  that  these  regulations  are  strictly  complied  with.    'Then  in 
doubt  as  to  whether  any  certain  circular,  publication  or  other  matter  can 
properly  be  sent  under  frank  along  ~ith  official  matter  concerning  which  there 
is  no  question,   information  should  be  obtained  from  this  office.

We  have  just  learned  that  ticket  agents  of  the  various  railroads  have 
"been  instructed  recently  to  honor  Government  transportation  requests  only 
upon  presentation  of  the  transportation  identification  card.     It  is  there- 
fore suggested  that  holders  of  transportation  requests  make  sure  that  they 
have  received  such  a  card.     If  not,  request  for  a  card  should  be  immediately 
forwarded  to  Washington.    Please  hear  in  mind  that  this  card  is  different 
from  Department  identification  card  or  Inspector's  identification  card  and 
is  headed  "U4  S.  Government  Transportation  Identification  Card".

MARKET  NEWS  SERVICE 


lb,     QUOTING  APPLES  ACCORDING  TO  U.  S.  GRADES.. 

All  market  reporters  should  carefully  read  and  "be  guided  by  item  1A 
on  page  1,  dealing  with  official  grades  in  the  barreled  apple  States.  Notify 
Washington  by  wire  if  you  do  not  have  a  copy  of  the  U,  S.  grades. 

Remember  that  apples  from  New  York,  Virginia,  Maryland  and  the 
Carol inas  must  be  quoted  according  to  the  U,  S.  grades:  the  use  of  A  and  B  is 
no  longer  permissible.     It  may  take  a  little  time  to  get  dealers  accustomed 
to  giving  selling  prices  for  apples  from  these  States  on  the  basis  of  the 
Federal  grades,  and  for  a  while  reporters,   to  check  the  grades,  should  per- 
sonally see  all  stock  possible  on  which  quotations  are  furnished.  Although 
Federal  grades  are  compulsory  in  the  States  mentioned  above,  some  stock  may 
get  out  without  being  properly  marked.     In  case  you  are  unable  to  decide  on 
the  proper  grade,  from  either  the  dealer's  report  or  your  own  inspection, 
the  term  "unclassified"  may  be  used.    Reserve  "unclassified",  however,  for 
cases  of  actual  necessity. 

When  describing  stock  from  West  Virginia,  Pennsylvania,  Delaware, 
Illinois  and  New  Hampshire,   in  which  U.  S.  grades  are  optional,  use  U.  S. 
grades  whenever  possible.    Naturally.,  when  barrels  or  bushel  baskets  from 
these  States,  or  from  other  States  in  which  U.  S.  grades  are  not  used,  are 
stamped  A  or  B ,  or  No .  1  or  No,  2,   those  terms  must  be  used  in  the  report. 

The  Federal  grades  alone,  of  course,  are  not  sufficient.    They  must 
be  accompanied  by  size  terms,  as  for  example,  "U.  S.  No.  1,  2j  inches". 
Several  additions  to  the  apple  page  of  the  code  book  will  appear  in  next 
week's  Division  Letter.

MARKETING  MAINE  POTATOES ,   summary  of  1926  season,  by  H.  E.  Rutland,

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3  ^     CROP  REPORTS  FROM  COLORADO. 

J»  G-4  Scott  on  his  return  from  a  trip  through  the  San  Luis  Valley 
potato  section  of  Colorado,  made  the  following  report  of  his  observations  in 
that  section  and  en  route: 

"The  San  Luis  Valley  potato  crop  is  quite  a  puzzle  this  season* 
Acreage  was  increased  about  15  to  20  per  cent  over  that  of  last  season,  most 
of  the  increase  being  in  the  lower  end.  of  the  Valley »    Digging  is  getting 
under  way  this  week  and  they  find  that  tonnage  is  running  lighter  than  last 
season  and  quality  fair  to  good.    A  form  of  blight  has  killed  the  vines  in 
many  fields  leaving  the  tubers  small  to  medium  size.    This  condition,  in  ad- 
dition to  a  rather  light  set  will  cut  the  tonnage  considerably.  Production 
will  be  somewhat  larger  than  last  season,  but  as  quality  is  more  inferior  and 
the  nation* s  potato  crop  is  heavy,   shipments  of  No.  2s  and  culls  will  be 
lighter,  with  the  final  outcome  that  actual  carload  movement  will  be  around 
last  season's  figure  or  slightly  above.    Potatoes  around  Del  Norte  are  of 
better  quality  than  in  other  parts  of  the  Valley.     I  believe  that  production 
per  acre  will  also  run  heavier  in  the  Del  Norte  section. 

Lett -qce  throughout  the  State  has  improved  in  quality  in  the  past  few 
weeks.    With  the  exception  of  the  Granby  district  most  districts  are  loading 
U.  S.  No.  1  stuff.    At  Del  Norte  practically  every  car  is  of  this  grade  or 
Fancy.     Shippers  claim  that  quality  at  present  is  the  best  ever  produced  in 
Colorado.     C-reen  peas  are  cleaning  up  rapidly.     Frost  in  several  sections  has 
put  an  end  to  peas.     Caul j flower  is  in  such  good  demand  that  it  is  practically 
all  going  out  in  mixed  cars  at  high  prices.     I  saw  a  small "lot  of  about  50 
crates  a  few  days  ago  that  was  sold  at  $1.75  P©r  crate  f  ,o.t>.  and  the  size 
ranged  from  12s  to  17s,     In  many  of  the  heads  the  curd  was  not  much  larger 
than  a  baseball.     Shippers  report  that  they  simply  cannot  fill  orders  for 
Cauliflower  this  season. 

On  my  way  back  from  the  San  Luis  Valley  I  stopped  off  ar  Rocky  Ford 
for  about  two  or  three  hours.    Both  cantaloupe  and  Honey  Dew  vines  are  dying 
off  rapidly  and  the  season  is  drawing  to  a  close.     Shippers  state  that  this 
week  will  wind  up  heavy  movement  of  cantaloupes  and  while  Honey  Dews  will 
hang  on  for  a  while  the  crop  will  run  much  lighter  than  early  estimates. 
Sugar  content  of  both  cantaloupes  and  Honey  Dews  has  been  very  low  this  sea- 
son.   Onion  acreage  was  increased  considerably  in  the  Rocky  Ford  section  this 
season.     Condition  of  the  crop  at  present  is  generally  good  and  shipments  will 
probably  be  20$  to  30$  heavier  than  last  season.

Please 
DO  NOT  ADVERTISE  this  summary  in  your  daily  reports  until  a  week  from  now,  - 
until  general  distribution  is  completed;  otherwise,  many  duplicate  requests 
may  be  received.

5"b.    MARKET  NEWS  EXHIBIT  AT  CALIFORNIA  STATS  FAIR.  ~ 

The  following  letter  date  Sept,  g,  from  G.  J.  Hansen,  shows  how  the 
Calif ornians  are  advertising  the  Market  News  Service; 

"During  the  California  State  Fair,  held  at  Sacramento,  on  September 
3-10,   inclusive,  the  State  Department  of  Agriculture  had  a  display  and 
elaborated  on  the  Federal-State  Market  Mews  Service, 

"This  display  consisted  of  a  large  map  approximately  30  feet  in  width 
showing  the  various  terminal  markets  in  which  we  have  offices,  and  a  minia- 
ture telegraph  wire  connecting  them.    Large  display  cards  are  placed  about 
the  booth  explaining  the  operation  and  cooperative  agreements  between  the 
Federal  and  State  Department  of  Agriculture, 

"I  was  present  en  the  opening  day  and  remained  until  the  5*n»  having 
charge  of  the  booth  and  explaining  the  market  news  service  to  visitors, 
Each  visitor  was  handed,  a  mimeographed  sheet,  giving  a  brief  description  of 
the  service.     In  this  booth  we  also  had  a  telegraph  key  hooked  up  with  dry 
batteries,  and  a  stenographer  kept  this  ticking,    'when  one  visitor  who  evi- 
dently knew  che  telegrapn  code,   smilingly  asked  me  what  code  she  used,  I  told 
him  it  was  Esperanto* 

"As  a  whole  the  display  went  over  big  and  many  people  were  really  in- 
terested in  knowing  about  the  service  and  how  it  was  conducted'!. 


ob  ,     AIL  EXPLANATION  AND  CORRECTION. 

On  Page  3U0  (Par.  2b)  of  last  week's  D.  L. ,  the  contract  price  of  200 
cars  of  Nebraska  certified  seed  potatoes  was  given  as  $3,00-$3-SO,  depending 
on  time  of  delivery,    The  unit  of  sale  was  not  stated.     In  preparing  the 
Weekly  Market  Review  for  September  6  hurriedly  over  the  holiday,  these  prices 
were  given  as  "per  bushel",  because  the  Hay,  Feed  and  Seed  Division  in  a 
recent  report  gave  the  Nebraska  price  for  last  season  as  $3.00-$3.25  per  bu- 
shel.   Later  in  the  week,  Mr,  Scott,  of  the  Denver  office,  was  asked  to  con- 
firm the  basis  of  sale,  and  he  now  advises  that  the  range  of  $3.00-$3«gO  is 
per  100  pounds  and  not  per  bushel. 

When  submitting  such  information  from  the  field,  it  is  always  well  to 
include  the  unit  of"  sale,  lest  there  be  some  misunderstanding  on  the  part  of 
the  reader. 


7b.     MARKET  FORECASTING-  QUESTIONNAIRES  . 

Some  market  and  field  stations  doubtless  may  receive  a  questionnaire 
from  one  A.  M.  Pelletier  at  Worcester,  Mass.,  asking  for  a  lot  of  miscellan- 
eous information,   opinions  and  ideas  regarding  the  present  condition  of  this 
season's  potato  crop,  potential  market,   speculative  features,  tendencies,  etc. 
Since  this  questionnaire  apparently  'is  devised  to  secure  personal  opinions 
as  to  the  probable  market,   in  reality  amounting  to  a  forecast  or  market  out- 
look,  it  is  suggested  that  no  reply  be  made  to  the  questionnaire.    \7e  have 
advised  Mr.  Pelletier  that  the  information  he  desired  could  not  be  made 
available  to  him,  but  he  may  have  written  some  of  the  offices  before  our 
reply  reached  him. 
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8b.     IDAHO  POTATO  PROSPECTS, 

In  a  letter  from  Idaho  Falls,  September  10,  Wendell  Calhoun  makes  the 
following  comments  on  the  prospects  of  potatoes  in  Idaho  this  season: 

"There  are  some  reports  of  light  set,  and  rather  general  reports 
that  there  will  be  more  than  the  usual  percentage  of  rough  Russets,  which  will 
have  to  go  as  Twos,  but  this  opinion  is  discounted  by  some.    Aside  from  this 
higher  percentage  of  roughs,   indications  are  that  the  quality  is  going  to  be 
good,     Of  course,  quality  is  largely  dependent  on  maturity,  and  the  next  two 
weeks  will  be  tfre  critical  time  in  determining  both  size  and  quality,  Some 
claim  that  the  crop  is  a  little  later  than  usual,  while  others  claim  that  it 
is  fully  up  to  the  normal  stage  of  development  for  this  date,    The  weather 
has  been  rather  unsettled,  and  there  has  been  some  frost  in  the  higher  dis- 
tricts, and  a  frost  could  arrive  here  at  any  time.     If  there  is  no  severe 
frost  for  another  ten  days  or  two  weeks,  there  will  undoubtedly  be  a  bumper 
crop.    As  the  weather  varies  from  the    -  ideal  conditions,   so  may  the  yield 
and  quality  vary  in  proportion.     Shipments  now  going  out  are  Rurals  from  the 
southeastern  part  of  the  State,  and  Russets  from  the  west.     One  dealer  who 
worked  at  Caldwell  stated  that  nearly  half  of  the  acreages-there  was  Russets, 
instead  of  being  mostly  Cobblers  and  Rurals  as  heretofore.    There  has  been  a 
heavy  increase  in  acreage  in  the  Twin  Palls-Buhl  section,  and'  it  is  generally 
conceded  that  there  will  be  as  many  cars  shipped  from  west  of  Pocatello  as 
from  north  of  Pocatello.    (Last  year  this  section  to  the  north  exceeeded  the 
lower  valley  by  about  2000  cars).    Russets  will  be  starting  from  the  late  dis- 
tricts in  a  few  days,  and  the  harvesting  will  be  on  in  full  swing  by  the 
20th  of  this  month" . 


9b.    BRIEF  NOTES  PROM  THE  FIELD, 

-  Later  news  from  J.  G,  Scott  indicates  that,     "Colorado  Lettuce  ship- 
ments total  2,013  cars  to  date.    The  crop  looks  larger  than  early  estimates, 
and  shippers  estimate  55  to  65  per  cent  of  the  crop  has  been  moved,  Many 
operators  are  closing  packing  sheds  as  the  market  does  not  justify  loading. 
Should  the  market  recover,  local  shippers  are  in  position  to  handle  large 
volume,  and  the  movement  will  be  resumed  if  frosts  hold  off.    Quality  in  most 
districts  is  very  good,  bulk  of  recent  loading  being  U.  S.  1  and  Fancy.  Light 
frosts  occuring  in  high  altitudes  but  damage  negligible  to  date" . 

-  H.  F.  \7illson,  Rochester,  September  lU,  writes,  "The  trading  on 
practically  all  commodities  has  been  slow  since  the  opening  of  the  office. 
Cabbage  was  in  fair  demand  but  shipments  have  increased  and  there  is  an  easier 
feeling.    Peaches  will  begin  moving  in  fair  volume  this  week  and  the  quality 
according  to  all  reports  is  generally  good.    The  celery  movement  will  also  be 
well  under  way  by  the  latter  part  of  this  week,  '  There  is  a  very  liberal  supply 
of  carrots  and  demand  very  slow.    The  increased  onion  shipments  from  the  middle 
west  has  been  one  of  the  main  factors  in  the  weakening  of  the  onion  market 
here"  ,

1 C .     APPEAL  INSPECTIONS  REQUIRE  PROMPT  ACTION. 

Complaints  have  "been  made  "by  men  in  the  receiving  markets  on  account 
of  delay  in  receiving  wire  reports  from  shipping -point  supervisors;  shipping 
point  supervisors  also  have  made  complaint  about  not  receiving  wire  reports 
from  receiving  point  men  giving  results  of  appeal  inspections.    These  com- 
plaints have  been  justified  in  most  cases  and  the  purpose  of  this  item  is  to 
insist  upon  promptness  at  "both  ends  of  the  line.    Men  at  shipping  point 
should  realize  that  inspectors  in  receiving  markets  would  not  wire  for  re- 
ports unless  they  ^vere  needed.     The  attention  of  receiving  point  inspectors 
is  called  to  the  fact  that  when  an  appeal  certificate  is  issued,  regardless 
of  whether  it  sustains  or  reverses  the  original,   the  Federal  representative 
in  charge  of  the  work  at  the  point  where  the  shipping  point  certificate  was 
issued  should  "be  advised  immediately  "by  wire  giving  results  of  the  appeal 
inspection . 


2c.   take  good  cars  of  your  federal  inspector's  license. 

(From  California  Inspectors'  Notes,  September  2.)    A  case  has  recently 
come  to  our  attention  where  an  inspector's  license  fell  into  the  hands  of  an 
unscrupulous  person  who  has  been  writing  bogus  checks,  using  this  card  for 
identification  purposes. 

Our  inspector  in  San  Francisco  has  also  lost  considerable  faith  in 
humanity  after  losing  his  coat,  overcoat  and  a  number  of  inspection  and  "office 
supplies  out  of  his  machine  while  parked  in  front  of  the  Ferry  Building. 
Evidently  the  value  of  the.se  goods  was  not  appreciated  by  the  thief  as  the 
police  located  the  stolen  articles  after  they  had  been  pawned  for  50^1  A 

few  days  later_;  found  an  attempt  had  been  made  to  steal  his  brief  case 

which  was  padlocked  to  the  coat  rail  of  his  machine.    Only  the  metal  lining 
of  the  handle  prevented  the  thief  from  cutting  it  loose.

Several  times  lately  services  have  brought  out  the  fact  that  code 
words  fcr  market  conditions,  grade  terms,  and  quality  and  condition  phrases, 
that  were  not  correctly  applicable  to  all  the  stock  on  the  market,  have  been 
carelessly  used  at  the  head  of  the  wire,  before  any  prices. 

Brevity  is  only  desirable  when  it  does  not  sacrifice  accuracy.  When 
descriptive  terms,  such  as  statements  -of  supplies,  demand,  trading,  market, 
quality,  condition,  grade,  container,  variety,  etc.,     do  apply  to  everything 
quoted,  they  should  be  used;  otherwise,  use  different  qualifying  terms  for 
stock  from  the  several  producing  sections.     For  example,  if  all  potatoes 
on  the  market  are  U.S.  No.   1,  it  is  proper  to  insert  ALL  PEWAB  in  the  wire 
before  giving  any  quotations;  otherwise,  use  PEY/AB  with  the  prices  to  which 
it  refers  and  JANAN,  JOBOB,  or  other  terms  with  inferior  stock.  Similarly, 
if  the  market  is  weak  on  New  York  lettuce,  and  firm  for  Colorado  stock,  say 
COLORADO  HUHAB  MUEAH  etc.     NEl.  YORK  MUGAE  etc. 

V,e  realize  that  market  reports  must  often  be  prepared  quickly,  but 
accuracy  is  always  more  important  than  speed,  and  a  little  mere  attention  to 
details  such  as  this  may  actually  save  time  by  cutting  down  the  servicing.

7*.  P#  Allewelt  in  a  letter  of  September  14,  calls'  tc  the  attention  of 
inspectors  in  receiving  markets  the  following  probable  conditions  of  grapes 
arriving  on  the  markets: 

"A  great  many  cars,  particularly  in  the  case  of  juice  stock,  are  being 
sulphured  to  prevent  the  development  of  mold  and  decay  in  transit.  In  some 
cases  this  is  being  done  by  a  process  in  which  a  measured  quantity  of  sulphur 
dioxide  gas  is  released  into  a  car  fro...  a  cylinder . In  other  cases,  I  believe 
sulphur  is  being  burned  outside  of  the  car  and  the  gas  circulated  through 
the  load  by  some  system  of  blowing.  The  third  method  consists  of  burning 
sulphur  in  a  closed  car  in  pans  located  either  in  the  center  brace  or  the 
bunkers,  In  this  last  method,  we  have  found  in  former  years  that  a  part 
of  the  grapes,   in  the  case  of  black  varieties,  particularly,  ana  principally 
those  on  the  top  of  the  load  nearest  the  point  where  the  sulphur  is  burned,  a 
distinctly  bleached  in  color,  changing  from  black  to  reddish  or  almost  white. 
This  point  might  be  of  importance  in  connection  with  reinspection  of  cars 
which  have  been  treated  in  such  manner,  either  for  color,  or  grade  which 
involves  color t  The  sulphuring  generally  is  done  after  the  inspection  is 
complete  and  in  one  particular  instance  where  the  inspector  saw  the  sulphur 
burned  he  was  requested  to  make  no  mention  of  this  fact  on  his  certificate  * 
T.'e  believe  that  inspectors  in  the  receiving  markets  will  be  able  to  disting- 
uish sulphur  bleaching  where  this  is  present  by  its  location  in  the  load. 

"The  other  point  is  in  connection  with  the  inspection  of  Thompson 
Seedless  and  has  come  to  our  attention  particularly  in  the  Yuba  City  district 
of  the  Sacramento  Valley.  These  grapes  show  a   'sun  kissed'   condition  which 
is  quite  distinct  from  that  usually  found  in  the  Malagas,   since  the  amber  or 
yellow  berries  show  numerous  distinct  small  brown  dots.  These,  however,  are 
distinctly  a    'sun  kissed1    condition,   as  can  easily  be  seen  from  the  f  act 
that  the  spots  are  present  on  tae  colored  berries  on  the  exposed  surface  of 
the  bunch,   and  not  in  the  interior  and  unexposed  side  of  bunches,"

Id.     CHANGES  IN  V.  ASHING  TON  STATE  GRADES, 

The  following  discussion  of  the  differences  between  the  1926  and  1Q27 
Washington  State  Standards  for  Apples  should  be  of  interest  to  all  inspectors. 
The  principal  differences  in  the  I927  grades  as  compared  with  I926  grades  are 
as  follows; 

"Extra  Fancy  Gra.de."     The  following  superficial  and  inconspicuous 
blemishes  are  allowed;    (a)  russeting  at  the  stem  end  provided  such  russeting 
is  not  visible  when  the  apple  is  placed  stem  end  down  on  a  flat  surface, 
(russeting  at  the  stem  end  characteristic  of  the  Newtown  variety  shall  be 
permitted).     (b)    Net-like  russeting  which  in  the  aggretate  does  not  extend 
over  more  than  %  of  the  surface  of  the  apple.     (c)  Smooth  solid  russeting 
or  light  colored  limb rubs  or  other  light  colored  marks  not  to  exceed  l/k  inch 
in  diameter  in  the  aggregate. 

"Fancy  Grade"     Sprayburn  is  permitted  where  the  normal  color  of  the 
apple  is  but  slightly  changed  and  there  is  no  blistering  or  cracking  of  the 
skin . 

"C  Grade!1     This  grade  now  has  the  additional  requirements  that  apples 
shall  be  of  one  variety,  mature,  han dpi eked,  and  clean.     Visible  watercore 
which  does  not  exceed  l/2  inch  in  diameter  is  permitted.     Heavy  russeting  is 
limited  to  not  more  than  l/k  of  the  surface.     Sunscald  is  added  as  a  defect 
under  serious  damage. 

"Cookers",    This  grade  has  been  added  and  the  "cull"  grade  dropped. 

"Tolerance,"  The  tolerance  now  provides  that  not  more  than  l/2  per  cent 
shall  be  permitted  for  decay  at  time  of  packing.     Otherwise  the  tolerance 
remains  as  in  1926. 

" Condition,"  The  condition  statement  has  been  changed  so  that  "excessive 
injury  caused  in_  packing"  shall  be  classed,  as  a  condition  factor  provided 
that  satisfactory  evidence  be  presented  to  show  that  this  defect  was  not 
noticeable  at  time  of  packing. 

"ColorJ'     Color  requirements  for  many  varieties  have  been  changed  in  all 
grades  but  especially  in  the  Fancy  and  C  grades. 

An  error  occurs  in  the  Washington  state  standards  issued  by  the  State 
Department  of  Agriculture.     On  page  13,   line  3,   the  second  word  should  be 
"scald"  instead  of  "scale  11

In  a  letter  of  September  20,  Mr.  Rutland  writing  from  Grand  Junction, 
contributes  the  following  comments  on  the  local  potato  situation; 

"While  the  crop  here  on  the  We  stern  Slope  is  not  very  important  from  a 
national  standpoint,   I  rather  think  its  condition  just  now  will  have  a  direct 
bearing  on  prices  this  ?dnter  in  Texas  and  other  States  to  the  southeast.  I 
have  commented  once  or  twice  in  previous  letters  about  the  exceptionally  light 
yields  in  the  Montrose  section  and  the  Carbondale  district.     It  seems  late 
enough  now  to  get  a  fairly  good  idea  of  what  to  expect  from  these  districts 
as  to  yields. 

"The  Montrose  section  has  now  an  even,  poorer  prospect  than  was  apparent 
a  month  ago.    The  optimism  among  growers  which  was  in  evidence  last  month  has 
largely  disappeared.    As  digging  has  progressed  into  the  later  plantings  the 
expected  increases  in  yields  have  not  been  found.    Last  week  on  my  trip  to 
Lelta  and  Paonia  I  saw  several  fields  of  fairly  late  planting  v/here  the  vines 
had  been  completely  killed  down  by  blight.    Fields  are  dry  now,  and  have  been 
since  last  Friday .    Dealers  in  Montrose  and  Olathe  say  that  growers  show  prac- 
tically no  desire  to  dig  potatoes  because  present  yields  at  present  prices 
(35  to  40  bags  per  acre  at  75^  per  cwt . ,   sacked)  will  nut  little  more  than  pay 
for  the  cost  of  harvesting  and  grading. 

"Shippers  in  the  Montrose  district  are  now  estimating  the  probable 
yield  at  35  to  Uo  bags  per  acre,  compared  with  about  75  bags  last  year  and  125 
to  150  bags  some  years  ago.    The  latest  plantings  have  not  been  dug  into  yet. 
The  yields  on  these  may  change  the  situation  somewhat  but  present  indications 
do  not  show  it.    Local  estimates  indicate  there  will  probably  be  less  than  250 
cars  shipped  from  the  Montrose  district  between  now  and  November  1."

INSPECTION  SERVICE  j 

lc.     CUT  POTATOES  FOR  HOLLOW  EEART . 

Attention  has  been  called  to  the  fact  that  all  inspectors  have  not 
been  following  a  uniform  policy  in  cutting  potatoes  to  determine  the  presence 
of  hollow  heart . 

In  the  past,  some  inspectors  have  followed  the  plan  of  cutting  potatoes 
to  determine  the  presence  of  hollow  heart  only  when  a  lot  looked  suspicious; 
other  men  have  follo7/ed  the  practice  of  cutting  only  when  the  applicant  re- 
quested inspection  on  account  of  hollow  heart.    Some  reversals  have  occurred 
that  could  have  been  prevented  if  the  first  inspector  had  taken  a  little  extra 
time  to  look  for  hollow  heart. 

As  there  is  a  specific  tolerance  in  the  grade  for  hollow  heart  it  is 
not  safe  to  certify  any  lot  up  grade  without  doing  some  cutting,  and  a  uniform 
policy  must  be  followed  in  all  markets.     It  is  not  necessary  to  do  extensive 
cutting  in  order  to  determine  the  presence  of  hollow  heart,  although  consider- 
able cutting  is  required  to  determine  the  amount  when  present.  Inspectors 
should  soon  be  able  to  tell  the  producing  sections  in  which  hollow  heart  is 
prevalent,  and  more  cutting  should  be  done  in  potatoes  originating  from  these 
sections  than  from  sections  which  appear  to  be  reasonably  free  from  hollow 
heart .

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2c»    LOT  NUMBERING  STAMP  USED  IN  WASHING-TON  STATE . 

This  year  the  Washington  State  Department  of  Agriculture  is  inaugu- 
rating the  use  of  a  special  lot  numbering  stamp  for  identifying  lots  of  fruits 
and  vegetables  in  connection  with  the  Cooperative  Federal-State  Shipping-Point 
Inspection  and  Certification  Service.    As  these  stamps  will  probably  be  used 
chiefly  in  connection  with  the  movement  of  boxed  apples  and  pears,  their  use 
will  be  discussed  here  as  applying  to  those  two  commodities. 

Each  stamp  in  the  service  will  carry  the  words,  STATE  OF  WASH,  DEPT  OF 
AGRI.  on  its  face  together  with  a  cast,  unchangeable  stamp  number  and  a  three 
band  changeable  serial  number.     In  referring  to  the  two  numbers  on  a  stamp, 
the  first  will  be  known  as  the  STAMP  NUMBER  and  the  second  as  the  SERIAL 
NUMBER.    The  two  numbers  will  always  be  used  together  and  will  jointly  make  up 
what  will  be  known  as  the  LOT  NUMBER  or  STATE  LOT  NUMBER, 

The  stamp  numbers  on  the  first  one  hundred  and  fifty  stamps  to  be  made 
for  the  service  will  range  from  01  to  150  inclusive.    The  three  changeable 
bands  will  permit  serial  numbers  for  each  stamp  to  range  from  001  to  999  during 
a  season* 

This  stamp  will  be  used  to  identify  lots  which  have  been  blocked  out  in 
storage  and  for  permanently  identifying  export  lots  with  the  shipping  point 
certificate.     It  will  also  be  used  for  identifying  the  shipping  point  certifi- 
cate with  lots  stored  in  transit  after  they  have  been  unloaded  into  storage 
and  later  forwarded  to  consuming  markets  in  other  cars.    When  a  certificate  is 
written  on  a  lot  bearing  a  State  lot  number,  a  statement  like  the  following 
will  be  included  under  the  PRODUCTS  heading: 

PRODUCTS:     Blue  Ribbon  Brand  APPLES  in  boxes,   stamped  .  | 

"STATE  OF  WASH.  Ok-  01 7  DEFT .  OF  AGRI . " 

The  lot  number  will  be  stamped  on  the  unlabelled  ends  of  the  boxes.  In- 
spectors in  receiving  markets  should  always  look  for  such  marks,  which  indicate 
that  the  lot  was  shipping  point  inspected,  even  though  the  car  in  which  the  lot 
arrives  is  not  marked  to  so  indicate.     In  case  of  appeal  inspection  of  a  car 
which  does  not  appear  on  the  daily  list  sent  out  from  Washington  it  will  be 
necessary  to  wire  F.  E.  Bailey,  Yakima,  Washington,  for  the  shipping  point  re- 
port on  the  lot  number.     The  daily  lists  from  Washington  will  not  include  thes-i 
lot  numbers  and  the  shipping  point  certificate  in  some  cases  can  be  identified 
only  by  lot  numbers. 

3c  «     RESULTS  OF  APPEAL  INSPECTIONS  MUST  BE  WIRED  I  MEDIATELY  TO  SHIPPING 
POINT  SUPERVISORS  AND  CERTIFICATES  MAILED  OUT  SAME  DAY. 

In  many  cases  too  much  time  has  elapsed  between  the  date  of  the  appeal 
inspection  and  the  time  of  forwarding  telegrams,  as  well  as  mailing  certificates- 
The  results  of  an  appeal  inspection  should  not  be  given  to  the  applicant  until 
a  wire  has  been  sent  to  the  shipping  point  supervisor.    The  wire  giving  results 
of  appeal  inspection  should  always  contain  full  information  in  case  of  reversal 
so  that  the  shipping  point  supervisor  will  be  in  a  position  to  check  up  intelli- 
gently on  the  work  of  his  men.    The  appeal  inspection  certificate  must  be  mail-- 
out  immediately  after  it  is  typed  and  copies  of  all  telegrams  relative  to  the 
certificate  must  be  attached  to  the  Washington  copy.    Also  remember  that  it  is 
just  as  important  to  wire  in  case  of  a  sustained  appeal  as  it  is  in  case  of  re- 
versal.   The  shipping  point  supervisors  must  have  official  information  regard- 
ing all  appeal  inspections  and  must  have  it  promptly,  —  do  your  part .  %

Uc.    FROST  LIP 

AS  A  GRADE  DEFECT  (From  Inspection  Letter, 

Sept.  20, 

Yakima . )  . 

This  year  considerable  "frost  lip"  is  found  in  some  Jonathan  crops  and 
may  be  present  in  other  varieties.     This  is  a  russeted  area  with  a  sharply 
defined  margin  extending  out  from  the  stem  basin  ana  frequently  has  an  outline 
similar  to  that  of  a  leaf,  which  has  caused  it  to  be  given  the  name  of  "leaf 
trace"  by  some  Canadian  hort iculturalists .    U,  S.  Department  of  Agriculture 
investigators  refer  to  this  condition  as  "frost  lip." 

The  extent  of  this  injury  varies.    Frequently  it  causes  but  a  slight 
deformity  of  the  apple;  again  it  may  seriously  dwarf  one  side  of  the  fruit. 
Sometimes  the  russet  is  light  and  very  broken  with  much  natural  color  showing 
within  the  area;  in  other  cases  the  area  may  be  almost  entirely  filled  with 
solid  russet.    The  extent  of  the  projection  over  the  crest  of  the  stem  basin 
may  vary  from  less  than  one-half  inch  to  more  than  an  inch  orb?  etter  than  half- 
way down  the  cheek  of  the  fruit* 

None  of  this  type  of  injury  is  permitted  in  the  Extra  Fancy  Grade.  It 
may  be  permitted  in  the  Fancy  Grade  under  the  following  conditions;  Where 

1.  The  apple  contains  but  one  lip  or  the  injury  extends  out  of  the 
stem  basin  on  but  one  side,  and 

2.  The  apple  is  not  badly  misshapen  by  the  frost  lip,  and 

3.  The  injured  area  does  not  project  more'  than  three-fourths  of  an 
inch  beyond  the  crest  of  the  basin,  and 

h.     The  russet  is  so  scattered  and  spotted  or  netlike  as  to  make  the 
prevailing  color  effect  the  natural  red,  green,  or  yellow  of  the  fruit  instead 
of  russet.

lb.    PRESQUE  ISLE  POTATO  SITUATION. 

A  letter  from  S.'  W.  Russell,-  October  2,  contained  the  following  item 
regarding  Maine  potatoes:    -       .  . 

"Concerning  the  potatoes  ih  this  section,  the  many  rumors  telling  of 
the  great  amount  of  decay,  and  the  short  crop,  were  in  order  a  few  weeks  ago; 
however,  I  understand  that  this  practice  is  customary,  and  now  we  find  that 
there  is  a  slight  reduction  as  compared  with  the  yield  last  year,  hut  the 
quality  of  the  Mountains  Is  very  good.    Probably  the  best  solution  to  the 
light  shipments  from  Maine  to  date,  as  compared  with  the  total  to  date  last 
season,  is  the  fact  that  the  bulk  of  the  stock'has  been  placed  in  storage 
hfere.    The  weather  in  this  section  for  the  past  two  weeks  has  been  ideal  for 
digging  potatoes,  and  it  is  believed. that  should  such  weather  conditions  con- 
tinue for  another  week,  the  entire  crop  will  be  out  of  the .fields  and  in 
storage .  a 


2b.    RECENT  CROP  HEWS  FROM  MICHIGAN. 

In  a  letter  of  October  1,  from  R.  H.  Shoemaker ,' Benton  Harbor,  Michigan, 
we  note  the  following  comments  on  Michigan  crops: 

"Just  what  effect  the  recent  rainy  season  will  have  on  the  potato  ton- 
nage of  the  late  crop  is  a  mooted  question  right  now.     Some  say  the  crop  is  | 
too  far  along  to  be  of  much  benefit,  others  say  it  will  ado.  considerably  to 
the  tonnage.    In  reference  to  onions  I  havenH  heard  of  a  field  that  won't 
go  a  car  to  the  acre  and  some  considerably  more  than  this.    The  quality  of 
the  crop  this  year  is  excellent. 

"While,  the  demand  for  Bartlett  pears  was  only  fair,  and  for  the  Clair- 
geaus,  Howell s,  Sheldons  and  ruches s  it  was  poor,  there  seems  to  be  a  good 
demand  for  Kieffers.    It  is  estimated  that  there' are  lSO.000  bushels  of 
Kieffers  this  year.     Canning  factories  have  contracted  about  80,000  bushels 
at  $1.35  per  cwt  -  and  it  now  seems  probable  that  a  commodity  that  went  beg- 
ging for  a  home  last  year  will  be  in  ready  demand  at'  $1.10- $1.15  Per  bushel, 
for  No.  1  2J"  Min.  stock. 

"With  the  quality  of  the  grape  crop  in  Michigan  very  good  this  season, 
and  with  very  little  competition  from  ArkansaSr-Miss.ouri-Iowa  section,  it  was 
thought  early  that  the  Michigan  product  in  small  baskets  would  have  an  ex- 
ceptional demand,    For  some  reason  the  demand  has  been  only  fair  at  very 
modest  prices.    The  shipments  have  .been  thus  far  mainly  from  the  territory 
south  of  St.  Joseph  and  that  section  is  probably  about  50$  finished  at  this 
time.    Light  shipments  thus  far  have  taken  place  from  the  Paw- Paw  Lawton 
Section,  but  they  will  be  heavy  next  week,  and  the  peak  of  the  shipments 
should  be  reached  during  the  coming  week." 
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3b.    NEJS  OF  IDAHO  POTATO  SECTIONS. 

Wendell  Calhoun  writing  from  Idaho  Falls,  October  1,  discusses  the  po- 
tato industry  in  that  State  as  follows: 

"The  Southern  Idaho  territory,  or  Lower  Snake  River  Valley,  taking  in 
the  various  irrigation  projects  from  Burley  to  Buhl,  probably  has  fully  as 
large  a  potato  crop  this  year  as  the  Upper  Snake  River  Valley,  or  what  we  call 
the  Idaho  Falls  Section.    And  it  is  the  opinion  of  many  of  those  well  posted 
in  the    industry  that  the  southern  part  of  the  State  is  going  to  expand  its 
potato  acreage  much  more  rapidly  than  will  the  Upper  Valley,    'The  new  reser- 
voir at  American  Falls,  just  completed  this  season,  is  already  furnishing  water 
to  a  large  district  which  before  has  been  short  of  sufficient  irrigation,  and 
there  is  much  new  land  to  come  into  cultivation.    Of  this  a  great  part  is 
suitable  for  potato  growing,  ana  it  seems  to  be  quite  generally  considered  that 
the  center  of  the  Idaho  potato  industry  is  about  to  shift  from  the  Upper  to 
the  Lower  Snake  River  Valley.     There  will  be  as  many  or  more  potatoes  raised 
in  this  section,  but  there  will  be  further  large  increases  in  the  other  dis- 
tricts,   There  has  just  been  completed  at  Twin  Falls  a  'Tim  to  rim'  bridge 
across  the  Snake  River  Canyon,  nearly  five  hundred  feet  high  and  over  a  quarter 
of  a  mile  in  length,  connecting  the  North  and  South  Side  projects. 

"We  have  had  our  share  of  the  general  rainy  weather  this  past  week,  and 
digging  of  the  potato  crop  has  been  at  a  standstill  for  the  past  four  days. 
Today  it  looks  rather  favorable  for  clearing  off,  and  if  so,  digging  will  be 
heavy  this  week.    The  vines  were  partly  killed  the  middle  of  September,  -but 
there  have  been  practically  no  frosts  since  then,  ana  the  Russets  are  hardly 
matured  enough  for  digging  in  the  later  sections.     If  we  can  get  by  without 
severee  field  frost,   the  quality  of  the  crop  promises  to  be  very  good.  There 
is  a  feeling  of  optimism  for  a  fairly  good  market,  and  the  growers  are  going 
to  hold  tight  for  around  a  dollar  for  their  Russets,  which  would  mean  in  the 
neighborhood  of  a  dollar  and  a  quarter  for  loaded  cars.    Dealers  generally 
expect  the  movement  to  be comparatively  slow  at  prices  materially  less  than  that.

In  the  past.,  checks  in  payment  of  fees  for  inspections  made  for  steam- 
ship lines  acting  as  agents  of  the  U.S.  Shipping  Board  have  "been  deposited 
in  the  U.S.  Treasury  to  the  credit  of  miscellaneous  receipts.  Arrangements 
have  now  been  made  for  depositing  these  checks  to  the  credit  of  the  appropria- 
tion for  Market  Inspection  of  Perishable  Foods,    In  order  that  these  funds  may 
be  credited  to  our  appropriation,  it  will  be  necessary  to  transmit  such  checks 
on  a  new  form  of  letter  of  transmittal,  F.  P*  I.  -35,  which  will  be  supplied 
to  the  following  offices:  Boston,  New  York,  Philadelphia,  San  Francisco  and 
Portland.    At  times  these  offices  will  find  it  necessary  to  send  in  letters 
of  transmittal .on  the  two  forms  F.P^I,  -15  and. F.P.I.  -35*    When  the  latter 
form  is  used,  the  following  appropriation  number,  ,!3S303«l6"  should  be  typed 
in  the  heading  immediately  following  the  words,  "  Market  Inspection  of 
Perishable  Foods. " 

It  will,  therefore,  be  necessary  in  the  future  for  these  offices  to 
submit  two  monthly  reports,  one  for  the  commercial  work  and  another  for 
inspections  made  on  application  of  the  steamship  lines  operating  as  agents 
for  the  Shipping  Board,  for  example,  Yankee  Line,  Oriole  Line,  Pioneer  Line, 
Oregon  Oriental  Line,  etc.    This  applies  only  to  work  for  which  fee  slips 
are  issued .and  does  not  apply  to  inspections  for  the  Laid-Up  Fleet  nor  the 
United  States  Lines,  bills  for- this  work  being  handled  directly  by  the 
Washington  Office,     These  letters  of  transmittal  should  be  forwarded  to 
the  Disbursing  Clerk  in  the  same  way  as  letters  of  transmittal  accompanying 
checks  in  payment  for  commercial  work. 

2c-    PROPER  USE  OF  PHRASE  "ASIDE' FROM  DECAY,  ETC..  STOCK  GRADES  U.S.  NO.  1." 

The  U.S.  Grades  for  potatoes  and  barreled  apples  and  the  State  of 
Washington  grades  for  apples  and  pears  provide  that  scald,  decay  or  other 
deterioration  which  develops  in  storage  or  transit  shall  be  considered 
as  affecting  the  condition  and  not  the  grade.     The  grade  statement'  on 
certificates  covering  inspection  of  these  products  should  read  as  follows: 

(1)  "Stock  grades  U.S.  No.  1,  decay  being  a  factor  of  condition." 

(2)  "Stock  grades  Washington  Extra  Fancy,  scald  being  a  factor  of  condition.  " 
It  is  not  proper  to  make  use  of  the  expression  "aside  from"  in  such  cases 
and  its  use  should  be  restricted  to  those  products  for  which  the  grades 

do  not  provide  for  considering  deterioration  as  a  factor  of  condition. 

3c.    WHY  THERE'S  NO  NEWS  FROM  GRAPE  OFFICES. (From  Inspectors'  Notes, 
Sept.  30,  Sacramento.)  ; 
Returning  from  the  San  Joaquin  Valley  last  week  end,  Mr.  Allewelt  gave 
a  graphic  description  of  the  rush  of  inspections  in  the  grape  districts  there. 
"I  arrived  at  one  of  the  larger  offices  at  10  P.M.,"    he  said,  "  and  found  only 
a  few  inspectors  around.    The  boys  kept  coming  in  from  then  until  I  left  at 
12  o'clock.    At  midnight  there  were  six  men  still  at  work  and  next  morning  I 
found  they  had  completed  their  inspections  as  'late  as    2:30  and  3:00  A.M." 
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kc,    SEKD  IN  SPECIMENS  APPLES  shotting-  blossom  end  scald  or  decay:. 

On  account  of  the  blossoms  end  .injury  which  has  been  observed  in  several 
lots  of  Northwestern  boxed  apples  it  is  requested  that  inspectors  watch  care- 
fully for  injury  of  this  kind  in  all  lots  of  boxed  apples  which  they  examine. 
Samples  of  either • the  blossom  end  scald  or  decay  should  be  sent  to  this  office 
-with  full  information  as  to  point  of  origin  and  name  of  shipper.  This  is 
necessary  in  order  that  investigation  may  bo  made  in  Washington  State  of  the 
treatment  which  was  given  such  lots.  It  is  the  belief  at  the  present  time  that 
this  blossom  end  injury  which  is  frequently  followed  by  blue  mold  decay  is 
due  to  insufficient  washing  for  removal  of  the  hydrochloric  acid  solution  which 
is  used  to  remove  the  spray  residue.  Since  this  type  of  injury  has  shown  up 
in  only  a  small  fraction  of  lots  .which  have  been  washed  in  hydrochloric  acid 
solution,  it  is  believed  that  the  injury  is  due  to  some  error  in  the  operations 
and  not  to  the  process  and  every  effort  is  being  made  to  correct  any  mistakes 
of  this  kind  which  are  being  made  in  the  efforts  to  remove  objectionable  spray 
residues. 

Specimens  showing  this  injury,  should  be  forwarded  to  this  office  as 
promptly  as  possible  so  that  the  necessary  information  can  be  gotten  back  to 
the  shippers  without  delay, 

5c-  ■  SBVi  VARIETY  OF  GRaPSS  SHIPPED " FROM  ONTaRIO,  CALIFORNIA:

7c.     CORRECTION  FROST  LIP  INSTRUOTIQNS(Superseding  instructions  last  week's  D. 
(From  Inspection  Letter,   September  27,  Yakima) 

Due  largely  to  the  type  of  samples  at  hand  when  the  article  "Frost  Lip 
as  a  Grade  Defect"  was  written  for  Letter  No.  33,  the  instructions  as  given 


therein  were  incomplete  and  to  a  certain  extent  misleading 


To  correct  this, 


inspectors  are  instructed  to  entirely  disregard  the  instructions  given  in  that- 
art  icle  and  use  as  a  guide  in  the  future  the  instructions  given  below: 

1.  Frost  lip  when  within  the  stem  basin  and  not  affecting  the  shape 
of  the  fruit  will  not  affect  the  grade  any  more  than  any  other  russet  at  the 
stem  basin.    Therefore,  an  apple  may  grade  Extra  Fancy  if  it  has  the  other 
qualifications  regardless  of  a  small  frost  lip  in  the  basin- 

2.  When  the  frost  lip  area  carries  solid  russet,  that  part  of  the  ares 
outside  the  crest  of  the  basin  will  come  under  the  ruling  of  definition  6c 
for  the  Extra  Fancy  Grade  and  definition  7d  for  the  Fancy  Grade,  provided, 
that  any  deformity  accompanying  the  injury  does  not  cause  sufficient  deformity 
of  the  fruit  to  throw  it  out  of  the  respective  grades. 

3.  When  the  frost  lip  area  contains  russet  which  is  so  scattered  and 
spotted  or  net-like  as  to  make  the  prevailing  color  effect  the  natural  red, 
green  or  yellow  of  the  fruit  instead  of  russet,  specimens  may  be  admitted  to 
the  Fancy  Grade  under  the  following  conditions; 

(a)  The  specimen  contains  but  one  lip  or  the  injury  extends  out  of 
the  stem  basin  only  on  one  side,  and 

(b)  The  injured  area,  outside  of  the  crest  of  the  stem  basin,  does 
not  exceed  3/*+  °f  a^  inch  in  its  greatest  diameter,  and  provided  further  that 

(c)  The  fruit  is  not  misshapen  sufficiently  to  bar  it  from  the  Fancy 

Grade.

Id.    PHOTOGRAPHS  USED  TO  ILLUSTRATE  GRADE  DEFECTS . 

On  October  5,  there,  was  mailed  to  the  inspector  in  charge  of  each  in- 
spection office  a  set  of  photographs  illustrating  some  grade  defects  of  pota- 
toes ana  onions.     .Yord  descriptions  are  very  often  inadequate  in  descriDing  the 
degree  of  damage  which  is  permitted  in  any  particular  grade,  and  it  is  felt 
that  in  such  cases  photographs  will  prove  of  extreme  value  in  securing  uni- 
formity of  interpretation  within  the  inspection  service. 

Other  photographs  of  defects  of  various  commodities  have  oeen  taken 
and  these  will  he  forwarded  to  the  inspection  offices  as  soon  as  sufficient 
prints  can  be  secured  from  the  photographic  laboratory*    This  type  of  work  is 
far  from  being  completed,  and  we  shall  be  very  glad  to  receive  from  inspectors, 
specimens  which  they  believe  will  photograph  satisfactorily-    A  record  is^oemg 
kept  of  all  photographs  sent  to  the  inspectors  in  charge  of  the  various  off icel 
They  should  not  be  taken  with  the  inspector  in  case  of  transfer  to  another ^ as- 
signment.

1 a .     SUPREME  COURT  DISPOSES  CE  EXCESS  FROEITS  CASS. 

The  Supreme  Court,  on  Monday,  October  17,  dismissed  the  excess  wool 
profits  case  of  the  United  States  vs.  W.«  A,  and  Jo  N.  McFarland  on  the  ground 
that  the  Questions  presented  to  the  Court  in  the  argument  did  not  coincide 
with  the  questions  raised  in  the  Government's  petition  for  its  consent  to  con- 
sider the  case.    This  action  by  the  Supreme  Court  is,  therefore,  neither  for 
nor  against  the  Government  and  leaves  the  main  question  as  to  the  validity  of 
the  1918  Government  wool  regulations  still  undecided  by  the  highest  tribunal. 
Inasmuch  as  no  further  action  can  be  taken  in  the  particular  case  before  zhe 
Court,  the  only  way  to  obtain  a  Supreme  Court  decision  will  be  the  advancement 
of  some  other  excess  wool  profits  case  pending  in  one  of  the  Federal  District 
Courts.    The  Government's  rights  with  reference  to  this  work  remain  as  they 
have  been  during  the  past  years.     Several  wool  cases  already  tried  are  now 
awaiting  decision  in  the  Federal  District  Courts  and  a  number  of  others  are 
awaiting  trial.

"Potato  shipments  have  been  very  light  with  much  of  the  stock  going  to 
the  smaller  markets.     The  onion  shipments  are  increasing  and  there  was  more  ac- 
tive trading  with  some  advance,  in  price  during  the  period  of  unfavorable  weat he- 
conditions  in  Indiana  and  Ohio. 

"The  apple  shipments  from  this  section  have  been  comparatively  light. 
The  Greenings  are  going  into  storage  mostly  and  it  is  a  trifle  early  for  Bald- 
wins.   E.O.E.  sales  are  not  very  numerous  as  many  shipments  are  on  joint  ac- 
c  ount .  - 


"The  cabbage  shipments  have  been  averaging  around  100  Cars  a  cay  for 


past  two  weeks,  with  the  bulk  of  the  stock  Domestic.     The  percentage  ci  Lanisn 
is  increasing  and  the  most ...  of :  the  Domestic  at  the  present  time  is  being  snipped 
to  kraut  factories,  principally  in  the  middle  west. 

"The  demand  for  carrots  has  been  very  slow  and  the  market  weak.  There  1 
a  plentiful  supply  and  considerable  stock  is  being  shipped  to  canning  factories 
and  used  mostly  in  soups.    This  stock  is  usually  shipped  in  bulk."

In  a  letter  of  October  12,  J.  G.  Scott  of  Denver,  contributes  the  fol- 
lowing information  of  crops  in  Colorado: 

"Carbondale  District  proper  will  probably  have  as  many  potatoes  as  it 
had  last  season,  but  the  section  extending  from  McCoy  west  through  Eagle,  New 
Castle  and  Rifle  will  probably  not  have  more  than  sixty  per  cent  of  the  pota- 
toes which  it  had  last  season.     Yield  is  very  spotty,  there  is  blight  in  many 
fields,  and  other  conditions  including  poor  stands  will  cut  down  tonnage  in 
this  northern  territory.     The  Delta-Montrose  District  crop  has  been  cut  seriO' 
ly.    After  interviewing  a  number  of  shippers  at  Delta,  Olathe  and  Montrose  it 
seems  that  they  will  not  have  much  more  than  half  the  tonnage  that  they  had 
last  season. 

"when  at  Delta  and  Montrose  I  attempted  to  check  the  approximate 
amount  of  onions  which  would  be  moved  from  that  district,     Shippers  estimated 
all  the  way  from  1000  to  2000  cars',  but  after  talcing  the  thing  up  with  Mr. 
Rutland  we  felt  that  about  1300  to  1500  cars  would  cover  movement  from  that 
district  this  season,     Quality  of  Western  Slope  onions  will  probably  be  bette: 
than  average  with  favorable  weather  conditions.     Sizes  ran  medium  to  large, 
many  large . 

"Several  growers  and  shippers  told  me  that  they  were  much  interested 
our  daily  market  reports  from  the  two  Denver  radio  stations  and  that  they  mad 
it  a  point  to  tune  in  each  evening  and  get  the  market  reports,  so  apparently 
the  radio  reports  are  going  across  in  a  satisfactory  manner." 

5b .     POTATO  SITUATION  IM  WASHINGTON  STATE, 

The  letter  quoted  below  is  Mr.  Robert  Ringer's  account  on  October  13, 
of  the  potato  situation  in  the  State  of  Washington; 

"In  the  Yakima  Valley,  digging  is  in  full  sway  now  after  a  killing  frost 
about  a  week  ago.     The  vines  were  alreaay  drying  up  so  the  frost  finished 
them. 

"From  what  I  have  seen,  Yakima  has  the  best  quality  it  has  put  out  for 
several  years.     The  October  estimate  showed  an  increase  for  Washington,  while 
many  were  confident  it  would  show  a  decrease  because  many,  many  fields  are  not 
turning  out  the  yield  they  usually  have.     In  place  of  six  to  eight  good  sized 
tubers  to  the  hill,  they  are  getting  three  or  four  large  ones,   which  the 
growers  claim  is  running  about  25>  short  in  tonnage.     However  that  may  be,  all 
admit  they  have  plenty  of  potatoes  and  will  turn  out  better  average  quality 
than  usual , 

"The  hot  weather  of  July  came  to.o  early  to  give  second  growth,   so  the 
stock  is  smooth.    The  ground  is  in  fine  condition  for  digging  so  they  are 
coming  out  clean.    Much  of  the  stock  is  being  put  into  branded  bags.  The 
California  Quarantine  regulations  compel  the  screening  of  stock  on  the  rail- 
road right  of  way s   so  after  the  grower  takes  out  the  worst  stuff,  the  shippers 
get  another  whack  at  it,  which  results  in  better  grade  than  used  to  be  put 
out . 

"Yakima  will  not  sell  a  large  amount of  US  Mo,  1.    They  are  too  anxious 
to  work  off  some  of  the  large  cut  stock  and  practically  insist  on  putting  up 
a  combination  graae  with  85^  the  best,  generally.    Of  course,  some  go  No.  1, 
but  the  majority  will  not  be  put  up  that  way."

1  a .     A  VERY  INTERESTING  LETTER  I  ROM  LONDON, 

Last  week,  the  following  letter  of  October  11  was  received  from  Mr, 
Eiske,  who  is  now  studying  the  English  apple  industry.    His  address  is  59 
Upper  Gloucester  Place,  London,  W.l.:- 

"The  D.L.  of  September  9  talks  about  my  staying  here  until  October  15th 
but  I  shall  stay  longer  and  probably  shall  not  reach  the  office  until  November 
15th,  and  not  then  if  it  takes  too  long  to  get  over  the  voyage.    It  is  likely 
to  be  rough  then* 

"I  am  having  the  right  mixture  of  sightseeing  with  interesting  work. 
I  send  considerable  stuff  to  farm  papers  and  have  visited  many  farms,  where 
I  have  talked  and  listened  and  consumed  gallons  of  tea  with  fixings.  They 
treat  an  expected  visitor  very  hospitably,  but    a  wanderer  with  a  strange  ac- 
cent would  be  likely  to  get  the  dog  and  gate,  I  suspect >     The  grounds  have 
high  walls,  with  spikes  or  glass  on  the  top  sometimes.    Anyhow,  I  always  get  . 
letters  of  introduction. 

"The  English  apple  crop  seems  to  have  been  underestimated,  according 
to  dealers  and  my  own  impression.    This  is  Edwin  Sraith?s  opinion,  too.  Many 
trees  in  Kent  were  propped  up,  under  heavy  loads.    The  crop  seems  to  be  equal 
to  that  of  two  years  ago,  which  was  75%.    The  best  of  it  is  in  Kent.  The 
good  crop  of  Bramleys  insures  quite  a  supply  all  winter.    A  few  growers  have 
their  own  cold-storage  plants.    Most  orchards  are  small  in  acreage,  and  many 
are  closely  set  and  not  worth  much,  but  there  are  some  fine,  large,  modern 
orchards,  although  the  high  trunks  and  the  pasturage  with  sheep  may  shock 
American  ideas 9    I  figure  they  are  raising  apples  cheaper  than  we  are  and  get- 
ting more  for  them.-    Old,  poor  orchards  are  going  out,  but  new  well-managed 
commercial  acreage  has  doubled  within  a  few  years  in  certain  districts  in  Kent 

"London  is  a  good  place,  if  one  doesnH  have  to  gee  a  living  here. 
There  are  hundreds  of  thousands  just  scraping  along,  and  thousands  nearly  down 
and  out.,     I  was  talking  with  one  to-night.    No  job.    The  dole  of  $4,75  a  —  el~ 
is  only  for  awhile.    A  man  has  to  work  sometime  before  he  can  get  it  again. 
He  was  well  and  strong  but  a  little  over  age,  and  finds  work  scarce,  although 
he  has  a  trade.     The  cheap  lodging    and  meal  places,  11    a  night,  canTt  take 
in  half  that  come  there.     They  turned  away  fO  Saturday  night,  and  this  par- 
ticular man  had  to  walk  miles  although  he  had  money.,    No  beggar;  he  didn't 
ask  or  receive  a  cent;  just  an  average  old.' •  h  workman,  who  finds  London  hard 
sledding, 

"London  is  cheap,  too,  for  the  poor.    Much  trade  is  on  the  two-cent 
basis „    Even  the  cheap  places  are  neat  and  clean.    The  line  is  rather  sharp 
between  rich  and  poor.    Wealfcny  folks,  also  tourist/'s  and  Americans,  are  likely 
to  find  living  expensive.     I  consider  necessary  costs  in  general  are  about 
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one-third  less  than  in  large  American  cities,  hut  Mr,  Smith  hag  his  doubts, 
and  so  do  I,     It  all  depends.    My  dinner  to-night  at  UO^  would  have  cost  JO^ 
in  Washington,  and  no  better,  food  and  not  so  well  served  in  Washington;  but 
I  went  to  a  chain  restaurant,  not  to  Regent  Street  or  to  a  hotel.

Many  folks  I  meet  seem  to  think 
that  U.S.  is  like  the  old  Wild  '.Vest,     They  do  like  to  discuss  our  prohibition 
efforts.    Not  much  of  such  effort  here,  but  I  meet  an  agitator  once  in  a  while

MARKET  HEWS SERVICE 


lb*     LONG-  ISLAND  CAULIFLOWER  SITUATION. 

writing  from  New  York  City  oh  October  21,  E.  R.  Biddle  gave  the  fol- 
lowing information  on  cauliflower: 

"I  have  had  several  requests  lately,  both  from  our  own  men  and  from 
western  growers,  concerning  the  movement  and  condition  of  Long  Island  cauli- 
flower.   Mr.  Sutton  and  I  have  talked  to  several  of  the  important  receivers 
and  the  consensus  of  opinion  is  that  the  planted  acreage  was  about  the  same 
as  last  year.    I  note  that  the  Truck  Crop  Report  bears  this  out,  in  the  main, 
estimating  3,700  acres,  compared  with  3,500  in  1926.    Due  to  hot,  wet  weather 
during  September,  quality  of  the  Slower1  developed  very  poorly.     In  some 
instances,  many  acres  have  been  plowed  under  and  a  fairly  large  percentage  of 
that  which  was  harvested  was  so  poorly  formed  that  it  is  being  hauled  direct 
to  the  pickling  factories.     It  is  variously  estimated  that  the  harvested 
acreage  will  be  anywhere  from  ^0%  to  7O73  of  last  season's  total.     In  the  Orien 
section,  where  the  leaves  are  tied  up  to  protect  the  'flower4  and  to  prolong 
the  harvesting  season,  it  is  stated  that  fully  ^Qffo  of  the  acreage  has  been 
abandoned  and  plowed  over.     This  means  that  the  season  will  likely  wind  up 
earlier  than  usual.    Most  of  the  dealers  feel  that  the  peak  of  the  season  is 
past,  but  thai:  there  will  be  a  moderate     to  liberal  supply  for  the  local  mar- 
ket until  late  November  and  that  it  would  be  unwise  to  bring  in  western 
'flower*  before  the  first  of  Eecember.    Under  normal  conditions,  the  peak  of 
the  season  would  be  during  this  week  and  next  week,    Moderate  and  favorable 
weather  conditions  for  the  next  three  or  four  weeks  would  probably  increase 
the  quantity  of  marketable   'flower1  which  would  come  to  the  city.     I  have  been 
asked  about  the  carlot  movement  but  was  unable  to  give  any  definite  informa- 
tion on  this  except  that  practically  ail  the  receipts  on  this  market  came  by 
auto  truck.    Most  of  the  earlier  crop  from  the  Catskills  was  also  motored  in- 
to this  market,  at  least  in  larger  volume  than  ever  before.11

Texas  sweet  potatoes  are  different  this  season, 
in  that  farmers  appear  to  be1  in  a  great  hurry  to  market  their  crop,  Reports 
of  a  greatly  increased  production  have  discouraged  them,  and  some  of  the  dry- 
ing plants  report  that  they  are  not  going  to  get  enough  stock  to  supply  the 
demand  for  kiln-dried  sweet  potatoes.     Secked.  stock  is  being  quoted"  as  low  as 
$1.40  delivered  Port  viorth  in  carloads,  while  the  roads  are  lined  with  trucks 
of  homegrown  stock,  which. may  be  bought  by  consumers  as  low  as  50^  a  bushel," 

to-     MAKING-  ''CARBON "  COPIES  FROM  STEITCILS. 

Some  offices  doubtless  are  following  the  plan,   suggested  by  H.  E. 
Rutland,   of  the  Grand  Junction  office,  in  a  letter  of  October  22.     Eor  the 
benefit  of  offices  which  have  not  tried  this  plan,   the  letter  is  quoted: 

"Every  day,  we  give  to  a  local  newspaper  a  copy  of  our  market  reports, 
through  the  shipping-point  information-     They  must  have  this  copy  by  noon,  to 
use  in  the  afternoon  edition.     V7e  very. seldom  finish  the  first  page  of  our 
reports  before  noon.     This  meant  previously  that  we  had  to  copy  on  a  type- 
writer the  data  on  shipments,  destinations,   shipping-point  information,  etc. 

"7,'e  have  now  found  that  '..hen  a  single  copy  of  the  reports  is  wanted, 
we  can  obtain  a  perfect   'carbon1  copy  from  an  Arlax  stencil  by  inserting  a 
regular  white  sheet  under  the  stencil  sheet.     This  will  work  for  a  single  copy 
but  not  more.     Instead  of  interfering  with  the  legibility  of  the  stencil,  it 
really  seems  to  improve  the  cutting,   if  the  type  on  the  machine  is  at  all 
blurred. 

"T/e  find  that  making  copies  of  our  reports  this  way  saves  us  fully  20 
minutes  of  typing  each  morning.     Some  of  the  other  boys  in  the  field  may  have 
this  same  problem,  and  I  am  passing  this  along  for  what  it  is  worth,"

xu  .     rituutt&aS  OF  MAINZ  POTATO  INSPECTIONS. 

A  letter  of  October  19,-  from  Gr.  R„ '  Warren,  at  Cariboo,  . Me  . ,  included 
the  following  report  on  potato  work  in  Aroostook  County: 

"We  actually  began  inspections  on  September  15 ,    By  the  15th  of  October, 
a  total  of  SSI  cars  had  been  inspected,  337  having  been  completed  last  week. 
This  is  the "best  weekly  record  Maine  ever  had.    Two  years  ago,  during  the  same 
week,  30  cars  were  inspected.    Last  year  the  same  week  I7U  cars  were  completed. 
The  337  cars  were  inspected  by  17  men,  an  average  of  19.3  cars  per  man  per  week 
We  are  operating  at  Ik  different  stations  over  the  county,  stretching  from 
St.  Francis  on  the  St.  John  River  as  far  south  as  Island  Falls,  a  total  dis- 
tance by  road  of  approximately  200  miles.     Many  miles  of  this  road  are  through 
heavy  timber  land.    Frequently  our  inspectors  see  moose,  bear  ana  deer,  while 
passing  by*    Luring  the  winter,  it  is  very  difficult  to  get  to  sidings.  The 
first  winter  I  spent  in  Maine,  there  was  an  inspector  vvho  used  to  travel  8  to 
10  miles  several  times  a  week  on  skis  to  make  inspections, 

" vv'e  plan  to  take  on  several  more  inspectors  and  will  probably  have  as 
high  as  20  before  the  season  is  over.     The  shippers  are  gradually  being  won 
over  and,  unless  we  suffer  some  reversals,  I  believe  we  can  expect  a  very  good 
season. 

"'.Ve  find  plenty  of  hollow  heart  in  Cobblers.    A  few  farmers  in  some  sec- 
tions are  being  hit  very  hard  with  Late  Blight  Tuber  Rot  in  Green  Mountains, 
The  digging  weather  was  fine;   so  the  potatoes  came  out  clean, which  makes  find- 
ing the  above  disease  a  much  easier  task."

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3b .     MIMEOGRAPHING  DIFFI CUTTIES , 

Complaints  received  from  the  field  regarding  the  operation  of  mimeo- 
graphs or  the  quality  of  supplies  indicate  that  the  difficulty  can  often  be 
remedied  by  a  slight  adjustment  or  change  of  method,     vVe  welcome  complaints 
or  problems  whenever  difficulty  is  encountered,  but  the  following  observa- 
tions are  offered  with  a  view  to  avoiding  trouble; 

The  paper  furnished  is  far  more  uniform  than  years  ago,  being  pur- 
chased on  special  specifications.     Samples  of  paper  required  to  be  sent  to 
Washington  promptly  upon  delivery  of  a  shipment  are  expected  to  be  a  check 
on  the  quality  of  paper  furnished. 

Although  Government  Printing  Office  ink  has  not  been  found  as  gener- 
ally satisfactory  as  the  At  B»  Dick  ink,   it  is  the  only  ink  which  can  be 
purchased  under  present  rulings  and  therefore  every  effort  possible  must  be 
made  to  obtain  good  results.     The  pad  on  the  mimeograph  drum  probably  will 
have  to  be  changed  more  frequently  than  formerly. 

Stencils  should  not  be  kept  longer  than  necessary  before  being  used. 
Always  use  the  oldest  stencils  first.     If  stencils  are  considered  in  un- 
satisfactory condition  send  a  sample  to  sfashington,  but  not  a  large  quantity* 
Very  satisfactory  stencils  were  cut  recently  on  stencils  which  were  sent  in 
as  "practically  worthless , " 

One  office  reported  difficulty  because  the  stencils  tore  while  on 
the  mimeograph.     Investigation  showed  that  the  stencils,  well  filled  with 
material,  had  been  pulled  too  hard  in  being  put  on  the  machine  ana  that  the 
automatic  feed  had  been  loaded  too  full  of  paper  so  that,  when  the  paper 
reached  the  impression  roller  and  cylinder,   the  lifter  over  the  paper  held 
the  sheet  from  freely  passing  through  the  machine,  causing  the  stencil  to 
pull  apart.    Where  there  is  difficulty  there  is  a.  cause.    Hunt  for  it. 

The  Mimeograph  Manual  or  Mimeograph  Service  Book  furnished  with 
mimeographs  explain  in  detail  the  various  operations  and  adjustments  in  con- 
nection with  mimeographing-     These  books  should  be  referred  to  from  time  to 
time.     Read  also  the  directions  on  the  boxes  containing  the  stencils.  If 
any  market  station  or  field  man  does  not  possess  a  copy  of  either  of  them, 
one  should  be  secured  from  a  local  branch  of  the  A.  B»  Dick  Company  or  upon

1c.     COST  OF  SPIP?:_.C-PC:.  :  i::S?i:no::  (From  Inspection  Letter,  Yakima,  Oct. 25) 
If  the  average  inspector  were  to  be  asked  winat  is "the  cost  of  shipping- 
point  inspection  to  a  shipper,  he  would  probably  reply  that  the  fee  per  car- 
lot  is  $5-00  and  consider  the  question  as  satisfactorily  answered.    It  is 
true  that  in  most  sections  of  this  State  a  standard  fee  of  $5.00  per  carlot 
applies  and  unless  there  are  traveling  expenses  incurred  by  the  inspector,  this 
is  the  only  fee  paid  by  zhe  shipper  or  applicant  to  the  Service. 

But  ,  does  this  represent  the  only  coct?     .4  large  operator  recently  made 
the  remark,     "You  know  it  costs  us  a  lot  of  money  to  have  this  shipping-point 
inspection  service,  considerably  more  than  just  the  $5»0p  fee,  because  every 
inspector  or  other  man  whom  ycu  have  about  your  warehouse  costs  you  money." 
when  one  stops  to  reflect  upon  this,  he  becomes  more  and  more  impressed  with 
the  truth  of  the  statement.    Every  time  an  inspector  goes  to  a  warehouse  he 
first  stops  at  the  office  and  makes  inquiry  of  some  of  the  office  held  or  the 
foreman- regarding  the  car.    Frequently  it  is  necessary  for  some  representative 
of  the  firm  tc  accompany  him  into  the  warehouse  and  show  him  where  the  fruit 
is  located  if  it  is  not  already  trucked  onto  the  platform  for  loading-  /ill 
this  is  assuming  that  the  inspector  has  been  able  to  get  to  the  warehouse  in 
time  that  the  loading  of  the  car  can  proceed  with  no  delay.    If  the  inspector 
is  delayed  in  arriving  at  the  warehouse,  an  hour  or  more  of  the  loading  crew's 
time  may  easily  be  wasted  while  waiting  for  him  to  arrive  and  O.K.  for  loading 
the  first  lots  that  go  into  the  car.    Following  the  inspection,  it  is  fre- 
quently necessary  for  a  representat ive  of  the  firm  to  make  a  trip  to  the  in- 
spection office  to  obtain  the  certificate  in  case  the  firm  cannot  wait  for 
mail  delivery  of  the  certificate.    And  so  on,  one  can  enumerate  many  little 
delays  ana  small  amounts  of  time  taken  up  by  the  firm's  representatives  in 
obtaining  shipping-point  certification  on  a  carlot  of  fruit.     .-,hen  one  stops 
to  consider  that  all  of  these  people  are  on  the  payroll  of  the  applicant,  it 
is  easy  to  see  how  snip  ping-point  inspection  may  very  often  cost  the  snipper 
twice  the  amount  of  the  fee  paid  for  the  certificate* 

This  nay'-seem  like  an  unimportant  point  but  it  is  something  which  we 
should  bear  in  mind  in  our-  dealings  with  applicants  for  our  service,    At  least 
it  is  of  sufficient  importance  in  the  minds  of  the  larger  shippers  that  they  do 
not  hesitate  to  mention  it  occasionally.

It  has  been  noted  that  many  inspectors  are  reporting  maturity  of  pota- 
toes under  "Condition"  heading  on  the  new  certificates  whereas  it  should  be 
reported  under  "Quality1'.    Maturity  as  related  to  development  of  potatoes 
when  harvested,  -  "immature ".,  "fairly  well  matured",  or  "V.ell -matured" ,  is  a 
factor  of  quality.    Potatoes  which  are  soft,  sprouting,  or  shrive lie a  should 
be.  reported  under  the  "Sondit ion^heaaing.

3c    LATE  BLIGHT  TONaTO  HO"? .     (G.  B.  Ramsey,  Associate  Pathologist) 

The  California  tomatoes  now  arriving  on  the  markets  often  show  the 
same  type  of  decay  that  was    prevalent  about  this  time  last  year.  (See 
Division  Letter  Vol.  7,  No.  kG,  Nov.  12,  1926.) 

The  decay  is  caused  by  a  Phy  t ophthora ,  which  is  identical  with,  or 
closely  related  to  the  species  which  causes  Late  Blight  of  potatoes.  The 
causal  organism  usually  enters  at  the  stem  end,  or  about  the  upper  half  of 
the  tomato,  and  produces  large  greenish  water-soaked  irregular  blotches.  The 
affected  regions  are  usually  somewhat  soft  and  watery,  but  may  become  rather 
firm,  due  to  loss  of  moisture,  if  the  tomatoes  are  held  in  a  dry  atmosphere. 
The  firm  type  of  lesion  becomes  discolored  yellowish-brown,  but  never  has  the 
definite  brown  zonation  found  in  Buckeye  Rot . 

Last  year  it  was  recommended  that  the  name  Phyt ophthora  Rot  be  used 
when  referring  to  this  disease.    It  appears,  however,  that  this  technical 
name  was  a  little  cumbersome,  so  it  is  recommended  the  name  Late  Blight  Tomato 
Rot  be  used  hereafter.

attention  of  market  inspectors  is  called  to  the  fact  that  the  complete 
file  of  shipping  point  certificates  written  in  the  State  of  Washington  is 
kept  at  Olympia.    Often  when  requests  for  information  regarding  cars  which 
have  been  shipping-point  inspected,  are  received  at  Yakima,  it  is  necessary 
to  relay  the  request  to  Olympia,  thereby  causing  delay.    Market  inspectors 
are  therefore  advised,  to  wire  wire  direct  to  Olympia  for  such  information, 
taking  care  to  include  in  the  wire,  car  number,  commodity  and  shipping  point , 
as  aavised  in  paragraph  9c,  Livision  Letter  of  October  21.

2a.     RUSSIAN  APPLES  Eg  THE  BRITISH  MARKET. 

Apples  from  Crimea,  Russia,  have  been  sola  in  Covent  Garden,  London, 
during  the  past  three  seasons,  according  to  Mr.  Edwin  Smith,  Fruit  Special- 
ist of  the  Bureau  of  Agricultural  Economics  in  Europe.  The  first  were  said 
to  have  been  transported  from  Crimea  to  Moscow  by  the  Soviet  Government  and 
there  packed  in  cases  for  export..  The  attempt  was  crude,  resulting  in  non- 
standard boxes,  blemishes  from  disease  and  insect  injury  ana  general  lack  of 
uniformity.  The  fruit,  however,  was  flashy  in  appearance  but  it  sold  at  low 
prices . 

Since  this  first  attempt  consistent  progress  has  been  made  in  the  im- 
provement of  this  product.    This  year's  outturn.,  the  first  of  which  I'ir.  Smith 
has  examined  at  Covent  Garden,  offers  a  great  contrast  to  the  original  ship- 
ments.   An . exact  duplicate  of  the  standard  Northwest  apple  box  has  been  per- 
fected and  the  pack  is  as  good,  according  to  Mr.  Smith,  as  any  pack  he  has 
observed  coming  from  the  eastern- part  -of  the  United  States  or  Canada.  Use 
of  the  American  style  box  was  started  last  year.    Packing  is  now  being  done 
in  the  orchard  districts.    This  year  an  attractive  label  has  been  added,  which 
greatly  improves  the  merchandising  appearance  of  the  package.    Soviet  litho- 
graphers have  aone  a  very  good  job  in  producing  a  colored  label.    The  variety 
and  source  of  the  apples,  as  well  as  the  insignia  of  the  Soviet  Government, 
are  placed  over  the  label  by  means  of  stickers.. 

It  is  interesting  to  note  that  two  of  the  varieties  coming  from  this 
far-off  district  bear  a  very  close  resemblance  to  two  of  the  American  varie- 
ties,  Grimes  Golden  and  Yellow  Newtown.    The  latter  apples  had  a  close  re- 
semblance to  the  Yellow  Newt owns  grown  at  Watsonville,  California,  being  some- 
what flat  in  shape  with  the  characteristic  russeting  at  the  stem  end.  However, 
the  skin  of  the  apple  had  a  better  finish  and  the  flavor  and  texture  were 
excellent,  states  Mr*  Smith. 

Prices  being  realized  on  the  Crimean  apples  range  from  $1  .4-6  to  $2,92 
per  box,  which  is  not  very  satisfactory  from  an  American  point  of  view.  The 
standards  of  value  are  very  different  in  Russia,  however,  and  it  is  not  be- 
lieved that  these  relatively  low  prices  will  affect  the  onward  progress  of 
this  industry.

Id.     GOOD  USE  MADE  OF  WEEKLY  MARKET"  REVIEW  ' 

Many  field  stations  use  excerpts  from  the  Weekly  Market  Re-viev/  to  fill 
space  at  the  "bottom  of  their  daily  reports.     Selection  is  made  of  the  para- 
graphs relating  to  products  handled  by  the  particular  station.    This  is  an 
excellent  way  to  give  material'  in  the  Weekly  Review  a  wide  distribution,  even 
though  the  material  reaches  field  stations  a  day  or  two  later  than  the  date  of 
the  Washington  release.    The  Rochester  off ice' usually  publishes  the  entire 
review  and  sends  it  to  all  on  mailing  list. 

2b.     PRESQUE  ISLE  FREIGHT  RATE  CHART. 

A  convenient  chart  of  costs  of  shipping  a  carload  of  potatoes  from 
grouped  stations  in  that  district  to  the  important  cities,  is  used  at  the 
Presque  Isle  office-     One  table  shows  the  freight  rate  from  each  group  to  each 
of  these  city  markets  based  on  100  pound  sack  loadings,  another  table  is  fig- 
ured on  150  pounds.     The  chart  is  found  to  be  a  quick  and  convenient  reference. 
Mr.    Russell  has  had  numerous  requests  for  additional  copies  not  only  from 
growers  and  shipper's,  but  from  outside  organizations,  one  request  coming  from 
as  far  away  as  Cuba.    This  may  afford  a  suggestion  for  the  convenience  of  othm 
offices,  that  secure  information  for  f.o.b.s  on  the  carloads  delivered  sales, 
"freight  only  deducted"  basis.    Samples  of  the  chart  may  be  secured  from 
S.  W.  Russell,  Presque  Isle,  Ale." 

3*>  >     IDAHO  POTATO  SITUATION.  " 

News  from  Idaho  Falls,  November  3,  indicates  that  20  to  25  per  cent  of 
the  potatoes  were  still  in  the  ground  in  the  Twin  Falls  project.    Balance  of 
the  State  fully  98  per  cent  dug.    Undug  portion  represents  probably  not  more 
than'  5  per  cent  total  Idaho  crop.    Freezing  injury  on  potatoes  confined  most- 
ly to  sunburned  stock;  frost  penetrated  about  one  inch,  due  to  wet  condition 
of  ground  following  rains.    Estimated  freezing  loss  less  than  5  Pfer  cent  on 
undug  portion,  so  practically  negligible  on  total  crop. 

4b.     WISCONSIN  NIGHT  SCHOOL  FOR  FARMERS . 

G.  D.  Clark  of  Waupaca  in  a  recent  letter  tells  of  a  night  school  for 
farmers  that  is  being  conducted  in  a  nearby  rural  community  by  an  agricultural 
instructor  of  the  Waupaca  high  school.    Mr.  Clark  has  been  asked  to  take 
charge  of  the  class  on  the  night  of  November  1^,    He  will  tell  the  fanners 
how  market  information  is  secured,  the  scope  of  the  work,  and  will  explain  the 
meaning  of  terms  in  the  reports,  thus  helping  to;  clear  up  some  of  the  diffi- 
culties some  farmers  have  in  interpreting  the  reports.

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°  13 ;     ^  YORK  POTATO  DEMONSTRATION  TRAIN  AG  AI N  -QPERAT I NG . 

The  following  item  is  contributed  "by  H.  F.  Willson,  of  Rochester: 

"For  the  third  consecutive  season  the  Erie . Railroad  is  cooperating 
with  the  agricultural  forces  both  S$ate  and  Federal,  the  potato  trace  and 
local  business  interests  and  will  operate  a  Special  Potato  Demonstration 
train  beginning  Monday  ,,  .-November  7th,  up  to  and  including  Thursday,  November 
17th.     This  train  will  make  stops  at  Andover,  Wellsville,  Cob.cc  ton,  ".Tayland, 
Avoca,  Bath,  Hornell,  Ganisteo,  Canaseraga,  Arkpcrt,  Dalton,   Warsaw,  Silver 
Springs,   Castile  ana  Batavia. 

"We  will  again  mail  forty  copies  of  our  daily  reports  to  be  distributed 
at  each  stop  to  the  growers  who  visit  the  train.    Last  season  we  secured 
quite  a  number  of  new  names  for  our  mailing  list  in  this  way. 

"The  Hew  York  State  Department  of  Agriculture  and  Markets  will  have  an 
exhibit  showing  how  to  grade  potatoes  to  comply  with  the  requirements  of  the 
U.  S.  ho.  1  grade.     The  State  Department  will  have  a  so  called  commercial  ex- 
hibit consisting  of  about  twenty  sacks  of  potatoes  from  different  shippers  and 
shipping  points.    Each  sack  will  be  selected  from  a  carload  shipment  by  a 
State  Federal  Inspector  and  it  is  expected  the  exhibit  v/ill  give  an  accurate 
idea  of  the  much  discussed  question  of  Western  New  York  potato  quality.  Mr, 
S.  G.  Duncan  of  the  State-Federal  inspection  service  will  represent  the  in- 
spection service  and  will  also  put  on  display  our  daily  reports." 

7  ^  •     ICEBERG  LETTUCE  IN  SOUTH  D.-^KOTA. 


J.  G.  Scott  in  3l  setter  of  October  J>1 ,  describes  the  results  of  an 
interesting  crop  experiment  in  the  Black  Kills  of  South  Dakota.  Approximate- 
ly forty  acres  was  planted  in  Iceberg  lettuce,  and  Mr.  Scott  describes  the 
marketing  as  follows: 

"There  was  a  good  demand  for  l.c-1.  shipments  and  the  bulk  of  the  crop 
moved  out  that.  way. 

"On  the  express  shipments  the  average  gross  price  delivered  was  $3*77 
per  crate.     The  average  express  charges  amounted  to  97  7/10  cents  per  crate.' 
The  average  cost  for  crating  including  labor  and  all  material  was  98  cents  per 
crate-     The  average  overhead  cost  was  a  fraction  over  ten  cents  per  crate. 
Average  net  price  received  by  growers  for  this  stock  was  $1.7!  per  crate. 
Their  stock  ran  mostly  large  sizes.     About  one-half  of  that  shipped  went  three 
dozens,  about  one-fourth,  four  dozens  and  the  balance  four  and  a  half  to  five 
dozens.    They  used  Coloraao  mountain  grown  seed  and  their  average  altitude 
was  only  about  U.500  feet  or  a  little  better,  but  they  are  several  hundred 
miles  farther  north  and  this  made  the  climate  approximately  the  same  as  that 
of  Colorado  lettuce  growing  districts.     I  do  not  have  any  figures  on  produc- 
tion per  acre  but  I  understand  that  it  was  rather  heavy.     I  believe  that  the 
net  return  to  growers  will  run  much  higher  on  the  Black  Hills  lettuce  than  it 
aid  on  the  best  Colorado  lettuce  this  year."

3-C.    HOLLOW  HEART  IN  EARLY  OHIO  POTATOES . 

It  was  necessary  this  week  to  authorize  the  reversal  of  a  certificate 
on  Early  Ohio  potatoes  on  account  of  hollow  heart.    The  stock  was  medium 
in  size  and  generally  smooth  and  the  inspector  making  first  examination  evi- 
dently did  not  suspect  hollow  heart .     Careful  attention  should  he  given  by 
all  inspectors  to  the  possibility  of  hollow  heart  not  only  in  this  variety 
but  in  all  others  which  are  susceptible  tok  this  trouble.     Small  to  medium 
size  is  not  always  accurate  indication  of  freedom  from  this  defect- 

•2c.     CHEMICAL  INJURY. 

This  term  should  be  used  -only  when  products  on  floor  of  car  are  in- 
jured by  coming  in  contact  with  salt  or  other  chemicals  which  have  been  previ- 
ously shipped  in  the  car.     Inspectors  should  be  very  sure  that  the  products 
are  injured  by  some  chemical  when  this  term  is  used  on  the  certificate-  It 
should  not  be  confused  with  bruising  resulting  from  movement  of  load  in  trans- 
it >     Sacked  potatoes  next  to  the  bottom  and  sides  of  the  car  sometimes  have 
holes  wor;£t  through  the  burlap  because  of  shifting  or  movement  of  the  load 
while  in  transit  and  show  rubbing  or  bruising  injury.    This  shoule  be  reporter 
by  a  description  of  the  degree  of  injury;  mention  being  made  also  of  the  holer 
worn  through  the  sacks. 

3s  •     CHANGE  IN  EXPORT  CERTIFICATE  REGULATIONS  I, 
(From  Inspection  Letter,  Nov.  3,  Yakima) 


A  recent  survey  of  the  fruit  cleaning  situation  shows  that-  in  the  lower 
and  middle  altitudes  cf  the  State  no  washing  process  will  consistently  clean 
below  the  export  tolerance  any  variety  of  fruit  packed  from  now  on.  This 
necessitates  a  change  in  the  rules  pertaining  to  the  issuance  of  export  from 
certificates.     From  now  on,   export  form  certificates  will  be  is sued  only  follow- 
ing a  composite  analysis  or  analyses  covering  the  individual  lots  composing  th 
carlot,'  each  and  all  of  which  show  .01  or  below,     One  exception  to  this  ruling 
will  be  fruit  grown  and  packed  in  those  few  districts  in  the  higher  altitudes 
where  it  is  definitely  known  that  the  fruit  is  consistently  at  .01  or  below 
as  it  comes  from  the  trees  and  this  exception  will  be  made  only  upon  the  advie 
and  consent  of  the  district  horticultural  inspector  in  charge  of  that  district

The  present  situation  has  been  brought  about  by  the  development  of  the 
wax  on  most  varieties  within  the  past  two  weeks.     It  is  not  to  be  expected 
that  this  condition  will  improve  but  rather  it  may  become  worse  if  anything  as 
loose  stored  fruit  will  develop  more  wax  especially  where  stored  In  the  orchar. 
or  in  common  storage.     Storage  of  loose  fruit  in  cold  storage  will  help  some 
in  retarding  wax  development.

(Issued  with  Washington  Inspection  Letter,  Vol.  2,  BTo.  36) 
The  introduction  of  the  pressure  tester  as  a  means  of  determining  (l) 
maturity  of  fruit  has  caused  greater  interest  in  the  matter  of  correct  maturi- 
ty determination  than  was  ever  "before  shown  by  those  interested  in  the  apple 
industry  and  is  one  of  the  factors  in  making  maturity  of  increasing  importance 
to  the  industry.    At  the  time  the  portable  pressure  tester  was  designed,  there 
was  no  data  available  for  the  correlation  of  apple  pressure  test  readings  with 
the  recognized  maturity  terms.     The  Inspection  Service  has  during  the  past 
several  years  been  attempting  to  work  out  a  table  correlating  pressure  tests 
with  the  standard  maturity  terms  solely  for  use  within  the  Service  as  an  aid 
in  keeping  inspectors  uniform  in  their  maturity  determinations.    This  table 
has  oeen  worked  out  and  revised  from  time  to  time  with  the  cooperation  of  rep- 
resentatives of  the  Bureau  of  Plant  Industry.    The  table  given  below  represent 
tne  latest  revision  made  in  December,  192b  and  this  is  the  table  which  the 
Service  will  use  during  this  season  or  until  another  table  is  published.

At  the  present  time,  shippers'  organizations  are  prone  to  criticise  (3) 
our  maturity  work  on  the  ground  that  we  are  holding  to  too  high  a  standard. 
The  answer  of  the  Service  to  this  criticism  is  that  the  Service  will  consider 
any  table  recommended  to  it  by  the  industry  providing  that  table  is  acceptable 
to  both  the  buying  and  selling  ends  of  the  industry.    Up  to  the  present  time, 
the  Traffic  Associations  and  other  organizations  representing  the  industry 
have  not  given  the  Service  any  definite  recommendations.    Therefore,  the  Ser- 
vice will  continue  to  use  its  own  table  for  another  season. 

As  has  been  emphasized  in  earlier  instructions,  figures  given  in  a  (4) 
maturity  correlation  table  are  to  be  used  only  as  a  guide  to  inspectors  in 
keeping  their  ideas  of  maturity  uniform,    'whenever  there  is  a  question  on  the 
maturity  of  a  lot  of  stock,  the  inspector  will  go  back  to  the  regular  maturity 
terms  as  defined  in  paragraph  70  of  the  Apple  Circular  and  in  addition  to  not- 
ing the  pressure  test,  will  decide  whether  in  his  own  judgment  after  tasting 
and  chewing  specimens  of  the  fruit,  the  stock  conforms  to  the  definition  of  the 
maturity  term  as  given  in  that  paragraph. 


(over) 
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(5)  The  new  inspector  with  little  experience  in  judging  maturity  will 
find  it  necessary  to  rely  more  on  the  pressure  test  reading  of  a  lot  of  stock 
than  with  the  more  experienced  man.     It  is  expected  that  as  a  man  gains  more 
experience  in  determining  maturity,  his  estimate  of  a  lot  of  fruit  will  he 
"based  more  and  more  on  his  general  observation  of  the  taste,  chewing  quality 
and  texture  of  the  flesh  just  as  practical  fruit  men  have  always  judged  maturi- 
ty.    However,   in  order  that  "both  new  and  old  men  may  keep  their  ideas  uniform 
and  the  old  men  assist  the  new  men  in  this  matter,   it  is  expected  that  both 
will  use  the  pressure  tester  in  their  work  and  it  is  not  expected  that  any  man 
will  consider  himself  so  expert  that  he  need  not  use  the  tester.     The  more 
expert  a  man  is,  the  more  desirable  it  is  that  he  be  able  to  interpret  his  know- 
ledge to  other  men  in  the  Service  in  terms  of  the  pressure  tester  and  other 
standards  so  that  all  may  know  that  ideas  are  uniform. 

(6)  There  are  several  conditions  under  which  the  pressure  test  must  be  set 
aside  and  the  maturity  judged  in  other  ways.    One  of  the  most  common  of  these 
is  with  water-cored  apples,  and  specimens  used  in  making  the  test  should  be 
cut  later  to  determine  that  water-core  is  not  present.    The  test  of  specimens 
showing .water-core  to  any  extent  should  be  disregarded  in  determining  maturity. 
Shriveled  apples  will  not  give  a  correct  reading  as  the  flesh  tends  to  be 
tough  and  registers  higher  than  would  the  same  fruit  under  normal  conditions. 

(7)  Ordinarily,  the  test  will  be  made  by  removing  the  peeling  at  points 
on  three  sides  of  the  apple  and  making  tests  on  each  of  the  areas,  the  av- 
erage of  these  tests  to  be  considered  the  test  for  the  fruit,  provided  the 
tests  on  the  three  sides  do  not  vary  more  than  two  pounds.    One  can  ordinar- 
ily expect  a  variation  range  in  the  tests  on  different  cheeks  of  an  apple 

of  one  to  two  pounds.    Occasionally  lots  are  found  in  which  there  is  a  range 
of  three  to  four  pounds  between  the  tests  on  the  different  sides  of  a  speci- 
men.   For  example,   in  one  lot  of  Vvinesaps  the  tests  .on  one  side  of  the  fruit 
.  were  11  to  11 .5  pounds  and  on  the  other  side  l4«5  to  15  pounds.     Cutting  of 
these  specimens  showed  that  the  fruit  was  actually  no  better  than  the  lower 
readings  indicated  and  that  the  lower  readings  gave  the  correct  indication  of 
the  maturity  of  the  fruit..   Observations  such  as.  this  lead  to  the  opinion 
that  where  there  is  a  wide  range  in  the  tests  on  different  siaes  of  a  speci- 
men,  the  lower  test  should  be  taken  as  the  maturity  index  rather  than  an 
average  of  the  tests. 

(8)  In  selecting  apples  for  testing  with  a  pressure  tester,  it  is  not  de- 
sirable to  remove  more  than  one  specimen  from  a  box  except  in  the  very  small 
sizes  where  occasionally  two  specimens  may  be  removed.    The  removal  of  any 
specimens  from  packs  of  size  100  and  larger  should  be  avoided  as  much  as  pos- 
sible as  the  removal  of  even  one  specimen  from  these  packs  frequently  results 
in  a  loosening  of  the  pack.     Inspectors  should  make  it  a  practice  to  select 
specimens  for  pressure  test  work  from  boxes  other  than  those  from  which  they 
have  selected  specimens  for  chemical  analysis  so  as  to  avoid  the  removal  of 
an  excessive"  number  of  specimens  from  any  one  box.

E,  Lewis  returned  from  Louisiana  after  making  a  survey  of  conditions 
in  the  flood  district  with  a  view  of  assisting  Mr.  Newton  in  helping  growers 
with  problems  of  grading  and  inspection.     Pie  found  that  the  string  bean  crop 
which  is  moving  at  this  time  is  light  because  of  a  dry  spell.     The  main  crops 
will  not  move  in  any  volume  until  after  the  first  of  the  year  and  it  is  prob- 
able that  Mr.  Lewis  will  go  down  again.     This  area  formerly  planted  in  cane  or 
cotton,  has  changed  to  vegetables  because  the  flood  waters  receded  too  late  for 
the  planting  of  the  usual  crops,    The  area  is  aividea  into  units,  each  covering 
3  acres  of  cabbage,  1  acre  each  of  beans,  beets,  carrots  and  turnips,  and 
l/2  acre  each  of  spinach  and  mustard.     In  order  to  secure  Red  Cross  rations, 
each  farmer  was  required  to  plant  this  amount  of  vegetables,  and  they  will 
continue     to  receive  such  rations  until  sufficient  returns  are  secured  from 
the  sale  of  their  produce  to  tide  them  through  the  winter.     To  give    an  idea 
of  the  extent  of  this  planting,  St.  Martinsville  Parish  alone  has  1,800  such 
units,   totaling  14,400  acres.

la.     TWO  PICTURES  OF  ERUIT  AND  VEGETABLE  INDUSTRY  ABROAD. 

The  following  stories  are  contributed  by  G-.  B,  Eiske  who  had  just 
returned  from  Europe: 

Hothouse  Fruit  Industry  of  Holland.    On  looking  over  a  batch  of  per- 
sonal letters  from  fellow  members  of  the  A.F.3. . farmers r  tour  in  northern 
Europe,  it  appears  that  several  of  the  travelers  mention  the  great  hothouse 
fruit  industry  of  Holland  as  the  feature  which  impressed  them  most.     In  the 
We st land  district  near  the  Hague  there  were  some  2,000  acres  under  glass; 
long  rows  of  A-shape  greenhouses  beside  the  little  branch  canals.    There  were 
many  peaches  and  tomatoes  but  grapes  were  by  far  the  leading  crop.  The 
vines  are  trained  up  close  to  the  glass  and  the  bunches  thinned  out  to  rows, 
the  large,  black  or  white  grapes  and  heavy  bunches  making  a  very  attractive 
natural  display  as  the  farmers  walked  through  one  house  after  another. 

But  the  selling  arrangements  were  even  more  novel  than  the  crop  it- 
self and  peculiarly  Butch  in  the  method  of  transportation.   Little  canals  run 
between  the  rows  of  greenhouses.     Small  canal  barges  run  up  the  canals  and 
take  the  grapes  at  the  door  of  the  greenhouse.    The  fruit  is  packed  in 
shallow,  open  top  boxes  and  placed  right  on  top  of  the  low,  flat  decks*  The 
Dutch  seem  to  be  an  honest  people;  there  is  no  complaint  of  fruit  being 
stolen  on  the  way  to  market.    These  open  deck-loads  of  fruit;  grapes,  peaches 
plums,  apricots  and  tomatoes  moving  along  the  canals  in  groups  of  half  a  doz- 
en or  more,  are  an  attractive  sight  as  they  steer  into  the  larger  canals 
connecting  with  the  small  canals,  or  wait  their  turn  to  enter  the  auction 
room. 

It  looks  like  a  daylight  dream  of  some  artistic  fruit  grower;  this 
endless  parade  of  long,  low  barges  covered  with  very  large,  brightly  colored, 
waxy  looking  fruit  in  open  boxes  and  trays  spread  out  as  if  for  exhibition; 
a  great  outdoor  picture  in  many  shades  of  purple,  red  and  yellow.  Each 
barge  is  navigated  by  a  sailor  in  strange,  baggy  costume,  while  along  the 
canal  path  more  fruit  is  coming  in  a  cart  drawn  by  a  lively  team  of  dogs, 
adding  the  last  touch  of  novelty. 

At  points  on  the  large  canals  there  are  auction  houses  for  selling 
the  fruit;  eighteen  auctions  in  the  Westland  district  alone.    The  boat  loads 
sail  right  into  the  auction  room  and  stop  in  front  of  the  seats  where  the 
buyers  sit  to  make  bids  by  what  is  called  the  electric  auction  system.  The 
buyer  presses  a  button  which  records  his  bid  on  a  dial  at  the  stand  and  the 
other  side  of  the  boat  where  the  auctioneer  is  posted.    The  highest  Didders 
get  the  load  of  fruit  which  then  passes  on  out  the  other  side  of  the  auction 
room  into  the  main  canal  through  which  it  proceeds  by  water  all  the  way  to 
be  delivered  in  the  city=

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Great  quantities  of  these  grapes  are  shipped  to  English  markets  where 
they  were  so  plentiful  in  October  that  even  the  push  cart  men  had  them  in 
abundance  for  sale' at  about ' 25  -  cents  a  pound,  sometimes  less  but  advancing 
to  50  cents  when  the  supply  had, decreased,    The  visitors  of  the  Farm  Bureau 
party  were  inclined  to  suspect  that  American  producers  of  grapes  may  be  neg- 
lecting an  opportunity.    The  hothouse  grapes  are  better  looking  and  mere  clean 
and  attractive  than  the  outdoor  product  and  seem  very  popular  on  the  market 
of  northern  Europe-.   

English  Gardening  -  Market  gradening  not  far  from  London  is  conducted 
on  a  larger  scale  than  might  be  expected □     There  is  considerable  good  land 
available  for  lease.    The'  gardners  are  liable  to  be  turned  out  any  season  to 
make  room  for  the : constantly  growing  suburbs  of  London,  ,  but  their  position 
is  good  as  long  as  it  lasts  *     Some  farmers  devote  several  hundred  acres  to 
vegetables  for  market.    On  one  of  these  large  market  farms  seen  by  the  American 
visitors  there  are  500  acres  of  which  100  acres  are . in. grass  by. the  terms  of 
the  lease.    The  crops  appear  rather  unusual  to  American  visitors.    There  are 
30  acres  of  rhubarb,  36  acres  of  seakale,  and  about  as  many . of  such  vegetables 
as  leeks,  broccoli,  cauliflower  with  some  attention  to  scarlet  runner  beans, 
Scotch  kale  and  of  course  such  mainstays-  as  potatoes,  cabbage,  onions  and 
lettuce.    Not  much  is  seen  of  the  squash  and  cucumber  family,  - tomatoes,  shell- 
beans,  and  no  sweet  corn.     Green  leafy  crops  seem  to  do  best  in  this  climate 
and  the  demand  has  been  adjusted  to  the  supply,  except  for  tomatoes  and  these 
are  grown  under  glass  on  a  considerable  scale. 

Any  one  is  mistaken  who  imagines  English  market  gardening  is  not  first 
class.     The  crops  are  excellent,  the  soil  is  highly  manured  ana  is  worked 
hard  in  winter  as- well  as  in  summer.    Methods  at  least  near  London  differ 
from  the  practice  near  large  American  cities,  in  plac ing .more • stress  on  green 
crops  like  those  mentioned  and  less  on  crops  under  glass.  .The  climate  is  the 
reason,.    There  is  lack  of  hot  sunshine  for  heat  loving  plants,  but  the  mild 
winter  permits  a  supply  of  hardy  green  stuff  throughout  the  year,

lc .     TREATMENT  OF  LATE  ELI  G-HT  OF  POTATOES. 

The  question  has  been  raised  as  to  whether  Late  Blight  should  be  treat- 
ed as  a  factor  of  quality  or  condition.    Late  Blight  Tuber  Rot  is  a  factor  of 
condition  and  also  a  factor  of  grade.     Quality  refers  to  the  more  permanent 
factors  of  grade  but  does  not  include  those  factors  which  may  have  developed 
or  occurred  since  the  product  was  harvested.    All  grade  factors  are  not  neces- 
sarily reported  on  the  certificate  under  the  QUALITY  heading  and  Late  Blight 
Tuber  Rot  is  one  example  of  a  grade  factor  that  should  be  reported  under 
CONDITION. 

In  the  Division  Letter  of  March  18,  1927,  inspectors  were  instructed 
to  handle  Late  Blight  in  receiving  markets  as  a  grade  defect  when  it  appears 
as  large,  well  developed  areas,  whether  the  infection  is  of  the  dry  or  of  the 
wet  type.    TVhere  there  is  a  slight  surface  infection  not  larger  than  a  quarter 
it  should  be  disregarded.     In  the  case  of  Slimy  Soft  Rot  when  the  amount  ex- 
ceeds the  tolerance  provided  in  the  grade  and  the  other  defects  are  not  in  ex- 
cess of  Gfo,  the  following  form  of  statement  can  be  made,  "Potatoes  meet  quality 
requirements  of  U.  S.  Grade  No.  1,  decay  being  a  factor  of  condition.11  .Tith 
Late  Blight  the  situation  is  different,  and  when  the  amount  together  with  the 
other  grade  defects  exceeds  ofo  tolerance,  the  potatoes  should  be  certified 
below  grade.    For  example;    Lot  fails  to  grade  U.  S.  No.  1  on  account  of  per- 
centage of  Late  Blight  Tuber  Rot  and  other  grade  defects  in  excess  of  toler- 
ance . "

Mr'.  Stillwell,  who  has  just  returned  from  California,  where  he  spent 
four  months  working  with  the  Grape  Clearing  House,  advises  that  taking  the 
season  as  a  whole  it  can  be  considered  a  successful  one. 

The  Clearing  House  was  rather  loosely  organized.     In  effect  it  was  mere- 
ly a  clearing  house  for  information.    There  was  no  definite  control  over  dis- 
tribution or  over  the  business  of  any  member.    The  contract  between  each  ship- 
per-member and  the  California  Vineyard! sts  Association  provided  for  the  fur- 
nishing of  certain  specific  information  by  the  shipper  and  that  he  would,  to 
the  best  of  his  ability,  abide  by  the  recommendations  of  the  Clearing  House, 
but  there  was  no  penalty  for  his  failure  to  live  up  to  the  contract,    A  fee  of 
25^  per  net  ton  was  charged  for  all  grapes  handled  by  shipper  members,  such 
fee  to  be  collected  from  the  grov/er  with  whom  the  shipper  dealt. 

The  contract  was  approved  by  a  small  committee  June  1.    It  was  present- 
ed to  a  group  of  shippers  at  Fresno  on  June  6, and  2b  signed  it  at  that  time. 
Before  the  close  of  the  season  302  shippers,  controlling  75  to  80  per  cent  of 
the  total  tonnage,  comprised  its  membership. 

Under  the  direction  of  Mr,  Schultz  a  daily  detailed  report  was  compiled 
and  mailed  to  all  shipper  members.    This  report  probably  was  the  most  complete 
one  ever  made  available  to  an  industry.     It  included  a  detailed  record  of  all 
sales  and  Quotations  reported  by  shippers;  shipments  by  varieties  and  tables 
showing  the  distribution  and  supplies  of  grapes  in  Eastern  markets  by  the 
three  classes  —  Table  grapes,  Black  Juice  grapes  and  White  Juice  grapes.  Sales 
of  ever  20,000  cars  were  reported  by  shipper  members  of  the  Clearing  House  in 
its  first  year  of  operation. 

In  oraer  to  supplement  the  general  beneficial  effect  of  the  informa- 
tion contained  in  the  report,  five  district  committees  were  organized  in  the 
principal  producing  sections.    These  committees  met  once  a  week. to  consider 
or  initiate  recommendations  with  respect  to  control  of  volume,  quality  or  otner 
matters  vitally  affecting  the  marketing  of  the  crop. 

The  general  effect  of  all  of  this  was  to  stabilize  prices  and  to  create 
confidence  among  shippers  ^ven  under  circumstances  which  were  unfavorable  to 
successful  marketing.    These  circumstances  were  the  largest  crop  ever  pro- 
duced in  California  and  uncertainty  and  hesitancy  among  buyers  due  to  losses 
in  speculative  operations  during  1925  and  192$-    Prices  started  at  moderate 
levels  and  were  maintained  fairly  well  throughout  the  season  with  few  sharp 
up  or  down  trends.    Without  the  stabilizing  influence  of  the  reports  and  of 
the  personal  contact  secured  through  the  district  committees  general  opinion 
is  that  the  1927  season  would  have  been  one  of  the  most  disastrous  known.

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Frobably  the  most  spectacular  and  perhaps  the  most  beneficial  phase  of 
the  work  was  the  carrying  out  of  a  few  specific  programs  for  the  curtailment 
of  volume.    Hone  of  these  were  carried  out  IGQfs  perfect r  but  tney  accomplished 
definite  beneficial  results.    Thus,  a  cut  of  &2fo  in  the  shipments  of  Malagas 
and  Thompsons  during  a  four  day  period  the  last  of  August  induced  an  increase 
in  price  of  about  25$.    Later  (September  2U-26)  a  50)2  cut  in  shipments  of  all 
varieties  resulted  in  an  increase  of  ftp  per  package  for  table  grapes,  12^  per 
package  for  Black  Juice  grapes  and  5^  per  package  for  Muscats.    Trade  was 
stimulated  and  prices  continued  generally  upward  or  firm  during  the  week  after 
this  curtailed  volume  reached  market  even  though  following  receipts  were  very 
heavy. 

Distribution,  especially  of  table  grapes,  was  better  than  ever  before. 
Three  things  appear  to  have  had  their  influence  in  bringing  this  about,  qual- 
ity was  better  thus  enabling  shippers  to  sell  more  cars  in  small  markets. 
Shippers  apparently  made  more  real  effort  to  sell  and  merchandise  than  in  pre- 
ceding years.    The  third  feature  was  the  assistance  gained  through  the  clear- 
ing house  reports,, 

Many  difficulties  were  experienced.    Hot  ail  shippers  in  the  clearing 
house  gave  their  full  cooperation.    Jealousies  between  individuals  and  dis- 
tricts and  other  factors  minimized  results.    Yet,  the  bulk  of  the  crop  was 
marketed  at  fairly  satisfactory  prices  and  shippers  give  the  Clearing  House 
credit  for  this  result.    With  a  few  exceptions  all  recognize  the  necessity  of 
having  a  Clearing  House  in  1528.     Certain  changes  will  be  made  in  the  type  of 
organization  and  in  the  way  it  is  handled,  but  there  will  be  a  Clearing  House. 

2a.    PRODUCE  AGENCY  ACT  COMPLAINTS. 

A  number  of  complaints  have  been  received  from  shippers  requesting  in- 
vestigations under  the  Produce  Agency  Act.    The  number  of  cases  brought  to 
our  attention  is  very  small  compared  with  the  number  of  shipments  being  made 
throughout  the  country,  but  the  number  has  been  sufficient  to  keep  several 
cases  under  consideration. 

Inasmuch  as  no  appropriation  has  yet  been  made  by  Congress  for  this 
work  our  investigations  are  confined  to  correspondence  and  official  data.  The 
results  obtained  thus  far  have  been  Quite  satisfactory. 

Any  apparent  violations  of  the  Produce  Agency  Act  should  be  brought  to 
our  attention  for  such  consideration  as  may  be  deemed  proper.

lb  .     INDIANA  ONION  SITUATION. 

The  following  paragraphs  come  from  a  letter  from  R.  E.  Corbin,  Chicago, 
November  l6: 

"The  trip  was  made  into  Indiana  yesterday  in  an  effort  to  get  better 
information  from  the  shippers  of  Indiana  onions  regarding  the  f.o.b*  sal^s. 
There  ore  not  very  many  sales  being  made  at  present  on  the  f .o.b.  basis,  a 
few  shipments  to  ^astern  points  are  selling  for  more  f.o.b.  usual  terms  than 
the  same  onions  will  bring  on  the  Chicago  Market,  for  instance, 

"The  storage  capacity  of  storage houses  in  Northern  Indiana  Points  is 
only  about  2,000  cars,  these  houses  are  not  all  filled  to  capacity  at  present* 
Local  factors  are  estimating  that  there  will  not  be  more  than  three  hundred 
to  four  hundred  cars  shipped  from  the  fiela  during  the  rest  of  the  season 
and  that  includes  the  holdings  in  common  storage  on  the  farms,  making  an  esti- 
mated total  of  about  2,U00  cars  yet  to  move. 

"".Thile  the  city  markets  have  been  dragging  along  at  about  $1.25-$1 
for  YelloY/s,  I  saw  confirmation  wires  on  f.o.b.  sales  as  high  as  31-50,  for 
U.  S.  No.  1,  Yellows.     Considerable  stock  has  been  consigned  because  of  the 
slow  demand  on  the  usual  terms  basis.    One  shipper  informed  me  that  some  of 
his  growers  had  let  the  frost  get  into  some  acreage  that  he  had  contracted, 
and  such  severe  shrinkage  would  have  resulted  from  an  effort  to  make  the 
stock  grade  U.  S.  No.  1  called  for  in  the  contracts  that  the  tonnage  was  turn- 
ed over  to  him  to  dispose  of  as  best  he  could  and  he  had  shipped  on  consign- 
ment . 

"Neither  shippers  or  receivers  are  expecting  a  great  advance  in 
prices  since  taking  the  country  at  large  there  are  more  onions  than  last  year, 
but  they  feel  that  there  is  no  reason  to  get  panicky  over  the  market  and  un- 
load storage  stock  at  too  great  a  sacrifice.     Some  stock  has  been  taken  out 
of  storage  and  sent  to  market,  but  that  was  due  to  the  heavy  shrinkage  caused 
by  what  the  local  factors  term  'smut'1,  and  the  pathologists  call   'gray  mold.5 
I  visited  some  of  the  storage  houses  and  the  infection  of  this  disease  is 
very  prevalent  in  the  white  onions  .     Yellows  are  showing  very  good  keeping 
quality  in  storage,  and  holders  of  this  stock  expect  less  less  shrinkage  in 
storage  than  last  year."

lc .    INSPECTION  PROBLEMS  NEW  TRUCKING-  SECTION  LOUISIANA  ELOQD  DISTRICT. 

In  the  office  notes  of  the  D.L,  of  November :  11 ,  an  account  is  given  of 
the  trucking  project  sponsored  by  the  Red  Cross  in  the  flood  district  of 
Louisiana  where- the  waters  receded  too  late  to  plant  the  usual  crops.  Mr. 
Newton  writing  from  Baton  Rouge,  November  lU,  describes  some  pioneer  inspec- 
tion work  during  the  previous  week  in  St.  Martin  Parish; 

"V;e  commenced  inspecting  bean  shipments  from  there  on  November  k>  after 
they  had  shipped  about  ten  Cars.    I 'made  it  my  business  first  to  try  to  break 
up  the  practice  of  bringing  beans  to  the  packing  shed  in  burlap  sacks.  My 
reason  for  getting  on  this  first  was  the  fact  that  the  arriving  condition  had 
been  reported  as  bad,  and  I  had  observed  the  manner  in  which  these  sacks  of 
beans  had  been  used  both  in  transit  to  shipping  shed  and  after  arrival  there, 
as  seats  or  lounges  by  passengers  in  the  vehicles  transporting  the  beans  and 
by  observers  (?)     at  the  sheds,  and  felt  certain  that  at  least  some  of  the 
damage  was  being  done  in  this  way.     I  think  that  before  I  left,  practically 
all  growers  had  been  provided  with  hampers  in  which  to  pick  and  transport  their 
beans,  and  instructed  not  to  use  sacks  for  this  purpose. 

"The  dry  weather  that  has  prevailed  from  the  time  of  planting  the  beans 
up  to  a  few  days  ago  has  seriously  cat  the  production.    Insect  injury  has  also 
been  extremely  severe.     Some  lots  of  beans  that  I  personally  sorted  over  a 
grading  table  showed'  as  high  as  kofo  of  serious  insect  injury*    I  found  also 
that  growers  were  being  instructed  and  required  to  sort  out  as  "old  and  tough* 
all  pods  that  showed  enlargements  at  points  where  the  beans  were  forming  in 
the  pods.    The  variety  exclusively  grown  is  the  Burpee's  Stringless,  which  may 
grow  to  a  rather  large  size  a.nd  show  such  enlargements  as  described  above  and 
still  be  young  and  tender.    The  rejections  had  become  so  arbitrary  that  grow- 
ers were  resorting  practically  all  stock  that  was  brought  in,  and  a  great 
many  of  them  stopped  picking  the  beans.    I  found  that  some  growers  kept  their 
beans  one  or  two  days  before  delivering  to  the  packing  shed,  and  sometimes 
there  was  a  delay  of  another  day  required  for  sorting  out  defective  stock  before 
these  lots  finally  went  into  the  car. 

"I  arranged  f or  a  series  of  field  meetings  at  convenient  points,  where 
I  demonstrated  to  growers,  the  county  agent,  and  his  assistants,  the  most  de- 
sirable state  of  maturity  at  which  beans  should  be  picked,  and  the  various 
defects  barred  by  the  U.  S.  grades.    I  suggested  that  each  picker  be  provided 
with  two  hampers  into  which  beans  of  No.  1  quality  and  rejects  be  picked, 
recommending  that  all  beans  seriously  injured  by  insects  be  removed  from  the 
plants  and  be  used  for  feeding  to  live  stock.     I  also  recommended  that  old 
pods,  too  far  advanced  for  shipments,  be  left  on  the  plants  to  mature.  'These 
meetings  were  well  attended,  by  from  twenty-five  to  forty-five  farmers,  who 
seemed  greatly  interested. 

"I  also  conducted  several  demonstrations  in  beet  and  turnip  fields, 
showing  them  the  most  desirable  sizes,  the  minimum  sizes,  and  how  to  bunch, 
tie  and  wash  their  bunch  crops,  urging  them  to  gather  these  crops  early  in 
the  morning  and  deliver  to  packing  shed  before  noon,  so  that  they  may  be  pack- 
ed and  placed  in  the  car  the  same  day  they  are  gathered.

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"The  great  majority  of  these  growers  know  practically  nothing  about 
vegetable  production,  to  say  nothing  of  proper  handling  practices.    They  are 
accustomed  to  growing  and  handling  sugar  cane,  and  I  feel  certain  that  the 
only  thing  that  has  kept  them  from  abandoning  or  refusing  to  cultivate  these 
vegetable  crops  has  been  the  knowledge  that  rations  would  cease  if  they  did 
not  plant,  cultivate  ana  ultimately  gather  these  products.    In  fact,  I  am  told 
that  some  pf  them  have  actually  plowed,  under  their  vegetables  and  forfeited 
their  right  to  rations,  and  accepted  the  tempting  offers  of  mill  owners  to 
finance  them  in  the  planting  of  the  new  POJ  canes .    I  am  further  informed  that 
great  excitement  and  activity  exists  in  St*  Landry,  Lafayette  and  Iberia 
Parishes  where  cane  has  been  grown  extensively  heretofore,  on  account  of  the 
apparent  belief  that,  the  new  varieties  of  cane  will  produce  satisfactory  yields 
ana  resist  the  mosaic  and  other  aiseases  that  have  been  limiting  factors  in 
the  past.    The  communities  of  Broussard  and  Youngsville  where  last  year  con- 
siderable acreages  of  cabbage,  beets,  carrots  and  other  vegetable  crops  were 
grown  and  shipped  with  success  and  profit,  are  returning  exclusively  to  PCM 
canes  this  year.     It  is  a  pity  that  growers  cannot  grow  cane  and  vegetables 
at  the  same  time,  but  it  is  conceded  that  where  sugar  cane  is  produced  it 
crowds  out  other  crops,  and  teams,  implements,  and  labor  are  employed  exclus- 
ively for  the  sugar  cane  during  the  cultivating  and  grinding  seasons. 

"There  is  still  some  vegetable  growing  around  Lafayette,  where  I  saw 
several  large  acreages  planted  to  cabbage  and  a  few- to  cauliflower.  Yester- 
day I  attended  a  meeting  of  a  local  ^change  in  Baton  Rouge,  where  I  met  and 
talked  with  representative  growers  from  Iberia  and  Avoyelles  Parishes.  In 
Iberia  Parish  I  am  told  that  they  are  working  hard  to  keep  enough  growers  in 
the  vegetable  game  to  insure  carlo b  shipments,  but  that  the  POJ  propaganda  is 
making  great  headway  among  growers  who  did  well  with  vegetables  there  last 
year.     In  Avoyelles  I  am  told  that  seed  has  been  distributed  and  planted 
(principally  beets  and  carrots)  to  cotton  farmers  whose  farms  were  flooded, 
and  that  the  acreage  in  these  vegetables  there  is  about  2500-     They  expect  to 
begin  shipping  their  first  less-than-carlot s  about  December  1.     I  have  arrang- 
ed to  go  to  Marksville,   in  Avoyelles  parish  and  meet  with  growers  both  before 
their  first  shipments  are  ready  to  move,  and  at  the  time  that  they  begin,  so 
as  to  get  them  started  right."

In  the  future,  letters  written  to  this  office  by 
all  cooperative  employees  should  not  only  be  written  on  the  Federal  station- 
ery but  Federal  title  should  also  be  used  in  order  to  avoid  any  possible 
accusation  of  improper  use  of  the  penalty  envelopes. 

2a.    NS'.V  PRODUCE  TERMINAL  IN  LOS  ANGELES . 

A  new  produce  terminal  has  just  been  opened  in  the  Central  Manufactur- 
ing District  in  an  outlying  part  of  Los  Angeles,    This  new  market,  has  many 
improvements  such  as  wide  streets  and  courts,  improved  saw-toothed  trackage 
assuring  a  minimum  of  switching  on  cars  unloading,  and  has  commodious  team 
tracks,     The  railway  owning  these  tracks  has  promised  direct  switching  service 
from  all  roads  entering  the  city.    As  to  size,  this  new  market  has  completed 
the  first  unit,  approximately  one-half  the  size  of  the  wholesale  Terminal 
Market,  and • has  under  construction  a  second  unit  of  the  same  size.    They  have 
space  reserved  for  a  third  unit,  which,  when  completed  will  provide  a. term- 
inal 80  or  85.  per  cent  as  large  as  the  Chicago  South  Water  Market* 

3a.    FOREIGN  NEWS  OF  FRUITS  AND  VEGETABLES. 

Circulars  recently  distributed  from  the  foreign  news  section  are 
F,S.:A-139,   "The  Hamburg  Apple  Market",  F.S.:V-2,   "Vegetable  Prospects  for 
Isle  of  Pines  and  Exports  from  Cuba"  andF.S.:V-3,   "Bahama  Tomato  Prospects." 
The  last  report  indicates  a  larger  tomato  crop  from  the  Bahama  Islands  for 
the  1927-28  season  than  was  shipped  last  year.    A  successful  season  last  year 
caused  increased  acreage  this  season.    The  first  shipments  were  for  the 
New  York  market  and  brought  $7.00  per  crate  for  first  grade  (lhk  to  the  crate), 
$6,00  for  second  grade  (180  per  crate),  and  $5. 00  for  third  grade  (21b  to 
the  crate.)     A  small  quantity  of  the  exports  move  by  water  to  Miami  and  thence 
by  rail  to  New  York. 


3a,    BIG  BUSINESS  ON  FARMERS'  MARKET  HAMMONTON,  NE.V  JERSEY. _ 

Nearly  $400,0'00  worth  of  blackberries,   raspberries,  huckleberries  and 
peaches  were  sold  oh  the  farmers'  market  at  Hammonton,  N.J.,  this  year.  Under 
a  project  sponsored  by  the  New  Jersey  Department  of    Agriculture,  prices  were 
received  that  were  higher  than  the  delivered  prices  at  New  York  City.  Buyers' 
trucks  went  to  Hammonton  from  as  far  av/ay  as  Pittsburgh  and  Boston. 
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lb .     CROP  CONDITIONS  IN  SOUTHERN  CALIFORNIA* 

In  a  letter  of  November  29,  Mr.  Harris  of  the  Los  Angeles  office  des- 
cribes a  trip  made  observing  crop  conditions  through  Coachella  and  Imperial 
Valley,  the  latter  half  of  the  previous  week:  v 

"In  The  Coachella  Valley,  transplanting  of  onions,  is  -possibly  two- 
thirds  completed,  which  means  the  planting  is  some  two  .weeks .  earlier  than 
usual.    There  seems  to  be  plenty  of  sets  and  the  ground  is  in  good  condition 
with  growers  paying  more  attention  to  fertilization  than  ever,  before «.  On 
account  of  an  indicated  increase  in  acreage  in  Texas,-,  the  shippers  are:  dis- 
couraging plantings  as  much  as  possible,  yet  it  looks  as  .if  the  acreage  will 
be  fully  as  large  as  last  year,  which  was  as  you  remember  one- of. the  largest 
plantings  in  years.    Two  years  ago  I  noticed  quite  a  few  growers  using  the 
three' row  system' of  planting  instead  of  the  two  row  system,  . but  apparently 
this  closer  system  of  planting  has  been  abandoned.    The  theory  of  it  was,  as 
I  remember,  that  the  onions  would  not  grow  too  large  but  produce  a  heavier 
yield  of  most  desirable  sizes,  ■  •• 

"In  the  Imperial  Valley  the  lettuce  crop  is  all  planted  and  there 
seems  to  be  only  a  limited  amount  of  early  lettuce . .  -One .  of  .the  railroad  of- 
ficials estimates  the' December  shipments  not  tGjexceed  100  cars  .which  is  per- 
haps low.    However,  it  is  evident  that  the  big  shippers,  have. .not  planted 
early  lettuce  on  account  '.of  "the "big . acreage  in  Arizona.  -A .few  shippers  that 
have  no  acreage  in  Arizona  have  .small  patches- that  they  expect  to  cut  be- 
ginning around  the  10th  of  December.    .1  saw  much  land,  being  .prepared  for 
cantaloupes  and  it  looks. as, . if  the  early  plantings  of  cantaloupes  will  be 
heavy.    There  has  been  no,  shortage  of  .  irrigation  .water  in  the.  Imperial  Valley 
this  year  but  some  shippers  "report  more  than  the  usual,  amount  of  trouble  from 
silt . 

"In  the  Chula  Vista  district  of  San  Diego  the  celery  is  coming  along 
nicely  with  about  the  average  acreage.     Many  fields  show  some  blight  but.  the 
growers  were  busy  spraying  with  ^Bordeaux.' mixture  and  barring  heavy  rains  will 
no  doubt  keep  this  disease  under  control.11

It 
is  the  intention  to  have  all  instructions  in  the  Inspector's  Handbook  repre- 
sentative of  what  is  considered  the  best  policy  as  determined  "by  practice  and 
experience.    We  want  each  inspector  to  feel  that  he  has  a  part  in  the  making 
of  the  inspection  handbook,  even  though  all  of  his  suggestions  are  not  adopt- 
ed.   We  cannot  determine  what  you  think,  but  if  you  will  tell  us,  it  will  be 
of  assistance  in  deciding  various  questions  through  a  comparison  of  views* 

2c  .     SENT  ALL  OFFICIAL  WIRES  GOVERNMENT  RxiTS. 

In  some  instances  shipping  point  supervisors  have  sent  wires  to  market 
inspectors  giving  results  of  inspection  on  commercial  rate.    This  results  in 
the  market  inspector  receiving  such  a  wire  paying  out  of  his  own  pocket  the 
difference  between  the  cost  of  the  wire  at  commercial  rate  and  what  it  would 
have  cost  if  sent  Government  rate.    All  such, wires  should  be  sent  on  Govern- 
ment rate,  no  matter  whether  they  are  sent  prepaid  or  collect.

lb .     IDAHO  POTATO  SITUATION. 

Wendell  Calhoun  in  a  letter  of  December  7,  rather  fully  describes  the 
marketing  of  Idaho  potatoes  this  season,    Mr,  Calhoun  //as  at  Ashton,  Idaho 
during  the  previous  week,  discussing  with  growers,  the  local  market  situation 
and  the  advantages  of  the  market  news  service,      The  opening  paragraphs  of 
his  letter  refer  to  that  trip; 

"Ashton  is  about  bO  miles  north  of  here,  up  towards  the  headwaters  of 
the  Snake  River,  and  just  west  of  Yellowstone  Park.    It  has  for  several  years 
been  one  of  the  principal  sources  of  seed  for  the  commercial  districts  of  the 
State,  almost  the  entire  output  of  the  district  having  gone  as  seed  stock  in 
previous  seasons.    But  this  year  they  had  a  big  increase  in  production,  and 
from  present  indications  will  have  to  sell  a  considerable  part  of  the  crop 
as  table  stock.     So  while  in  the  past  they  have  been  only  indirectly  concerned 
with  the  commercial  market,  they  are  now  directly  interested  in  it* 

"The  potato  deal  has  been  very  draggy,  tho  in  spite  of  the  slow  demand 
at  shipping  points,  the  shipments  have  held  remarkably  even,  at  a  hundred  car 
per  day  average.     This  volume  has  been  maintained  by  a  large  amount  of  con- 
signment shipping,  especially  of  plain- bag,  partly-graded  stock.    This  class  0: 
business  has  been  exceptionally  heavy  to  Chicago,  and  is  quite  generally  re- 
garded as  the  principal  cause  of  the  25^  slump  on  Idahos  there  while  Northern 
stock  held  steady.    And  the  condition  is  much  like  what  Mark  Twain  said  about 
the  weather..     Shippers  who  have  been  strong  for  grading  and  branding  claim 
that  they  are  forced  into  the  plain-bag  business  by  the  competition  of  others. 
(This  means  literally  the  shipping  of  partly  graded  stock  and  getting  out  of 
it  all  that  the  trade  will  stand.)     The  branding  regulations  which  were  adopt- 
ed at  the  end  of  last  season  are  now  under  heavy  fire,  and  it  looks  as  though 
things  are  shaping  up  for  another  general  disturbance  throughout  this  season. 
There  is  lots  of  variety  and  color  to  this  Idaho  deal. 

"There  are  so  many°potat oes  in  Idaho  than  ever  before  that  there  is 
but  little  basis  for  comparisons  with  previous  crops.     The  general  tendency 
is  to  hope  that  the  indicated  $0%  increase  is  too  high,  but  to  admit  that  it 
is  probably  close.    But  opinions  seem  to  be  practically  unanimous  that  the 
percentage  of  shipments  will  be  lower  than  in  previous  seasons,  and  estimates 
of  the  carlot  movement  range  from  21,000  to  2^,000  cars,  with  22,000  to' 
23,000  accepted  more  or  less  generally  as  present  basis  of  calculations.  The 
crop  undoubtedly  is  of .poorer  quality  than  usual,  particularly  with  much 
rough  and  misshapen  stock,  of  which  much  cannot  be  marketed  under  present  con- 
dition 3 cand  prices* 

"With  the  comparatively  light  production  throughout  the  eastern  sec- 
tions, there  is  a  rather  general  expectation  of  good  demand  and  slightly 
better  price  levels  plater  in  the  season.     There  is  not  much  tendency  to  croud 
the  market,  and  in  proportion  to  the  size  of  the  crop,  the  present  shipments 
may  be  considered  about  normal.      .     The      State  is  noted  for  uniformity  of 
shipments  regardless  of  weather  and  market  conditions.    If  California  grapes 
had  not  taken  most  of  the  cars  for  a  couple  of  weeks  earlier  in  the  season, 
the  Idaho  potato  shipments  would  be  several  hundred  cars  ahead  of  the  present  , 
figure,  which  is  about  half  way  between  those  of  the  past  two  seasons.  From 
present  indications  we  have  about  15,000  cars  yet  to  ship,  and  the  deal  can  be 
expected  to  last  as  long  as  there  is  any  demand  for  old  potatoes." 
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2b ,     FLORIDA  CITRUS  SITUATION  .(,7,  H.  Hall,  Orlando,  FlaO 

Florida  is  experiencing  the  worst  drought'  in  fifty  years,  and  while 
there  have  been  two  or  three  fair  rains  during  the  past  month,  the-  need  of 
more  rain  is  apparent  almost  everywhere «     This  has  be^n  a  strong  factor  no 
doubt  in  causing  the  citrus  fruit  to  run  heavy  to  small  sizes  and  has  like- 
wise induced  a  rather  heavy  crop*    These  two  factors  combined,  may  reduce 
the  crop  to  an  appreciable  extent  under  previous  estimates.     Some  operators 
are  predicting  that  the  total  straight  carlot  movement  of  oranges  will  not 
exceed  17,000  cars ,  and  place  the  grapefruit  movement  at  anywhere  between 
10,000  and  12,000  cars.     It  would  seem  that  12,000  is  a  fair  estimate  cff  the 
grapefruit  movement,  but  17,000  is  perhaps  a  little  low  for  oranges. 

Prices  have  been  good,  and  while  there  has  been  a  decline  of  almost  a 
dollar  in  the  f.o.b.  orange  market  within  the  last  ten  days,  best  offerings 
are  now  bringing  $1+ .00- $4.25,  which  is  far  above  the  average  for  most  seasons. 
The  lateness  of  the  California  heavy 'movement ,  the  excellent  quality  of  the 
Florida  oranges  and  the  shortness  of  the  apple  crop,  have  all  contributed 
towards  high  prices.    The  present  strong  position  of  Florida  oranges  in  the 
large  eastern  markets  has  resulted  in  abolishing  discounts  on  250's,   which  is 
something  very  unusual,  and  in  past  seasons  2l6!s  have  often  been  discounted. 

Grapefruit  is  holding  very  firm  at  $3-00  to  $3.25  for  70's  and  larger, 
with  indications  of  even  higher  prices.     The  crop  is  short,  everybody  real- 
izes this  fact,  and   is   holding  shipments  to  a  point  where  the  trade  will 
take  offerings  at  a  good  price. 

The  percentage  of  citrus  moving  out  in  mixed  cars  has  shown  a  rapid 
increase  during  the  past  three  seasons  due  principally  to  the  fact  that 
many  of  the  smaller  markets  that  formerly  received  their  supplies  from  near- 
by large  markets  are  now^buying  direct,  and  most  of  these  markets  while 
unable  ;to  handle  a  straight  car  of  oranges,  grapefruit  or  tangerines,  can 
use  a  mixed  car.    The  movement  of  bulk  oranges  this  year  seems  to  be  lighter 
than  usual,   due  to  some  extent  no  doubt  to  the  increase  in  movement  of  mixed 
cars.

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BELLE-  GLADE- CHOSEN ,  YOUNGEST  OF  HELD  STATIONS. 

Some  of  the  veterans  in  the  market  news  service  will  recall  some  of 
their  own  pioneer  work  in  producing  sections  when  they  read  parts  of  H.  E. 
Rutland1 s  account  of  Belle  Glade- Chosen,  the  new  field  station  in  Florida: 
"This  Belle  Glade  region  is  a  marvelous  development.     I  have  never 
seen  such  rich  land  in  the  United  States  or  in  any  place  where  crops  can 
be  grown  so  easily  and  so  often.     They  tell  me  it  is  possible  to  grow  and 
market  as  many  as  four  crops  on  the  same, land  between  September  and  May. 
No  fertilizer  is  needed,  and  but  little  irrigation.  .  I  have  been  told  that 
beans  can  be  got  ready  to  harvest  for  ten  cents  per  hamper  but  I  do  not  vouch 
for  the  truth  of  the  statement «     Growers  are  shipping  to  Few  York  by  boat 
via  truck  to  Miami  for  a  total  carrying  charge  of  around  k^d  per  hamper,  as 
compared  with  a  rail  'rate  of  around  $1-02.    nothing  but  frosts  .should  keep 
growers  from  making  thousands  of  dollars  each,  season*    And  well  they  ought 
to,   for  living  conditions  are  terrible.     The  country  not  cleared  is  perfectly 
flat  and  covered  with  alders,  moon  flowers -and  sawgrass,  and  presents  a  very 
uninviting  appearance.    The  almost  total  absence  of  trees  does  not  help  the 
situation  any.    The  only  place  to  live  is  at  the  hotel.    Right  now  every- 
thing but  gasoline  and  cigarettes,  sardines  and  gunshells  have  to  be  bought 
in  West  Palm  Beach,  which  is  kO  miles  away.     I  hope  I  don't  lose  my  pencil 
some  day  and  have  to  get  another.    Ice  costs  $1,00  per  hundred  pounds.  We 
drink  rain  water  and  Coca  Cola.1' 


5b .    NEWS  OF  . THE  APPLE  CROP  III  THE  NORTHWEST. 

In  a  letter  of  Dec.  6,  A.  E.  Prugh  contributes  the  following  item  u 
about  the  apple  crop  in  the  Northwestern  States: 

"The  Northwest  has  been  very  fortunate  this  season  in  having  a  fairly 
good  crop  of  apples  with  high  prices  due  to  the  failure  in  the  East.  Idaho 
will  probably  ship  around  7,000  cars  and  market  conditions  nave  enabled  most 
growers  there  to  get  out  of  debt  for  the  first  time  in  several  years.  Local 
estimates  at  Wsnatchee  were  running  mostly  1*4,500  to  15,000  and  my  guess 
would  be  around  15,000  as  practically  every  apple  is  being  shipped  this  year. 
Last  year  one  could  see  huge  piles  of  cull  apples  out  along  the  Columbia 
River,  while  this  season  many  have  been  sold  as  high  as  $15  per  ton.  The 
early  estimates  of  shippers  in  the  Yakima  district  were  mostly  10,000  to 
11,000  cars  and  it  appears  that  the  lower  figure  will  be  nearer  the  output, 
as  the  crop  has  been  running  hea.vy  to  sjnall  sizes.    The  greatest  shortage 
is  at  Hood  River  where  they  now  estimate  only  about  20$  of  a  normal  crop. 
There  has  been  a  comparatively  small  amount  of  Extra  Fancy  grade  this  season 
in  „ashington  and  Oregon.    Prices  so  far  have  -been  about  $1  per  box  higher 
than  last  season.    Recently,  Winesap  and  Rome  prices  have  advanced  and  I 
expect  $3  Winesaps  f.Ocb.,   Defore  the  winter  is  over.

At  the  beginning  of  the  season  the  term  "calyx  burn"  was  suggested  to 
describe  the  injury  of  apples  caused  by  arsenic  spray*    The  term  "acid  burn" 
should  not  be  used  because  investigation  has  shown  that  this  injury  was 
caused  by  soluble  arsenic  and  not  by  acid;    It  has  also  been  found  that  the 
injury  occurs  on  the  tree  and  is  not  necessarily  caused  in  the  washing  process 
The  term  "calyx' scald"  should  be  used  by  market  inspectors  to  describe  this 
injury  as  its  use  has  been  adopted  by  shipping-point  inspectors  in  the  North- 
west,   The  terms  "calyx  burn"  and  "acid  burn"- should  not  be  used  either  on 
the  inspection  certificates  or  in  correspondence.

5a.    A  RECORD  YIELD  FOR  APPLES. 

Better  Fruit,   (Portland,  Ore,)  for  December  says:     "Lewiston  Orchards, 
in  the  Lewiston  district,  claims  to  hold  the  world's  record  in  yield  per  apple 
tree,  according  to  reports  from  there.    Two  Rome  Beauty  trees  on  the  John  W. 
Wilks  place  averaged       boxes  to  the  tree,  each  box  weighing  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  50  pounds,  an  average  of  2,700  pounds  to  the  tree.    This  was  vouched  by 
several  people  engaged  in  picking." 
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6a.    WORK  BEGUU  Off  NEW  BUILDING  PROJECT. 

Last  Saturday,  the  steam  shovel  "began  digging  the  big  hole,  prepara- 
tory to  the  erection  of  the  central  building  which  will  connect  the  east  and 
west  wings  of  the  main  Agricultural  Department  structure.    The  chart  on  the 
opposite  page  is  a  very  rough  and  imperfect.  Sketch  of  the  approximate  ground 
space  to  be  occupied  by  this  central  building  and  by  the  large  extensible  of- 
fice-building just  south  of  B  "Street,-  :  Some  years  'from,  now,  when  the  opera- 
tions have  progressed  that  far,  it  will  be  necessary  to  remove  the  Bieber 
Building  (a  rented  building)  in  which  our  Bureau  is  largely  located,  to  make 
way  for  this  westward  extension  of  the  new  office  building.    The  following  des- 
cription of  the  construction  project  is  copied"  from  the  Official  Record:- 

The  plans  for  the  building  program  for  the  Department  of  Agriculture  in 
Washington  were  disclosed  by  the  Treasury  Department  on  November  l6»    They  in- 
dicate that,  when  the  whole  program- is  completed,  the  Department  of  Agricul- 
ture will  be  housed  in  one  of  the  largest  office  structures  in  the  world* 
Excavation  work  for  the  building,  which  will  connect  the  present  east  and  west 
wings,  was  started  on- Saturday,  December  2k*    This  unit  will  be  the  first  to 
be  built  under  the  plans.    The  -  Department  of  Justice  is  arranging  for  condem- 
nation proceedings  for  the  acquisition  by  the  Government  of  the  first  of  three 
squares  of  private  property  which  eventually  will  be  occupied  by  the  Depart- 
ment's structure.    These  squares- are  those  between  B  and  C  Streets  and  between 
Fourteenth  and  Twelfth  Streets,  S.  W. 

The  plans  call  for  an  extensible  building,  one  that  may  be  added  to^ in- 
definitely, according  to  requirements  for  space  in  the  future.    The  unit  that 
is  to  be  built  first,  the  one  filling  in  between  the  present  east  and  west 
wings,  will  complete  the  facade  on  the  Mall.    B  Street  will  not  be  closed.  On 
the  south  side  of  B  Street,  immediately  and  symmetrically  behind  the  marble 
structure  in  the  Mall,  will  be  a  five-story  unit  more  than  1,000  feet  long  from 
east  to  west.    Behind  this  unit,  other  units  will  be  built,  as  time  goes  on  and 
as  the  need  for  more  space  requires.    The  extensible  building  will  follow  a 
gridiron  scheme  with  an  axis  perpendicular  to  the  center  of  the  administration 
unit  in  the  Mall . 

The  extensible  builaing  will  run  from  Fourteenth  Street  to  Twelfth 
Street.    Eventually  Linworth  Place  and  .Thirteenth  Street  between  B  and  G 
Streets  will  be  closed  and  the  space  occupied  by  the  buildings  and  its  courts. 

Although  the  extensible  building' will  be  less  monumental  in  nature  than 
the  administration  building  in  the  Mall,  it  will  have  a  north  facade  along  B 
Street  of  impressive  dignity. 

The  new  central  unit,  connecting  the  present  wings,  is  to  cost  not  more 
than  $2,000,000,  ana  Congress  has  appropriated  $^00,000  toward  this  particu- 
lar part  of  the  program.    For  the  total  cost  of  site  and  construction  of ^ the 
extensible  building  south  of  B  Street,  Congress  has  authorized  an  expenditure 
of  $5,750,000  and  has  already  appropriated  $1,200,000  of  this  amount.    ^  ^ 

The  new  unit,  which  is  to  join  the  wings,  is  to  be  about  17©  Dy  IJO  -eet 
on  the  ground  and  that  unit  of  the  extensible  building,  which  will  be  built 
first,  will  be  2*41  feet  by  k&3  feet  on  the  ground. 

The  Department  greatly  needs  the  space  which  the  new  construction  ^l11 
afford.    It  is  admittedly  in  one  of  the  most  distressing  housing  situations  oi 
any  of  the  Government  departments.    The  Department  is  now  scattered  m  4-1  build- 
ings over  the  District  of  Columbia,  according  to  the  Public  Buildings  Commission 
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when  the  "building  'program  is  completed,,  it  is"  hoped  that  all  -'of  the  Depart- 
ment 1  8  activities  in  Washington \  with'  t^e  possible  exception  of  the  leather 
Bureau,  will  be  housed  in  centralized  Government- owned  quarters.

KFKX  in  Chicago  is  using  this  portion  of  the  review, 

Wm. ,R.  Whit acre,  Asst.  Marketing  Specialist  in  the  Philadelphia  office, 
wrote  as  follows  on  December  21:     "The  recent  Weekly  Reviews,  with  the  first 
portion  suitable  for  broadcasting,  should  be  a  big  help  to  the  men  who  have 
been  preparing  radio  talks!  regularly.    I  have  been  aoing  this  for  three  years 
and  anything  of  this  kind  is  welcome.

3b.    FROST  DAMAGE  IN  FLORIDA, 

Heavy  frosts  in  southern  Florida  on  December  20  and  21  did  considerable 
damage  to  vegetables.    H.  A.  Marks,  the  Agricultural  Statistician,  reported 
as  follows:   "Citrus  uninjured.    Truck  crops  hurt  50$  at  Belle  Glade  but  dam- 
aged little  in  remainder  Okeechobee  section.    Only  slight  damage  in  low  spots 
so  far  reported  for  other  sections." 

It  will  be  remembered  that  Belle  Glade,  on  the  southern  shore  of  Lake 
Okeechobee,  is  where  we  have  a  temporary  field  station  of  the  News  Service. 

k% .    PROSPECTIVE  MOVEMENT  OF  FLORIDA  CELERY. 

One  of  the  important  factors  in  the  Florida  celery  deal  recently  sub- 
mitted the  following  estimate  of  probable  shipments:  "Barring  cold  weather, 
about  15  cars  should  move  in  December  and  shipments  should  be  heavy  by  January 
10.    Local  estimates  indicate  a  movement  of  7OO  to  1,000  cars  from  the  Sanford 
section  and  300  cars  from  the  Manatee  section  during  January.     Cold  weather, 
of  course,  would  retard  maturity  and  might • radically  affect  the  foregoing 
estimates.     Some  concern  is  felt  because  of  the  heavy  storage  holdings  in 
New  York  State  and  zhe  reported  large  tonnage  yet  to  move  from  California."

•The  following  tables  are  of  interest  in  that  they  show  this  year's 
grape  inspections  to  be  a  greater  number  of  cars  than  has  been  inspected  in 
any  previous  season.    Some  of  the  other  records  broken  this  year,  previously 
written  up  in  the  INSPECTORS1  NOTES ,  are  the  greatest  total  inspections  ever 
maae  in  one  day,  in  one  week,  and  in  one  month.

WORLD'S  RECORD  POTATO  YIELD  AGAIN  BROKEN. 
A  new  mark  has  been  set  for  the  world's  record  yield  from  one  acre  of 
potatoes  by  F.H.  Rindge ,  well  known  Stockton  Delta  potato  grower.    A  total  of 
57O2  sacks,  weighing  64,708  pounds  net,  were  dug  from  a  plot  12  rows  in  width, 
carefully  selected  from  the  extensive  potato  fields  in  the  Rindge  Tract  and 
surveyed  to  total  one  acre  in  area.     Several  years  ago  Rindge  set  the  world's 
record  at  something  like  52,000  pounds  from  one  acre.    In  1926  Zuckerman 
Brothers  on  a  neighboring  island  established  a  new  record  of  62,293  pounds. 
Rindge 's  present  record  yield  was  dug  December  13  and  14  and  was  certified  by 
the  county  authorities  and  H.  E-  Cook,  Federal-State  Inspector. 

°c •    PINED  DOR  ISSUING  "INSPECTION  CERTIFICATES . " 

Frank  Potter  of  Pueblo,  Colorado,  was  fined  $50  by  the  Federal  Court, 
when  he  pleaded  "guilty  of  mis-use  of  his  authority  as  a  Federal  warehouse  in- 
spector.   Potter,  who  was  licensed  to  inspect  potatoes  and  dry  beans  at  a  cer- 
tain warehouse  under  the  Federal  Warehouse  Act,  had  been  making  inspections  of 
fresh  f raits  and  vegetables,  and  pocketing  the  fees  he  collected. 

Not  long  ago  Potter  "reversed"  a  car  of  potatoes  on  20%  undersize  and 
10$  decay,  which  had  been  inspected  at  Ontario,  Calif,,  and  graded  U,  S.  No.  1. 
Suspicion  was  aroucad  when  a  copy  of  the  "certificate0  was  produced,  upon  de- 
mand of  the  shipper,  and  founa  typed  on  the  receiver's  letterhead  stationery. 
This  and  other  operations  brought  about  an  investigation  by  the  Government, 
resulting  in  Potter's  conviction. 
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7c.    LATE  BLI GET  OF  TOMATO  (By  D.  4|  Milbratfr) 

-*Late  "blight  appears  to  "be  severe  in  all  late  tomato  sections  of  Cali- 
fornia.   Since  the  disease  has  caused  heavy  losses  in  transit,  as  well  as 
field,  a  few  words  on  the.  disease  are  not  out  of  place  at  this  time; 

"The  causal  fungus  is  a  species  of  the  genus  Phytophtnora.  The  exact 
species  name  can  not  be  stated  definitely  at  present  because  there  appears  to 
be  a  slight  variation  frond'  the  old  potato  blight  fungus,  Phytophthora  infes- 
tans,  „ 

"The  fungus  enters  the  plant  tissues  through  stpmata  or  pores.    It  grows 
in  cells  under  the  epidermis  and  in  some  cells  more  deeply  located.    The  re- 
sult of  this  growth  is  browning'  of.  the  tissues.. .  When  the  internal  fungus  be- 
comes ready,  it  sends  spore-bearing  stalks  upward  through  the  epidermis*  The 
spores  and  the  stalks  give  the  white  ana  downy. growth, .  overlying  some  of  the 
brown  patches  on  stems,  leaves  and  fruit* 

"The  tomato  fruit  has  a  continuous  skin  without  pores*    Then,  how  does 
infection  of  the  f mi t  occur, : when  the  mode  of  invasion  of. -the  fungus  is  the 
through  pores?   -The  answer  is '"'through  .the  fruit  stems  and  sepals.    By  this 
time,  it  has  been  observed  by  inspectors  that  the  fruit  breaks  down  first  at 
the  stem- end. 

"After  the  fungus  has  passed  from  the  sepal  and  green  stem  into  the 
fruit,  it  takes  from  two  to  four  days  before  the  evidence  of  its  presence  be- 
comes apparent.    This  means  that  it  is  very  difficult  to  decide  whether  fruit 
is  diseased  or  not  at  picking  time, 

"In  view  of  this  mode  of  entrance  of  the  fungus,  it  is  very  improbable 
that  the  disease  will-  spread  from  a  diseased  tomato  to  a  healthy  one  in  the 
pack.    Experiments  to  substantiate  this  assumption  will  be  started  at  once. 

"Many  growers  are  now  applying  dusts  and  liquid  sprays,  -  another  in- 
vestment benefiting  only  the  spray  material  manufacturer,    Preventive  meas- 
ures only  can  be  of  benefit;  consequently  it  is  too  late  now  to  apply  fungi- 
cides*   When  the  fungus  once  gets  down  under  the  skin,  it  can  not  be  attacked 
by  a  surface  application  of  any  fungicide."

13?-     SKIPPING-  VE&ETA3LES  TO  THE.  ISLAND  POSSESSIONS ^  ": 

The  following  letter  was  written  on  ..December  1-3  by  C.  J.  Hansen  to  "a' 
steamship  company  in  San  Francisco:   .  .. .:  .  • 

"Referring  to  our  .telephone  conversation  as-to  the  various  ways" of 
shipping  perishable  Vegetables  to  the  Orient  via  refrigerator  boats,  I  would 
advise  that  this  Department  has  experimented  along  this  line  somewhat  for  the 
United  States  Navy,    The  Navy  Department  periodically  ships  various  farm  com- 
modities to  the  island  possessions,  Samoa  and  Guam.    Lettuce,  cauliflower, "and 
celery  were  found  to  be  the  most  perishable  and  difficult  to  pack  so  as  to 
reach  destination  in  a  thoroughly  good  state  of  preservation*- 

"Experiments  were  conducted  in  .packing  lettuce  in  ice  (-such  as  "is  done 
in  commercial  houses  for  eastern  shipment)^  as  well  as  packing  dry  and  wrapping 
the  individual  head  in  various  kinds  of  paper.    Later,  a  crate  having  a  filler, 
very  similar  to  that  in  an  egg  case,  was  secured,  which  made  it  possible  to 
place  each  head  in  a  separate  compartment.    This  latter  method  proved  to  be 
the  most  satisfactory,  and.  is.  used  at  the  present  time.     Celery  and  cauliflower 
are  wrapped  .individually  in  paper  and- packed  in  the  original  crate,  ---^t  was 
found  that :  by'  this  method  they  arrived- with  less  than  l$fo  losss  which  is"- very- 
good,'  considering  the  length  of  time,  required  to  reach  these  station's •
